Proposed    Decrease    in 

Wages  Will  Not  be 

Made  Now. 


"Washington,  June  8. — No  .general  in- 
crease in  freight  rates  is  likely  to  be 
made  by  the  railways  of  the  country 
in  the  near  future,  if  it  be  made  at  all. 
Certainly  nothing  will  be  done  before 
next  autumn,  and  it  Is  unlikely  now 
that  anything  approximating  a  gen- 
eral increase   will  be  attempted  then. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  presidents 
and  operating  officials  of  important 
railroads  held  in  New  York  it  was  the 
concensus  of  opinion  that  it  would  be 
undesirable,  if  not  absolutely  imprac- 
ticable, to  put  into  effect  at  this  time 
an  increase  of  freight  rates.  Opinion 
at  the  meeting  was  divided,  but  ma- 
jority inclined  to  the  view  that  It  would 
be  bad  policy  and  bad  business,  at  this 
juncture  to  attempt  an  increase  of 
rates.

It  was  chased  thr(>ugh  the  streets 
by  dugs,  and  attenripted  to  cross  the 
riv*r  near  the  mill,  l>ut  Avas  stopped 
by  logs,  and  it  stayed  in  the  center 
(i  the  stream  resting  its  head  on  a 
log'  l(ir  a  iong  time.  The  mill  hands 
secured  a  rope  and  after  throwing  it 
around  the  neck  of  the  moose,  tried 
to  pull  it  ashore,  but  the  animal 
choked,  and  drowned,  and  was  hauled 
on   to   the   bank   dead. 

No  action  has  thus  far  been  taken 
by  the  authoritie.«  in  the  case,  but 
considering  the  fact  that  it  was  killed 
out  of  seasi.n.  and  a  cow  moose  in 
addition,  it  is  i»robable  that  there  is 
trfiuble  in  store  for  those  that  had  a 
hand    in    the    capture.

Will  Protest  Against  In- 
creased Freight  on 
Milk  and  Cream. 

Chicago.  June  8.— Hixt*  en  of  the  larg- 
est manufacturers  of  butter  in  the 
I'nited  States  will  open  their  fight 
against  the  propo.-sed  advance  of  freight 
rates  on  cream  and  milk  before  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commission  next 
Wednesday.  The  average  increase  in 
tariffs  is  from  66  2-3  to  125  per  cent.  A 
butter  famine  is. promised  should  their 
fight  fail. 

The  butter  manufacturers  say  they 
see  no  alternative  other  than  to  stop 
business.  The  margin  of  profit,  they 
say  is  less  than  one  half  a  cent  per 
pound  net.  A  disturbance  of  the  rates 
that  have  been  in  effect  for  fifteen 
years,  it  is  alleged,  not  only  would 
imperil  the  millions  invested  in  cream- 
f-ry  plants  and  cream  receiving  sta- 
tions in  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Missouri, 
Iowa,  Illinois,  South  Daktoa,  Wisccm-

NELSON  TRIAL 
IS  FINISHED 

Action  for  Alleged  Tim- 
ber Land  Swindle  In 
Jury's  Hands. 

County  Attorney  J.  H.  Norton,  who 
has  been  confined  at  his  home  with 
sickness  for  several  days,  was  able  to 
be  in  court  this  morning,  and  the  trial 
of  N.  M.  Nelson,  on  the  charge  of  de- 
frauding Rev.  F.  O.  Kllng  in  a  deal 
to  locate  the  latter  on  a  timber  claim, 
was  resumed  and  finished.  The  argu- 
ments to  the  jury  were  concluded  this 
afternt)on. 

Mr.  Kllng  and  a  number  of  others, 
including  several  minl.sters.  claimed 
that  Nelson  took  them  out,  showed 
them  some  fine  timbered  country 
which  he  Is  alleged  to  have  claimed 
was  open  to  entry,  and  located  them 
for  $100  each.  When  the  filings  were 
completed  and  the  posse.ssors  of  the 
claims  came  to  look  up  their  claims 
they  found  that  the  descriptions  sold 
them  by  Nelson  applied  to  worthless 
land  about  two  miles  from  the  timber 
they  had  been  shown,  it  is  claimed. 

Nelson,  In  his  defense,  claimed  that 
he  is  not  a  timber  locater  by  profes- 
sion, that  he  has  cruised  around  some 
in  th^-  woods  and  that  h-j  offered  to  lo- 
cate several  men  on  timber  claims  he 
knew  of  at  a  priqe  le.ss  than  that  usu- 
ally charged  by  regular  locaters.  He 
claimed  that  he  did  n«>t  misrepresent 
the  land,  that  Mr.  Kling  after  going 
through  the  woods  for  some  distance 
became  tired  out  and  did  not  care  to 
go  any  further.

Harring  was  hurt  the  more  seriously, 
receiving,  in  addition  to  a  broken  aiiii, 
some  bad  cuts  and  bruises.  McGibbon  was 
badly  cut  .'ilxiut  the  head  and  face  and 
severely  shaken  up.  The  boys  might  have 
been  hurt  much  woi-se  and  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  their  luck  in  getting  cut  of 
the  affair  so  easily.

DYNAMITE  ACCIDENTS. 

Demand  That  Those  Responsible  be 
Vigorously  Proseeuted. 

To    the    Editor    of    The    Herald: 

Another  accident  on  the  Wisconsin 
Central  tunnel  Involving  loss  of  life, 
owing  to  criminal  carelesness  in  the 
use  of  dynamite!  We  have  but  to  go 
beyond  those  directly  in  charge  of  the 
work  to  Involve  those  indirectly  In 
charge,  who  have  the  authority  to  regu- 
late this  extremely  hazardous  business, 
and  to  enforce  the  laws  governing  such 
work  to  convict  them  In  the  public 
mind,  if  not  in  the  courts,  of  contribu- 
tive     negligence. 

What  Is  all  this  talk  about  putting 
on  the  lid,  the  Irrational  regulating 
of  the  general  business  and  morals  of 
Duluth  and  the  attempt  of  our  city 
fathers  to  constitute  themselves  guar- 
dians in  all  petty  details  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  city,  compared  with  their 
contributive  negligence  Involving  the 
destruction  of  valuable  city  property, 
the  jeopardizing  of  human  life  and 
the  actual  maiming  and  death  of  the 
poor  people  engaged  in  this  work?  I 
would  suggest  that  those  In  power  in 
Duluth.  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest, 
devote  more  time  to  protecting  property 
and  human  life  from  the  results  of 
the  careless  use  of  dynamite. 

How  much  more  good  could  be  ac- 
complislud  If  the  city  authorities 
would  exercise  a  more  constant  and 
careful  supervision  of  all  work,  where 
dynamite  is  used,  than  by  Indulging 
in  Weak  and  Intemperate  attempts  t,o 
regulate  and  change  tlie  varlou.s  busi- 
ness interests  of  Duluth.  We  iiave 
had  two  serious  and  fatal  dynamite 
explosions  in  this  railroad  tunnel.  I

crease  in  the  last  month  over  the  pre- 
ceding three  months  and  a  general 
revival  of  business  In  all  industrial 
branches  was  reported  from  every  part 
of  the  country. 

The  judgment  was  expressed  that  if 
business  conditions  generally  did  not 
continue  to  show  improvement  it  v.ould 
be  necessary  for  the  railroads  of  the 
c-ountry  to  adopt  some  method  of  pro- 
tecting the  interests  of  their  stock- 
holders. Only  two  methods  were  sug- 
gested: 

An  Increase  of  freight  rates  and  a  de- 
crease in  wages  of  employes.  It  is 
quite  certain  that  neither  will  be  re- 
sorted to  before  the  first  of  next  Octo- 
ber and  Important  officials  believe  It 
will  not  be  necessary  even  then  to  re- 
sort to  either  of  the  methods. 

In  some  unaccountable  way  the  re- 
port became  general  among  shippers, 
particularly  those  of  the  Middle  West 
and  South,  that  the  president  and  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  had 
given  their  approval  to  the  suggested 
increase  in  freight  rates.  Regardless 
of  the  impossibility  of  such  approval, 
or  of  the  inefficacy  of  it  if  it  were 
given,  hundreds  of  shippers  have  writ- 
ten to  the  members  of  the  commission, 
protesting  against  the  purported  ac- 
tion of  the  commission  and  insisting 
that  the  rates  be  not  increased.  The 
members  have  spent  a  great  deal  of 
time  trying  to  set  their  correspondents 
right  on  the  matter.  While  the  com- 
mission has  no  power  under  the  law  to 
prevent  the  establishment  of  such  rates 
as  the  railways  see  fit  to  put  into 
effect,  unless,  after  due  hearing,  the 
increased  rates  should  be  found  to  be 
excessive,  unreasonable  or  unjust,  it 
would  be  equally  imjiossible  and  in- 
appropriate for  It  to  give  Its  approval 
to  any  proposed  increase  of  rates.  The 
commission  crosses  such  bridges  as 
that  when  it  reaches  them,  and  not 
before. 

Some  rates,  in  special  instances,  re- 
cently have  been  increased.  Tliat  on 
fiesh  meats  moving  from  the  North  to 
points  in  the  California  territory,  is  a 
c£ise  in  point.  A  little  while  ago  it  was 
proposed  to  increase  the  proportional 
rates  on  paper  2  cents  a  hundred 
pounds  from  Wisconsin  and  Michigan 
points  to  the  Ohio  river  gateways, 
when  the  shipments  were  destined  to 
Carolina  and  other  Southeastern  points. 
The  members  of  the  Western  trunk 
line  association  reconsidered  the  mat- 
ter, however,  and  the  increa.'-e  will  not 
be  made,  at  least  not  for  the  present. 

Of  course,  when  if  ever,  the  increase 
of  rates  is  made.  It  will  be  very  care- 
fully considered  by  the  Interstate  com- 
merce commission,  pe-rhaps  on  its  own 
initiative,  without  waiting  for  a  formal 
complaint    from    shinrfrs.

Quick  to  peredve  that  an  attempt  to  re- 
Ouc  wages  would  divorce  from  them  a 
large  nu.mbor  ot  pcple,  and  recugniz- 
li)g  that  the  union  siiop  wjis  labor's  bul- 
wark against  industrial  tyranny,  tht^y 
took  a  roundalH>ui  course  to  wage  re- 
dueiions  by  insisting  upon  wliat  thiy  were 
ploase<l  to  call  the  "open  shop."  which  In 
fact  js  the  non-union  shop  in  di.«guiso. 
Und^r  union  shop  rules  labor  has  some- 
thing to  say  about  fixing  the  wage  scale 
Knd  other  conditions  of  toil.  Under  "open 
shop"  conditiens  labor  hap  nothing  to  sav 
In  these  rnatttrs. 

MJiiiinuin  Wage  Sealo. 
The  trade  unions  lave  a  rather  well 
ei?tabliFhed  idea  that  if  the  trust,  the 
capitalistic  organiz.i.tion,  can  succeed  in 
esfablliihing  a  monoooly  price  In  lieu  of 
the  old  competitive  price  upon  its  prod- 
ucts; then  labor,  under  union  shop  condi- 
tions, should  succeed  in  fixing  a  mininiuiu 
wages  scale,  based  upon  tlK>  cost  of  liv- 
ing, below  which  no  inan  should  bt  asked 
to  work.  Without  the  union  shop  this  can 
not  l>c  done,  and  none  know  this  .So  well 
as  do  tht-  organized  opponents  of  the  trade 
union   idea. 

If  the  fight  against  la.bor  was  wholly 
In  the  open  th«re  would  be  a  different 
story  to  tell  this  convention.  But  not 
satisfied  with  blacklists  and  lockouts,  our 
opponents  ha.ve  sehemlngly  utilized  ever>' 
avenue  of  publicity,  and  "in  this  manner 
they  have  partly  succeeded  1  n 
creating  .an  envlornnient  of  prejudice 
against  traxle  unionism  and  trade  union 
piiilosophy. 

With  the  aid  of  a  powerful  lobby,  eon- 
slstlng  of  the  ablest  lawyers  their  money 
can  pu'cha&c  they  have  deluged  the  .seat 
of  our  government,  and  have  CHiwed  con- 
gress into  a  do  -lothlng  policy.  They  loiter 
about  the  hotel.«,  work  into  socletv  circles, 
and  lounge  about  the  fashionable  clubs. 
There  at  <verv  oport unity  they  begin  their 
attack-i  upon  organized  labor  with  a 
strangely  winning  flnosse;  The  shortcojn- 
ings  of  the  labor  unions  ftre  magnified, 
Willie  their  morltorisus  work  is  but  lightly 
mentioned,  and  then  only  with  cunning 
artifice   under  the  pretense  of  belnp  fair. 

The  Courts  Infected. 

In  this  manner  they  have  succeeded  in 
.'ome  quarters  In  creating  an  environment 
wholly  prejudicial  to  the  philosrohy  of 
the  labor  movement.  This  has  grown  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  has  even  infected 
the  iud^-es  of  thf  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  and  placed  them  in  a  chan- 
nel of  thought  which  led  their  mmds  to 
conclude  that  the  worklnt^man's  organ- 
ization should  be  amenable  to  a  law 
which  was  enacted  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  protecting  labor  and  all  the  people 
from  the  conspiracy  of  a  trust.  Because 
of  the  judgment  of  the  court  it  is  now 
a  crime  to  boycott.  To  picket  is  unlaw- 
ful ar.d  to  strike  Is  almost  useless  for 
every  heretofore  lawful  weapon  used  in 
a  s-trike  has  been  taken  away  by  judicial 
edict. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  courts,  ever  true 
In  their  allegiance  to  the  sacred  rights 
of  property,  have  declared  unconstitu- 
tional every  recent  law  enacted  to  prcv 
t^ct  Or  to  give  relief  to  labor.  Maimed 
and  halted  workingnun  and  helpless  wid- 
ows .and  orphans  must  continue  to  suffir 
to  satisfy  the  greed  and  avarice  of  the 
property  class,  and  all  because  a  judicial 
tribunal  has  declared  void  a  model  em- 
ployer's liability  law.  By  a  strange  lino 
of  reasoning  the  same  court  has  legalized 
the  blacklist,  the  employers'  means  of 
boycotting  labor.  The  minor  federal 
courts  in  several  instances  have  ex- 
panded a  f(w  paces  in  their  abuse  of  the 
writ   of   injunction. 

Congress,  while  repeatedlv  threatened 
by  the  i»re.sident  of  the  United  Statis, 
succeeded  in  adjourning  by  doing  nothing 
rhe  employers'  associations  an  still  wag- 
ing their  wars  against  organized  labor 
Ihe  whole  year  has  been  fraught  with 
exciting  evenUs,  in  which  the  trade  unions 
have  been  forced  to  bear  the  brunt  of 
the  defense. 

K^'oninieiidafions. 

Mr.  McEwen  recommended  that  author- 
ity be  granted  to  the  incoming  officers 
the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of 
convention,  so  that  the  widest  p(«8- 
sible  pubhclty  may  be  given  them  among 
the  unionists  of  the  state;  that  the 
committee  on  constituion  and  law  be  re- 
queste<l  to  present  te.  this  convention  a 
revi.=fcd  and  more  mcdern  constitution- 
that  the  convention  devise  ways  and 
means  for  interesting  the  churches  in  the 
observance  of  I^bor  Sunday  on  the  th:rd 
Sunday  in  May.

Men.  enjoying  reputations  for  ve- 
racity in  the  community,  disposed  of  it 
recklessly  by  brazenly  declaring  that  the 
unions  limited  the  amount  of  work  a 
member  shoulel  perform  in  a  da  v.  Some 
of  the  charges,  while  of  a  serious  nature 
became  amusing  because  nothing  shor' 
of  the  most  complete  control  in  ofganiza- 
tions  would  enable  a  union  to  carry  them 
cut. 

However,  a  reasonable  excuse  for  wag- 
ing a  war  against  laljor  was  necessarv  to 
win  public  support,  and  If  none  existed 
they  were  obliged  to  manufacture  one 
The  contractors  were  the  least  cemcerned 
n  conducting  the  warfare  against  union 
labor.  AH  of  them,  when  privately  dis- 
cussing the  trouble,  would  freelv  admit 
that  they  were  satisfied  with  their  union 
crews.  Tn  a  moment  of  Impatience  they 
had  entered   Into  an  agreement  with  cer- 


Truo  Cause  of  Lockout. 

The  true  cause  for  the  enforced  lockout 
In  Duluth  has  never  been  generally 
knokn.  Several  lusiness  reasons  have  been 
given,  some  holiling  that  the  steel  trust 
was  Instrumental  in  Inaugurating  the 
tight,  for  it  was  stated  that  the  big  cor- 
poration would  not  expend  a  dollar  In 
Duluth   until   ih€    unions  were  wiped  out. 

If  there  was  anything  in  this  report, 
the  officials  of  the  steel  trust  succeeded 
in  concealing  themselves.  However,  I 
believe  that  the  :-novement  was  started  by 
the  smaller  fry.  A  number  of  exploiters 
of  Duluth  real  estate,  and  a  few  petty 
officers  in  a  local  organization,  known  as 
the  Commercial  club,  were  taught  to  be- 
lieve that  Industries  would  not  locate  In 
Duluth  because  e)f  the  strong  union  labor 
sentiment  there.  To  make  it  easier  to 
pile  up  dollars  for  themselves,  they  cal- 
culated that  the  only  thing  to  do  was  to 
wipe  out  the  unions.  So  they  under- 
took the  job,  but  they  evidently  had  no 
conception  of  the  Immensity  of  their  task. 

The  labor  orgs.nizations  knew  little  of 
the  solidarity  of  their  forces  until  the 
first  vicious  blow  was  struck.  I  never 
s.oR'  .«uch  loyalt>.  I  never  heard  of  .such 
fidelity  to  a  cause,  as  was  shown  by  mv 
tolling  brothers  in  Duluth.  The  rank  and 
file  were  even  more  courageous  than  the 
leaders.  Considering  the  duration  of  the 
conflict  the  de.se-tions  were  mighty  few. 
The  unions  were  ably  reinforced  by  their 
helpmates,  the  v/oinen,  who  organized  in- 
to union  label  leagues,  and  /nade  things 
lively  for  the  opposition.  The  heroism 
and  sacrifices  of  the  wives  of  the  Duluth 
unionists  gave  the  men  in  the  combat 
the  neces.sary  courage,  arid  this  is  the 
chief  rea.son  why  the  a  la  Parrviteg  of 
the  Zenith  City  have  failed  in  their  at- 
tempt to  defeat  the  trade  union  move- 
ment In   Duluth. 

It  will  take  .'several  months  to  get  over 
the    e'ffect    of    the    Industrial    struggle    In 
Duluth.     A  number  of  non-unionists  were 
secured,   but  many   of  them  do   not  come 
up  to  the  standard  as  workmen,  and  It  Is 
only  a  matter  of  time  when   they  will  be 
supplanted   by  m^^n   with   the  union  card 
With  the  return  of  Industrial  activity  the    J"*^*?"' 
Duluth    unions    v/ill    again    be   placed    in    J"''''^'^e 
control,  and  we  j  re  certain  no  future  at- 
tempt win  be  male  to  destroy  them. 

But  few  cities  in  the  state  e.scaped  an 
attack  of  some  >ort  from  the  .same  In- 
fluences which  operated  In  Duluth,  and 
th<^  unions  in  m  ~,st  of  these  cities  suc- 
ceeded in  holding  their  own  in  the  com- 
bats. A  glance  ovfT  the  Industrial  field 
at  this  moment  Indicates  th.at  thp  worst 
t)Iows  have  been  dealt.  Union  la.bor  has 
survived  the  attack  with  remarkable  suc- 
cess. If  We  but  keep  our  forces  properly 
lined   up  and  shew   judgment   in   our   dl- 


'  Apprentice    Question. 

Secretary  McEwen  urg(.xl  the  necessity 
of  action  on  the  apprentice  question,  say- 
ing:

Increase,  in  a  time  of  depression,  would 
tend  rather  to  increase  freight  stagna- 
tion than  to  stimulate  freight  move- 
ment. Such  a  result  would  be  only  ad- 
ditional disadvantage  to  the  carriers, 
the  opinion  being  general  that  It  would 
not  induce  increa.sed   revenues. 

Most  of  the  officials  who  attended  the 
meeting  indicated  a  belief  that  railway 
business  conditions  were  improving. 
The  freight  revenues — and  the  pa.ss-

the    workman's    effort    to    Improve    his 
industrial   condition,   through  organiza- 
tion,  is  placed   In   jeopardy. 

This  should  arouse  our  energies  to 
active  work  in  the  political  field,  to  the 
end  that  men  favorable  to  our  conten- 
tions shall  represent  ua  in  congress. 
It  has  become  a  by-word  that  faithful- 
ness to  .Speaker  Cannon,  rnd  the  inter- 
es'ts  which  he  serves,  meang  dlssloyalty 
to  the  wage  earners  of  our  nation. 

We  of  Minnesota,  Irrespective  of 
party  affiliations,  should  see  to  It  that 
no  man  shall  receive  our  support  who 
is  not  willing  to  seiuare  himself  with 
the  policy  that  will  accord  and  mete  (/it 
to  the  workers. 
An  election  for  members  of  our  state 
legislature  shall  have  taken  place  be- 
fore we  again  meet,  and  I  entertain  no 
dotibt  that  our  very  vigilant  political 
committee  shall  adopt  such  measures 
as  will  fully  safeguard  our  rights  and 
Interests  in  the  selection  of  representa- 
tives to  our  state  legislature.  Among 
other  things,  we  must  positively  insist 
upon  every  candidate  for  our  suffrage 
luiiig  in  hearty  accorel  with  the  enact- 
ment of  a  modern  and  rightfully  pro- 
tective    employers'     liability    law.     and

Trade  Unions  and  Party  Politics. 

Discussing  the  suggestions  r.iade  by 
those  who  desire  to  make  organized 
labor's  strength  a  political  f.acior, 
working  in  the  right  direction,  Secre- 
tary McEwen   said: 

One  step  frequently  suggested  is  the 
formation  of  a  distinct  Labor  party, 
the  adoption  of  a  labor  platform,  and 
the  nomination  of  labor  candidates.  An- 
other is  tlie  Indorsement  of  one  of  the 
existing  political  parties  and  a  general 
effort  to  place  all  its  candidates  in  of- 
fice and  its  policies  in  operation. 
Neither  of  these  suggestions  is  practi- 
cal or  possible  under  the  existing  con- 
ditions, even  though  the  leaders  ef 
every  national  trade  union  were  to 
unanimously  indorse  one  of  them,  for 
the  workman  of  this  country  has  al- 
ways been  free  to  think  and  act  for 
himself  in  the  political  field,  and  this 
Independence  of  political  thought  Is 
fostered  by  the  institutions  of  our  na- 
tion, and  guaranteed  by  the  constitu- 
tion and  principles  of  every  trade 
union. 

In  view  of  the  great  division  of  politi- 
cal faith  among  trade  unionists,  and 
the  impossibility  of  reconciling  the  di- 
verse and  antagonistic  political  views 
which  they  hold,  wh;it  can  be  done  to 
so  unite  their  strength,  that  the  bal- 
ance of  power  which  they  hold  In  the 
industrial  districts  can   be  applied? 

The  only  answer  Is  found  in  their  be- 
coming so  Independent  of  party  lines 
that  on  election  day  they  will  sup- 
port those  candidates  who  stand 
pledged  to  vote  for  the  legislation  re- 
quired, and  work  for  tho  defeat  of 
those  who  are  opposed  to  them.  This 
Is  the  very  thing  the  business  men 
and  employers  are  doing  toilay. 

Organized  labor  can  do  nothing  which 
would  make  a  deeper  lmi)ression  upon 
the  nation's  representatives  than  to  dem- 
onstrate their  political  independence  and 
their  determination  to  supp<.rt  their 
friends  and  defeat  their  enemies.  To  en- 
diavor  to  launch  a  new  political  party. 
Or  to  give  official  indorsement  to  any  of 
ihoso  in  existence,  w"ould  so  divide  and 
weaken  our  stren2"th  that  the  dominant 
political  parties  would  lose  all  fear  of 
incurring   our  displeasure. 

Work  Before  the  Convention. 
The  convention  will  remain  in  session 
three  days.  The  most  important  work  to 
come  before  the  meeting  will  be  the  de- 
velopment of  a  plan  of  political  procedure, 
made  necessary  by  recent  hostile  court 
decisions  involving  the  trade  unions.  The 
successful  method  adopted  bv  the  Anti- 
Saloon  league  in  urging  prohibition  rather

COMPULSORY  FREE  PASSES. 

The  pass,  that  ancient  relic  of  the  brotherly  rela- 
tions between  the  railroads  and  politics,  will  not  down. 
It  has  been  pretty  well  shattered  in  most  of  the  states, 
and  the  anti-pass  provisions  of  the  interstate  commerce 
law  gave  it  a  blow  from  which  it  can  hardly  recover. 
Yet  there  are  still  states  in  which  passes  are  allowed  if 
the  railroads  wish  to  give  them,  and  there  are  in  those 
states  politicians  who  still  deny  that  the  pass  is  a  bribe, 
and  who  seek  to  justify  the  continuance  of  its  use. 
They  do  not  seem  to  consider  that  railroads  are  not  in 
the  habit  of  giving  something  for  nothing,  and  that  they 
never  were  in  that  habit. 

The  latest  recrudescence  of  the  pass  happened  in 
Oregon;  or  rather  it  tried  to  happen  there.  Seeing  the 
approaching  wave  of  protest  against  the  pass,  the  Oregon 
legislature  enacted  a  law  compelling  the  railroads  to  fur- 
nish free  passes  for  all  state  officers,  all  judges,  all 
sheriffs  and  all  members  of  the  legislature.  The  gov- 
ernor vetoed  the  bill  very  promptly,  and  the  legislature 
as  promptly  passed  it  over  his  veto.  In  most  states  that 
would  have  been  the  end  of  it.  unless  perchance  the  law 
had   been   taken  into  the  courts   and  vetoed  by  judicial 

decree. 

But  that  isn't  the  end  of  any  piece  of  legislation  in 
Oregon.  That  state  has  an  interesting  institution  known 
as  the  referendum.  Under  it,  if  the  people  disapprove 
of  a  law  passed  by  the  legislature,  they  can  by  a  peti- 
tion have  it  submitted  to  popular  vote.  That  is  what 
happened   in    this   case,   and   at    the    recent   election    the

The  compulsory  pass  plan  has  been  broached  in 
many  states,  and  it  is,  in  a  measure,  preferable  to  the 
voluntary  pass  system.  If  there  must  be  passes,  it  is 
better  to  have  them  provided  for  by  law  than  to  have 
them  provided  by  the  railroads,  because  in  the  first  in- 
stance no  obligation  is  involved,  and  in  the  second  in- 
stance the  recipient  of  the  pass  is  indebted  to  the  rail- 
road for  it,  and  can  hardly  be  too  severe  upon  an  insti- 
tution so  generous. 

But  a  pass  is  a  pass,  no  matter  how  it  is  acquired, 
and  it  gives  one  class  or  one  set  of  individuals  privileges 
that  other  classes  or  other  sets  of  individuals  don't  have; 
therefore  it  is  bad.  It  is  unfair,  too,  because  it  is  quite 
clear  that  those  that  don't  get  passes  are  not  only  the 
victims  of  discrimination,  but  they  are  compelled  to  pay 
the  way  of  those  who  are  the  beneficiaries  of  the  dis- 
crimination.

THE  HYPOCRISY  OF  THE  TARIFF. 

In  his  talk  tu  the  graduates  of  Armour  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Chicago  last  week  Governor  Johnson 
punctured  effectively  one  of  the  greatest  hypocrisies  in 
American  life — the  shameful  pretense  that  the  protective 
tariff  is  needed  to  protect  the  American  laborer  from 
the  competition  of  the  labor  of  other  lands. 

His  address  was  not  political,  and  the  subject  is  not 
political.  It  is  one  that  appeals  to  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  land;  one  that  affects  everybody,  and 
that  goes  more  deeply  into  the  economic  evils  of  the 
country  than  any  other.  It  is  wrong  to  taboo  such  a 
subject  on  the  ground  that  it  is  "political;"  it  should  be 
discussed  freely  and  fully  everywhere,  that  such  light 
may  be  thrown  upon  it  as  will  expose  its  foul  depths 
and  putrid  infamies. 

"I  desire  to  place  myself  on  record  on  this  occasion," 
said  Governor  Johnson,  "as  denying  as  false  the  assump- 
tion that  American  workingmen  are  not  turning  out  as 
great  a  product  in  proportion  to  the  wages  they  receive 
as  the  workingmen  of  anj'  other  country;  and  the  proof 
of  the  falsity  of  this  assumption  is  in  the  products  them- 


A  FLIMSY  EXCUSE. 

The  paper-making  industry  having  prospered  amaz- 
ingly under  the  protection  of  a  tariff  schedule  and  hav- 
ing insured  its  prosperity,  by  grace  of  this  protection, 
through  the  formation  of  a  trust  to  maintain  high  prices 
and  to  prevent  competition,  found  itself  required,  during 
the  recent  congressional  investigation  into  its  affairs, 
to  offer  some  explanation  of  the  inordinate  increase  in 
the  price  it  charges  for  its  product. 

It  promptly  assigned  as  its  excuse  the  increase  in  the 
cost  of  its  raw  material,  pulpwood,  and  the  increase  in  the 
cost  of  its  labor.  Since  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  its 
labor  is  infinitesimal  compared  with  the  increase  in  its 
prices,  the  burden  of  the  excuse  fell  upon  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  pulpwood. 

Whereupon  there  was  great  though  bitter  merriment 
in  the  sections  where  the  paper  trust  buys  its  pulpwood. 
The  perfect  trust  works  its  evil  two  ways — against  the 
producer  and  against  the  consumer — and  the  men  who 
have  had  to  deal  with  the  paper  trust  knew  it  by  harsh 
experience. 

The  International  Falls  Border  Budget,  published  in 
a  territory  that  produces  a  good  deal  of  pulpwood,  gives 
this  testimony  regarding  the  claim  of  increased  cost  of 
pulpwood:     "It  will  be  a  hard  matter  for  congress  to 
make   the    people    of   Northern    Minnesota    believe    this, 
ov/ing  to  the  fact  that  the  pulp  and  paper  companies  who 
have  had  buyers  through  this  part  of  the  state  during  the 
past  year  have  been   paying  less   for   spruce   pulpwood 
than   they  offered  two  years  ago,  and  this   right  »in  the 
face  of  the  growing  shortage  of  wood  for  pulp.     During 
the  winter  of  1906-07  representatives  of  the  paper  trust 
controlling   the   output   of   the   mills   in   Wisconsin    and 
Minnesota,   particularly   along   the   line   of   the    M.   &   I, 
railroad  in  the  vicinity  of  Big  Falls  and  Northome,  were 
paying  from  $3  to  $4  per  cord  more  than  they  paid  last 
winter.    In  fact,  during  a  short  period  it  was  impossible 
to   dispose   of   any   pulpwood,   the    paper   manufacturers 
claiming  that  they  already  had  an  over-supply  on  hand. 
If,   as   the   committee   would   have    us   believe,   it   is   the 
growing  scarcity  of  pulpwood  in  the  United  States  which 
has   caused   the   enormous   adv^ance  in   the   cost  of  print 
paper  in  the  last  two  years,  we  wish  they  would  advance 
some  reasonable  excuse  for  the  manufacturers  in  putting 
down  the  price  of  the  raw  material.     This  is  a  phase  of 
the    question    that    the    committee    has    evidently    over- 
looked,   but    one    which    the   people,    and    especially    the 
homesteaders  of  Northern  Minnesota,  would  like  more 
light  upon." 

No  doubt  the  committee  did  overlook  this  point,  but 
if  it  is  called  to  its  attention,  it  will   probably  be  very

SAMOAN  VOLCANO  IN 

VIOLENT  ERUPTION. 

San  Francises-*,  June  8.— According  to 
a  report  brought  to  this  city  by  the 
steamer  Aeon,  which  arrived  j'e.'^terday 
from  Apia.

Jolin  Laeey,  Patriarch  of  Southern 
Wisconsin  Democracy,  Aged  92. 

Kenosha,  Wis.,  June  8. — John 
Lacey,  the  patriarch  of  Democracy  in 
Southern  Wisconsin,  died  at  his  home 
in  the  town  of  Bristol  Friday  at  the 
age  of  92  yearn.  Death  was  due  to 
advanced  age.  Mr.  Lacey  had  re- 
sided in  this  section  for  the  last  sixty 
years.

Border  Immigration  In- 
creases Wtiile  Seaport 
Figures  Decline. 


John  H,  Clark,  United  States  com- 
missioner of  immigration,  who  has 
general  supervision  over  the  whole 
Canadian  border  district,  with  head- 
quarters at  Montreal,  arrived  in  the 
city  Saturday  evening  from  Seattle, 
Wasli.,  and  other  \Vest*iru  points,  and 
left  for  Montreal  Sunday  morning. 

Commissioner  Clark  says  that  wlille 
immigration  into  the  United  States 
tlirougli  Atlantic  ocean  ports  has  fallen 
off  to  a  surprising  degree.  It  is  a  re- 
iuarkabie  fact  that  immigration  into 
this  counilry  througli  tlie  border  sta- 
tions lias  increased  fully  ^5  per  cent,  as 
compared  witli  a  corresponding  period 
last  yeai-.  The  class  of  immigration  is 
of  a  higher  order  than  formerly,  and 
the  United  States  seems  to  be  getting 
the  cream  of  the  alien  element  whicli 
the  Dominion  government  has  worked 
so  hard  to  secure. 

In  regard  to  the  Western  difficulties, 
where  there  has  been  so  niuch  trouble 
with  the  Orientals,  Mr.  Clark  says  con- 
ditions are  greatly  improved,  and  bar- 
riers have  been  put  up  i)y  bolii  the  Cana- 
dian and  United  States  governments 
tliat  excludes  thousands  of  the  unde- 
sirables from  the  Far  East.  The  Do- 
minion and  United  States  governments 
are  working  hand  in  hand,  and  are  ac- 
complisliing  gratifying  results. 

'"During  the  montli  of  April  the  im- 
migration into  the  United  States 
througli  Atlantic  ocean  ports  was 
about  one-tenth  of  what  it  was  during 
the  same  month  one  year  ago,  and  in 
May  the  decrea.se  was  almost  eqaally 
as  large,"  said  Mr.  Clark.  "Everybody 
expected  there  would  be  a  falling  off, 
after  the  money  stringency  of  last  fall, 
and  after  the  tlocking  home  of  so  many 
of  the  foreigners  already  in  tliis  coun- 
try, but  a  remarkable  fact  that  no  one 
did  anticipate  was  an  increase  in  im- 
migration into  the  United  States 
through  the  Canadian  border  stations. 
This  increase  has  been  fully  25  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  a  corresponding 
period  in  1907. 

"I  cannot  understand  just  wliy  this 
should  be  so,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
general  labor  conditions  on  this  side 
of  the  border  are  none  too  good,  on 
account  of  the  money  situation  during 
the  fail  and  winter.  Of  course,  money 
is  also  pretty  tight  in  Canada,  and  the 
situation  there  is  not  any  better  in  re- 
gard to  labor  than  it  is  in  the  United 
States.  Whatever  may  be  tlie  cause, 
the  fact  remains  that  aliens  are  com- 
ing across  the  border  in  larger  numbei's 
than  ever  before.  Duluth  will  feel  this 
during  the  summer  the  same  as  other 
border  stations. 

"We  now  have  more  than  200  em- 
ployes in  the  border  service.  The  build- 
ing of  new  railroad  lines  across  the 
boundary  line  h^is  necessitated  esta-b- 
lishing  new  Immigration  stations. 
The  service  now  afforded  along  the 
border  Is  efficient,  and  is  doing  good 
work.  On  tliis  trip  I  find  everything 
running  nicely.  Things  seem  to  be 
getting  along  in  good  shape  here  at 
Duluth. 

"The  condition  on  the  North  Pacific 
coast  is  much  Improved  over  what  it 
was  last  year.  You  will  remember  that 
there  were  wild  times  for  a  while  with 
the  Orientals..  This  was  particularly 
true  up  in  Vancouver.  The  Canadian 
government  has  taken  steps  to  bar 
out  undesirables  of  this  class,  and  by 
working  hand  in  hand  with  the  United 
Slates  is  accomplishing  excellent  re- 
sults. I  found  public  sentiment  every- 
where in  the  West  strongly  against  a 
big  Oriental  immigration.  Tlie  feeling 
was  not  by  any  means  confined  to  a 
few  people.  Everybody  seemed  to 
have  practically  the  same  ideas  on  the 
subject. 

"When  a  Jap  leaves  his  own  country 
he  is  given  a  passport  showing  his  des- 
tination. Until  recently  the  Dominion 
government  paid  little  attention  to 
the.se  passports,  allowing  the  Orientals 
to  land  in  Canada  whether  their  pa.ss- 
port  read  the  United  .States  or  .some 
other  place.  Tills  made  it  very  dis- 
agreeable for  us,  for  undesirables  who 
knew  they  would  be  refused  admis.sion 
at  a  United  .States  port  would  get  off 
the  boat  in  Canada,  probably  at  Van- 
couver, and  later  on  would  be  smuggl- 
ed across  the  l>order. 

"Now  these  conditions  are  changed. 
Canada  has  in  force  a  set  of  immigra- 
tion rules  Just  as  rigid  as  our  own,  and 
ah.solutely  refu.ses  admission  to  all  Ori- 
entals whose  passports  read  to  the 
United  States..  This  forces  them  to 
land  in  the  United  States  upon  their 
first  arrival  on  the  American  continent, 
and  our  inspectors  are  thus  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  careful  examina- 
tion before  any  of  the  aliens  are  al- 
lowed to  di.sembark.  Those  who  do  not 
pas.s  muster  are  not  allowed  to  set  foot 
on  shore,  but  are  .sent  back  to  the  Ori- 
ent on  the  same  boat  which  brought 
them  over.  With  Canada  working  the 
same  system,  you  .see  the  mesh  of  the 
net  is  pretty  fine,  and  undesirables 
have  no  easy  ttme  of  it  getting  into 
either  the  United   Staes  or  Canada." 

While  in  Duluth  Commissioner  Clark 
was  the  guest  of  Inspector  In  Charge 
William  H.  Dean  of  the  local  United 
States  immigration  office. 


MARKET  IS 
VERYJHIIET 

Little  Demand  for  Lum- 
ber and  Shipments 
Are  Liglit. 

Condition  of  Trade  Has 

Caused  Some  Cuts 

in  Prices.

The  Duluth  distriit  is  undergoing 
the  quietest  period  i  i  its  lumber  trade 
that  it  has  had  since  the  panic  of 
1893.  As  a  result  of  the  quiet  market, 
lumber  prices  are  lower  at  the  present 
time  than  they  were  at  a  correspond- 
ing period  last  year. 

On  good  authority  it  Is  stated  that 
the  prices  of  Norway  lumber,  on  a 
light  demand,  range  all  the  way  from 
116  to  $24  per  thousand  feet,  where  a 
year  ago  the  prices  \.ere  firm  at  about 
$24.  On  the  same  authority  It  is 
claimed  the  prices  of  the  white  pine 
product  are  about  $1!  lower  than  they 
were  a  year  ago. 

The  slack  in  the  lumber  trade  seems 
to  have  caught  both  Duluth  and  Clo- 
quet  with  pretty  large  mixed  stocks 
of  unsold  lumber  and  this  is  the  rea- 
son accounted  for  the  shading  in 
prices. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  lumber 
movement  by  the  cargo  or  the  car 
trade  ha.s  been  exceedingly  light. 

A  comparison  of  ihe  shipments  by 
one  of  the  largest  j^hipplng  concerns 
for  a  corresponding  ])eriod  around  the 
first  of  June  for  the  past^three  years 
will  give,  probably,  the  best  idea  of 
the  present  slow  condition  of  the  local 
market. 

About  June  1,  190(5,  tU^pargo  ship- 
ments of  the  concern  itT''(1fte.stioii  were 
approximately  41,50  0.<W^-  feet  while 
in  1907  the  shipments  were  about  29,- 
000,000.  This  year  on  the  .same  date 
the  shn>ments  ran  about  6,:$00,000  feet. 

From  reliable  sources  it  is  learned 
the  car  trade  will  show  a  proportion* 
ate  falling  oft"  of  business. 

Just  what  the  conditions  will  be  a 
little  later  on  in  the'  season  seems 
problematical.  It  will  depend  entire- 
ly on  the  yards  and  the  retail  dealers. 
Building  activity  is  reported  In  the 
cities  all  over  the  country,  but  that 
activity  lias  not  yet  had  any  marked 
effect  on  the  demand  for  lumber.

TORNADO  .STRIKES 
CHARLES^CITY.  lA. 

Two  Persons  Killed,  Three 

Missing   and    Many 

Buildings  Destroyed. 

Charles  City,  Iowa,  June  8.— A  tornado 
struck  Uiis  town  al>out  5  o'clock  yester- 
day evening,  demolishing  about  200  resi- 
dences and   barns. 

W.  R.  Breck  and  child  were  kalled  and 
tJiree   children   are   reported   missing. 

The  path  of  tthe  storm  was  about  ten 
rods  wide  and  ten  niil.^s  long.  Al  tele- 
I  hone  wirt'S  are  down  and  detiUls  as  to 
the  destruction  wrought  In  the  country 
ar»  nieafre. 

The  tornado  started  about  three  miles 
southwest  of  the  town,  tearing  down 
farm  houses  and  barns  and  killing  many 
head  of  stock.  It  struck  the  southwest 
part  of  Charles  City,  plowing  a  path 
through  the  northea.st  .side,  and  spent 
itself  a  few  miles  from  the  town. 

Many  had  warning  of  the  approaching 
tornado  and  about  ?>,^*))  persons  sought 
setety  in  cyclone  cellar.s.  No  business 
buildings  were  destroyed,  though  tlie  tor- 
nado ju.st  missed  tlie  buJdings  of  Cliarles 
<;ity   college. 

Barns  were  picked  up  and  carri-^d 
several  blocivs,  trees  were  torn  from  thpir 
roots,  and  in  some  instances,  heav.d 
llirough  building.s,  and  water  was  lifted 
from  the  channel  of  the  river  whicn 
flows   tlirouzh  the  town. 

Charles  City  is  the  seat  of  Floyd  county 
and  In  1900.  had  a  poi)ulation  of  4,2'27. 
It  is  on  the  Illinois  Central  railroad 
and  on  the  Iowa  &  Dakota  division  cf 
the  Chicago    Milwaukee  &  St.   Paul.

Father  and   Child   Hurt  Trying  to 
Prevent  Suicide. 

Minneapolis,  Minn..  Juno  8. — (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — An  attempt  at 
suicide  Saturday  night  by  Mrs.  A.  B. 
Freeborn  in  her  home,  1501  Seventh 
street  south,  not  only  resulted  in 
painful  Injury  to  herself  but  al.so  dis- 
figured her  3-year-old  son.  parhaps 
1-ernianently.  and  burned  the  hands 
of  her  husband,  who  knocked  the 
bottle  of  carbolic  acid  from  her  hand 
as  she  was  about  to  drink  the  contents. 

Freeborn  returned  to  his  home  from 
work  early  in  the  eeenlng  and  found 
his  vrife  in  a  despondent  mood.  They 
talked  for  a  few  minutes  and  Mrs. 
Fre->born  went  into  the  livingroom, 
where  she  took  the  acid  bottle  from 
a  shelf  and  raised  tt  to  her  lips.  Her 
little  son  was  in  the  room.  di--appoint- 
ed  at  not  being  picked  up.  he  called 
out   "'Mamma!" 

His  cry  caused  the  father  to  step 
to  the  door.  Seeing  the  bottle  at 
his  wife's  lips,  he  rushed  to  her  and 
grasped  her  hand.  The  sudden  jerk 
spilled  tile  acid  on  her  face  and  the 
man's  hands.  In  the  struggle  the 
woman  droped  the  bottle,  which 
struck  the  child  on  the  head.  The 
acid  was  spilled  on  the  boy's  face. 
Unmindful  of  his  own  pain,  Freeborn 
washed  the  acid  from  tlie  boy's  face 
and  the  woman's  lips,  and  summoned 
the  police  ambulance.  Dr.  John  O. 
Taft  attended  the  three  and  after  an 
hour  said  they  were  out  of  danger.

Hamilton,  Bermuda,  June  8.— With 
her  starboard  rail  under  water  and 
driving  under  three  lower  sails  in  a 
twenty-knot  breeze,  the  Venona,  oxtned 
by  George  E.  Bliss  of  Boston,  and 
carrying  the  flag  of  the  Eastern  Yacht 
club,  ci-ossed  the  finish  line  at  3:34 
yesterday  afternoon,  winning  In  Class 
C  in  the  race  from  Marblehead  to 
Hamilton,  the  litart  of  which  was  made 
shortly  after  IL  a.  m.  last  Wednesday. 
When  the  Vencna  crossed  no  other  con- 
testant was  in  sight.  The  elapsed 
time  was  99  hours,  32  minutes,  15  sec- 
onds, and  the  corrected  time  98  hours, 
12  minutes  and  15  seconds. 

The  Venona  is  the  smallest  boat  in 
the  fleet,  and  <:apt.  Bliss  and  his  crew 
were  del'ighted  with  her  victory. 

The  little  yacht's  best  run  was  193 
miles  from  noon  on  Saturday  to  noon 
Sunday,  and  tlie  only  accident  she  ex- 
perienced was  the  carrying  away  of 
her  main  topsail  Saturday.  The  yachts 
experienced  li-.avy  weather  from  the 
start  The  Venona  lost  sight  of  the 
Marchioness,  cne  of  her  rivals  In  Class 
C  owned  by  John  B.  Crozier  of  Phila- 
delphia, late  on  Wednesday,  and  saw- 
no  other  yacht  after  that  time.  The 
sea  moderated  after  crossing  the  Gulf 
stream  and  an  easterly  gale  set  in 
about  noon  Saturday,  but  Capt.  Bliss 
was  enabled  .o  lay  a  straight  course 
for  the  finish,  and  his  little  craft  made 
a  grand  run  in  the  last  fifty  miles.

While  steaming  slowly  through  the 
fog  in  search  of  the  ateamer  News^>oy. 
•which  had  ran  aground  yesterday

Th-  accident  to  the  Newsboy,  In  the 
first  plaoo,  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
In  trying  to  evade  the  steamer  Mas- 
cotte  at  New  Duluth.  she  wa.s  swung 
by  thf  current  against  the  bdnk.  By 
the  time  she  got  out  of  this  difficulty 
It  was  ntarlj-  dark,  and  a  heavy  fog 
had  rollod  in  from  the  lake.  There 
are  no  thanel  lights  along  the  river 
as  far  as  New  Duluth,  although  the 
channel  In  form*  r  years  has  been 
xrarked  by  lights.  The  fog  and  dark- 
ness made  it  very  difficult  for  the  pilot 
to  maintain  his  bearings,  especially  so 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  river  la 
lower  than  usual.  The  vessel  wander- 
ed a  little  from  the  channel  and  slid 
on  to  a  mud  bank,  which  held  her 
like  glue  until  the  tug  came  and  pulled 
her  oft. 

The  passengers  suffered  no  particu- 
lar Inconvenience,  other  than  the  de- 
lay, for  there  were  enough  eatables  on 
board  for  everj-body,  and  plenty  of 
room  for  the  crowd.  The  orchestra 
•workeil  heroically  to  cheer  up  the  ex- 
cursionists, and  the  merry  tooting  of 
their  horns  must  have  l>een  a  sur- 
prise to  the  d*^niz«ns  of  the  forest 
along  the  banks  uf  the  St.  Louis  about

WILSON  DEAD  OF 
HEART  FAILURE 

End  Comes  Suddenly  to 

Assistant     City 

Engineer. 

E.  A.  Wil.son.  assistant  city  engineer, 
died  early  yesterday  morning  at  his 
home,  2827  West  Sewnd  street.  Heart 
failure,  following  an  attack  of  pneu- 
monia, was  the  direct  cause,  but  Mr. 
Wilson  has  been  111  since  suffering  a 
stroke  of  apoplexy  six  weeks  ago.  He 
was  thought  to  be  on  the  "road  to  re- 
covery, however,  and  death  comes  as 
a  surprise  to  his  friends. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  at  first  stricken  while 
at  work  in  the  city  hall.  He  was  partly 
paralyzed  as  a  result  of  the  attack, 
and  it  was  feared  then  that  he  would 
die,  but  he  began  to  slowly  recover,  and 
a  week  ago  he  was  able  to  visit  his  as- 
sociates in  the  city  hall.  It  ia  be- 
lieved he  contracted  pnuetnonia  on  one 
of  the.se  trips.  His  condition  was  not 
considered  serious,  but  shortly  after  1 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  h-e  suffered 
another  stroke  and  died  before  medical 
aid  could  be  summoned. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  39  years  old.  He 
is  survived  by  a  wife,  four  children  and 
his  mother.  He  has  l>een  in  Duluth  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  coming  here  from 
Sweden  when  a  boy  of  10.  He  learned 
his  profe-ssion  under  City  Engineer 
McGlIvray,  working  up  from  the  bot- 
tom., and  was  considered  one  of  the 
moi?t  capable  men  In  town  in  his  par- 
ticular line  of  work.  He  was  the  in- 
ventor of  a  sewer  ejector,  which  has 
remedied  the  condition  of  lower  Lake 
avenue.

Claims  Influence  of  the 
Church  is  Growing  In- 
stead of  VVaning. 


"Upon  this  rock  will  I  build  my 
church  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it." 

This  text  was  taken  from  Mathew, 
xvl,  18,  and  was  the  one  chosen  by  Rev. 
M.  S.  Rice,  pastor  of  the  First  Meth- 
odist church,  for  a  sermon  in  reply  to 
an  editorial  which  appeared  in  The 
Herald  a  week  ago  Saturday  on  "The 
Waning  Influence  of  the  Church." 
Dr.  Itice  said  in  part: 
"The  church  Is  the  only  Institution 
ever  founded  with  the  avowed  intention 
of  saving  the  world  from  sin.  The  prob- 
lora  of  the  world  cannot  be  solved  by 
cliarity,  for  charily  la  merely  a  salve 
for  the  skin  of  the  world.  The  char- 
ity of  the  churcii  of  Jesus  Christ  la 
most  beautiful,  but  charity  cannot  and 
does  not  touch  tlie  heart  of  the  world, 
"i'ou  cannot  judge  the  w^ork  of  the 
church  like  you  would  that  of  a  fac- 
tory. It  has  been  stated  that  It  has 
cost  on  the  average  $9  to  convert  each 
member  taken  into  an  Oklalioma  church 
during  the  past  year.  This  figure  was 
obtained  from  church  statistics.  Tlie 
work  of  tile  churcii  cannot  be  esti- 
mated In  figures  as  you  would  estimate 
tlie  cost  of  building  a  factory.  The 
cliurch's  work  must  not  alone  be 
Judged  by  its  internal  but  also  by  Its 
far-reaching  external  work.  This  out- 
side work  must  also  be  counted.  The 
church  has  put  the  Chinese  and  Japa- 
nese empires  on  a  new  basis. 
llard  to  Prove. 
"I  can  see  how  It  would  not  be  hard 
for  a  paper  to  say  that  the  church  Is 
losing  ground.  It  is  easy  enough  to 
state  it  on  paper  so  that  it  may  appear 
like  a  truth,  but  it  would  be  a  much 
harder  matter  to  prove.  This  is  the 
Judgment  of  an  editor  on  one  of  our 
dally  papers:  'Clearly  the  trouble  Is 
with  the  church.'  They  have  looked 
too  much  upon  religion  as  a  thing 
apart  from  the  world's  daily  affairs. 
They  should  remember  that  the  Golden 
Rule,  the  cardinal  principle  of  Chris- 
tian religion,  would  solve  ail  social, 
political  and  economic  questions  If  It 
could  be  made  the  law  of  life. 

"The  church  is  laboring  for  deeper 
things.  You  cannot  put  the  Golden 
Rule  to  such  conditions  as  exist  iiere 
now.  We  are  not  dealing  with  Ideals, 
but  with  real  men  and  women.  Our 
business  Is  much  deeper  than  the 
Golden  Rule,  for  we  have  a  far  from 
perfect  humanity  to  deal  with.  Ours 
is  a  reconstruction  of  men.  To  change 
the  human  heart  is  the  cardinal  prin- 
ciple of  humanity. 

"People  get  hold  of  some  error,  which 
furnishes  them  with  high  sounding 
arguments  on  paper.  It  is  the  same 
with  the  dreamer  of  Utopia— io  his 
study  he  will  evolve  a  new  world,  but 
when  he  awakes  he  has  the  same  con- 
ditions before  him  tliat  he  had  before 
he  started  to  dream.  As  these  condi- 
tions are  the  same,  we  have  foundation 
work  to  do.  It  is  all  right  for  the  child 
to  have  the  pretty  picture  book,  but 
get  the  child  out  of  the  mud-puddle 
In  the  street,  then  give  him  the  picture 
book. 

"The  man  who  will  dare  to  obey  the 
principles  of  the  church  of  Jesus  Ohrist 
will  not  be  the  one  to  attack  them.  The 
teachings  of  God  are  to  wear  plain  clothes 
and  love  he  poor.  Yet  this  age  turns 
more  and  rnore  to  finery  and  the  poor  are 
cast  iiside  and  down-trodden  by  the 
wealthy.  We  must  git  at  the  root  of  evils 
before  we  can  preach  ideals.  Many  hava 
called  the  ministers  office  seekers  and 
molly  coddles,  whatever  that  may  be.  'We 
look  too  much  upon  religion  as  a  thing 
apart  from  the  world's  daily  affairs,"  says 
the  editorial.  Y'et  all  phUanthi>3pies  got 
tlieir  inspiration  from  the  church  and  its 
ministers.  Wlien  but  a  very  small  ixirt 
of  the  work  done  by  the  church  is  done 
by  the  rest  of  the  world,  tlien  will  be  the 
tiem  for  them  to  talk. 

"Where  formerly  only  4  per  cent  of  the 
people  of  America  were  in  the  church, 
now  25  per  cent  are.  Hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  are  spent  to  spread  the 
work  of  the  church,  and  its  great  influence 
is  rapidly  spreading.  EJarly  In  the  nine- 
teenth century  the  directors  of  the  EasI 
India  company  said  that  it  would  be 
madness  to  spend  money  to  s^nd  mis- 
sionaries to  India.  Only  ninety  years  later 
It  was  stated  that  the  misslonaires  had 
done  more  for  the  natives  than  all  the 
other  Institutions  there.  Is  the  cliurch 
on  the  wane? 

Ready  to  Be  Corrected. 
"It  Is  but  a  short  step  back  to  when 
the  churciies  never  said  anything  against 
drinking,  profanity,  c^xrk-flghting  and 
buU-<baitlng.  The  minister  today  may  be 
a  mollycoddle,  but  he  is  better  than  a 
cock-fighting    minister. 

"We  know  that  the  church  Is  imper- 
fect—circumvented in  view.  I  am  ao,  bat 
somebody  has  to  stand  for  the  church. 
The  church  is  rea/ly  to  be  corrected. 

"No  preacher  can  preach  well  enough; 
no  church  can  be  pure  enough;  no  Chrla- 
tlon  can  work  hard  enough  to  satisfy  the 
pessimist.  He  will  condemn  all.  Some 
people  can  never  see  the  splendor  of  the 
church,  the  great  Ideals  that  underlie  its 
work.  If  the  church  does  not  know  what 
Christianity  means,  who  does?  Mr.  Pente- 
cost, who  left  the  church,  thinking  that 
he  could  accomplish  more  Independent  of 
that  Institution,  said,  when  he  later  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  his  fife,  to  give  It 
to  the  church,  there  are  no  fellow 
saviors  outside  the  church.  People  do 
not  want  to  be  saved.  There  is  no  -loubt 
but  there  is  .something  wrong  with  the 
world,  but  the  church  is  trying:  to  set  It 
right.  And  the  way  to  reach  that  end  is 
to  accegjt  Jesus  Christ  as  your  personal 
.'>avlor. 

"yiever  was  there  a  day  when  the 
church  spread  out  into  so  many  branch.as 
of  life.  There  may  l>e  tinxes  when  our 
manifestations  are  not  what  they  should 
l>e,  but  we  are  working  hard  all  the 
time.  The  church  has  endured  for  2.000 
years,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  Is  not 
a  mere  wreck,  but  a  thing  much  loved 
l>y  Its  followers.  What  other  Institutions 
have  stood  that  test? 

"Let  us  Jump  to  the  service  of  hu- 
manity and  laugh  at  the  gates  of  hell." 
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man  In  a  few  hours.  Distance,  too,  has 
been  wonderfull.("  shortened  by  rapid  mo- 
tors, steam  and  electricity,  and  we  may 
save  as  much  as  70  to  80  per 
cent  of  time  In  going  from  city  to  city, 
when  compared  wtth  the  stage  coach 
days   of  our  fathers. 

"But  where  friends.  Is,  after  all  the  la- 
bor and  the  time  we  save?  The  strange 
and  almost  unaccountaote  thing  is  that 
the  more  time  we  save  the  less  we 
seem  to  have.  Everyoody  complains 
about  being  overworked,  and  this  age 
of  time-saving  ievlces  Is  also  the  age 
of  most  dreadful  haste.  It  is  an  age 
which  finds  time  for  nothing,  but  mak- 
ing time."  Our  whole  social  world  is  full 
of  excitement  and  hurry  without  good 
cause.  In  many  of  our  large  cities  peo- 
ple simply  rusli  about  because  rushing 
has  become  a  habit,  the  fashion.  Even 
society  women,  wlio  have  no  urgent  en- 
gagements, will  rush  for  a  street  car 
and  hang  on  a  snrap  just  because  every- 
body   Is   doing    it. 

"And  how  ltt'.le  his  the  labor  and 
time-saving  mathlnei^  after  all  helped 
the  worker,  who.  above  all,  should 
have  been  benefttgH-  If  his  hours  of 
labor  are  really  Ifesjjfoday,  the  strain 
Is  so  much  greatftr'jfe.nd  he  often  re- 
turns exhausted  a4d  "spiritless  from  his 
dally  Job. 

"Now  please  dc  not  misunderstand  me. 
I  am  not  here  standing  up  for  the  good 
old  days  of  the  stago  coach;  I  simply 
mean  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  we  fall  to  t  s^  rationally  the  bless- 
ings of  our  age 

"Labor-saving  machinery  was  In- 
vented to  save  labor  -for  man  and  not 
to  increase  It.  Time-savlng  inventions 
were  given  to  us  that  we  might  have 
a  little  more  timer  for  ourselves.  And 
yet  these  blessings  have  largely  been 
in  vain.  W^e  rush  to  live  and  live  to 
rush,  and  we  foolishly  Imagine  that 
this  Is  Ideal  life  and  look  In  pltv 
upon  our  slow  fathers.  We  are  prid- 
ing ourselves  upon  our  strenuous  life, 
while  we  should  be  ashamed  of  the  sui- 
cidal and  utterly  silly  strain  to  which 
we  put  ourselves  for  the  sake  of  mere 
living. 

"Our  mission  In  life  Is  not  to  save 
time  and  waste  It,  but  to  gain  time 
and  redeem  It.  And  what  does  redeem 
mean?  It  mean^  to  make  tlio  best  of 
it  for  our  highest  best.  We  should 
labor  that  we  might  find  time  for 
higher  work.  We  should  save  time 
that  we  may  turn  th&  same  not  only 
into  what  Is  enduring,  but  Into  what 
Is  eternal.  Rational  endeavor  should 
save  time  In  order  to  get  into  touch  with 
the  deep  realitiea  of  life.  How  es- 
pecially the  men  of  our  age  are  de- 
prived of  those  uplifting  and  calming 
touches  with  the  worlot  of  art  and 
thought!  The  sex  which  has  created 
the  great  bulk  of  high  art  and  litera- 
ture is  shut  away  from  Its  treasures 
simply  because  it  has  no  time  to  culti- 
vate a  taste  for  iL  And  for  the  same 
reason  men  are  generally  only  a  small 
minority  In  the  churches.  Their  na- 
ture Is  as  spiritual  as  that  of  women, 
but  in  the  rush  to  save  time  they  find 
no  time  to  cultivate  their  Immortal 
selves.  And  then  finally  comes  the 
time  when  wha';  Is  most  real  In  life 
seems  unreal,  and  when  men  have  no 
desire  for  the  vaters  and  the  breacr 
of  life.  If  we  would  redeem  our  time 
we  must  fill  up  ihe  passing  hours  with 
tlie  best  that  life  can  give.  We  must 
turn  the  temporal  Into  the  eternal. 
While  the  spirit  of  the  age  says:  'Rush 
and  strain  every  nerve  to  get  hold  of 
the  fleeting  things  of  living,  the  Spirit 
of  God  says:  'Take  time  to  live.  Go 
and  learn  to  make  use  of  the  blessings 
you  have  and  do  not  foolishly  waste 
you  life  In  endeavoring  to  get  com- 
forts which  you  cannot  use  for  lack 
of   time.'  " 


Claims    It     Frequently 

Leads  to  the  Dance 
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Claiming  that  of  the  500,000  Inmates 
of  Immoral  resorts  in  this  country,  375,- 
000  started  on  the  downward  path 
through  the  public  dance  hall.  Rev.  H. 
K.  Madsen  of  the  First  Norwegian- 
Danish  M.  E.  church,  last  evening, 
took  a  decided  stand  against  allowing 
dancing  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
city. 

Mr.  Madsen  spoke  in  Norwegian. 
He  claimed  that  the  dance  that  was 
begun  In  the  public  schools  frequently 
was  continued  in  the  dajioe  halls,  which 
are  little  better  than  recruiting  sta- 
tions for  the  Immoral  resorts. 

"The  school  is  the  place  to  lay  the 
foundations  of  the  child's  character," 
said  Mr.  Madsen,  "and  even  If  the 
dance  is  innocent,  as  is  claimed,  the 
school  is  not  the  pla.ce  for  it. 

"Since  the  Bible  is  kept  out  of  the 
schools,  the  churches  and  school  au- 
thorities should  take  a  firm  stand 
against  allowing  dancing  in  the 
schools." 

Mr.  Madsen  also  dwelt  upon  the 
money  that  was  wasted  on  the  social 
functions  in  the  schools,  claiming  that 
it  was  frequently  a  sever  drain  upon 
the  poorer  students. 

The  speaker  also  advanced  the  argu- 
ment that  the  dancing  and  late  hours 
were  not  conducive  to  good  health 
among  the  young  students  who,  be- 
ing not  yet  mature,  should  keep  early 


hours.

TALKS  OF  SOCIAL  PROBLEMS. 

Rev.  John  A.  Anderson  Says  Work- 
ers Should  Have  More  Pay. 

In  a  sermon  on  "Thft  Chuz'ch  and  the 
.Social  Problem"  In  the  First  Swedish 
M.  E.  church  last  evening.  Rev.  John 
X.  Anderson  declared  that  the  working 
man  should  have  more  pay  with  which 
to  meet  his  dally  obligations,  and  that 
the  trades  unionn  must  stand  or  there 
would  be  no  help  for  the  working  man, 
who  would  perl&h  In  the  helpless  In- 
dividual conflict  with, the  concentrated 
power  of  capital. 

Mr.  Anderson  satd  that  trade  dis- 
putes should  be  settled  by  arbitration, 
rather  than  strikes,  am*  the  unions 
should  labor  to  upbuild  society  and 
educate  their  mfnihers  along  the  dif- 
ferent lines  of  v^ork-.  He  said  labor's 
plan  of  organizing  merely  to  enforce 
Its  demands  on  capital  and  capital's 
organization  to  repuise  labor  and  ob- 
tain more  effective  competition,  rather

Deputy  comptroller  of  the  country, 
T.  P.  Kane,  In  answer  to  an  inquiry 
as  to  what  was  being  done  toward 
preparing  recommendations  for 
amendments  to  the  national  banking 
laws  for  submission  to  the  national 
monetary  commission  stated  that  this 
matter  would  be  taken  up  and  care- 
fully considered  at  the  proper  time, 
but  as  yet  nothing  had  been  done. 
Such  amendments  would  be  recom- 
mended as  experience  in  the  practlacl 
administration  of  the  laws  has  shown 
to  be  nece.ssary. 

The  national  bank  act  has  worked 
very  satisfactorily  and  successfully, 
he  stated,  and  no  radical  change  in 
the  laws  is  deemed  necessary.  The 
are  a  number  of  provisions,  however, 
which  need  amendment  so  as  to  make 
their  terms  more  explicit  or  definite, 
correct  Inconsistencies  and  ambiguit- 
ies which  have  crept  Into  the  statute 
through  amendments  from  time  to 
time  and  to  supply  additional  pro- 
visions necessary  to  meet  new  con- 
ditions and  changes  In  banking 
methods  and  practices  which  have  de- 
veloped since  the  present  bank  act  was 
adopted   forty-four  years   ago. 

There  are  a  number  of  administra- 
tive regulations  of  the  comptroller's 
office  in  regard  to  the  management  of 
banks  and  the  conduct  of  their  busi- 
ness which,  it  is  said,  should  have  the 
force  of  law,  in  ord  t  that  the  comp- 
troller may  have  the  power  to  cor- 
rect un.satisfactory  conditions  and 
dangerous  practices  found  to  exl.st  in 
banks  which,  while  not  a  violation  of 
the  banking  laws,  invariably  lead  to 
disaster. 

Looking  to  Greater  Scarcity. 

Although  Deputy  Comptroller  Kane 
thought  it  unwi.se  at  present  to  go  into 
details,  it  Is  well  known  that  for  a 
long  time  the  comptroller's  office  has 
Importuned  congress  to  make  certain 
changes  in  the  law  which  would  re- 
sult in  greater  .scarcity,  especially  to 
creditors  of  banks.  It  has  been  rep- 
resented that  it  is  ju.st  as  essential  to 
the  safety  of  a  bank  that  the  discount 
of  commercial  paper  and  bills  of  ex- 
change be  kept  within  prescribed 
limits  as  It  is  to  restrict  the  amount 
of  a  loan  that  may  be  made  to  any 
one  person  or  Interest.  More  bank 
failures,  it  is  said,  have  resulted  from 
the  excessive  or  imprudent  concentra- 
tion of  funds  in  the  hands  of  single 
or  allied  interests  than  from  all  other

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cases  combined.  Treasury  officials 
say  it  matters  not,  so  far  as  the  se- 
curity of  such  funds  is  concerned, 
whether  the  liabilities  consist  of  direct 
loans  made  in  excess  of  the  limit  in 
violation  of  the  statutory  restriction 
or  the  discount  of  commercial  paper 
beyond  the  limits  of  prudence  and 
safety   but   within   statutory  authority. 

Realizing  the  dangers  of  such  a  sit- 
uation endeavor  has  been  made  by 
official  supervision  or  administrative 
regulation  to  supply  a  protection  to 
the  depositor  which  the  law  does  not 
afford  him,  by  Insinuating  that  the 
aggregate  liabilities  of  any  person,  or 
of  any  company,  corporation  or  firm, 
or  allied  interest,  for  direct  loans  and 
discounted  commercial  paper  shall  be 
kept  within  the  limits  of  prudence  and 
safety,  but  as  there  is  no  authority 
of  law  to  support  such  regulation  In 
its  application  to  the  latter,  when  dis- 
regarded, appeal  can  be  made  only  to 
the  conservative  judgment  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  bank  as  to  the  dangers 
attending  such  a  policy. 

Unfortunately  for  the  welfare  of  the 
bank,  such  admonitions.  Incapable  of 
enforcement,  it  Is  stated,  are  too  fre- 
quently unheeded  and  instead  of  li- 
abilities of  this  nature  being  reduced, 
in  some  instances  they  are  gradually 
increased,  particularly  so  if  the  of- 
ficers or  directors  or  the  bank  are 
Identified  with  or  interested  In  the 
borrowing  concern.

The  sudden  heavy  downpour  of  rain 
this  morning  played  havoc  with  West 
Duluthlans  who.se  homes  are  situated 
in  ravines  and  In  low  places.  At  its 
Intersection  of  Central  avenue,  Grand 
avenue  was  filled  from  curb  to  curb, 
and  had  the  aiipearance  of  a  good 
.sized  stream. 

In     many     places     the     water  from 

Grand  avenue  ran  over  the  curbing 
and  into  the  ba:5ements.  Street  cars 
plowed  their  way  up  and  down  the 
street  like  river  boat.s,  and  their  pas- 
.sengers  alighted  from  the  car  almost 
to  their  knees  in  water. 

The  rising  of  water  in  the  street 
took  place  in  about  half  an  hour  dur- 
ing the  heaviest  part  of  the  rain. 
Manholes  and  gutters  could  not  begin 
to  take  care  of  the  rush  of  water.  In 
many  cases  the  irfianholes  were 
choked  up  and  a  crew  of  men  was  set 
to  worli  clearing  them  out. 

In  the  ravine  at  Forty-ninth  avenue, 
where  the  trunk  sewer  is  being  dug, 
all  the  houses  were  ^surrounded  by 
muddy  water  several  inches  deep. 
Just  beyond  the  Athletic  park  on 
Thirty-fifth  ave:iue  and  Jens  wold 
street,  the  street  car  tracks  were  cov- 
ered with  nearly  six  inches  of  mud 
washed  from  the  sides  of  the  cut.

Most  of  Estate  to 

Strangers. 


After  holding  up  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  Charles  Uouyth  for  some 
months  pending  an  Investigation  of 
the  circumstances  said  to  surround  the 
execution  of  the  same,  Judge  Middle- 
coff  admitted  the  instrument  to  pro- 
bate this  morning. 

The  fact  that  the  decedent  cut  off 
his  daughter  and  niece  in  Sweden  witli 
$500  each  and  left  the  remainder  of 
his  estate,  valued  at  $2,500,  to  Mrs. 
H.  Halvorson,  wife  of  a  farmer  in  the 
town  of  Herman,  and  also  the  fact 
that  by  the  Halvorson  will  Uouyth  re- 
voker  a  former  will  in  which  he  left 
a  large  share  of  his  estate  to  an  old 
friend  in  Duluth,  led  to  a  delay  in  the 
probating  of  the  instrument  to  permit 
the  court  to  investigate  all  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

Charles  Uouyth  is  said  to  have  been 
a  sort  of  recluse.  The  Halvorson's  al- 
lowed him  to  live  on  their  farm,  giv- 
ing him  a  small  building  on  the  place 
in  which  to  live.  Uouyth  is  said  to 
have  resided  on  the  Halvorson  farm 
but  a  short  time  prior  to  his  death  and 
there  was  .some  intimation  of  undue 
influence  being  used  to  induce  him  to 
change  the  terms  of  his  former  will. 
The  court  could  And  no  substantiation 
of  such  claims  and  the  will  has  been 
admitted. 

Anna  L.  Uouyth.  the  daughter,  and 
Johanna  Uouyth,  the  niece  of  the  de- 
cedent,  never  resided   in   this  country. 

The  will  was  drawn  in  the  regular 
form,  typewritten,  signed  and  wit- 
nessed.

No  one  had  refused  to  become  a  member 
ur  to  the  present  time,  he  said.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  campaign  to  secure  1,'».> 
members,  contributing  $1  or  more,  sliould 
be  energetically  pressed. 

Culluin  park  found  greater  favor  in 
the  eyes  ef  committee  meml>ers  as  a 
site  for  a  playground.  The  section  south 
of  the  railroad  tracks  will  be  devoted 
to  the  use  of  girls  and  the  younger 
children,  while  the  older  boys  can  carry 
on  their  sports  on  the  ground  nortli  of 
the  park.  West  Duluth  is  l>adly  in  need 
of  a  playground,  and  one  will  be  estab- 
lished there  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  the 
Mendenhall  lots  on  Lake  avenue,  just 
above  the  high  school,  for  playground 
purposes.  There  is  also  a  vacant  space 
covering  two  and  one-half  acres  across 
from  the  Bryant  school,  which  the  exe- 
cutive committee  of  the  Playground  as- 
sociation recommends  l>e  secured  as  a 
general  atheletic  ground  for  all  tthe 
schools  of  the  city,  and  more  particular- 
ly for  the  higii  school  boys,  so  that 
field  meets  and  like  events  may  be  held 
there.

Reval,  June  9.— The  meeting  between 
King  Edward  and  Emperor  Nicholas 
occurred  here  today  vt-lth  due  formality. 
It  was  the  first  time  that  an  English 
monarch  has  ever  made  an  official  visit 
in  Russian  waters. 

The  British  squadron  escorting  the 
royal  yacht  Vict  jria  and  Albert,  with 
King  Edward  o:i  board,  entered  the 
bay  of  Reval  shortly  after  10  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  customary  salutes 
were  fired,  and  .xfter  an  exchange  of 
formal  visits  the  king  and  the  emperor 
lunched  on  board  the  Ru.^sian  yac'.it 
Polar  Star  as  the  guests  o|  the  dowager 
empress. 

The  day  was  favored  by  brilliant  and 
beautiful  summer  weather.  Tbe  arrival 
of  Llie  British  rojal  yacht,  escorted  by 
a  division  of  British  cruisers  painted  a 
leaden  gray,  and  escorted  into  port  by 
a  detaciiment  of  Russian  torpedo  boat 
destroyers  presen.ed  a  manlficent  naval 
pageant.  Thou.sands  of  spectators  had 
gathered  on  the  battlementeu  summit 
of  the  Mont  de  La  Cathedral,  along 
the  wooden  shor«^s  of  the  bay  and  at 
other  points  oi  vantage  on  the  seawall 
to  witness  the  incoming  of  tne  ships 
of  war. 

The  imperial  train  bearing  the  emper- 
or of  Russia  and  suite  arrived  here  at  8 
o'clock  this  morning.

Negro  Shot  as  He  At- 
tempted  to    Escape 
From  Courthouse. 

Long  View,  Tex.,  June  9.— Jack 
Flurry,  a  negro,  was  shot  to  death,  and 
his  brother,  Ike  Flurry,  was  wounded 
when  the  two  endeavored  to  escape 
from  the  courthouse  here  yesterday 
during  their  trial  for  attempting  to 
kill  several  stockmen. 

The  trouble  dates  back  to  last  Sat- 
urd.ay,  when  a  yearling,  the  property  of 
the  P""lurrys,  followed  a  drove  of  cattle 
to  the  stock  pens.

Korean  Troops  Fought 
Twenty-Six   Engage- 
ments In  Four  Days. 

Toklo,  June  9. — A  dispatch  from  Seoul, 
dated  tmlay  (June  9)  received  at  army 
headciuarters,  reports  that  from  June 
3  to  Jime  7  the  government  troops  had 
twenty-six  engagements  with  the  in- 
surgents. 

In  these  engagements  118  insurgents 
were  killed  and  26  taken  prisoners.

The  amendments  to  the  milk  ordi- 
nance as  propo.sed  by  Health  Commis- 
sioner Patton  and  introduced  at  the 
council  meeting  last  night  by  Alder- 
man Kennedy,  will  give  Duluth  the 
most  thorough  milk  inspection  the 
city  has  ever  had.  Every  pcssible  pre- 
caution will  be  taken  to  in.sure  a  per- 
fect supply  of  milk  and  milk  products, 
and  a  severe  punishment  will  be  pro- 
vided for  any  one  caught  violating  the 
ordinance,  which  covers  milk  shipped 
into  the  city  by  train  from  outside 
points,  as  well  as  that  from  dairies  of 
the  city  and  surrounding  country. 

No  milk  shall  be  brought  to  Duluth 
or  offered  for  sale  in  tiie  city  that  does 
not  bear  a  label  or  stamp  of  some 
sort  on  the  can  or  bottle  siiowing  who 
the  owner  and  .shipper  is  and  where  he 
is  located.  It  is  provided  that  all 
shippers  and  seliera  of  milk  shall  keep 
on  file  with  the  health  commissioners 
a  certificate  of  a  duly  licensed  veter- 
inary surgeon,  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner, .stating  that  cows  produc- 
ing the  milk  in  question  have  been 
tested  and  found  to  be  entirely  free 
from  all  signs  of  contagious  diseases. 
The  certificates  shall  bear  numbers 
corresponding  with  numbers  provided 
for  the  cows  for  identification  pur- 
po.ses,  so  It  will  be  easy  to  locate  the 
cow  named  in  any  certificate. 

It  is  provided,  further,  that  the  cer- 
tificate shall  bear  the  place  and  date 
of  each  examination,  and  shall  give 
tlie  temperature  of  the  cow  every 
three  hours  f.)r  a  period  of  twelve 
hours  after  the  tuberculin  test  has 
been  made. 

No  licensee  or  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation  will  be  allowed  to  keep  or 
suffer  to  be  kept  milk  or  cream  in 
any  unclean  or  otherwise  unfit  vessel, 
and  strict  regulations  are  provided  for 
washing  bottles  and  cans  intended  to 
hold  milk  and  cream.  Milk  cannot 
be  stored  or  kept  even  for  a  short  time 
in  a  stable  or  room  connected  with  a 
stable,  or  in  any  roam  connected  with 
a  room  used  as  a  bedroom  or  for  other 
domestic  purposes,  or  in  any  room 
that  is  not  kept  perfectly  clean.

Eli  Mattich.  who  is  said  to  have 
fired  the  shot  that  resulted  In  Don- 
jonovlch's  death,  was  convicted  of 
manslaughter  In  the  first  degree  about 
a  week  ago,  and  is  in  the  county  jail 
awaiting  sentence. 

It  is  alleged  by  the  state  that  Don- 
jonovich was  attempting  to  run  away 
after  threats  by  the  defendants  to  kill 
him,  and  that  David  Mattich  caught 
and  held  Donjonovich  while  EU  Mat- 
tich  did   the  shooting. 

Eli  Mattich  attempted  to  set  up  self- 
defense  as  his  plea  for  the  shooting, 
and  it  is  presumed  that  something  of 
the  same  sort  of  claim  will  be  made 
by  David  Mattich. 

Capt.  C.  C.  Teare,  who  defended  Eli 
Mattich,  is  deferiding  David  Mattich  in  ■ 
the  present  trial. 

Eli  and  Davij  bear  no  relation  to 
each  other,  although  they  have  the 
same   name. 

Several  Momenegrlns,  who  were 
witnesses  of  the  shooting  affray,  are 
stiil  being  held  in  custody  to  testify 
in  the  presetit  trial,  as  they  threatened 
to  tjuit  the  city  and  go  to  Canada  to 
find  employmert,  following  the  ses- 
sion of  the  last  grand  jury. 

The  state  considered  them  as  Im- 
portant witnesses  and  secured  an  order 
of  the  court  to  hold  them  in  custody 
until  after  the  cases  have  both  been 
disposed  of.

"The  problem  of  the  saloon  is  one  of 
regulation,  by  statutory  authority;  of 
administration  by  tho  trade.  From 
either  standpoint.  It  is  a  complex  prob- 
lem which  cannot  be  settled  in  the  off- 
hand fa.shlon  that  seems  ao  easy  to 
superficial   observers. 

"The  point  which  I  want  to  emphasize 
In  considering  this  question  of  saloon 
administration  is  that  saloon  reforms 
cannot  be  brought  about  by  the  brew- 
ers Individually.  But  the  brewers,  ats 
an  organization,  can  accomplish  a  great 
deal  through  their  organized  power 
which  has  not  yet  been  fully  tested. 

"The  regulation  of  the  salo^m  has 
been  needlessly  complicated  by  ex- 
perimental legislation,  party  politics, 
police  corruption  and  Inefficiency.  Fixed 
and  arbitrary  limitations,  imposed  up- 
on communities  by  the  state,  without 
regard  to  locaJ  conditions,  have  only 
Increased  the  difficulty.  To  keep  the 
saloon  out  of  politics,  it  must  first  be 
taken  out  of  politics;  and  the  beat  way 
to  keep  it  in  politics  is  to  provide  by 
local  option  laws  for  the  constant  agi- 
tation of  tho  license  question,  with  the 
element  of  harrasslng  uncertainty 
which  this  involves.  On  recent  years 
the  saloon  has  been  growing  to  be  less 
and  less  a  polltioal  factor.  Today  it 
threatens  to  become  the  biggest  polit- 
ical Issue  in  our  history. 

Must  Not  Remain  Idle. 
"With  a  situation  of  this  character 
confronting  us,  and  with  our  property 
interests  involved,  with  the  millions 
and  millions  of  dollars  Invested  under 
the  sanction  of  the  law,  can  anyone 
expect  to  remain  Idle  while  this  prop- 
erty Is  being  confiscated? 

"It  Is  our  duty  to  hasten  universal

•econd  degree.  The  indictment  on 
nrhicii  Nelson  is  convicted  charges  him 
with  suindling  F.  O.  Kling,  pastor  of 
tlhe  Swedish  Mission  church  of  this 
City,  out  of  $100  by  locating  the  min- 
ister on  a  worthless  claim  after  show- 
ing him  another  tract  of  land  that  was 
heavily  timbered.  Tne  testimony  tend- 
ed to  show  that  Nelson  had  collected 
Bimilar  fees  from  a  number  of  other 
persons  who  claim  that  he  gave  them 
practically  the  same  treatment  as  he 
Is  alleged  to  have  given  Mr.  Kling. 

The  descriptions  which  Nelson  sold 
the  parties  seeking  timber  claims  are 
•aid  to  cover  lands  about  two  miles  or 
more  from  the  tlmbex  land  that  he  is 
claimed   to  have  showed  them. 

Some  of  the  men  who  were  located  on 
the  burnt  over  country  instead  of  tim- 
bered land  complained  to  the  grand 
Jury  and  Nelson  was  Indicted  for  grand 
laxceny. 

The  case  was  hard  fought,  County 
Attorney  Norton  appearing  for  the 
state  and  H.  B.  Fryberger  for  the  de- 
fen.«e. 

Nelson  claimed  that  he  made  no 
jnisreprestntations  as  to  the  land,  esti- 
ma.'ed  no  values  as  to  the  amount  of 
timber  on  the  claims  and  alleged  that 
the  reason  the  caimants  did  not  go 
clear  out  to  their  claims  was  because 
they  became  tired  of  tramping  through 
the  woods.

WOOD  FAMILY  ADDS 
TO  U.  S.  TREASURY 

Plead  Guilty  and  Fined 

$7,500  for  Defrauding 

Through  Mails. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  June  9. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  Wood  family 
made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the 
United  States  treasury  yesterday  after- 
noon when  George  W.,  Lewis  A.  and 
Forest  B.  Wood  pleaded  guilty  In  the 

federal  court  before  Judge  Page  Mor- 
ris of  Duluth  to  the  first  count  in  the 
indictments  charging  them  with  con- 
spiracy to  defraud  and  misuse  of  the 
mails,  in  the  operation  of  the  Edwards 
company. 

A  fine  of  $2,500  on  each  of  the  de- 
fendants was  imposed.  It  was  paid 
at  once. 

The  defendants,  who  were  repre- 
sented In  court  by  Attorney  John  F. 
Stryker,  were  arraigned  at  3  o'clock, 
and  on  their  behalf  Mr.  Stryker  said 
they  had  always  borne  excellent  repu- 
tations and  that  they  had  abandoned 
the  business  some  time  before  the  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted. 

District  Attorney  C.  E.  Houpt  fol- 
lowed Mr.  Str>'ker,  saying  that  the 
ends  of  justice  would  probably  be 
served  if  a  fine,  say  of  $2,000  each, 
were  Imposed  on  the  defendants. 

Judge  Morris,  in  imposing  sentence, 
remarked  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  defendants  had  been  for  some 
time  out  of  the  business  complained 
of,  he  thought  that  a  fine  of  $2,500 
would  be  a  sufficient  demonstration 
that  the  offense  was  one  that  could 
not  be  palliated.  The  fine  was  made 
large,  he  said,  to  deter  others  from 
embarking  in  the  same  line  of  busi- 
ness. 

The  other  counts  in  the  indictments 
were  nolled,  and  the  defendants  left 
the  court  free  men.

As  was  expected  would  be  the  case. 
Mayor  R.  D.  Haven  at  the  council  meet- 
ing last  night  vetoed  the  TrevilMon 
amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinance  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  an  evasion  of 
the  state  law.  No  attempt  was  made  to 
override   the   mayor's  veto. 

In  connection  with  saloon  matters, 
the  mayor  also  recommended  that  there 
be  an  ordinance  adopted  making  it  a 
misdemeanor  for  a  minor  to  frequent 
saloons  or  apply  for  or  accept  drinks  In 
a  saloon.  At  present  the  ordinance 
governing  the  sale  of  liquor  to  minors 
only  provides  punishment  for  the  sa- 
loonkeeper, and  this  is  considered  un- 
fair, as  many  young  men  misrepresent 
their  ages  In  order  to  get  a  drink. 

'It  is  very  easy  for  a  bartender  to 
make  a  mistake  in  the  age  of  a  young 
man,  particularly  If  he  is  rushed  in 
trying  to  wait  on  a  crowd  of  men,"  said 
Mayor  Haven.  "Some  punishment  should 
be  provided  for  the  boy  who  misrepre- 
sents his  age,  either  directly  or  by  In- 
ference If  a  boy  once  secures  a  drink 
In  a  saloon  under  the  present  system, 
he  can  always  get  it  there  afterwards, 
if  he  Is  mean  enough  to  threaten  the 
saloon  man  with  arrest  if  the  request  is 
refu.sed  It  Is  no  more  than  right  that 
punishment  should  be  provided  for  the 
boy.  Such  an  ordinance  will  do  more 
toward  stopping  the  sale  of  liquor  to 
minors   than   anything   else" 

The   council    ordered   an   ordinance   of 
the   kind   suggested,    drafted. 
•      •      • 

From  the  spectators  standpoint,  about 
the  most  Interesting  thing  that  occur- 
red during  the  meeting  was  a  little 
argument  between  John  Gonska,  a  sa- 
loonkeeper, and  Alderman  Cromwell. 
Mr  Gonska  did  most  of  the  talking.  The 
alderman  wanted  Gonska  to  close  all 
but  two  of  the  doors  leading  Into  his 
place  of  business,  and  objected  to  re- 
newing the  license  until  he  made  an 
agreement  to  this  effect.  Mr.  Gonska 
had  expected  something  of  the  kind, 
and  was  on  hand  to  defend  himself. 

"I  have  lived  in  Duluth  for  the  last 
twenty-five  years,  and  always  have  been 
a  law-abiding  citizen,"  he  said.  "I  have 
worked  on  the  railroads,  on  the  docks 
and  at  other  occupa-tions  before  going  hi- 
to  the  saloon  business.  Whatever  success 
I  have  nKt  with  has  been  entirely  due  to 
my  own  efforts.  My  place  of  business 
has  always  been  conducted  in  an  orderly 
ffu«hion.  The  police  or  any  of  the  mayors 
Duluth  has  had  since  I  opened  my  saloon 
Will  bear  me  out  in  this  statement.  I  was 
{irre.'stfd  once  but  that  was  by  a  man  whom 
I  might  as  well  call  a  lunatic,  for  he 
arrested  me  for  violation  of  the  Sunday 
closing  law  at  a  time  when  all  the  sa- 
loons of  the  city  were  allowed  to  be  open 
on   .Sunday  in   violatdon  of  law. 

"^Vhen  new  rules  became  effective  gov- 
erning saloonkeepers  I  always  have  been 
one  of  the  first  to  obey  them.  In  the  best 
of  saloons  there  Is  at  times  some  noise. 
This  cannot  be  avoided.  During  all  the 
time  that  saloons  of  the  city  v/ere  aJ- 
lowed  to  remain  open  on  Simday,  j  made 
it  a  practice  to  close  my  saloon  at  8 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  so  I  might  have 
a  few  hours  with  my  family  Sunday  even- 
ings, and  that  Is  more  than  any  other  sa- 
ICK-nkeeper  in  town  did. 

"Whv  Is  Alderman  Cromwell  opposed  to 
me?  Politics,  that's  what  it  is.  Cromwpli 
is  a  sorehead.  He  is  sore  at  me  because 
of  the  stand  I  took  in  the  last  election 
That  is  all  there  is  to  his  objection  now 
He  wants  to  Injure  me  if  he  can  What 
does  he  stand  for?  Nothing.  During  the 
campaign  he  said  he  was  strong  for 
much-needed  street  improvements  He 
hasn't  said  anything  about  this  '  since 
election.

Alderman  Hogan  offered  a  resolution 
providing  that  hereafter  all  cases  of  sa- 
loonkcfpfrs  who  have  been  convicted  of 
violations  of  the  Sunday  or  early-clos- 
ing lavv.s  will  first  be  Investigated  by 
the  cfiniinittee  on  police  .-inn  license, 
which  will  report  findings  to  the  coun- 
cil. The  resolution  was  adopted  after 
consid*  rattle  argument.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  resolution  will  relieve  the 
council  of  the  usn;il  unplea.santness  and 
delay  r«sulling  from  a  general  debate 
on  every  ca.se  that  comes  before  the 
body,  saving  time  for  more  Important 
matters.

excellent  custom   which  is  becoming 
mind,  of  the  American  people  every  year. 

Wliite  the  occasion  does  not  warrant  a  holiday,  ana 
no  proposal  has  been  made  to  make  it  a  holiday,  it  has 
signihance  enough  to  make  it  desirable  that  it  should 
be  observed  all  over  the  land.  The  display  of  the  Hag 
upon  that  day  is  observance  enough,  though  when  the 
public  schools  are  in  session  it  has  become  the  custom 
to  hold  patriotic  exercises  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  in 
which  the  pupils  are  reminded  again  of  the  glories  of 
their  country  and  their  country's  Hag. 

This  year  the  schools  in  Duluth  will  not  be  m  ses- 
sion   but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  everybody  that  owns  a 
flag  will  display  it  during  the  day.     The  brilliant  stripes 
and  stars  of  the  banner  of  the  republic  will  always  have 
the  p  .vver  to  set  the  blood  of  all  American  citizens  puls- 
ing a  liule  more  rapidly,  even  when  it  is  seen  waving  in 
the  breezes  at  a  time  of  peace  and  commonplace  daily 
routine.      Only    those    who    have    suddenly    come    upon 
their  country's  flag  in  a  far  land,  or  who  have  partici- 
pated in  some  of  the  romantic  episodes  in  which  it  has 
played  a  part,  have  appreciated  to  the  full  the  emotions 
it    1^    capable    of    inspiring.      For    instance,    suppose,    a 
traveler  in  a  strange  land,  you  were  besieged  by  ignorant 
and  venomous   natives,   who  had  you   beleagured   in   an 
insecure  shelter,  with  the  prospects  that  they  would  get 
at  you  and  do  you  deadly  harm  in  a  very  short  time. 
Suppose,  merely  to  get  the  desired  viewpoint,  that  just 
when   matters   were  at   their  worst,  and  you   had  about 
abandoned   hope,   you  should    hear   a    sharp   and   cheery 
bugle  call  not  far  away.     Suppose  that  as  you  strained 
your  eyes,  in  which  hope  had  suddenly  revived,  in  the 
direction  from  which  the  sound  came,  a  band  of  stalwart, 
well-disciplined  sailors  or  marines  from  a  handy  Amer- 
ican warship  dashed  gallantly  into  view,  headed  by  the 
glorious  red.  white  and  blue  of  your  country's  flag.    How 
that  flag  would  stir  your  heart!     How  its  colors  would 
find  a  new  glory  in  your  vision  I     How  you  would  bless 
it  and  thank  God  for  it  and  discover  in  your  heart  a  new 
love  and  reverence  for  it! 

Such    things    have    happened,    and    they    will    happen 
again.     Here  safely  at  home,  where  peace  and  content- 
ment—and  perhaps    safe    and    comfortable    monotony- 
prevail,  you  can  inspire  the  same  love  for  the  flag  if  you 
will   let   your  memory  dwell   upon  its  history,   and   the 
experience  will  give  you  a  new  patriotism  and  a  new  de- 
votion to  your  country's  good,  with  the  thought  that  the 
nation's  greatest  victories  must  be  won  in  times  of  peace, 
and  in  conflict  with  unarmed  but  none  the  less  danger- 
ous forces  of  evil.     Therefore  it  is  a  good  thing  to  let 
the  flag  fly  on  its  birthday  every  year;  to  let  the  people 
give  it  a  few  moments'  thought;  and  to  think  while  you 
look  at  its  splendid  colors  flying  bravely  in  the  breeze 
about    what    it    means,    and    what    it   cost,    and    what    it 
stands  for. 


KMound,  and  that  its  efforts  to  reduce  chaos  to  perfect 
order  were  going  to  such  lengths  as  to  make  reform 
absurd.  In  short,  Oklahoma  was  condemned  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other  as  a  fanatic  common- 
wealth, and  advocates  of  reaction  everywhere  pointed  to 
Oklahoma  and  said  to  the  reformers:  "There;  see  what 
you  will  bring  us  to  if  we  let  you  have  your  way!" 

This  was  bad,  because  while  everybody  wants  evils 
corrected  and  injustices  made  right,  the  average  man 
hates  to  see  such  work  done  hastily,  and  his  natural 
opposition  to  moving  ahead  is  intensified  when  rapid 
movement  is  proposed.  Therefore  the  story  from  Okla- 
homa tended  to  make  men  afraid  of  reform,  fearful  that 
if  it  is  permitted  too  much  headway  it  may  take  the  bit  in 
its  teeth  and  gallop  on  into  worse  evils  than  those  from 
which  it  flees.  i 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is.  however,  that  the  Okla- 
homa legislature  passed  no  such  law  at  all.  The  manager 
of  the  Democratic  press  bureau  of  Oklahoma  writes  to 
the  Springtield  Republican  denying  the  story  most 
emphatically.  He  says  that  had  such  a  law  been  enacted 
it  would  be  "clearly  in  violation  of  the  federal  Constitu- 
tion and  of  no  effect." 

The  bill  which  gave  birth  to  the  story  is  harmless 
enough.  It  creates  a  free  employment  office,  such  as 
Minnesota  has,  provides  for  a  system  of  yearly  returns 
of  industrial  statistics,  and  creates  a  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  which  may  volunteer  its  services,  but 
which  either  side  to  a  labor  controversy  may  accept  or 
not  as  it  pleases.  There  is  no  peril  in  this  law,  and  there 
may  be  much  good.  Canada  has  experimented  for  a 
year  with  an  arbitration  law  which  is  much  more  per- 
emptory than  this,  in  that  its  use  is  compulsory  when 
the  threatened  strike  or  lockout  affects  a  public  utility 
such  as  a  railroad,  municipal  service  corporation  or  a 
mine.  Nearly  all  of  the  cases  referred  to  it  during  the 
year  of  its  trial  have  been  adjusted  without  resort  to 
strike  or  lockout. 

Instead  of  spreading  misrepresentations  about  Okla- 
homa's experiments  and  their  results,  the  country  should 
give  it  great  credit  for  offering  itself  as  an  experiment 
station  for  economic  and  political  reform  devices,  and 
should  profit  by  its  successes  and  by  its  failures  alike.

ST.  LOUIS  COUNTY-AN  EMPIRE. 

St.  Louis  county,  through  County  Auditor  Halden, 
has  made  a  very  advantageous  sale  of  the  bond  issue  of 
$600,000  for  courthouse  purposes.  As  announced  in  The 
Herald  last  night,  the  bonds  brought  a  premium  of  nearly 
$10,000,  which  practically  reduces  the  rate  of  interest 
from  45<i  to  4]4  P^r  cent. 

Still,  while  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the 
county  stands  so  well  in  the  eyes  of  bond-buyers,  it  is 
not  at  all  remarkable  that  it  should  be  so.  St.  Louis 
county  is  an  empire  whose  vastness  and  richness  few  of 
its  inhabitants  realize.  It  has  an  area  of  about  6,000 
square  miles,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  desert 
counties  of  the  West,  it  is  the  third  largest  county  in 
the  United  States,  being  exceeded  in  area  by  Aroostook 
county.  Me.,  a  wilderness,  and  Dade  county.  Fla.,  in 
which  the  Everglades  swamps  are  situated.  It  is  larger 
than  several  states,  and  contains  potentialities  of  wealth 
that  make  it  equal  to  many  of  the  states  in  that  respect 
as  well. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  the  county  is  $234,347,180, 
and  against  this  vast  wealth,  aside  from  the  bond  issue 
sold  yesterday,  there  is  outstanding  a  bonded  debt  of 
only  $517,000,  against  which  there  is  a  sinking  fund  of 
$211,224,  making  the  net  debt  $305,776. 

The  county's  resources  are  varied  and  extensive.  It 
has  practically  every  source  of  wealth  that  exists  any- 
where— mining,  lumbering,  manufacturing,  jobbing,  agri- 
culture; all  merely  upon  the  threshiiold  of  a  development 
that  has  opened  up  infinite  possibilities  for  the  future. 
It  is  not  remarkable,  therefore,  that  St.  Louis  county 
bonds  should  be  in  demand.  It  could  have  twenty  times 
as  much  bonded  debt  as  it  has  today  without  crowding 
the  danger  limit.

THE  PLAYGROUND  MOVEMENT. 

The  Duluth  Playground  association  is  beginning  a 
campaign  to  secure  a  thousand  members,  and  it  ought  to 
be  able  to  fill  its  required  quota  with  a  minimum  of  effort 
and  a  ma.Kimtim  of  ease. 

The  membership  is  to  be  divided  into  three  classes, 
and  every  public  spirited  citizen  should  find  it  not  only 
a  duty  but  a  pleasure  to  join.  Annual  members  will  pay 
$1.  sustaining  members  will  pay  $ro,  and  life  members 
will  pay  $100.  The  bulk  of  the  money  needed  to  carry 
on  the  important  work  of  the  association  will  probably 
come  from  a  large  number  of  annual  members  who  will 
find  no  difficulty  in  parting  with  a  dollar  a  year  to  help 
provide  safe  and  pleasant  playgrounds  for  the  children. 

The  decision  of  the  association  to  make  its  first  public 
playaroiind  near  Lincoln  park,  in  the  West  end,  is  wise. 
That  part  of  the  city  has  probably  more  children  in  pro- 
portion to  population  than  any  other;  it  includes  some 
of  the  most  congested  parts  of  the  city;  and  in  Lincoln 
park  it  offers  one  of  the  most  available  sites  for  play- 
grounds. There  is  need  of  playgrounds  in  the  West  end, 
in  West  Duluth,  in  the  downtown  district  and  in  the  East 
end.  and  so  long  as  they  cannot  all  be  supplied  at  once, 
they  should  be  taken  up  in  the  order  of  need.  The  East 
end.  with  its  larger  lots,  its  ampler  yards  and  its  better 
natural  facilities  for  play,  may  well  wait  its  turn  until  the 
denser  regions  of  West  Duluth.  the  West  end  and  the 
downtown  sections  are  supplied. 

It  is  splendid  work,  and  it  deserves  the  heartiest  and 
most  practical  support  from  the  people  of  Duluth. 


MISREPRESENTING  OKLAHOMA. 

The  misrepresentations  and  false  attacks  of  its  oppo- 
nents form  the  greatest  stumbling  blocks  to  progress, 
and  combined  with  the  natural  inertia  of  society  and  the 
prejudice  against  anything  savoring  of  change  that  af- 
flicts many  men.  it  is  small  wonder  that  humanity's 
movement  forward  is  slow  and  at  times  doubtful. 

For  instance,  the  new  state  of  Oklahoma,  which 
caught  the  spirit  of  its  institutions  from  the  vanguard  of 
the  march  of  progress,  is  compelled  to  battle  not  only 
with  selfish  interests  at  home,  but  with  prejudice  and 
misrepresentation  abroad. 

Recently  it  was  heralded  all  over  the  country  that  the 
Oklahoma  legislature  had  passed  a  law  empowering  the 
state  labor  commissioner,  wlio  is  a  labor  unionist,  to 
regulate  the  wages  which  private  individuals  and  cor- 
porations should  pay  their  employes.  Naturally,  every- 
body agreed  that  Oklahoma  was  running  reform  into  the 


A  WORLDWIDE  PERIL. 

Surgeon  General  Wyman  of  the  United  States  marine 
hospital  service  issues  a  warning  to  the  world  in  his 
latest  public  health  report  on  the  spread  of  the  bubonic 
plague,  and  he  gives  some  figures  that  are  calculated  to 
make  people  think. 

This  dreadful  disease  made  its  appearance  first  in 
China  in  1894.  By  1898  it  has  spread  to  India,  Japan, 
Asiatic  Turkey,  Russia  and  Africa.  In  1899  it  passed 
over  the  border  lines  of  Europe,  and  by  1907  it  had  made 
its  appearance  in  every  civilized  country  of  the  globe, 
including  the  United  States,  which  it  reached  from  the 
Pacific  coast. 

Its  ravages  are  appalling.  Last  year,  in  the  known 
world,  1,400,000  cases  were  reported,  and  the  percentage 
of  fatality  is  notliii^  sliort  of  frightful,  1,200,000  deaths 
being  reported.  More  than  85  per  cent  of  the  cases 
reported  resulted  in  death  in  a  most  shocking  form. 

While  thus  far  the  new  territory  reached  by  the  dis- 
ease parallels  the  water  fronts,  it  has  penetrated  far  into 
the  interior  of  the  countries  where  it  has  been  per- 
mitted to  get  a  foothold,  and  unless  a  most  earnest 
effort  is  made  to  check  its  spread  the  possibilities  are 
most  discomforting  to  contemplate. 

Surgeon  General  Wyman  said  that  it  is  believed  that 
rats  and  the  fleas  they  carry  are  the  common  means  of 
spreading  the  plague.  This  theory  seems  to  be  pretty 
well  established,  and  it  points  an  obvious  measure  of 
prevention.  The  rats  must  be  killed,  and  with  them  the 
fleas  that  they  carry.  Dr.  Wyman  urges  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign against  the  rodents.  Coal  oil  has  been  found  to 
be  a  valuable  agent  in  the  destruction  of  the  fleas. 

Dr.  Wyman  also  advises  the  authorities  of  all  sea- 
ports to  compel  the  unloading  of  vessels  from  plague 
ports  by  lighter,  and  he  suggests  that  until  unloaded  and 
freed  of  rats,  the  ships  be  kept  at  least  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  shore,  so  that  the  rats  cannot  swim  to  land. 
This  involves  a  lot  of  hard  and  vexatious  work  for 
port  health  authorities,  and  it  will  no  doubt  prove  very 
embarrassing  to  navigation  interests.  Last  year  fifty-one 
countries  were  infected  with  the  disease,  so  that  the 
holding  up  of  vessels  from  all  infected  countries  will  be 
a  very  serious  matter.  However,  the  interests  of  public 
safety  are  vastly  more  important  than  the  facilitation  of 
commerce,  and  it  will  be  far  better  to  have  traffic  delayed 
than  to  encourage  the  further  spread  of  the  disease  by 
admitting  ships  from  infected  ports  without  observing 
the  necessary  regulations  suggested  by  Dr.  Wyman. 

Like  all  other  infectious  diseases,  bad  sanitation  has 
much  to  do  with  the  spread  of  bubonic  plague,  and  the 
greatest  havoc  has  been  created  in  countries  where  sani- 
tation and  cleanliness  are  unknown.  While  this  country 
has  not  made  so  much  progress  with  its  sanitary  regula- 
tions as  it  should,  it  has  at  least  gone  far  enough  to  war- 
rant a  belief  that  the  disease  can  be  more  easily  checked 
here  than  in  the  congested  sinks  of  Asia,  where  it  has 
reaped  its  millions  of  victims  with  the  assistance  of  filth 
and  bad  drainage.

They  discourage  him;  they  discourage 
the  Interviewer.  Spiteful  anger  smoul- 
dered In  the  slant  eyes  as  Charlie,  de- 
spite their  objections,  told  of  what  he 
had  seen  during  his  six  years'  sojourn 
In  the  Orient.  Charlie  is  not  adver- 
tised by  his  loving  friends. 

Tlie  Lust  of  Coiiunerce. 
The  lust  of  commerce  was  the  magTiet 
that  drew  Charlie  back  to  the  land  of 
the  white  man.  You  are  made  sure  of 
the  fact  that  there  Is  more  money  to  be 
made  here  than  In  the  land  of  the  dow-

for    Charlie    begins    his 


Interview  by  telling  of  the  high  cost  of 
living  in  China,  and  of  the  money  he 
hopea  to  make  in  the  domain  of  Uncle 
Sam.  His  quee  is  long  and  luxuri- 
ous, as  quees  go;  yet  in  the  fullness 
of  his  t')nsorlaI  wealth  he  has  returned 
to  a  queeless  land  to  battle  for  the 
round  silver  dollar. 

Boycott  Japan. 

"China  she  buy  no  goods  from 
Jai>an."'  With  this  sententious  ex- 
pression Charlie  disclosed  the  fact  that 
a  boycott  was  maintained  by  the  Chi- 
nese against  the  goods  of  the  land  of 
Nipp.)n.  They  br<Jught  goods  to  China 
in  ships,  but  the  Chinese  refused  to  buy 
and  the  ships  returned,  laden  to  their 
original  fullness.  There  is  a  smoulder- 
ing hatred  for  the  course  Japan  has 
pursued,  and  because  the  Japanese  em- 
peror has  attempted  to  force  the  goods 
of  hJa  subjects  upon  the  Chinese  peo- 
ple.

3ure<J  the  interviewer.  The  old  quarrel 
is  forgotten.  The  days  when  American 
goods  were  refused  sale  and  many 
thousands  of  dollars'  worth  were  de- 
stroyed, have  passed,  so  Charlie  says, 
and  now  the  goods  labeled  American 
can  be  s>^en  in  the  shop  windows. 
No   More    Little    Feet. 

China  is  surely  undergoing  a  mighty 
and  sweeping  reformation.  "Xo  more 
small  feet;  big  feet.  Women  with  small 
feet  no  marry,  stay  at  hom.e  all  alone. 
Chinese  no  want  wife  with  little  feet." 

And  so  the  days  of  the  cramped 
Trilbys  have  pas-sed.  The  wee  pedal 
extremity  has  ceased  to  be  a  thing  of 
beauty  to  the  eye  of  the  Celestial.  The 
Chinese  beatuy  with  the  puny  kick  is 
marked  down  in  the  matrimonial  mar- 
ket, says  Charlie,  for  the  Chinese  fancy 
has  swung  to  the  substantial  foot  and 
liberal  education. 

Yes,  the  Chinese  are  permitting  their 
women  to  become  educated.  Education 
Is  spreading,  says  Charlie.  Girls  are 
permitted  to  sup  at  the  fountain  of 
knowledge.  The  spirit  of  learning  Is 
sweeping  the  empire;  education  Is 
wakening  China  from  the  lethargy-  of 
centuries,  and  six  jvars'  sojourn  in  the 
land  of  his  fathers  Impressed  the  re- 
truned  traveler  with  the  wonderful 
change  that  has  come  over  China 

In  China  the  rumble  of  approaching 
strife  is  heard.  Charlie  says  the  Chin- 
ese are  repeating  the  rumor  of  a  war 
between  Japan  and  the  United  States. 
Charlie  shakes  his  head  when  you  ask 
him  if  China  and  Japan  are  likely  to 
go  to  war.  He  informs  you  that  the 
United  States  Is  the  nation  that  the 
Japanese  will  seek  a  war  with.

In  broken  English  Charlie  tells 
enough,  just  enough,  to  permit  you  to 
grasp  the  Chinaman's  view  of  the 
mighty  change  that  Is  sweeping  the 
Chine.se  empire;  of  the  spread  of  eduea- 
tk>n;  of  the  advance  of  statesmanship; 
of  the  awkenlng  of  a  nation  that  has 
been  centuries  behind  the  train  of  mo<l- 
em  thought.  You  have  to  listen  Intent- 
ly to  keep  the  drift  of  the  story,  but  It 
Is  told  better,  perhaps,  than  a  Caucas- 
ian could  tell  It.  There  l.'s  a  prophecy. 
a  subtle  warning  of  things  that  will 
mat'Tiallze  In  the  future.

St.  Cloud  Man  Has  Undertaken  Ex-

tensive  Pieces  of  Work. 

St.  Cloud.  Minn.,  June  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— O.  F.  Doyle  has  landed 
two  of  the  largest  ditch  contracts  ever 
let  in  this  state.  The  cost  of  the  two 
will  reach  $75,000.  Judicial  ditch  No.  1 
is  located  In  Aitkin,  Itasca  and  St. 
Louis  counties,  and  is  about  twenty- 
two  miles  in  length;  385,000  cubic  yards 
will  have  to  be  removed  at  a  cost  of 
about  135,000.  Work  will  be  begun  at 
once  and  It  will  take  about  twelve 
months  to  complete  the  work.  The 
machinery  is  ready  to  be  shipped  Into 
the  northern  part  of  the  state.  Mr. 
Doyle  is  getting  his  crew  of  men  to- 
gether and  will  send  them  to  the  work 
some   time  next   week. 

The  other  contract  Is  In  Chippewa 
county.  This  is  a  county  ditch  and  is 
twenty-seven  miles  in  length;  577,000 
cubic  yards  of  dirt  will  have  to  be  re- 
moved. This  contract  calls  for  about 
$40,<K>0.  Work  will  aKsfj  be  begun  on 
this  Job  some  time  this  month.  The 
contractors  have  a  year  to  complete  the 
ditch. 

Counting  the  two  contracts  which 
have  been  received,  the  local  concern 
has  1,765,000  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  re- 
move. The  entire  work  will  be  com- 
pleted in  a  year  and  a  half.

KAW  RIVER  BREAKS  ITS 
BANKS  AT  NORTH  TOPEKA. 


R.  W.  Robinson.  R.  L.  Polk  &  Co.'s 
representative  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  is  at  the  Hotel  McKay  today. 
Mi-.  Robinson  has  Just  returned  from  a 
tour  of  the  islands,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged in  taking  a  census  of  tlte  na- 
lives  and  whites.  The  most  important 
piece  of  news  slated  by  Mr.  Robinson 
is  that  the  natives  are  rapidly  dying 
off.  Mr.  Robinson  says  that  there  are 
at  the  present  time  only  about  lii,000 
native  Hawalians  left,  while  only  a  few 
years  ago  there  were  more  tiian  50,000 
oil  the  islands, 

Mr.  Robinson  predicts  that  within 
live  years  the  poplatlon  of  the  islands 
will  have  doubled.  He  .says  that  Amer- 
icans are  rapidly  takhig  up  planta- 
tions and  engaging  in  business,  while 
Englisli  and  Germans  are  also  settling 
in  large  numbers.  The  climate  is  one 
of  the  most  equable  in  the  world,  while 
ihe  opportunities  for  busines  invest- 
ment are  very  good. 

That  the  United  States  has  at  last 
awakened  to  the  fact  that  the  naval 
defenses  of  the  island  are  practically 
worthless  is  attested  by  the  statement 
'A  Mr.  Robinson,  that  the  United  States 
government  is  spending  $2,500,000  on  tlio 
defenses  of  Pearl  Harbor,  ono  of  the 
greatest  natural  harl>ors  in  tlie  world. 
Witiiin  a  few  years  tlicre  will  l>e  over 
6,0001,000  available  for  further  improve- 
ments on  this  harbor.  The  present  ap- 
propriation is  available  for  inunediate 
use,  and  tlie  army  engineers  are  pro- 
ceeding as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the 
work. 

There  is  some  war  talk  among  the 
Japanese  who  inhabit  the  Islands,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Robinson.  They  greatly 
outnumber  the  Americans,  and  should 
there  be  a  war  between  Japan  and  the 
I'nlted  Stateij,  would  make  trouble  for 
the  Amerlcanj. 

Mr.  Robinson  says  that  from  all  ap- 
pearances the  United  States  govern- 
ment intends  making  the  islands  the 
base  of  the  naval  defense  in  the  Pa- 
cific ocean.  The  Improvements  that 
are  being  made  at  Pearl  harbor, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  a  great 
many  millions  of  dollars  will  be  spent 
on  the  defense  of  the  islands  in  the 
future,  leads  the  observer  to  believe 
that  the  Hawaiian  islands  will  be  the 
naval  base  of  the  Pacific  squadron. 
This  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Robinson, 
who  has  made  three  trips  to  the 
islands  and  who  is  familiar  with  con- 
ditions there.

Reif  offered  to  orsanize  a  service  of 
watchmen  wlio  would,  he  guaranteed,  pre- 
vent the  large  number  of  burglaries,  from 
which  the  town  ancj  its  suburbs  iiad  re- 
cently been  suffering.

At  least  two  of  these  knew  Grant  well, 
and  one  of  them  served  In  his  regiment. 
Besides  these  old  soldiers  there  were 
other  old  settlers  there  who  knew  him 
before  the  war.  From  all  these  sources 
I  sought  information  as  to  liie  truth  of 
the  report  which  had  been  circulated 
In  the  presidential  campaign  of  1808. 
that  he  was  compelled  to  resign  on  ac- 
count of  Intemperate  habits.  I  found 
this  report  to  be  without  any  founda- 
tion, In  fact;  but  1  learned  sufficient 
to  satisfy  me  that  the  chief  cause  of 
his  resignation  was  very  probably  due 
to  harsh  treatment  by  his  commanding 
officer,  who  though  an  excellent  soldier. 
was  a  man  subject  to  violent  outbursts 
of  temper,  and  who  was  the  cause  of 
more  than  one  officer  leaving  the  army. 
The  further  fact  remains  that  officers 
assigned  to  these  far  away  posts  at 
that  time  were  practically  exiled,  and 
as  Grant  had  left  a  wife  and  one  child 
only  about  a  year  old  in  Missouri,  and 
as  the  pay  of  captain  was  then  only 
about  $rt»  a  month,  it  is  very  probable 
that  these  three  considerations  induced 
him  to  leave  the  army,  viz.:  Harsh 
treatment  ly  the  colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment, affection  for  his  family  and  a 
meager  salary.     Those  who  knew  Grant 


at  that  time  stated  that  he  was  a  man 
of  temperate  habits  as  compared  with 
most  of  the  officers  of  the  regular  army. 
Very  many  of  these  associates  rose  to 
high  positions  In  the  army  during  the 
Civil  war,  and  no  charge  of  drunken- 
ness was  ever  made  against  any  of 
them.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
fifty  years  ago  and  more,  moderate 
drinking  was  very  common,  not  only 
in  the  army,  but  among  almost  all 
classes  of  people  in  civil  life,  even 
among  church  members  and  sometimes 
ministers  of  the  gospel. 

This  is  written  to  correct  the  state- 
ment that  I  knew  Grant  before  the  war. 
It  Is  true  that  I  crossed  the  plains  and 
was  in  Salt  Lake  and  in  Eastern  Oregon 
at  the  time  of  the  so-called  "Mormon 
war,"  but  I  did  not  go  as  far  as  Fort 
Vancouver  at  that  time.  Respectfully,

No  charters 
were  reported  yesterday  and  what  little 
grain  there  is  moving  is  being  sent  in 
small  lots  on  line  boats  and  small  car- 
riers. 


CHANGE  THIS  MONTH. 

Large   Amount    of    Iron   Will   be 
Moved  in  Next  Few  Weeks. 

Cleveland,  June  9.— Thereis  no  more 
sign  for  an  Immediate  movement  of  the 
big  fleet  of  idle  lake  carriers  than  there 
was  early  In  April,  but  in  the  opinion 
of  several  of  the  leading  ore  and  vessel- 
men  the  present  month  will  certainly  see 
a  change.  Sime  of  them  In  view  of 
what  has  been  done  in  pig  iron,  fe^l  quite 
confident  that  large  amounts  of  iron  will 
be  shipped  within  a  few  weeks. 

There  are  a  few  who  express  the  hope 
that  in  business  generally  the  return  to 
activity  will  be  almost  as  rapid  as  was 
the  depression  of  November  and  Decem- 
ber last.  In  the  natural  order  of  things 
ore  business  must  wait  for  active  oper- 
ations in  manufacturing  lines,  but  these 
Interests  are  hoping  to  make  a  real  start 
soon,  without  having  done  themselves  the 
injury  of  three  spring  months  of  useless 
operation. 

MANY  COALCARGOES. 


Believed  That  Shipments  This  Year 
Will  Exceed  1907  Record. 

Buffalo,  June  9.— The  first  week  in 
June  made  an  excellent  showing  In  the 
amount  of  coal  moved.  The  last  week's 
shipments  amounted  to  114,604  tons  as 
compared  with  65,925  tons  for  the  first 
week  in  June,  1907.

The  vts- 
sel  went  ashore  Nov.  24,  19(t6,  and  was 
released  Jan.  28,  1906,  and  taken  to  Mani- 
towoc, where  she  has  since  remained 
unrepaired. 
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HARBOR  OF  REFLGE. 

Representative  Young  Will  Try  to 
Secure  Appropriation  for  Marquette 

Mar(iuette,  Mich.,  June  9.— With  the 
backing  of  the  marine  Interests  in  gen- 
eral, a  bill  to  make  Manjuette  a  har- 
bor of  refuge  is  to  be  urged  at  the  next 
session  of  congress.  The  proposed  project 
will  cost  $350,000  and  has  been  hanging 
fire  several  years.  It  was  approved  hi  a 
report  submitted  to  the  liouse  In  19(i3  by 
the  war  department,  but  only  at  the 
close  of  the  recent  session  was  a  measure 
carrying  the  proposed  approjpriation  in- 
troduced. Representative  H.  O.  Young  of 
the  rivers  and  harbors  commlttre  is  tliJ 
author  of  the  bill,  and  he  ig  hopeful  of 
its   favorable   consideration.

EDUCATORS 
INJESSION 

Favor   Educational  Re- 
quirements for  County 
Superintendents. 


The  question  of  imposing  educational 
qualifications  on  candidates  for  county 
superintendents  of  schools  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting  of  the  Slate  As- 
sociation of  County  Superintendents  at 
the  Commercial  club  rooms  this  morn- 
ing, and  the  superintendents  voted  to 
endorse  the  constitutional  amendment, 
which  is  to  be  submitted  at  the  next 
election,  making  such  provisions.  The 
question  will  be  further  discussed  at  a 
later  meeting  of  the  association. 

The  conferring  of  elementary  diplo- 
mas by  Normal  schools  was  also  dis- 
cussed. President  Schumaker  of  the  St. 
Cloud  Normal,  President  Bohannon  of 
the  Duluth  Normal,  and  different  su- 
perintendents taking  part. 

Tlie  convention  of  superintendents 
was  called  to  order  at  the  Commercial 
club  ix>oma  this  morning  at  9  o'clock  by 
President  S.  W.  Gilpin  of  Duluth.  L.  P. 
Harrington  of  Crookston  acted  as  secre- 
tary of  the  meeting.  The  attendance 
at  the  morning  ses.sion  was  forty,  and 
the  neon  train  brought  several  otiiers. 
so  that  It  Is  expected  that  almost  every 
county  in  the  state  will  be  represeitted 
at  the  meetings  tomorrow. 

After  luncheon  today,  the  visiting  su- 
perintendents were  taken  up  the  in- 
cline railroad,  and  after  the  session 
they  will  visit  tlie  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  ore  docks.  The  meeting  this 
afternoon  is  in  charge  of  State  Super- 
intendent J.  W.  Olsen,  who  is  conduct- 
ing a  conference.  The  report  of  the 
committee  on  state  course  of  study 
will  also  be  received.  The  course  of 
study  has  been  decided  upon  and  will 
very  likely  be  introduced  as  a  result  of 
the  present  convention.  D.  C.  McKenzie 
of  Minneapolis  will   make  the  report. 

Tomorrow's  meetings  will  he  held  at 
the  Duluth  Normal  school,  and  Thurs- 
day the  superintendents  will  visit  the 
range  towns.

St.  Paul,  June  9.— ^Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Judge  Vandeventer  of  the  United 
States  circuit  court  of  appeals  has 
filed  an  opinion  In  the  case  of  Charles 
Green  Rainbow  et  al.,  against  S.  M. 
>  ung,  sheriff  of  Thurston  county,  Neb., 
In  which  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  Is 
granted,  directing  the  sheriff  to  lib- 
erate the  appellants,  who  are  Indian 
policemen  at  the  Winnebago  Indian 
reservation,  in  that  country.  He  re- 
verses the  decision  of  the  lower  i  ourt. 
Judges  Adams  and  Riner  concurred 
in  the   opinion. 

The  nature  of  the  action  is  a  peculiar 
one,  and  in  the  opinion,  the  court  inci- 
dentally sets  forth  the  status  of  the 
Indian,  with  reference  to  his  relation 
witli  the  government.

Building  Inspector  Claims 
the  EIco  is  a  Verit- 
able Firetrap. 

Lyceum  is  Fireproof — 

The  Bijou  Needs  Some 

Ct^.anges. 


The  EIco  theater  in  West  Duluth 
was  branded  as  a  veritable  Are  trap 
by  Building  In--<pector  Kielley,  In  his 
report  to  the  council  on  theaters.  The 
front  opening  is  the  only  thing  which 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  Inspector. 
There  Is  no  a-sbestos  fire  curtain,  no 
ventlllatlon,  no  water  connections  on 
the  stage  or  in  the  auditoriunv,  or  tele- 
phone connections,  ajid  the  stage  la 
entirely  of  wood,  it  la  claimed.  There 
are  no  side  door^  and  only  one  In  the 
rear.     In  fact,  the  buiJdlng  appears  to 

be  In  a  deplorable  oonditlon  as  regards 
fire  protection. 

The  Star  and  Savoy  theaters  on  East 
.Superior  street  were  not  Inclihled  In 
the  report,  for  the  reason  that  they 
come  under  the  classification  of  as- 
sembly halls,  because  they  hax-^e  no 
stages.  Any  building  of  this  character 
that  does  not  have  a  stage  Is  classed 
as  an  assembly  hall.  While  no  report 
\%as  made  on  the  Star  and  Savoy,  It  is 
known  that  the  picture  machines  are 
located  at  the  front  end  of  the  hall, 
and  any  fire  originating  there  would 
cut  oit  the  audience  from  the  front 
doors. 

The  Lyceum  is  reported  to  be  fireproof, 
although  It  doe."?  not  comply  strictly 
with  tlie  o^dinance^  In  that  the  fire  cur- 
tain across  the  stage  Is  of  SLSbestos 
instead  of  steel,  and  is  operated  by 
hand  power  Instead  of  otherwise.  The 
sprinkling  system  Is  not  automatic,  but 
is  regarded  as  most  efficient.  There  Is 
no  water  tank  on  the  roof  of  the  the- 
ater, as  provided  by  law,  but  the  In- 
spector says  the  water  pressure  Is  suf- 
ficieni  without  .such  a  tank. 

The  Bijou  theater  does  not  live  up  to 
the  ordinance  in  some  respects.  The 
interior  con.structlon  Is  of  wood,  and 
there  is  no  sprinkling  system.  Thei^ 
are  no  firepro<jf  pa.ssageways,  and  the 
curtain  is  of  asbestos  and  operated  by 
hand  power.  The  structure  was  erected 
before  the  present  building  ordinance 
was  adopted.

Cloquet,  Minn.,  June  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)- The  St.  Louis  river  Is 
unusually  high  as  a  result  of  the  late 
heavy  rains.  The  dams  on  the  upper 
tributaries  are  filled  to  their  utmost 
capacity  and  the  water  Is  menacing 
the  Northern  Lumber  company's  lower 
mill.

The  big  log  Jam  above  the  boom 
house  has  not  been  touched  during  this 
period  of  higli  v/ater^  there  being  a  suf- 
ficient amount  of  logs  in  the  mill  pock- 
ets to  keep  them  running  for  some 
time,  and  no  logs  will  be  broken  from 
the  jam  until  the  water  recedes.  Twen- 
ty years  ago  on  June  13  high  water 
started  the  jam,  whi^h  broke  the 
booms  and  cairled  everything  In  its 
path,  and  80.000,000  feet  of  Cloquet  logs 
were  carried  down  by  the  swift  current 
to  the  St.  Loulg  bay  at  Duluth.  Great 
care  is  being  taken  to  avoid  a  repetition 
of  a  similar  dis^jster.

Consistently  with  this  belief,  we 
favor  the  pa.ssage  and  the  enforcement 
of  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  drink. 
traffic  and  for  keeping  such  traffic 
free  from  unlawful  and  Improper  ac- 
cessories, and  we  earnestly  desire  such 
improvement  in  the  drinking  habits  of 
the  people  as  will  still  further  advance 
temperance,  together  with  the  spread 
of  enlightenment  as  to  the  proper 
functions  of  drink,  whereby  the  indi- 
vidual may  be  able  tc  regulate  hia 
habits  according  to  the  requirements 
of  wholesome   living.

The  mort- 
gage runs  to  the  Central  Trust  com- 
pany of  New  York. 

The  amount  of  the  mortgage,  as 
covering  the  real  property  of  the  com- 
pany in  Minnesota,  which  consists  of 
24.52  miles  of  track  and  road  bed,  was 
figured  at  $573,554.  On  this  the  legal 
fee  of  50  cents  per  $100  was  enacted.

Under  Minnesota  laws  the  registry 
tax  covers  only  real  property,  and  this 
was  used  as  a  basis  in  computing  the 
valuation  and  the  amount  of  the  tax.

It  whirls  the  tub  of  the 
washing  machine  and  forcing  the 
water  through  the  clothe-s,  does  the 
week's  wash  in  seven  minutes.  It 
turns  the  steel  rod  carrying  a  circle  of 
canton  flannel  and  the  sliver  is  pol- 
ished. It  operates  the  bread  machino, 
the  sewing-machine  and  a  number  of 
strange  new  household  machines  that 
are  multiplying  on  the  market  since 
the  coming  of  the  silent,  ceaseless 
servant   that  will  run   them  all. 


KEEPING  GAS  BROILER  CLEAN. 
Almost  every  one  who  broils  steak 
in  a  gas-oven  ha.^  experienced  no 
small  amount  of  trouble  In  keeping 
the  broiler  spotless  and  shiny,  says 
The  Delineator.  An  ea.sy  way  out  of 
this  Is  to  place  the  steak  on  the 
broiler,  and  instead  of  leaving  the  pan 
underneath  dry,  place  cold  water  In 
it  to  the  depth  of  two  inches.  The 
fat  drops  into  the  water  and  It  puri- 
fied, and  may  then  be  skimmed  off 
and  used.  By  tills  method  the  pan 
is  never  allowed  to  dry  and  burn,  and 
the  oven  Is  kept  free  from  grease.

WOLVES    ARE    WARY   ...^ilMALS. 

Anaconda  Standard:  One  of  the  promi- 
neni  men  of  tho  Big  Hole  section  who 
was  in  the  city  expressed  the  opinion 
that  there  were  only  a  few  wolves  left 
in  that  country,  but  that  the  few  made" 
it  mighty  interesting  for  the  stockmen. 
He  says  these  wolves  are  very  hard  to 
trap,  refuse  to  take  poison  and  that  the 
most  expert  hunter  might  try  for  weeks 
v\'ltliout  getting  within  rifle  shot  of  one. 

I^There  are  not   more   than  .i  dozen    wol 

"There  are  not  mon>  than  a  dozen 
wolves  In  the  whole  watershed  of  tho  Big 
Hole  River,"  said  thois  gentleman.  "And 
one  of  the  I>ed  thunters  In  this  country 
I  Fred  Francis,  who  Is  familiar  wiih  every 
nook  and  corner  in  the  valley,  Isf  of  the 
opinion  thore  aro  not  more  than  half  a 
dozen.  I  am  willing  to  admit,  however, 
tho  few  there  are  make  life  a  burden 
for  the  stockmen  and  keep  them  in  con- 
stant fear  of  a  midnight  raid  on  their 
animals. 

"Wolves  kill  for  the  sport  of  killing  and 
it  Is  seldom  an  animal  survives  after  be- 
ing bittt^n  by  a  wolf,  the  merest  nip  usu- 
ally pniving  fatal.  Only  one  wolf,  has 
been  killed  there  In  the  last  two  months, 
and  that  one  was  trapped  by  Fred  Fran- 
cis. Its  capture  was  ppurely  a  matter 
of  luck. 

"Every  man  In  the  Big  Hole  carries  a 
rine,  whether  on  horseback  or  traveling 
with  a  team  to.  trade  at  a  store  or  at- 
tend church,  in  anticipation  of  getting  an 
opportunity  to  kill  a  wolf  and  secure  the 
big  bounty  offered  for  the  scalps.  Two 
of  the  prominent  ranchmen  and  stockmen 
who  reside  near  Chalk  Bluffg  have  se- 
cured several  hundred  dollars  in  subscrip- 
tions from  the  ranchmen  to  pay  a  Ijounty 
of  $25  for  each  wolf  scalp  in  addition  to 
the  bounty  of  $10  paid  by  the  state.  It 
Is  said  that  not  more  than  twenty  wolves 
have  been  killed  In  the  basin  during  the 
last  six  years,  hut  in  that  time  thousand.-* 
of  dollars  worth  of  stock  has  been  de- 
stroyed   by    these  pests. 

"So  far  as  known  only  one  wolf  has 
been  poisoned  in  the  Big  Hole,  and  that 
was  thirteen  years  ago.  They  are  more 
wary  and  cunning  than  a  fox  and  can 
smell  a  trap  a  mile  away:  they  refuse  to 
take  poison,  and  as  their  depredations  are 
committed  in  the  early  dawn  or  In  tha 
night  it  is  seldom  that  one  is  seen,  even 
by  the  most  astute  hunters.  So  all  In  all 
the  wolf  question  is  a  difficult  proposition 
to  deal  with."

Then  she  was  revealed  as  a  beautiful 
woman,  and  it  was  at  once  conclude«l 
that  unreasoning  Jealousy  on  the  part  of 
her  husband  had  driven  them  to  solitude. 

Now  comes  Fazzari  with  tiie  statement 
that  very  shortly  after  Collin's  death 
Garibaldi  made  tne  acquaintance  of  tlie 
beiiutlful  widow.  The  result  was  a  pas- 
sionate friendship  or  platonic  love,  at 
least  on  the  lady's  side. 

Fazzari  says  she  wrote  numerous  letters 
to  Garibaldi,  beginning  In  18*).  when  he 
was  in  Italy,  taking  part  in  the  war  of 
unjfiction.  All  are  crouched  in  terms  of 
devotion. 

When  asked  what  the  end  of  the 
romance  was  Faazarl  started  a  new  mys- 
tery, 'l^et  it  remain  a  secret,"  said  he, 
and  no  persuasions  would  induce  him  to

ABOLISHED  NAVAL  PIGEONS. 
London    Daily    Graphic:    An    -A.dmiralty 
official  yesterday  confirmed  the  statement 

that  the  British  naval  pigeon  service  was 
to  be  allowed  Lo  fall  into  disuse.  "Think 
of  It!"  he  remarked.  "Not  so  ven'  many 
years  ago  people  were  filled  with  won- 
derment that  a  homing  pigeon  could  lly 
with  messages  at  the  rate  of  sixty  miles 
an  hour  and  reach  its  destination  with 
safety.  Today  a  wireless  message  can  be 
sent  e.t  the  rate  of  hundreds  of  miles  in 
a  £ew  seconds. 

"It  was  a  wise  step  to  establish,  as  the 
Admiralty  did,  a  carrier  pigeon  service 
in  connection  with  the  navy;  they  are 
equally  wise  to  abandon  the  stations  now 
that  telegraphic  facilities  have  been 
brought  to  such  a  state  of  perfection. 

"Nowadays  a  battleship  can  easily  keep 
in  wireless  communication  with  Rams- 
Head,  near  Plymouth,  while  voyaging  to 
Glbralter,  or  even  to  portions  of  the  Medi- 
terranean. Most  of  the  fleets  have  the 
necessary   instalatlons  aboard. 

"The  naval  pigeon  service  had  its  draw- 
backs, birds  often  not  finding  their  way 
home  through  losing  their  reckoning  or 
on  account  of  Injury.  Only  In  minor 
ways  has  their  usefulness  to  the  navy 
been  demonstrated.  Without  wireless 
telegraphy,  however,  there  is  no  question 
that  In  time  of  war  they  w^ould  Ivave  been 
a  real  help." 

Among  pigeon  fanciers  there  was  some 
consternation,  especially  on  the  part  of 
those  who  belong  to  w^hat  Is  known  as 
ths  volunteer  carrier  pigeon  service, 
which  Is  not,  however,  to  l)e  Interfered 
with.  Breeders  will  no  doubt  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  buy  the 
pigeons  which  have  been  trained  at  the 
Admiralty  lofts.

ing grounds  or  whatever  is  the  animal 
equivalent  for  Ilea  ven.  No  animals  de- 
ser\'lng  of   the   other  place  are  admitted. 

It's  a  regular  cemetery.  conducte«l  with 
as  much  ceremony  as  If  it  was  Intended 
for  human  bodies.  You  can  get  plots  of 
assorted  shapes  and  sizes  and  at  assorted 
prices. 

A  burial  In  a  single  grave  in  one  sec- 
tion costa  tlO  on  a  three-year  lease;  in 
another  $15  on  a  flve-y«>ar  lease.  Then 
there  are  plots  which  lease  for  five  yeai-s 
at  $20  and  $2.5.  and  larger  plots  which  you 
can  gret  for  ten  years  for  $40  and  $*!.  The 
top  price  of  all  is  $50. 

'The  company  will  not  sell  a  plot  out- 
right. It  will  care  for  a  plot  and  the 
graves  in  It  without  extra  charge  for  tho 
term  of  the  lease,  and  after  the  lease  has 
expired  the  graves  can  l>e  kept  In  order 
upon  payment  of  a  small  amount  annual- 
ly or  for  nothing  If  ornamental  li'»ad- 
stones  or  monuments   have   been   erected.

All  traffic  communication  between  the 
Pacific  coast  and  points  east  of  Helena, 
Mont.,  over  the  line  of  the  Northerti 
Pacific,  have  been  stopped  by  the  heavy 
rains. 

A  telegram  received  by  the  local 
Northern  Pacific  office  this  morning 
states  that  train  service  west  of  Hel- 
ena has  been  stopped,  and  an  order 
cancelling  the  sale  of  all  tickets  west 
of  that  point  Is  contained  In  the  com- 
munication. 

Persons  holding  through  tickets  to 
the  coast  will  be  able  to  secure  trans- 
portation over  some  otlier  line,  on  the 
tickets  purchased  from  the  Northern 
Pacific  agents,  or,  in  case  the  tickets 
can  not  be  used,  the  purchase  money 
will    be   refunded. 

Trains  Nos.  3  and  i  have  been  taken 
off  between  St.  Paul  and  Helena.  Trains 
Nos.  6  and  6  will  be  run  between  St. 
P'aul  and  Helena,  but  the  information 
that  came  this  morning  does  not  staie 
that  the  trains  will  be  operated  west 
of   that    point. 

It  was  not  stated  here  why  the  North- 
ern Pacific  would  not  continue  to  oper- 
ate Us  trains  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Great  Northern.  Whether  it  is  because 
that  line  Is  out  of  order  or  not  could 
not  be  learned.  Inquiry  at  the  office  of 
the  Great  Northern  brought  out  the  in- 
formation that  so  fur  as  is  known  the 
Great  Northern  was  operating  through 
service  to  the  coast,  and  that  the  dam- 
age reported  yesterday  morning  had 
been  permanently  repaired. 

The  worst  point  in  the  flooded  terri- 
tory seem  to  be  Garrison,  about  fifty 
miles  west  of  Helena.  Some  trouble  has 
teen  experienced  at  Bozeman,  but  the 
road  will  continue  to-^  run  trains 
tiirough  to  Helena. 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  situa- 
tion is  one  of  the  worst  In  the  recent 
history  of  railroading  In  the  "West. 
Thousands  of  dollars  will  be  lost  by 
the  suspension  of  train  service,  while

SITUATION  IMPROVING. 

Idle  Cars  Fewer  and  Freight  Move- 
ment More  General. 

That  the  railroad  business  of  the  coun- 
try is  showing  a  slight  improvement  Is 
Indicated  by  the  statistics  for  idle  cars, 
published  by  the  American  Railway 
association,   for  the  month  of  May. 

In  the  month  of  May  there  were  381,904 
Idle  cars  in  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada. This  is  a  decrease  of  22,630  cars 
over  the  record  of  April,  which  indicates 
that  the  general  freight  business  of  the 
country  has  improved  to  a  slight  degree 
at    least. 

Coal  tonnage  showed  the  greatest  Im- 
provement. Of  the  decrease  in  idle  cars 
cotU  cars  furnished  20.340.  The  We.<5t  and 
East  seem  to  have  shared  equally  in  im- 
proved business,  while  the  Southwestern 
and  Pacific  coast  territory  shows  but 
little  Improvement  of  that  of  some 
months    ago. 

Railroad  men  predict  that  May  was 
the  lean  month  of  the  year,  and  that 
from  now  until  the  crop  begins  to  move 
a  gradual  improvement  will  be  shown  in 
the   car  situation   all  over   the  country. 

Will  Oppose  Low  Fares. 

Jcffer.«on  City.  Mo..  June  10.— Nine  rail- 
roads yesterday  served  notice  on  At- 
torney General  Hadley  that  they  will  re- 
si.«t  in  the  federal  courts  any  further 
enforcement  of  the  2-cent  passenger  fare 
in   Missouri.

OUTPUT  OF  LUMBER 

Shows  a  Great  Falling  Off  in  the 
Three  Lake  States. 

Washington,  June  10.— The  lake  states, 
one  of  the  greales  forest  regions  that  ever 
contributed  to  the  lumbering  activities  of 
any  country  are  rapidly  falling  behind  m 
timber  production,  according  o  a  pre- 
liminary statement  just  issued  by  the 
burcfiu  of  the  census 

Statistics  concerning  t-he  annual  out- 
put of  the  forest  products,  collected  by 
the  bureau  of  the  census  in  co-operation 
with  the  United  States  forest  service, 
from  more  than  2.KiO  saw  mill  opera- 
tors in  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minne- 
sota—the big  three— show  that  the  cut 
last  year  was  only  five  and  one  half 
billion  feet  of  lumber,  a  big  pile,  yet  12 
per  cent  less  than  the  cut  of  the 'preced- 
ing    year. 

The  heavy  inroads  made  In  the  exploi- 
tation of  the  timber  resources  of  the 
large  number  of  states  on  the  Great 
Lakes  have  been  too  much  for  the  great 
forests  and  the  amount  available  for 
cuttiiig  is  getting  lower  each  year.  Six 
million  acres  in  Michlr«in,  known  as 
"Pine  Barrens"  have  t>een  thrown  on  tho 
dPllquent  tax  list,  alihoush  under  proper 
regulatic.na  they  might  still  be  yielding 
lumber  annuaJlv.

An  official  test  of  the  city's  new 
electrical  pump  at  the  Lakewood  sta- 
tion is  being  made  this  afternoon  In 
the  presence  of  the  manager  of  the 
water  and  light  department,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  General  Electrical 
company,  which  concern  had  the  con- 
tract for  Installing  the  pump,  the 
Great  Northern  Power  company, 
which  will  furnish  the  electrical 
power,  and  Otto  Osthoff,  chief  en- 
gineer     for      W.    M.    Byllesby    &    Co. 

of  Chicago,  a  specialist  in  electrical 
machinery,  who  has  been  engaged  by 
the  water  and  light  department  to  In- 
spect the  work. 

Preliminary  tests  of  the  pump  have 
already  been  made  and  these  were 
entirely  successful.  If  the  official  test 
is  as  satisfactory,  as  it  undoubtedly 
will  be,  the  pump  will  be  put  Into  im- 
mediate operation  and  the  big  steam 
pumps,  which  have  for  years  been 
sending  the  city  its  supply  from  Lake 
Superior,  will  be  stopped.  They  will 
not  be  dismantled,  however,  but  will 
be  held  In  reserve  to  be  used  In  an 
emergency,  if  the  electrical  power 
should  be  cut  off  for  any  reason. 

Although    the    electrical    pump    was 
guaranteed    by    its    makers,    the    I.    T. 
Morris    company    of    Philadelphia,    to 
pump      12,000,000     gallons     of     water 
every    twenty-four    hours,    the    pump 
will,    under    the    condition    that    suffi- 
cient   power    is    furnished,    pump    13,- 
000,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours. 
When     the     electrical     pump   manu- 
facturers   guaranteed    an    80    per    cent 
efficiency    for    their    centlfugal    pump, 
the   manufacturers     of     steam    pumps 
over  the  country  are  said  to  have  been 
skeptical   of  the   ability   of   the   Phila- 
delphia firm  to  make  good.     When  the 
pump    was    first    installed    and    tested, 
the    percentage    of    efficiency    did    not 
reach  the  manufacturers'  estimate,  but 
the  local  conditions  were  studied  closely 
and    some    changes    were    made,    with 
the    result    that    tho    I..akewood    pump 
really  has  a  higher  efficiency  than  was 
promised.      This    is   the    first   electrical 
pump    installed    In    the    Northwest     to 
supply    water    for    municipal    purposes 
and  the  outcome  is  being  watched  with 
considerable   Interest   by   pump   manu- 
facturers ail  over  the  country. 

The  new  pump  cost  the  city  $16,000. 
ITnder  Its  guaranty  the  pump  will  do 
the  work  of  two  steam  pumps  of  equal 
capacity,  that  would  have  cost  from 
$7Fs000  to  $80,000  to  Install.  The  city 
will  pay  only  $6.50  for  every  1.000.000 
gallons  pumped,  or  about  $78  for  every 
day  of  twenty-four  hours.  There  will 
be  no  coal  bills  of  any  consequence, 
and  the  cost  of  labor  in  coimection 
with  the  running  of  the  pump  will  be 
very  slight,  as  compared  with  the  force 
necessary  to  take  care  of  the  engines 
and  big  steam  pumps.  The  electrical 
pump,  although  It  forces  through  the 
mains  such  a  large  volume  of  water, 
runs  almost  noiselesslv,  and  another 
"smoke  nuisance"  has  been  done  away 
with. 

The  contract  for  the  pump  was 
awarded  last  year,  but  th-ene  has  been 
f:ome  delay  in  getting  It  started  after 
the  installation,  as  the  fire  underwrit- 
ing board  decided  that  the  electrical 
apparatus  connected  with  the  pump 
should  be  'nstalled  in  a  building  apart 
from  the  pumphouse.  Some  delay  was 
also  Incurred  in  getting-  the  power  out 
to  the  pumping  station.  "The  Great 
Northern  Power  company  is  now  ready 
to  furnish  .ill  the  power  that  Is  needed, 
and  after  today  tho  people  of  Duluth 
will  proKibly  be  using  city  water  forced 
to  the  big  reservoir  by  the  new  elec- 
trical centrifugal   pump.

erages, in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  the 
brewers  towards  the  drink  question, 
and  especially  towards  the  saloon. 
Two    Important   Points. 

For  that  reason  we  desire  to  make 
clear    two    important    points: 

First— It  is  a  mistake  to  believe  that 
the  commercial  interest  of  the  brewer 
stands  back  of  the  excessive  multipli- 
cation of  saloons,  or  of  any  of  the  un- 
lawful or  Improper  practices  resorted 
to  by  a  small  minority  of  saloon- 
keepers to  swell  their  incomes,  such  as 
keeping  open  alter  hours,  selling  to 
minors  or  drunkards,  encouraging  or 
tolerating  gambling,  and  the  "cocial 
evil,"  in  connection  with  their  places, 
etc.  We  recognize  that  the  amount 
of  beer  sold  by  uuch  Improper  and  un- 
lawful practices  is  trifling,  and  is  more 
than  offset  by  the  patronage  of  a  place 
conducted  according  to  law  and  the 
proprieties.  We  also  recognize  that  the 
multiplication  of  saloons  beyond  the 
requirements  of  the  market  involves 
great  expense,  which  Is  by  no  means 
made  up  by  additional  sales  of  beer, 
and  that  the  maintenance  of  saloons  in 
residence  .neighborhoods,  where  they 
are  not  lesir?d  by  the  residents,  is 
neither  profitable  nor  wise,  as  the  an- 
tagonism created  by  their  presence  in- 
volves greater  loss  than  the  sales  in 
Auch  saloons  could  make  good. 

We  are  not,  in  this  pi-esent  state- 
(rnent,  putting  our  arguments  upon  the 
basis  of  public  spirit  and  consideration 
for  nvjrals  or  social  order.  While  yield- 
ing to  no  class  of  citizens  in  cherishing 
tl;e.''e  sentiments  and  considerations, 
and  believing  firmly  that  the  temperate 
use  of  fermented  beverages  promotes 
both    morality    and    social    order,     the 


purpose  of  this  present  statement  is 
only  to  dispel  the  false  Impression 
that  the  commercial  interest  of  the 
brewer  is  served  by  encouraging  or 
conniving  at  lawlessness. 

Too  Many  Saloons, 

We  do  not  deny  that  keen  competi- 
tion has  in  the  past  led  to  a  multipli- 
cation of  saloons  beyond  the  actual 
requirements  of  the  market.  In  that 
respect  our  business  does  not  differ 
from  many  other  lines,  some  of  which 
have  been  recently  overhauled  by 
legislation  designed  to  eliminate  the 
evils  resulting  from  excessive  compe- 
tition. The  existing  evils,  however, 
can  be  eradicated  by  action  on  the 
part  of  individuals  in  the  trade  only 
if  they  are  aided  and  supported  by  pub- 
lic sentiment,  and  suitable  laws  which 
vvill  make  it  impossible  for  a  small 
number  of  people  'vho  may  wish  to 
abide  by  the  concerted  action  of  the 
majority  of  the  trade,  to  make  such 
action  futile.  The  brewers  are  ready 
and  anxious  to  do  their  share,  to  co- 
operate to  the  extent  of  their  power  in 
the  work  of  eliminating  abuses  con- 
nected with  tho  retail  trade.  While  re- 
pudiating the  charge  that  theirs  is  the 
chief  responsibility  for  the  existence 
of  such  abuses,  they  ask  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  public  and  of  the  proper 
authorities  in  the  work  of  making  the 
saloon  that  it  ought  to  be— a  place  for 
wholesome  .-efreshment  and  recreation. 

Second— The  brewer  is  charged  with 
being  in  politics  and  using  political  pow- 
er for  the  purpose  of  Influcnclnsr  legis- 
lation, paralyzing  executive  action  and 
protecting  the  disorderly  saloons.  Such 
statements  are  grossly  exaggerated  and 
highly  colored.  Rather  it  Is  true  that 
tho  existence  of  disorderly  saloons  is  In 
many  cases  the  work  of  a  certain  clas.s 
of  ix)llticlans  who  keep  them  alive  for 
their  own  purposes  and  in  opposition  to 
the  wishes  of  the  brewtrs.  With  suit- 
able laws  properly  enforced  and  backf^d 
by  healthy  public  sentiment,  such  dl)^- 
urdcrly  saloons  could  be  extterminated 
and  not  only  the  coanmunity  purified  of 
objectionable  places,  but  the  brewing 
trade  frtetl  of  an  incubus  which  it  is 
now  struggling  to  shake  off  without  such 
assistance.  No  one  would  hail  such  a 
consummation  with  greater  satisfaction 
than    the    brewer. 

Self  Proscrration  Necessary. 

If  the  brewers  have  been  driven  Into 
politics,  it  is  due  to  the  Intemperate 
attacks   upon    them    along   political   lines. 


and  we  ask  th«;  public  to  bear  in  mind 
that  self-preservation  Is  a  very  elemen- 
tary Instinct.  Whenever  a  spirit  of  gen- 
uine inquiry  iind  rational  betterment 
shall  take  the  place  of  heedless  perse- 
cution aiming  not  at  improvement,  but 
at  the  extermiiatlon  of  our  business— 
and  that  is  the  object  of  both  the  Pro- 
hibition and  the  anti-Saloon  movements, 
the  protestations  of  the  anti-saloon  men 
to  the  contrary  notwlthsandlng— the 
brewers  will  w«lcome  It  sympathetically 
and  bring  to  all  efforts  at  true  progress 
the  knowledge  acquired  from  their  prac- 
tical acquaintance  with  the  matter,  and 
will,  as  brewers,  gladly  refrain  from 
participation  in  politics.  The  brewers 
are  ready  to  be  taken  at  their  word.  Al- 
ready in  many  places  they  are  engaged 
in  active  work  for  the  purification  of 
the  retail  trade.  In  some  cases  this  Is 
being  done  on  their  own  initiative  with 
the  help  of  the  constituted  authorities; 
in  other  plrcefs  they  are  co-operating 
while  the  authorities  and  certain  vol- 
unteer organizations  are  leading  again, 
they  are  doing  it  in  »pite  of  the  politic- 
ians and  agalnfit  the  wishes  of  the  so- 
called  reformers.  They  are  trying  to  do 
what  Is  really  and  properly  the  work 
of  the  official  representatives  of  the 
people. 

While  not  denying  a  certain  amount 
of  heedless  conpe^tltion  which  our  busi- 
ness has  shared  with  many  other  lines — 
the  realization  of  unfortunate  and  un- 
locked for  corisequences  having  come 
home  to  us  only  within  recent  times— 
we  turn  with  confidence  to  the  fair- 
minded  Americf  n  public  and  ask  it.  In 
view  of  many  firactical  instances  of  our 
plncerity  given  in  the  face  of  great  dif- 
ficult:cg_  to  >  liider  the  statements 
above    made."  to    accept    our    assur- 

ance that  the  vojectionable  feature*  of 
the  retail  liquor  traffi-o  do  not  rest  upon 
and  are  not  baoked.  either  by  the  com- 
mercial interest  or  by  any  supposed  po- 
litical power  o1'  the  brewers,  but  that 
the  elimination  of  such  objectionable 
features  Is  most  earnestly  desired  by  our 
trade,  that  we  will  lend  our  fullest  co- 
operation towards  their  extinction,  and 
Invite  the  assietance  of  public  officials 
and  the  people  In  general  to  that  end.

Correspondence  of  the  secretary  with 
the  senators  and  members  of  congre;-iS, 
asking  tlieir  .support  tor  labor  measures, 
was  submitted.

New    L/egisIation    Wanted. 

In  regard  to  the  Initiative  and  referen- 
dum bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  legisla- 
ture, the  committee  recommended  that 
the  time  of  limitation  be  raised  from 
ninety  to  a  hundred  and  twenty  days, 
and  that  the  percentage  for  the  initiativa 
be    raised   from   6  to   10   per   cent. 

Owing  to  the  different  conditions  exist- 
ing In  the  districts,  we  recommend  thtt 
it  be  left  entirely  to  the  discretion  of 
district  committeemen  to  determine  for 
what  offices  they  should  or  should  not 
indorse    candidates. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  bills 
be  given  preferred  attention  In  the  next 
legislature,  and  that  candidates  for  legis- 
lative positions  be  put  on  record  concern- 
ing  them: 

Initiative   and   referendum. 

A  constitutional  state  employers'  lia- 
bility bill. 

That  the  eight-hour  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  apply  to  all  state  employes,  whether 
working  by    the    day  or   month. 

The  Immediate  installation  of  a  state 
printing  plant. 

We  recommend  the  semi-monthly  pay 
day  bill  be  held  In  abeyance  until  It  can 
be  ascertained  whether  or  not  the  vari- 
ou.s  railway  organizations  throughout  the 
state  desire  the  bill,  and  If  they  will  act 
as  a  unit  for#its  passage. 

A  series  of  resolutions  were  submitted, 
with  re<iuest  for  Indorsement  by  the  con- 
vention, calling  upon  the  next  legislature 
to  pass  a  modem  and  u-p-to-date  employ- 
ers' liability  law  and  calling  on  trades 
unionists  to  pledge  themselves  not  to 
vote  for  ciindldates  for  the  legislature 
who  would  not  promise  to  support  such 
a  measure. 

The   Prohibition   Question. 

An  endeavor  to  have  the  Minnesota 
Federation  of  Labor  declare  against 
prohibition  was  made  In  a  resolution 
introduced  by  delegates  from  the  cigar- 
makers,  brewers,  beer  wagon  drivers 
and  cabinetmakers'  unlon.s.  The  reso- 
lution declared  the  "Federation  was 
emphatically  opposed  to  both  the  spirit 
and  aim  of  the  prohibition  movement, 
and  declared  for  improved  social  and 
economic  conditions  as  the  only  trua 
antidote  to  drunkenness  and  debauch- 
ery." 

This  resolution  followed  one  intro- 
duced by  Henry  Pereault  of  Duluth  de- 
signed to  head  off  any  fight  on  prohibi- 
tion in  the  convention,  by  referring  all 
matters  pertaining  to  prohibition  to 
the  affiliated  unions  for  their  inde- 
pendent  vote. 

Reports  were  presented  from  affili- 
ated unions.  These  showed  that  while 
In  a  number  of  Instances  some  trouble 
had  been  experienced  this  spring,  In 
most  cases  outside  of  Minneapolis  and 
Duluth,  the  differences  had  been  ad- 
justed, and  good  progress  was  being 
made  In  the  union  cause  in  the  two 
cities  named.  On  the  whole,  the  situa- 
tion showed  distinct  advance  in  the 
past  year. 

Resolutions  passed  yesterday  declared 
against  basement  bakeries,  condemned 
basement  and  crowded  work  rooms,  ad- 
vocated placing  a  woman  organizer  In 
the  service  when  necessary  and  organ- 
izing women".s  union  label  loagiies 
throughout  the  state;  condemned  the 
Master  Painters'  association  of  Minne- 
apolis for  reducing  wages  and  the 
Citizens'  Alliance,  real  estate  board 
and  Builders'  exchange  for  their  inter- 
ference In  this  fight. 
'    QreetlnKs    were   ordered   sent    to    the 


Iowa  Federation  of  Labor  convention. 
Congress   Censured. 

Probably  the  most  interesting  resolu- 
tion so  far  Introduced  at  the  convention 
of  the  Federation  of  Labor  was  one  Jf- 
fered  by  Secretary  McEwen  and  referrsd 
to  the  committee  on  political  act-ion.  It 
scores  the  present  congress  severely,  say- 
ing: 

"We,  the  members  of  the  Minnesota 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  in  convention 
assejnbled.  actuated  by  a  profound  sense 
of  our  obligations  as  law-abiding  citizens 
of  the  most  glorious  republic  on  earth, 
deem  it  a  duty  we  owe  to  ourselves  and 
to  all  the  people  to  give  emphatic  ex- 
pression to  our  disapproval  and  condem- 
nation of  the  methods  and  policies  pur- 
sued by  the  national  congress  which  has 
just  adjourned  and  which,  by  universal 
consent,  will  go  down  into  history  with 
the  ignominous  appellation  of  the  "do- 
nothing"    congress. 

"We  solemnly  and  unreservedly  vote  it 
as  the  most  lamentably  inefficient  body 
of  do-nothings  that  ever  misrepresented 
our  nation.  The  chaplains  of  both  houses 
could,  with  utmost  propriety,  before  God 
and  men,  have  invited  the  senators  to 
humbly  unite  in  the  following  litany, 
peradventure  the  good  Lord  might  for- 
give them'  what  the  nation  never  can: 
"Good  Lord,  we  have  done  those  things 
which  we  ought  not  to  have  done  and 
we  have  lelt  undone  those  things  which 
we  ought  to  have  done,  and  there  is  no 
health,  consistency  or  political  honesty  in 
us.  Good  Lord  have  mercy  upon  our  of- 
fenses and  save  us  from  the  ire  of  :i 
patient  and  long-suffering  people  whom 
we  have  grievously  wronged,  and  grant 
that  they  take  no  greater  vengeance  of 
our  political  sins  than  to  deprive  us  of 
our  seats  and  relegate  us  into  the  ob- 
livion we  so  justly  deserve.  From  any 
greater  disgrace  or  punishment.  Good 
Lord    deliver    ub.     Amen.' 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  no  words  can 
adequately  express  the  degree  of  con- 
demnation and  contempt  this  'do-nothing' 
congress  has  deserved  at  the  hands  of 
the  American  people.  There  can  be  no 
palliating  of  their  doings,  or,  rather,  lacK 
of  doings.  The  usual  lame  excuse  of 
forgetfulness  or  inadvertance  cannot  h^ 
invoked  in  their  behalf,  for  a  faithful 
and  vigilant  chief  magistrate  again  and 
again  reminded  them  of  their  duty,  and 
remonstrated  with  them  in  no  uncertain 
terms  for  their  negligence  and  inatten- 
tion and  non-i)erformance  of  their  legis- 
lative duties. 

"Resolved.  That  we,  as  delegates  repre- 
senting 40,000  Minnesota  votes,  hereby  un-

Election   of   All   Jud^s. 

A  resolution  was  presented  by  Charles 
Fischer  of  Minneapolis,  that  federal 
judges  l>e  elected  by  the  people,  and  no 
judge  be  elected  for  more  than  four 
years. 

Resolutions  %vere  presented,  deploring 
child  labor  and  arraigning  Senator  Nel- 
son for  certain  alleged  remarks  in  the 
debate  on  the  child  labor  bill  in  con- 
gress; favoring  the  payment  out  of 
fiublic  funds  of  per  diem  and  mileage 
o  delegates  to  political  conventions; 
that  none  but  candidates  indorsed  by 
the  state  political  committee  be  sup- 
ported by  the  official  organ  and  pro- 
viding that  deviation  from  this  course 
shall  result  in  the  withdrawal  of  the 
official  title  by  the  executive  council; 
asking  the  federation  officers  to  use  their 
best  endeavors  to  have  the  members 
of  the  American  Society  of  Equity  give 
preference  to  union  label  goods  when  pur- 
chasing  harness. 

Delegates  from  the  Minneapolis  Paint-

passed  a  bad  night,  but  toward  morn- 
ing appeared  to  be  resting  easily  when, 
soon  after  6:30,  he  was  seized  with  ter. 
rible  pain.  Dr.  Lanehart  hurriedly 
called  Mrs.  Belmont,  and  she  had  just 
lime  to  reach  the  room  before  her 
husband's  death. 

Mr.  Belmont  had  not  been  actively 
engaged  in  business  for  some  years. 
He  had  always  been  very  popular 
among  a  wide  circle  of  friends  and 
held  a  proonlnent  position  in  club  and 
social  life  here  and  in  London  and 
Paris.  He  was  graduated  from  Anna- 
polis Naval  academy  in  1876  and  served 
out  his  two  years'  cruise  following 
graduation.  In  1878  he  resigned  from 
the  service  to  engage  in  business  with 
his  father  and  brothers. 

Ill  Politics  for  a  Time. 

After  retiring  from  his  father's  old 
banking  firm,  Mr.  Belmont  devoted  his 
attention  for  a  time  to  politics.  He  was 
a  Democrat,  and  in  1900  was  chosen  as 
a  delegate  from  New  York  to  the  Dem- 
ocratic national  convention.  The  same 
year  he  was  elected  to  congress  from 
the  Thirteenth  New  York  district. 

Mr.  Belmont's  first  marriage  was 
with  Miss  Sarah  Swan  W^hitney,  now 
Mrs.  George  Rivers.  His  only  child. 
Mrs.  William  Burden,  died  several 
months  ago.  Mr.  Belmont's  second 
marriage  was  -tN'ith  Mrs.  Alva  E.  Smith 
Vanderbilt,  who,  prior  to  her  divorce, 
was  the  wife  of  W.  K.  Vanderbilt. 
Mrs.  Belmont  and  her  two  sons,  W. 
K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr.,  and  Harold  Van- 
derbilt. were  constantly  at  Mr.  Bel- 
mont's side  from  the  moment  his  Illness 
took  a  critical  turn.  Mrs.  Belmont's 
daughter;  Consuelo,  the  duchess  of 
Marlborough,  was  kept  constantly  ad- 
vised  of  .Mr.  Belmont's  condition. 

The  Belmont  country  place,  Brook- 
halt  villa,  near  Hempstead,  and  in 
close  vicinity  to  the  Meadow  Brook 
Hunt  club's  magnificent  grounds,  was 
noted   for  the  hospitality  of  Its   host. 


Exca\"atlons  had  been  begun  several 
weeks  ago  by  Mr.  Belmont  for  a  new 
town  house  of  palatial  design  and  pro- 
portions, at  Fifty-first  street  and  Madi- 
son avenue.  His  villa  at  Newport, 
"Bellecourt,"  is  one  of  the  show  places 
of  that  exclusive  w.itering  place. 

Mr.  Belmont  had  been  seriously  ill 
less  than  two  weeks.  He  had  not  been 
in  the  best  of  health  for  some  time,  but 
his  condition  was  not  such  as  to  cau-se 
any  alarm  until  appendicitis  developed 
June  1.  The  previous  Saturday,  al- 
though the  day  was  rainy  and  the  air 
raw\  he  went  down  to  Belmont  Park 
to  witness  the  running  of  the  Belmont 
stakes.  At  the  time  he  appeared  to 
have  suffered  no  ill  effects  from  the 
exposure,  and  enjoyed  the  sport  thor- 
oughly. 

When  the  physicians  were  called  on 
Monday,  however,  and  dlagnesed.  his 
illness  as  appendicitis,  they  found  his 
heart  in  such  a  condition  that  there 
■was  much  hesitation  before  a  decision 
to  perform  an  operation  was  reached. 
On  Thursday,  however,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  the  only  hope  for  his  re- 
covery lay  in  an  operation.  He  rallied 
nicely  after  the  operation,  and  it  was 
believed  that  he  would  make  a  good 
recovery.  Late  ^chat  afternoon,  how- 
ever, there  was  a  severe  sinking  spell, 
followed  by  unconsciousness.  That 
night  peritonitis  developed,  and  from 
that  time  until  his  death  there  was 
Jittle  hoDe  that  he  would  survive.

The  Aitkin  Floods. 

To   the   Editor   of  The -Herald: 

The  annual  government  flood  of  the 
Mississippi  river  at  Aitkin  Is  now  on. 
When  the  snow  melted  and  the  ICe  went 
out  in  April,  the  river  was  at  a  very  low 
stage.  There  was  little  rain  and  much 
sunshine  through  April  and  a  part  of 
May,  so  that  when  the  water  made  by 
the  mellins  snows  had  run  off  it  got 
rather  dry  and  we  liad  much  trouble 
with  forest  fires.  The  river  began  to  rise 
by  the  last  of  April  and  has  risen  steadily 
ever  since.  By  the  time  the  rains  b«'gan 
and  we  were  through  fighting  fire,  it  was 
creeping  over  the  meadow  lands.  It  has 
not  rained  heavily  heretofore  in  this  ^^ec- 
tion,  but  '.hert  has  been  a  good  deal  of 
drizzle  during  the  last  of  May  and  so  far 
in  June.  Meantime,  the  river  has  rl.eeii 
to  within  four  feet  of  the  highest  known 
wa-er  mark  and  is  ovir  the  state  road, 
north   of   Ait'.dn.    In   many   places. 

Today  there  are  heavy  rains  falling- 
real  flood  rains.  This  leaves  the  situa- 
tion along  the  river  above  Aitkin  in  a 
hopeless  condition.  Fortunately  most  of 
the  farm  lands  are  lying  idle  and  only 
a  few  will  lose  their  labor  and  the  price 
of  the  se(  d  sown,  but  a  great  many  tim- 
othy and  clover  meadows  will  be  drowned 
out.  Tliere  is  no  drainage  way,  as  the 
river  is  sixteen  or  eighteen  feet  above 
the  break-up  stage,  and  the  ground  cov- 
ered with  rain  water;  soon  it  will  be  cov- 
ered  with   fle>od   water.     Yours,

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WATCHING  THE  TAXES. 

."One  June  day  of  intelligent  interest  in  next  year's 
city  budget  is  worth  a  month  of  protest  and  request 
next  January."  This  is  the  sug^iestion  which  the  Bureau 
of  Minncipal  Research  is  sending  out  to  associations  of 
taxpayers  "most  likely  to  know  whether  and  where 
municipal  service  is  inadequate;  where  community  needs 
are  mu  being  met;  or  where  expenditures  are  obviously 
too  great  for  the  service  rendered." 

The  advice  is  meant  particularly  for  New  York,  but 
it  is  good  in  any  city.  The  average  citizen  knows  noth- 
ing whatever  about  his  taxes  until  he  goes  to  the 
county  treasurer's  office  to  pay  them,  and  if  he  then 
finds  out  that  they  are  too  much,  he  does  not  know 
where  to  place  the  blame.  He  may  know  that  the  state 
is  responsible  for  part,  the  county  for  some,  the  school 
district  for  another  part,  and  the  city  for  the  rest.  But 
he  does  not  know  where  the  extravagance  is,  if  there  is 
any  extravagance,  and  it  is  too  late  anyway  to  do  any- 
thing more  than  complain  about  it,  and  that  does  not 
change   the  situation. 

It  IS  no  redection  upon  the  public  authorities  to  say 
that  the  citizens,  as  individuals  if  possible  and  through 
their  organizations  if  necessary,  should  watch  every 
process  in  the  making  of  the  tax  rate.  In  Duluth  the  tax 
levies  are  fixed  in  October,  but  there  is  much  prelimi- 
nary work  that  could  be  observed  with  profit  by  the 
public  It  is  the  natural  tendency  of  every  department 
head  to  get  as  mrich  as  he  can  for  his  department.  He 
knows  it  is  needed,  and  he  knows  that  it  can  be  well 
used;  but  he  is  in  no  position  to  judge  whether  the 
monej'  would  not  accomplish  more  public  good  in  some 
other  department.  Therefor^  the  city  has  a  conference 
committee,  which  passes  upon  the  demands  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  and  the  estimate  made  up  by  the  city 
comptroller.  The  state  levy  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
citizen;  the  county  levy  is  made  by  the  county  board 
and  the  school  levy  by  the  board  of  education.  Each 
of  the  four  levies  is  made  independent  of  the  others, 
and  the  total  rate  is  made  by  the  county  auditor,  who 
adjusts  the  amounts  of  the  levies  to  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  taxable  property,  thereby  determining  the 
rate  of  taxation  needed  to  raise  the  money  required  for 
public  purposes. 

No  doubt  the  public  authorities  would  welcome  ad- 
vice and  suggestions  from  representatives  of  public 
bodies  if  they  would  first  carefully  investigate  the  needs 
of  the  several  departments  of  government.  There  is 
virtue  in  counseling  together,  and  whether  they  are  or 
not,  the  t2(x-levying  authorities  should  be  glad  to  have 
the  citizens  take  interest  enough  to  share  the  responsi- 
bility 

The  tax  rate  in  Duluth  is  higher  than  it  should  be, 
and  this  offers  inducement  enough  to  the  citizens  to  take 
an  interest  in  its  making,  and  to  see  that  no  levies  are 
hiifher  than  they  should  be  and  that  the  distribution  of 
taxes  is  made  for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  people. 
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what  happens,  and  there  will  be  no  need  for  them  to 
run  on  the  banks  and  thereby  imperil  them  all.  That  is 
the  real  object  of  the  law:  to  reassure  depositors  so  as 
to  prevent  bank  runs. 

Now  that  it  is  all  safely  over,  it  should  be  said  that  if 
it  had  not  been  for  the  prompt  and  unanimous  action  of 
the  banks  in  refusing  to  pay  out  deposits  during  last 
fall's  panic,  hundreds  of  strong  and  solvent  banking  in- 
stintutions  would  have  been  compelled  to  close  their 
doors.  No  bank,  doing  a  normal,  legitimate  business, 
can  face  a  continued  run.  If  it  has  all  of  its  deposits  on 
hand,  it  is  not  doing  a  profitable  business  and  it  is  not 
performing  its  proper  function  in  supplying  money  for 
the  uses  of  business.  Unless  depositors  put  their  money 
in  the  banks  and  keep  it  there,  there  will  be  no  available 
cash  on  which  to  base  the  credits  which  business  needs. 
Unless  the  banks  feel  free  to  loan  that  money  out  up  to 
a  certain  percentage,  business  cannot  go  on. 

The  theory  of  the  deposit  guaranty  law  is  that  depos- 
itors, knowing  that  the  state  and  all  of  the  banks  are 
back  of  the  guaranty  fund,  will  rest  easily  even  during  a 
panic,  and  that  as  they  are  assured  that  they  will  get 
their  money  even  if  the  bank  fails,  there  will  be  no  temp- 
tation to  "run  on  the  bank." 

This  is  largely  theory  thus  far,  it  must  be  admitted, 
and  it  is  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  it  would 
not  work  out  in  practice.  Nobody  knows  enough  of  the 
psychology  of  panics  to  foretell  what  will  happen  in 
times  of  senseless  fears.  But  the  view  that  the  assurance 
of  the  guaranty  fund  will  prevent  bank  runs  is  so  reason- 
able that  it  seems  little  short  of  foolhardiness  to  post- 
pone the  general  adoption  of  the  plan. 

Nobody  has  suggested  that  it  can  do  any  harm.  The 
only  argument  of  that  nature  is  one  to  the  effect  that  it 
will  make  bankers  careless,  and  The  Herald  does  not 
believe  that  for  a  moment.  If  it  were  true,  it  would  be 
easy  enough  to  guard  against  carelessness  by  more  rigid 
regulation  and  inspection  of  banks,  and  this  was  made 
an  accompaniment  of  the  guaranty  plan  in  Oklahoma, 
which  has  the  strongest  set  of  banking  laws  in  the 
country.

MORE  OPTIMISM. 

James  T.  Harahan,  president  of  the  Illinois  Central, 
talked  with  a  reporter  in  London  the  other  day  about 
conditions  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Harahan  said  that  he  found  a  distinct  improve- 
ment in  business  in  Europe.  In  return  for  this  cheering 
intelligence,  he  gave  out  opinions  of  equal  rosiness  about 
the  prospects  here.  He  talked  of  "our  splendid  crops" 
and  about  his  faith  in  "the  promises  of  nature."  He 
thinks  that  the  agitation  against  railroads  has  ceased 
here,  and  that  a  reaction  has  set  in  which  will  contribute 
to  the  speedy  return  of  prosperity.  He  feels  that  the 
worst  part  of  the  financial  troubles  is  over,  and  he  sees 
a  good  sign  in  the  increasing  imports  of  the  United 
States.  He  thinks  that  great  results  are  to  come  with 
the  settlement  of  the  presidential  fight. 

Mr.  Harahan's  views  seem  to  be  typical.  There  is  a 
general  feeling  that  the  tide  has  turned,  and  that  it  will 
sweep  in  more  rapidly  than  it  swept  out.  The  railroads 
are  making  preparations  for  a  greater  traffic  than  they 
have  ever  handled  before.  Pessimism  has  disappeared, 
and  the  sentiment  in  the  business  world  is  distinctly  opti- 
mistic. Whether  or  not  there  is  a  "reaction"  in  the  feel- 
ing toward  railroads  is  not  so  important  as  the  obvious 
fact  that  the  railroads  are  going  to  have  their  hands  full 
to  handle  the  crops  and  the  traffic  that  the  marketing 
of  these  crops  will  create. 

The  reduction  in  steel  and  iron  prices  can  hardly  fail 
to  stimulate  demand.  The  railroads  need  steel  for  exten- 
sions; there  is  plenty  of  idle  money  to  be  borrowed  for 
making  them;  and  with  steel  on  the  bargain  counter 
there  seems  to  be  nothing  in  the  way  of  an  immediate 
resumption. 


THE  "ALLIES"  AT  CHICAGO. 

There  is  something  about  the  courage  of  the  "allies," 
who  are  presenting  a  united  front  at  Chicago  in  opposi- 
tion to  President  Roosevelt's  heir  apparent  Mr.  Taft, 
which  is  at  once  admirable  and  suggestive  of  the  fool- 
hardiness  of  the  lad  that  tickles  the  hind  feet  of  a  mule 
to  see  what  will  happen. 

The  proceedings  before  the  national  committee  have 
brought  out  several  notable  facts.  First,  the  Taft  forces 
dominate  the  committee  by  a  large  majority,  which  is 
not  remarkable  since  most  of  the  office  force  from  Taft 
headquarters  is  there  with  proxies.  Second,  with  practi- 
cally all  of  the  contests  being  decided  In  favor  of  Taft 
delegates,  the  convention  is  going  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
Taft's  friends.  The  delegates  seated  by  the  committee 
■will  vote  on  temporary  organization,  and  though  the  de- 
feated delegates  may  appeal  to  the  convention,  their 
cases  will  be  heard  by  committees  picked  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  seated  delegates.  Third,  the  fact  that  the 
"allies"  have  joined  hands  shows  that  they  are  actuated 
more  largely  by  a  desire  to  beat  Taft  and  thereby  to 
rebuke  Roosevelt  than  they  are  by  the  hope  that  any  one 
of  them  may  be  nominated. 

Just  what  the  "allies"  hope  to  accomplish  is  not 
apparent.  They  cannot  beat  Taft,  and  if  they  did  they 
would  bring  about  the  nomination  of  Roosevelt,  which  is 
the  last  thing  they  want  to  do,  though  it  would  revive 
flagging  hope  in  Republican  ranks  and  bring  great  joy 
to  the  members  of  the  party  everywhere.  The  president 
is  in  the  saddle;  he  will  pick  the  candidate  for  president, 
he  will  dictate  the  platform,  and  he  may  select  the  candi- 
date for  vice  president  as  well.  The  persistence  of  the 
"allies"  is  more  notable  than  their  discretion. 
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GUARANTEEING  BANK  DEPOSITS. 

Since  Oklahoma  enacted  its  law  guaranteeing  depos- 
itors against  loss  in  failed  banks,  that  state  has  had  one 
bank  failure,  and  if  you  should  ask  the  depositors  in  that 
bank  what  they  think  about  the  law  you  would  probably 
get  a  pretty  warm  recommendation  for  it. 

Inside  of  ten  days  after  the  bank  closed  its  doors, 
the  depositors  had  all  been  paid  in  full  from  the  state 
und  provided  for  that  purpose  by  assessments  levied 
against  the  banks.  The  state  banking  department  took 
over  the  assets  of  the  bankrupt  institution,  from  which 
it  will  reimburse  the  fund  so  far  as  they  will  go.  What 
it  then  lacks  of  normal  proportions  will  be  made  up  by 
further  assessments  against  the  banks. 

This  is  not  the  real  test  of  the  deposit  guaranty  plan, 
however.  That  will  come  in  times  of  panic.  If  it  works 
as  it  is  expected  to  work,  depositors  will  feel  assured 
that  they  are  going  to  get  their  mon^y  back,  no  matter 


THE  "OREGON  PLAN." 

The  outcome  of  the  "Oregon  plan"  of  bringing  the 
selection  of  United  States  senators  close  to  the  people 
has  caused  some  perturbation  and  alarm  among  strong 
partisans,  and  no  doubt  the  fact  that  it  will  compel  a 
Republican  legislature  to  elect  a  Democratic  senator  or 
refuse  to  abide  by  its  pledges  to  the  people  will  make 
Republican  partisans  in  states  like  Minnesota  very  reluc- 
tant to  take  it  up. 

However,  there  is  one  answer  to  all  the  amazed  pro- 
tests of  partisans  that  is  certain  to  silence  them,  at  least 
so  far  as  public  utterance  is  concerned.  That  is  the 
obvious  fact  that  if  the  Oregon  legislature  elects  as  sen- 
ator the  man  chosen  by  the  people,  the  people  will  have 
had  their  will,  and  that  is  the  object  of  a  democratic 
form  of  government.  The  fact  that  members  of  one 
party  are  required  by  this  process  to  put  into  high  office 
a  man  of  another  party  is  not  an  argument  against  it. 
These  members  of  the  legislature  are  public  servants, 
and  it  is  their  duty  to  heed  the  public's  wishes  when 
they  are  expressed  so  clearly  as  they  were  in  this  case. 

While  this  country  is  not  yet  in  a  position  to  do  away 
with  party  government,  party  government  will  always 
lead  to  evil  unless  it  is  checked  by  an  alert  and  vigorous 
spirit  of  independence.  No  party  has  ever  yet  had  in- 
ordinate power  without  abusing  it.  It  is  to  the  abuses 
of  partisanship  that  this  country  owes  most  of  the  vexing 
problems  that  beset  it  today,  and  partisanship  offers 
the  strongest  resistence  to  the  correction  of  these  evils. 
The  fathers  formed  a  government  by  the  people,  but 
control  of  that  government  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
parties,  and  until  recent  years  brought  the  direct  nom- 
ination system,  the  people  had  no  control  of  parties. 
They  were  controlled  by  rings,  machines  and  bosses. 
These  powers  needed  money  to  run  campaigns  with, 
and  the  big  business  interests  contributed  it.  What 
more  natural  than  that  these  leaders,  interested  in  party 
and  personal  success  more  than  in  their  country's  good, 
should  have  manipulated  the  government  in  the  interests 
of  those  who  supplied  the  campaign  funds? 

^le  direct  election  of  United  States  senators,  either 
through  constitutional  amendment  or  by  some  such  plan 
as  Oregon  has  adopted,  is  necessary  in  order  to  get  the 
control  of  government  away  from  party  machines  and 
into  the  hands  of  the  people.  If  the  expression  of  the 
popular  wishes  results  in  defeat  to  the  party  in  power, 
it  is  because  that  party  has  deserved  harm. 

The  more  party  machinery  we  destroy  by  putting 
the  control  of  elections  directly  into  the  hands  of  the 
people,  the  better  the  nation  will  be  served.  Destroying 
party  machinery  means  no  harm  to  the  party;  it  means 
good  to  it  because  it  involves  cleaning  out  the  maggots 
of  bossism  that  are  fattening  in  the  cheese.  People  who 
complain  of  the  destruction  of  parties  by  direct  nomina- 
tions and  direct  elections  confuse  the  real  party  with 
the  corrupt  nests  of  parasites  that  get  into  the  party 
machine.  Breaking  up  these  nests  does  not  harm  the 
party;  it  purifies  it. 


Governor  Johnson  is  thus  far  the  only  presidential 
candidate  who  has  urged  publicity  as  to  campaign  funds 
prior  to  nominations.  Can  it  be  that  the  others  have  not 
heard  of  his  suggestion  to  that  effect?

■'.Sir  William  iiad-'  screral  pictures  in 
art  exhibitions,  while  hfe'  art  gallery  con- 
tains some  of  tile  b:»it  piotures  that 
money  can  buy.  To  loik  at  Sir  William 
Van  Home  you  would  uot  imagine  thai 
you  were  belioldinjf  one  of  tlie  greatest 
railroad  men  of  the  etge.  Such  is  the 
cmse,  however.  There  ij  not  much  in  the 
face  or  general  malcear»  of  the  man  that 
impresses  one  with  his  i-bility.  You  see  a 
fat,  raiiier  squat  maa,  witli  rounded  fea- 
tures and  an  expressto  ti  tluit  you  would 
lake  for  that  of  a  good-natured,  well-liv- 
ing, middle-class  citizen.  The  great 
ability  and  genius  that  has  made  Sir 
William  Van  Home  one  of  tiie  greatest 
railroad  builders  of  the  age  is  not  ro- 
flttCted   in   his   face  or   l>eanng. 

"In  looking  at  the  railroad  builder  you 
would  not  imagine  that  he  was  a  urodi- 
glous  worker.  Such  Is  the  case.  Wlien 
not  grappling  with  some  perplexing  rail- 
road problem.  Sir  William  Van  Home 
is  busily  engaged  in  painting  or  in  the 
thorough  study  of  some  hlstoricai  or 
scientitlc  subject.  He  is  capable  of  work- 
ing at  high  pressure  for  eighteen  out  of 
every  twenty-four  hour.';.  He  is  a  slave  to 
details  of  the  bujintss  of  the  rt)ad 
that  he  has  been  instrumental  in  making 
one  of  the  greatest  systems  in  the  worldl 
But  wlien  the  toil  that  would  wear  an  or- 
dinary man  out  is  laid  jlsUI.).  Sir  William 
turns  eagerly  t<j  his  art.  to  the  bo<3k3 
tiiat  he  loves,  or  to  some  eijually  absorb- 
ing occupation,  for  idlenes.-*  of  mind  is 
something  that  la  unknown  to  him. 

•Farming  is  one  of  the  hobbies  of  Sir 
William.  He  has  a  farm  near  Winnipeg 
and  also  one  down  in  Cuba.  When  ne 
can  get  away  from  his  duties  for  a  few 
days  he  takes  a  trip  lo  iiis  farm  near 
Winnipeg  and  gives  himself  over  to  the 
delights  of  rural  life.  He  is  fond  of  cat- 
tle raising  and  at  liis  \Ve3tern  fa,rm  has 
some  of  the  finest  bred  oattle  in  the 
LX)mJiUon.  Sir  William's  cattle  have 
been  exhibited  at  the  Dominion  fair  at 
Tonynto,  and  you  may  be  sure  that  Sir 
William  is  as  fully  informed  on  the  sub- 
ject of  cattle  breeding  as  he  is  on  the 
subject  of  constructing  and  operating  a 
railn>ad.  In  many  ways  Sir  William 
Van  Home  and  James  J.  Hill  resemble 
each  other.  Both  Mr.  Hill  and  Sir  Will- 
lam  Van  Home  are  men  with  a  deep 
knowledge  of  many  subjects,  and  both 
are  men  who  have  educated  themselves, 
neither  of  them  having  the  advantage  of 
early   schooling. 

"when  talking  with  any  man  who  may 
impress  Sir  William  with  having  a  strik- 
ing face  or  some  peculiar  feature,  the 
railroad  builder  invariai>ly  sketches  the 
facd  of  the  man  with  whom  he  Is  en- 
gaged in  conversation.

The  fundamental 
principle  of  the  latwr  union  movement  Is 
to  advance  the  interests  and  welfare  of 
the  members  of  the  unions.  The  under- 
lying Idea  of  Sociaflism  is  to  advance  the 
highest  §ood  of  all  people  without  regard 
to  individuals  or  ciasses.  It  has  been 
chiefly  Identified  with  the  betterment  of 
the  c<5nditlon  of  the  poor;  but  only  be- 
cause they  are  suffering  most  from  the  in- 
equalities of  social  conditions.  True  So- 
cialism seeks  to  equalize  the  condition  of 
all  the  people  as  to  opportunity  and  ad- 
vantage, and  to  help  the  weak  In  the 
hard  contests  of  life.  Lrfibor  unions  are 
formed  for  the  benefit  of  their  menrbers. 
and  do  not  profess  to  consider  the  rights, 
the  needs  or  the  suffering  of  capitalists, 
of  employers,  of  the  middle  classes,  of 
consumers,  or  even  of  worklngmen  who 
are  not  members  of  the  unions.  It  Is 
therefore  evident  that  the  fundamental 
principles  of  labor  unions  and  of  So- 
cl.iilism  are  entirely  Inconsistent  wltn 
each  other;  and  the  members  of  latoor 
unions  if  they  are  true  to  the  principles 
of  their  own  organization,  are  bound  to 
resist  every  attempt  to  draw  their  order 
into  the  Socialist  camp.

MEET  DEATH 
IN^AMES 

Twenty  Horses  and  Mules 

Burned  in  West  End 

Fire. 


Ouluth  Brewing  &  Malt- 
ing Co.  Suffers  Loss 
of  $20,000. 


sixteen  heavy  draft  horses  and  four 

muU'-s  wera  burned  In  a  t^rc  which  de- 

gtro3'ed    the     stables     of     th«    Duluth 

Brewingr     &   Malting     company  In   the 
West  enJ,  shortly  atter  10  o'clock  last 


night.  The  blaze  caused  a  property 
loss  of  about  $20,000,  covered  by  in- 
surance. Of  all  the  animals  in  the 
building,    only    one    mule    was    saved. 

Edward  Graham,  the  bam  l>o?s,  owes 
his  life  to  his  bulldog,  whioli  awakened 
him  by  its  howlingr  in  time  for  him  to 
imake  his  eseaprj. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  is  not  known. 
When  discovered,  the  blaze  had  made 
good  headway,  and  by  the  time  thai 
alarm  was  turned  in,  and  the  firemen 
were  on  the  scene,  it  had  obtained  too 
big  a  start  to  be  Immediately  extin- 
guished. An  attempt  was  made  to 
save  the  horses,  but  the  men  were 
driven  ba^k  by  the  flames.  The  walls 
of  the  buildings  are  still  standing,  but 
the  interior  is  entirely  destroyed. 

Mr.  Graham  is  an  early  riser  and 
w^nt  to  bed  about  8  o'clock  last  even- 
ing. He  was  awakened  by  the  howling 
of  his  dog.  The  rooan  In  which  he  slept 
was  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
barn.  He  rushed  from  the  room  to 
h(=>ar  agonized  neighing  of  the  horses, 
mingled  with  the  crackling  of  the 
tlames.  The  night  watchman  already 
had  turned  in  an  alarm  of  fire. 

Graham  triad  to  turn  on  the  electric 
lights,  but  the  wires  were  burned 
through. 

A  number  of  men  employed  about 
the  brewery  were  soon  on  the  scene, 
rendering  what  assistance  they  could. 
They  made  repeated  attempts  to  get 
at  the  horses,  which  were  in  a  frenzy 


of  terror.  The  fire  had  gained  such 
great  headway  that  they  were  unable 
to  reach  the  animals,  and  one  mule 
was  all  that  was  saved.  The  wagons 
were  in  another  part  of  the  barn,  and 
these  were  .■javed. 

The  flames  spread  rapidly,  and  when 
the  fire  department  arrived  the  whole 
structure  was  ablaze.  While  the  walls 
were  of  brick,  the  Interior  finishings 
were  of  wood,  and  thiss  combined  with 
the  hay  and  other  inflammable  ma- 
terial, made  food  for  the  flames. 

Only  a  few  months  ag<3  the  same 
companj'  was  visited  by  another  disas- 
trous fiPB.  In  that  the  malt  house  was 
totally  destroyed,  and  the  new  build- 
ing to  replace  it  is  only  Just  being  com- 
pleted.

Water    Board    Notifies 

Contractors  to  Level 

the  Streets. 


List  Covers  All  Trenches 
Made  Dp  to  Present 

Time. 


In  compHanije  with  the  council's 
resolution  directing  the  water  depart- 
ment to  refill  trenches  over  gas  and 
water  mains  £tnd  restore  the  streets 
permanently  to  their  former  condlton, 
the  board  of  water  and  light  com- 
missioners has  directed  the  following 
communication  to  all  the  contractors: 
"This  is  to  notify  you  that  the  com- 
mon council  has  adopted  a  resolution 
directing  this  department  to  refill 
trenches  over  gas  and  water  mains 
and  to  restore  the  streets  permanently 
to  their  former  condition.  The  list 
of  streets  is  given  in  the  resolution 
and  covers  practically  all  the  trench 
work  executed  up  to  the  present  time. 
"The  resolution  further  recites  that 
if  this  Is  not  done  within  a  reasonable 
time  that  the  board  of  pul)lic  works 
Is,  by  resolution,  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  vvork  at  the  expense  of 
this   department. 

"Inasmuch  8.s  you  are  under  con- 
tract to  resto'e  the  streets  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board  of  public 
works.  It  Is  Ircumbent  upon  you  to 
put  yourselves  In  communication  with 
the  said  board  of  public  works  to  the 
end  that  you  may  have  fixed  what  is 
a  'reasonable  time'  for  the  several  ex- 
tensions under  your  contract,  in  which 
you  are  to  restore  the  streets  to  their 
former    condition." 

The  contractors  who  performed  the 
gas  and  water  extension  work  are 
claimed  to  have  been  carrying  out  their 
conti-acts  under  adverse  circumstances, 
that  a  great  many  of  the  people  who 
have  been  complaining  of  the  un- 
sightly ridges  la  the  road  probably  do 
not  fully  appreciate. 

The  contractcirs.  It  is  said,  did  not 
not  get  the  piping,  so  that  they  could 
perform  the  excavation  work  until  late 
last  fall,  and  the  result  was  that 
the  frost  got  inio  the  ground  before  the 
dirt  in  the  back-filling  had  time  to 
settle.  After  the  frost  went  out  of  the 
ground  this  spring  there  was  almost 
a  continuous  period  of  rainy  weather, 
and  the  ground  settled  so  rapidly  in 
spots  that  un-'Jlghtly  holes  appeared 
within  a  few  hours  after  the  men  em- 
ployed by  the  contractors  had  gone 
over  some  of  the  places  to  level  up  the 
ground  over  the  trenches.  During  the 
recent  heavy  rains  the  dirt  in  the 
trenches  over  the  mains  on  all  the  ex- 
tension work  has  been  settling  right 
along.  It  is  claimed  that  if  the  dirt 
is  leveled  off  now  to  put  the  roads  in 
the  same  condition  as  they  were  before 
the  work,  it  will  be  only  a  few  days 
until  the  dirt  taken  off  will  have  to  be 
carted  back  to  refill  the  places  where 
the  ground  settles.  If  such  Is  the  case, 
it  is  claimed  that  a  great  deal  of  need- 
les.s  expense  will  be  incurred. 

The  contractors  claim  that  ever  since 
the  frost  went  out  of  the  ground  they 
have  had  men  going  over  the  exten- 
sions heaping  up  the  earth  in  the 
trenches  where\'er  there  is  any  indica- 
tion that  the  ground  is  settling.  Tliey 
claim  that  is  all  they  can  do  until  the 
dirt  gets  packed  securely  enough  In  the 
trench  to  warrant  the  leveling  off  pro- 
cess on  top. 

The  method  of  back-filling  the  tren- 
ches for  the  extensions  have  been  the 
subject  of  cons;iderable  discussion  by 
the  water  and  light  commissioners. 
With  forty-one  extensions  petitioned 
for  this  year,  and  not  enough  funds 
available  from  the  savings  of  the  de- 
partment to  ta'ice  care  of  all  of  them 
this  season,  the  department  hardly 
feels  liks  increasing  the  expense  of 
back-filling  at  the  sacrifice  of  more 
of  the  extensim  work.  The  ixiard 
takes  the  view  that  the  people  petition- 
ing for  the  extensions  are  anxious  to 
get  the  service,  and  that  it  is  better 
for  all  concernei  to  push  the  extension 
work  as  fast  as  possible,  under  pres- 
ent methods  of  back-fillfng,  even  If  the 
highways  containing  the  mains  will 
have  an  unsightly  appearance  for  a 
time.  If  the  back-filling  is  tamped 
down.  It  la  claimed  that  the  expense 
of  extension  work  will  be  doubled.

Washington,  June  10.— With  the  ad- 
journment of  congress,  interest  In  the 
rapidly  crystallizing  movement  for  the 
development  of  the  waterways  of  the 
country,  for  which  the  National  Rivers 
and  Harbors  Congress  enthusiaatically 
stands,  is  temporarily  transferred  from 
the  seat  of  national  legislation  to  tho 
coming  conventions  of  the  two  great  po- 
litical itarties. 

Senator  Francis  G.  Newlands,  who  has 
taken  a  commanding  position  In  behalf 
of  systematic  appropriations  on  the  part 
of  the  Federal  government  for  tlie  devel- 
opment of  our  waterways,  assumes  that 
the  movement  which  reached  such  a 
height  last  year,  when  President  Roose- 
velt made  ills  now  justly  famous  trip  to 
Memphis,  will  not  be  permitted  to  lag. 

'1  assume  the  various  water  associa- 
tions of  the  country,"  said  Senator  New- 
lands,  who  has  gone  to  ills  home  in  Ne- 
vada to  look  after  his  re-election  to  the 
serate,  his  term  expiring  Marcli  3  next, 
"which  are  verj-  numerous,  and  w-hich 
have  greatly  multiplied  since  the  Mem- 
phis event,  will  see  to  it  that  there  is 
emphatic  declaration  in  party  platforms 
in  favor  of  the  full  and  comprehensive 
development  of  our   waterways. 

"I  also  assume  that  these  party  plat- 
forms will  declare  for  the  conservatism 
of  the  natural  resources  of  tlie  country 
by  the  exercise  of  both  national  and  slate 
powers  in  such  co-ordination  and  co-op- 
eration as.  to  secure  the  highest  develop- 
ment of  tile  watenvays  for  every  civ- 
ilized use,  Including  navigation  as  the 
base  of  the  nation's  power. 

"I  assume  also  that  the  question  will 
be  taken  up  vigorously  in  all  state  and 
congressional  platforms,  and  if  this  is 
done  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  Immed- 
iate results  of  an  extensive  nature  dur- 
ing the  next  winter. 

"The  studies  of  the  inland  waterways 
commission  have  blazed  the  way  for  com- 
prehensive and  co-operative  work  and  the 
waterways  associations  should  see  to  it 
that  the  recommendations  made  are  in- 
dorsed in  every  platform,  national,  state 
and  municipal.  Congress  will  always  act 
when  it  knows  the  people  are  in  earnest 
Delays  are  oftentimes  charged  to  It,  when 
as  a  matter  of  fact  Its  failure  to  act  Is 
due  to  Improperly  formulating  public 
opinion  into  demand  for  legislative  action. 

"As  to  the  form  of  legislation.  It  is 
clear  to  my  mind  that  work  entered  up- 
on must  embrace  contemporaneous  effort 
in  every  section  of  the  country  so  that 
every  water  district  can  feel  that  it  has 
an  Interest  In  It.  It  will  not  do  to  absorb 
all  he  energy  and  expenditure  in  one 
project,  however  large  and  important. 

"There  are  four  water  systems  which 
must  be  started  at  the  same  time— the 
Atlantic  coast  waterway,  embracing  the 
Cape  Cod  canal,  the  connection  of  Dela- 
ware bay  with  Long  Island  sound  and 
Chesapeake  bay  with  the  Carolinas,  in- 
volving the  rivers  tributary  to  them. 

"The  second  project  Involves  a  canal 
througli  Florida  and  a  coastal  canal  along 
the  Grulf  utilizing  the  Internal  rivers  and 
bays  and  connecting  them  together  and 
the  rivers  tributary  to  them. 

"The  third  great  project  includes  the 
Mississippi  and  all  of  its  tributaries,  in- 
cluding connection  witli  the  Great  Lakes 
and  involving  the  development  of  all 
these  rivers  at  places  properly  distribut- 
ed geographically,  so  that  all  these  de- 
velopments will  dovetail  Into  a  complete 
■water  system,  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Great  Lakes. 

"And  the  fourth  great  project  will  com- 
prise the  Pacific  coast  waterways,  includ- 
ing the  Sax;ramento,  the  San  Joaquin,  the 
Snake  and  other  rivers  in  which  they 
empty. 

"In  my  judgment  an  administrative  or 
service  board  of  experts  consisting  of  the 
officers  of  the  engineer  corps,  heads  of 
tlie  various  scientific  bureaus  of  the  gov- 
ernment, with  civil  experts  and  engin- 
eers, should  be  organized  and  given  large 
powers  not  only  for  investigation,  but 
for  actual  work.  And  a  large  fund 
should  be  created,  not  less  than  $50,000,0^)0 
at  the  start  and  continuous  work  should 
be  provided  for  by  authorized  bond  Issues 
so  that  failure  to  appropriate  would  not 
delay  the  projects  begun.  • 

"The  'pork  barrel'  method.''  must  be 
abandoned  and  we  must  determine,  as  we 
did  In  Panama  In  irrigation  and  forestry, 
to  give  large  powers  to  the  administra- 
tive experts  charged  with  the  work  of 
construction. 

"The  powers  of  congress  can  best  be 
exercised  In  the  creation  of  an  adminis- 
trative service  under  the  control  of  the 
president,  who  will  make  this  great  work 
a  feature  of  his  administration,  knowing 
that  his  reputation  will  depend  upon  it. 

"Of  course  nothing  can  be  done  with- 
out legislative  authority,  but  the  author- 
ity should  l>e  exercised  in'  a  big  way 
and  not  frittered  away  in  details.  The 
only  great  constructive  work  which  the 
nation  has  accomplished  h.ave  been  those 
of  Irrigation  and  the  building  of  the 
PSinama  oanal,  and  these  have  l>een 
made  effective  because  ample  funds  and 
ample  powers  were  given."

TWO  ROADS 
MAYBUILD 

Old    Rivalry    Between 

Great  Northern  and 

Soo  In  Evidence. 

Both  Anxious  to  Capture 

Business  in  Rainy 

River  Country. 


Thitf  River  Falls.  Minn..  June  10.-(6re- 
cial  to  The  Herald.  )-That  a  race  between 
the  Soo  and  the  Great  Northern  railways 
for  a  connection  between  this  city  and  the 
international  boundary,  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  Warroad  or  Roosevelt,  appears 
imminent  Is  borne  out  by  recent  de- 
velopments. The  Great  Northern  has  a 
branch  in  operaUon  from  this  city  to 
Grtenbush.  a  town  in  the  southern  part 
of  Roseau  county,  and  also  owns  a  right- 
of-way  from  there  to  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods.  For  sevtral  years  the  citizens  of 
this  territory  have  patiently  awaited  the 
lOinplellon  of  the  road,  but  in  vain.  This 
sprlntf  a  company,  having  its  htadquar- 
ters  in  Thief  River  Falls,  and  Including 
in  its  directorate  citizens  of  several  North- 
ern Minnesota  towns  and  capitalists  of 
Indiana  and  Maine,  was  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  an  electric  line 
from  this  cJly  to  the  Rainy  river.  Aiti- 
cles  of  incc-rporation  were  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  state  last  week.  A  corr*  of 
entjinterv  from  Chicago,  headed  by  En- 
gineer Jarvls  C.  Mott,  who  have  bet-n 
on  the  field  for  three  months,  returned 
yesterday  from  surveying  the  road.  This 
line  will  run  from  Thief  River  Falls,  at 
which  loint  is  a  highly  developed  water 
power,  through  the  rich  and  well-settled 
Red  Lake  reservatic-n.  through  eastern 
Marshall  county  and  the  wooded  portions 
of  eastern  Roseau,  towards  the  Canadian 
border.  This  latter  enterprise  has  the 
fncouragement  and  countenance  of  the' 
Soo  railway,  with  which  connections  will 
be  made  in  this  city.  To  meet  this  ac- 
tivity. On  the  part  of  Its  rival,  the  Great 
Norihf rns  gtneral  manager,  accompanied 
bv  Other  officials,  made  an  inspection  of 
tfie  Greenbush  line  last  week,  supposedly 
for  the  purpose  of  beginning  work  there- 
on. The  stttlers  and  citizens  of  the 
towns  in  this  district  will  view  these  ac- 
tivities with  the  greatest  Interest.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  the  first  road  through  thid 
gr*-at  stretch  of  exceedingly  rich  land  and 
woods  will  secure  to  itself  a  heavy  locai 
business.

WOMAN  GETS  ONE  MONTH, 

While  Husband  No.  2  Gets  a  Year, 
Both  for  Bigamy. 

.Spooner,  Minn.,  June  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  case  of  the  king 
against  Emma  Exstrom  for  bigamy 
was  tried  before  the  court  of  general 
sessions  at  Kenora,  Ont. 

Emma  Exstrom  was  married  to  Peter 
Exstrom  in  1900  at  Kenora,  Ont.  In 
the  spring  of  1904  the  couple  moved 
to  this  place,  where  they  resided  until 
tme  fall  of  1906,  when  Exstrom  de- 
serted hi^.  wlf#.  The  woman  moved 
over  to  Rainy  River,  Ont.,  where  she 
supported  herself  and  little  son.  In 
April  of  1907  she  married  Charles 
Bjornson  at  Stratton,  Ont.,  with  whom 
she  lived  until  a  month  ago,  when  her 
first  husband  appeared  at  Rainy  River, 
Ont.  The  woman  and  her  husband. 
No.  2,  were  arrested  and  tried  for 
bigamy,  Emma  Exstrom  being  tried  at 
Kenora,  Ont.,  and  Charles  Bjornson  at 
Rainy  River.  The  crown  was  repre- 
sented by  Peter  MacKenzle  of  Kenora, 
Ont.,  the  defendant  by  MacGilllvra  of 
Kenora,  Ont.,  and  George  E.  Ericson 
of  Spooner. 

The  defense  claimed  that  Emma  Ex- 
strom was  Informed  In  the  fall  of  1907 
that  her  husband,  Peter  Exstrom,  who 
had  deserted  her  In  1906.  had  died  In 
a  lumber  camp  at  Port  Arthur. 

The  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty 
and  she  was  sentenced  by  Judge 
Chapelle  to  one  month  in  the  provin- 
cial jail  at  Kenora,  Ont.

Previous  to  this  season  the  railroads 
charge  d  freight  on  an  estimated  weight 
of  4,2i»  pijunds  to  the  cord;  this  year  they 
changed  that  to  actual  weight.  The  actual 
weight  of  a  cord  of  pulpwood  Is  about 
4,ij'>>  p>>unds.  consequently  they  have  to 
pay  treight  for  al>jut  4tJ0  pounds  moro 
than  they  did  last  year,  which  amounts 
to  an  additi  iital  W  cnts  a  cord  from  thLs 
place  :o  the  Wisconsin  mills.  I  am  not 
taking  the  part  of  the  paper  mills,  but  I 
lika  to  .see  fair  play,  and  I  do  not  think 
the  newspapers  will  advance  their  In- 
terests by  misstatements  of  facts.

TO  CUT  PRICES  OF 
STEEL  AND  ORE 

General  Reduction  Agreed 

Upon  at  Meeting  of 

Steel  Interests. 

New  York,  June  10.— Announcement 
was  made  last  night  by  Judge  Elbert  H. 
Gary,  olialrman  of  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation,  that  a  general  re- 
duction In  the  proces  of  finished  steel 
products  had  been  agreed  upon  by  rep- 
resentatives of  the  large  steel  inter- 
ests after  nn  all  day  conference.  Tha 
reduction  affects  billets,  steel  bars, 
plates,  structural  Iron,  merchant  pipe 
and  wire  nails.  The  conference  was  at- 
tended by  the  leading  steel  manufacturers 
of  thlg  country,'  Including  the  heads  of 
the  various  subsidiary  companie.s  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  and  repre- 
sentatives of  large  independent  manufac- 
turers. After  the  decision  to  reduce  the 
pre-sent  prices  on  all  finished  steel  pro- 
ducts, with  the  exception  of  steel  rails, 
it  was  decided  to  cut  the  prices  of  iron 
ore.  Judge  Elbert  H.  Gary,  who  acted 
as  chairman  of  the  conference  made  the 
announcement  of  the  reduction  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  meeting.

APIARIES  ARE  AFFECTED. 


Destructive   Malady  Attacks   Many 
Wisconsin  Bee  Colonies. 

Madison,  Wis.,  June  10.— A  new  and 
destructive  disease  has  appeared  among 
the  honey  bee  colonies  of  Wisconsin, 
and  neither  experts  from  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  at  Washington,  D. 

C.  nor  State  Apiary  Inspector  N.  E. 
France  of  Plattevilie,  can  name  it.  The 
experts,  however,  have  discovered  an 
effective  treatment  for  the  disease, 
and  State  Inspector  France  belie\-es  it 
can  be  suppressed. 

American  foul  brood  and  pickled 
brood,  however,  have  practically  dis- 
appeared from  the  bee  colonies  in  Wis- 
consin. 

■State  Inspector  France  urges  that  an 
experimental  apiary  be  establiched 
and  maintained  by  the  department  of 
agriculture  of  the  State  university. 

During  the  year  ending  June  1,  1908, 
Mr.  France  inspected  106  apiaries  in 
Wisoonsm,  and  found  sixty-eight  of 
them  affected  by  disease.  The  total 
number  of  colonies  inspected  was  3,361, 
of  which  541  were  affected  with  dis- 
ease.

Its  Removal  Stirs  Up  Bad 

Blood    at  Council 

Meeting. 

The  Virginia  Lawmakers 

Award    Contract  for 

Building  Long  Walk. 


VuKiiwa.  Alinn..  Junt-  K\— (Special  to 
Thf  Htiahl.)— Tht  t=^•s^^ion  of  the  ciiy 
council  last  evening  was  rendered 
somewhat  stunny  near  tiie  close,  by  a 
war  of  wordy  tetwecu  Jarnts  Sullivan 
and  Alderman  Boylan  ovt-r  a  petition 
presented  by  a  number  of  the  residents 
of  the  vicinity  of  the  baseball  park, 
asking  for  the  removal  of  ilie  fence  en- 
clofiritr  tht  park,  which  they  claim 
encroaches  upon  the  streets,  both  on 
the  nortli  and  south  sides.  The  petition 
Was  read  at  tlie  cipening  of  the  meet- 
ing: anii  was  promptly  tabled  on  mo- 
tion of  Alderman  Boylan.  Later  on 
Frtsident  Osbcirn  invited  any  citizen 
present  to  speak  if  lie  desired"  when  S. 
A.  Nelson  and  Janies  Sullivan  both 
made  addresses  in  favor  of  removinjr 
the  fence,  tlie  iiitter  inakinK  some  sar- 
castic references  to  tlie  aldermen  wlio 
hart  made  and  seconded  tiie  motion  to 
table  the  petition.  Alderman  Boylan 
in  reply  stated  that  the  i>etuioners 
were  a  lot  of  soreheads,  who  were 
angry  because  the  baseball  manege- 
ment  had  raised  the  fance  so  as  to  sliut 
oft  thtir  view  of  the  ball  games,  and 
asked  Sullivan  why  he  did  not  pay  a 
quarter  to  see  tlie  games  like  other 
people. 

A  number  of  the  same  citizens,  head- 
ed by  Sullivan,  have  petitioned  the 
school  board  for  a  special  meeting  of 
the  voters  to  consider  the  matter  of 
having  tla  fence  removed  entirely.  The 
ball  park  is  located  on  the  block  adjoin- 
ing th<  Roosevelt  sciiool.  and  is  owned 
by  the  Sciiool  district.  The  baseball 
association  secured  the  use  of  the 
ground  In  consideration  of  grading  and 
filling  in  the  ground,  a  portion  of  which 
was  swamp,  and  building  a  fence.  This 
was  done  last  year.  This  year  a  large 
number  of  people  have  been  witne.ss- 
Ing  the  liall  games  without  expense  by 
occupying  posltionh  of  vantage  on  the 
roofs  and  porches  of  nearby  hou.'es. 
In  order  to  put  a  stop  to  this  practice, 
the  baseball  management  elevated  the 
fence  at  certain  places,  and  the  peti- 
tions to  the  council  and  school  boar«i 
Immediately  folowed  The  school  board 
has  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  dis- 
trict electors  for  Saturday  evening, 
June  LV,  to  consider  the  matter. 
Contracts  Are  Awanlttl, 
The  council  awarded  two  contracts, 
Joseph  Rooney  secured  the  contract  for 
building  about  5.(i00  feet  of  6-foot  side- 
walk lunning  from  town  to  the  ceme- 
tery at  45  Cents  per  lineal  foot.  The 
other  bidders  were  G.  E.  Hamilton,  49V' 
cents;  F.  J.  Hughes,  58  cents;  Otto 
Larson  5C^  cents.  C.  C.  Butler  was 
awardeel  the  contract  for  building  a 
block  of  sanitary  sewer  in  Poplar 
street  in  sewer  district  No.  36.  His 
bid  amounted  to  ^S'.t.SO,  while  that  of 
Josepii    Rooney    w.is    $465. 

An  appropriation  o  f|LV>0  was  made  for 
the  F'ourtli  of  July  celebration,  which 
brings  tiie  fund  up  to  $I,70ii. 

Ell  Maki  was  appointed  patrolman  in 
place   of  John   PertiiUa,   removed. 

The  city  attorney  was  instructeel  to 
prepare  an  ordinate  providing  for 
the  licensing  of  shows,  shooting  gal- 
leries, games  and  other  devices.  Tiie 
plumbing  ordinance  receiveel  its  final 
reading  and  was  passed.  Ordinances 
were  introdur^ed  regulating  the  speed 
of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles,  also 
prohibiting  the  riding  of  bicycles  on 
the    sidf-waiks. 

A  lieiueir  license  was  granted  to  J.  B. 
Sattler  of  Duiuth  for  the  place  former- 
ly occupied  by  Cohen  &  Mendelson,  who 
withdrew  their  application  last  week. 
Alder:r:an  Mattson  voteel  against  is- 
suing the  license. 

A  bill  of  $S1S.5(»  presented  by  Charles 
Johnson  for  building  cement  sidewalks, 
curb  and  gutter  around  the  city  hall 
property    was    allowed. 

The  Virginia  Light  &  Water  com- 
pany was  instructed  to  lay  a  water 
main  in  W'.voming  avenue  from  Hickory 
to  Sage  street  and  to  place  a  hydrant 
at  the  corner  of  Sage  street. 

The  matter  of  inforcing  the  ordi- 
nance preivisions  regarding  the  connec- 
tion of  buildings  in  the  business  ells- 
trlct  with  the  sanitary  sewers  ;ind  the 
disconnecting  of  surface  drains  from 
these  sewers  was  referreel  to  the  street, 
alley  and  sewer  committee  to  devise 
some  plan  of  nforcement.

Contests  to  Be  Consolitlal«*d. 

Chicago,  June  10.— Consolidation  of 
contests  will  probably  be  the  future 
order  of  business  of  the  Republican  na- 
tional comm  ttee.  After  the  committee 
had  completed  its  labors  yesterday  is 
issued  a  statement  showing  that  only 
two  fifths  ot  hte  contests  filed  before 
it  have  been  settled  while  four  out  of 
the  nine  days  at  the  disposal  of  the 
committee  have  elapsed.  As  a  conse- 
quence the  plan  that  ha*:  been  adopted 
for  the  Texas  contests  may  become 
general.  The  disputes  from  that  state, 
involving  four  delegates  at  large  and 
sixteen  districts  are  to  be  considered  in 
a  body,  the  issue  in  each  of  the  seven- 
teen cases  being  almost  exactly  similar. 
As  an  earnest  of  their  intention  to 
rush  their  v/ork  to  completion,  the 
members  of  the  national  committee 
will  begin  today's  proceedings  by  hear- 
ing tlie  cases  from  the  Eleventh  and 
Twelfth  Missouri  districts  at  the  same 
time. 

It  is  not  considered  likely  that  more 
compromises    of    a    nature    similar    to 
that   reached    in    the   Louisiana     cases 
yesterday,  will  be  reached.     Ccmditions 
in  that  state  were  more  or  less  unique 
and  the  Taft  leaders  who  voted  for  the 
compromise  measure  in  the  committee 
say   that   they    did   »o  merely   for   the 
purpose  of  clearing  up  a  tangled  situa- 
tion.    It   Is  tiiought   that   the  measures 
adopted  yesterday  by   which   the  party 
is  to  be  re-organized  in  the  state  will 
result  in  abolishing  the  recurring  con- 
tests  between   the     "Black   and   Tans" 
and    the    "Lily    Whites"    of    the    state 
with  which  the  national  committee  has 
been    compelled    to    wrestle    with    each 
returning    convention    time.      That,    at 
least,  is  the  ebject  of  the  adopted  plan 
as  explained  by  Harry  S.  New,  chair- 
man   of    the    national    committee,    who 
proposed    its   adoption   and    its    willing 
to  take  full  r«:>sponsibiIity  for  it. 
Fearert  to  Estabii-sh  Preceilcnt. 
It    was    the    fear    of    the    Taft    man- 
agers    that  if  they  yielded   to  the  de- 
mands for  a  split  delegation  from  Loui- 
siana,  that   they   would   thereby  estab- 
lish   a    precedent    which    might    prove 
bothersome   vhen     the     contests   from 
following        Southern        states        were 
reached.     They  believed  that   the  race 
question,-  upon     which     the     Louisiana 
cases   hinged,    would   bob   up   in   eveo' 
other  Southern  delegation. 

That  their  fears  in  this  respect  were 
a  bit  unfounded  was  proved  when  the 
Mississippi  contests  were  taken  up, 
after  the  Lemlsiana  cases  had  been  dis- 
posed of.'.  No  mention  of  a  split  dele- 
gation from  that  state  filtered  past  the 
(loora  of  the  committee  room,  and  the 
sixteen  contesting  Taft  delegates  were 
all  seated.  A  simil.Tr  result  followed 
the  hearing  of  the  struggle  for  control 
of  the  Tqp^^  district  of  Missouri,  and 


WHERE  WE  LOSE  BUSINESS. 

It  is  an  old  story  that  American 
'merchants  are  losing  annually  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars'  worth 
of  trade  with  foreign  countries  because 
thej'  pack  their  goenis  so  carelessly. 
But  the  ejomplaints  seem  to  have  little 
effect.  At  any  rate  they  keep  on  eom- 
ing. 

An  American  occupying  an  important 
post  on  a  railroad  in  Columbia  writes 
to  American  Industries: 

"I  have  seen  lantern  globes  packed 
in  a  barrel,  with  iron  bolts  and  panes 
of  glass,  26  by  30-inc.h,  sent  without 
sufficient  layers  of  straw  to  prevent 
breakage.  As  an  example,  we  received 
120  car  window  glass  (panes)  of  which 
but  six  reached  us  Intact,  and  this 
from  the  United  States. 

"Six  steam  gauges  (indicators) 
packed  with  iron  bolts  in  one  end  of 
the  box  reached  us  utterly  jammed  to 
pieces.  Pianos  are  rolled  over  and 
over  off  of  cars  and  down  steep  banks 
on  to  steamboats  and  up  steep  banks 
in  unloading,  and  not  even  a  stotgun 
would  prevent   the   wild   Indian   steve- 


dore here  from  throwing  from  his 
shoulderis  to  the  ground  a  box  of  costly 
chinaware  or  glass  vases. 

"To  reach  Bogxjta,  the  capital^  some 
700  miles  from  the  coast,  goods  after 
their  3,000  miles  of  ocean  journey  have 
to  pass  over  a  railway  at  the  coast, 
then  by  a  steamboat,  then  by  another 
short  railway,  another  steamboat  in  the 
Upper  Magdalena  river,  then  another 
railway,  and  finally  upon  pack  animals 
for  a  two  or  three-days'  journey,  and 
then  by  another  railway.  You  may  say 
this  woulo  break  iron.     It  does. 

"The  European  merchant  or  manu- 
facturer, besides  granting  long  time 
credit,  also  packs  very  securely  in  his 
effort  to  secure  trade  in  South  Amer- 
ica, and  so  gains  much  trade,  even 
though  American  goods  are  considered 
greatly  superior  in  most  case. 


COLLE^HE  TO  PATENT  OFFICE. 

College  men  by  the  score  finish  up 
their  education  in  the  patent  ofRce  at 
Washington,  according  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  patents.  In  an  article  in 
Ameiican  Industries,  the  commissioner 
calls  his  department  a  post-graduate 
school. 

"The  examiners  In  the  patent  office. " 
says  the  commissioner,  "are  all  gradu- 
ates of  (K)ileges,  and  90  per  cent  of  them 
have  been  graduated  in  general  and 
patent  law.  With  office  experience  they 
become  invaluable  in  the  sei-vice.  but 
after  almost  three  years  of  experience 
in  the  parent  office,  Avnen  ihey  are  most 
valuable  in  its  work,  they  resign  and 
accept  outside  positions.  Thus  this 
office  has  become  a  post-graduat? 
school  for  the  technical  and  legal  edu- 
cation of  young  college  men  who  enter 
its  service. 

"The  (]teneral  Electric  company  has 
in  its  patent  department  at  least 
twelve  rcx^n  formerly  examiners  in  this 
office,  and  other  corporations  have 
taken  hundreds.  Out  of  a  corps  of  300 
examiners,  135  have  resigned  from  the 
patent  office  within  a  period  of  less 
than  five  years.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  remark  that  the  salaries  paid  prin- 
cipal examiners  in  this  servic-e  are  the 
same  today  as  when  they  were  fixed 
in  1848. 
"Patents   in   the  craft    of  telegraphy 


were  scrutinized  by  three  examiner.", 
v.'hose  progress  in  their  task  was  inter -^ 
rupted  by  their  successive  resignations, 
so  that  the  net  result  wa.s  that  |3.2CiO 
was  paid  for  the  acquirement  of  the 
knowledge  lo.st  to  this  office  throug-h 
resignations  because  of  insufficient  sal- 
aries. The  game  thing  is  occurring  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent  m  all  of  the 
forty-one  examining  divisions."  -

BROKE  THE  LAW 
AT  PIKE  LAKE 

Duluth  Saloonkeeper  May 

Lose  License  Here 

as  Result 

To  bring  the  matter  before  the  city 
fathers  for  final  disposLtion,  Alderman 
McKnight,  within  the  next  week  or 
two,  will  make  a  motion  at  the  council 
to  rescind  the  resolution  of  May  25 
granting  a  saloon  license  to  John  Hol- 
len,  for  his  place  of  business  on  Lake 
avenue.  Alderman  McKnlght  takes 
the  stand  that  because  HoUen  was 
found  guilty  and  flne<i  for  selling 
liquor    on    Sunday    at    Pike    lake,      he 

should  not  be  allowed  a  license  renew- 
al In  Duluth.  as  the  other  often^e  was 
oommitteed  within  the  limits  of  Min- 
nesota. 

Although  it  was  voted  to  grant  Hol- 
len  a  license  May  25,  the  renewal  will 
not  be  issued  until  next  August,  for 
the  present  license  does  not  expire  un- 
til that  time.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it 
l8  belt-ived  HoUen  'X)me3  under  the 
provision  which  says  no  license  shall 
be  issued  a  man  %vho  has  been  convict- 
o-i  of  violation  of  the  liquor  law  within 
one  year  of  the  date  of  such  convic- 
tion. The  pr<3vi8ion  applies  if  the  of- 
fense Is  ■3'>mmitt':'>i  anywhere  in  the 
atate.  Because  Hollen  violated  thj  law 
at  Pike  lake.  It  is  contended  that  ha 
should  not  be  allowed  a  license  rene-wal 
for  hi.s  place  in  Duluth. 

Hollen'3  early  application  for  a  lic- 
ense is  explained  by  the  fact  that  he 
wanted  to  get  in  ahead  of  the  brewery 
which  supplies  his  saloon  with  beer. 
In  previous  year.s  tiia  brewery  com- 
pany has  AXJured  the  liceose  for  him, 
and  he  has  nothing  to  say  about  it. 
The  practice  did  not  accord  with  his 
Ideals  on  the  subject,  and  last  year  he 
•determined  to  get  into  the  field  early. 
He  made  his  application  for  license  a 
month  or  two  before  the  date  of  ex- 
piration of  the  old  license,  but  found 
the  company  already  had  secured  the 
license.  This  year  he  made  up  his  mind 
he  would  beat  them  out  for  a  certainty, 
and  m  put  in  his  application  early  in 
May  He  was  first  on  the  ground,  and 
the  council  voted  to  grant  him  the  re- 
newal. As  his  present  license  does 
not  run  out  unMl  August,  there  is  no 
need  to  issue  the  new  slip  of  paper 
until  then. 


Kalm>ui  Light,  In  whose  clothing  store 
at  307  North  Central  avenue,  burning 
friigraenta  of  oil  soaked  papers  were 
discovered  lost  night,  was  arrested  thi.s 
morning  at  U  o'clock  on  the  charge  of 
arson  and  la  being  held  until  further 
mves ligations  can   be  made. 

A  faint  light  was  seen  issuing  from 
Light's  store  by  Officer  Peterson  last 
night  at  about  W  o'clock.  The  place  was 
all  locked  up  for  the  nignt  so  the  officer 
oroke  the  glass  in  the  door  and  let  htni- 
»olf  m.  On  th«  interior  he  found  a  pile 
t(f  pasteboard  boxes  brightly  burning 
beneath  one  of  the  show  cases.  In  front 
of  tile  Are  so  as  to  k«ep  It  from  being 
noticed  from  outside.  wa«  a  chair  diaped 
with  a  mackinaw  coat  and  blanket.  In 
eaoli  corner  of  tho  room  was  the  same 
arrangement.  protectlnjr  half  burnt 
candles  surrounded  by  papers  and  Ixjxes 
saturated  with  oil.  From  each  of  these 
candles  wajj  a  string  o  fpapers  folded 
anJ  standing  oi\  edge,  leading  to  all 
parts  of  the  r-jom.  ajid  all  covered  with 
oil.  Besides  the  papers  tiiere  were  threo 
cans  of  kerosene  and  the  tank  at  the 
back  of  the  stove  was  filled  with  gaso- 
line. Oasoline  liad  been  used  on  mi>st  of 
ihr?  papers  and  boxes. 

Peterson  turned  in  the  fire  alarm,  but 
by  the  time  the  department  had  arrived 
lie  had  most  of  the  burning  stuff  in  the 
street. 

Shortly  before  the  Are  Peterson  had 
met  Light,  who  was  Just  about  to  take 
an  uptown  car.  Light  greeted  him  in  a 
very  friendly  manner,  though  he  had 
never  been  in  the  habit  of  suidressing 
the  officer  at  all  "oefore.  Another  per- 
son claims  that  he  saw  Li^ht  enter  his 
store  earlier  in  the  evening  with  a  bun- 
dle of  papers  under  his  a',^i.  Still  an- 
other states  that  on  closing  up  that 
evening  he  saw  the  clothing  store  ma.i 
get  down  on  his  knees  and  look  through 
the  keyhjle  from  the  outside. 

The  buildings  for  several  doors  on  both 
sides  of  Light's  place  are  frame 
structures,  and  above  his  store  live  J.  C. 
John.san  and  his  family.  If  the  fire  had 
gained  any  headway  it  would  have  prob- 
ably have  swept  through  the  entire 
block,  and  many  lives  might  have  been 
endangered. 

Light  when  questioned  this  morning  at 
the  West  Duluth  police  station,  said  that 
he  had  no  idea  how  the  oil  saturated 
papers  and  boxes  got  scattered  about  llie 
place.  He  tried  to  explain  the  presence 
of  the  candles  and  chairs  bv  saying  that 
he  la  not  tall  and  In  lighting  the  lamps 
he  had  to  stand  on  a  chair,  and  that  ne 
usually  used  a  candle  to  do  the  lighting 
with.  He  admitted  putting  tiie  gasoline 
in  the  stove  tank,  but  claimed  that  ha 
was  going  to  use  It  for  cleaning  purposes. 
He  couldn't  remember  what  Lime  he  left 
the  store  last  night,  until  he  was  reminded 
that  he  had  spoken  to  Officer  Peterson. 
He  said  that  he  had  been  teleplioned  that 
his  store  was  on  fire,  but  that  It  had 
been  put  out  with  a  little  trouble,  s<j  did 
not  bother  to  go  back  to  West  Duluth 
from  his  home  at  421  East  First  street. 
He  went  to  the  store  about  half  oast  6 
o'clock  for  a  few  minutes  this  morning 
and  did  not  return  again  until  11  o'clock 
when  the  police  arrested  him.  He  took 
the  matter  coolly.

MATTICH  TRIAL 
IS  PROGRESSING 

Eye  Witness  of  Shooting 

Tells  Story  of  the 

Affray. 

The  state  is  still  Introducing  evi- 
dence in  the  trial  of  David  Mattlch, 
indicted  for  the  murder  of  Rodi  Don- 
jonovlch  at  the  Croxton  mine  location 
near  Chlsholm  some  weeks  ago.  The 
testimony  Is  practically  the  same  as 
that  given  at  the  trial  of  Ell  Mattlch, 
who  was  convicted  of  manslaughter  in 
connection  with  the  killing  of  Don- 
jonovich. 

One  of  the  Austrian  witnesses  called 
this  morning  testified  that  Donjono- 
vlch,  lmme<liately  after  he  was  shot 
by  Ell  Mattlch,  cried,  "Oh  mother, 
mother,  I  am  killed."  The  witness 
claimed  that  as  Donjonovich  fell  Ell 
Mattlch  seized  him  by  the  arm  and 
shook  him,  commanding  him  to  get 
up.  According  to  the  witness,  he  and 
Ell  Mattlch  lifted  Donjonovich  to  his 
feet  and  helped  him  Into  the  boarding 
house,  but  the  wounded  man  was  un- 
able to  speak. 

It  was  testified  that  after  the  shoot- 
ing Ell  Mattlch  and  David  Mattlch 
used  some  vUe  epithets  in  telling 
what  they  would  do  to  the  police  If 
they  came.

force,  managf'd  to  elude  the  bf^sigers  and 
get  the  Jewels   out  of  the  castle. 

Th"y  were  buried  beneath  the  pulpit 
In  the  pariah  church,  and  the  place 
wh^^re  th<»y  were  hidden  was  never  re- 
valfvl  till  the  restoration.  Ogilvie  was  re- 
warded with  a  baronetcy,  and  Keith,  whi 
misled  the  Cromw^'Ilians  by  stating  that 
they  weer  in  the  poH.s«".s.slon  of  the  exiled 
Charles    II,    w,as    made    an    earl. 

The  niy.<«terious  disappearance  of  the 
Dublin  state  jewels  has  had  one  curious 
parallel.  Sfjme  years  ago  a  casket  con- 
taining Jewels  of  the  value  of  £1.3,000  dis- 
appeared under  circumstances  of  the 
Kro^te'.st  mystery  from  the  house  of  the 
duchesa  of  Leinster  In  Dominic  street. 
Dublin.  In  spite  of  tho  most  thorough 
Investigation  no  trare  of  the  thelves  could 
be  discovered,  although  rumor  suggested 
that  more  than  one  person  of  rank  could 
throw  light  on  the  robbery. 

The  jewels  were  ultimately  returned  to 
their  noble  owner,  but  to  this  day  wt>  be- 
lieve the  mystery  of  their  dlsappearanca 
reinains  unsolved.

COALING  IN  A  SEA  WAY. 

T.  Kennard  Thomson,  in  the  Engi- 
neering Magazine:  Another  use  for 
the  cable  Is  for  loading  and  unloading 
ships  in  places  where  there  la  no  har- 
bor within  two  miles  or  so  of  the 
shore,  aa  In  many  cases  In  South 
America,  but  a  prettier  use  still  and 
one  where  no  other  mechanism  can 
take  Its  place  Is  In  the  passing  of  coal 
between  two  vessels,  especially  when 
both  are  moving  at  a  rapid  speed  and 
the    ocean    Is    more   or   less    rough. 

The  first  marine  cableway  was  suc- 
cessfully installed  on  the  United  States 
collier  Maarcellus,  where  twenty  to 
twenty-four  tons  of  coal  per  hour  w^-e 
transferred,  two  bags  being  carried  on 
each  trip,  and  the  speed  of  the  ships 
being  from  five  to  six  knots  at  the 
time.  The  second  trial  was  on  the 
British  collier  Muriel,  where  thirty-five 
to  forty  tons  per  hour  were  transferred 
over  a  moderate  sea,  and  through  a 
half  gale  of  wind  to  H.  M.  S.  Trafal- 
gar, the  battleship  maintaining  a  speed 
of  from  eight  to  eleven  knots.  Another 
experiment  was  made  with  the  Rus- 
sian battleship  Retvizan,  In  which 
special  electric  hoists  were  designed 
by  the  General  Electric  company  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Rus- 
sian navy.  These  had  a  speed  of  1,200 
feet  per  minute  for  the  full  load  or 
2,000  feet  per  minute  for  a  half  load. 
The  best  record  was  in  the  all  of  1906, 
when  the  Royal  Italian  cruiser  Llgurla 
was  coaled.

PENNSYLVANIA 
FILES  ANSWER 


To  Suit  to  Enforce  Com- 
modity Clause  of 
Hepburn  Act. 

Philadelphia,  June  10. — The  answer 

of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  company 
to  the  bills  in  equity  filed  by  the  gov- 
ernment against  the  coal-carrying  rail- 
roads to  enforce  the  commodity  clause 
of  the  Hepburn  act  was  filed  In  the 
United  States  circuit  court  here  today. 
Under  the  commodity  clause  of  the 
Hepburn  act  railroads  are  enjoined 
from  transporting  coal  mined  by  them 
or  in  the  production  of  which  they 
have  an  interest.  The  companies 
made  defendants  by  the  government: 

Reading,  Lehigh  Valley,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Erie,  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &

The  answer  of  the  Pennsylvania  says 
that  the  law  Is  void  for  the  following 
reasons; 

"That  It  does  not  permit  and  under- 
take to  regulate  the  transportation  of 
interstate  commerce  of  anthracite  coal 
produced  f  ix)m  the  mines  of  the  several 
coal  companies  mentioned  In  the  suit; 
but  on  the  contrary,  undetakes  to  ab- 
solutely prohibit  transportation  there- 
of and  is  therefore  not  a  'regulation' 
of  interstate  commerce,  and  conse- 
quently Is  not  within  the  scope  of  tjie 
commerce  clause  of  the  constitution. 

"That  the  effect  of  the  said  clause 
will  constitute  a  taking  of  the  defnd- 
ant's  property,  corporate  rights  and 
franchises,  without  due  process  of  law 
and  without  compensation,  and  in  its 
results  this  defendant  will  be  denied 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

"That  said  clause  Is  class  legislation, 
unduly  and  unjustly  discriminative  in 
its  results,  in  that  it  expressly  permits 
railroad  companies  to  transport  in  in- 
terstate commerce  timber,  and  the 
imanufactured  product  theret)f,  which 
nray  bo  manufactured  or  produced  by 
any  such  company,  or  under  its  au- 
thority. 

"That  the  penalties  are  extortionate."

The  county  superintendents  of 
schools  will  do  all  in  their  power  to 
have  the  state  aid  to  the  rural  schools 
increased.     > 

This  m»tler  was  the  principal  topio 
of  discussion  at  the  session  of  the  su- 
perintendents' state  convention,  which 
was  held  at  the  normal  school  this 
morning.  The  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention seemed  to  favor  an  Increase  In 
the  state  aid  to  the  rural  schools  of 
the  first  class  from  $125  to  $150  a 
school  per  year,  and  an  increa.se  from 
$50  to  $75  per  year  for  every  school 
of  the  second  class. 

The  most  important  business  session 
of  the  convention  is  in  progress  this 
afternoon  at  the  Commercial  club, 
where  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
resolutions  will  be  heard,  ways  and 
means  for  new  legislation  adopted  and 
a  legislative  committee  and  officers  of 
the  state  association  elected. 

It  Is  probable  that  before  the 
final  adjournment  is  taken  the  con- 
vention will  declare  itself  for  or 
against  the  establishment  of  county 
boards  of  education,  which  is  designed 
as  a  movement  toward  taking  the  of- 
fice of  county  superintendent  out  of 
politics. 

The  county  board  of  education  plan 
hag  many  friends  and  not  a  few  ene- 
mies in  the  convetition.  It  was  dis- 
cussed at  some  length  at  yesterday's 
session.^;.  Some  averred  that  the  plan 
met  with  favor  at  the  hands  of  most 
of  the  people  of  the  state,  while  oth- 
ers said  that  it  would  not  have  the 
desired  result  of  taking  the  superin- 
tendencies  out  of  politics.  "The  worst 
politics"  one  speaker  had  seen  wew 
"to  be  found  In  some  city  school 
boards." 

The  educators  will  be  the  guests  of 
the  normal  authorities  at  a  banquet 
this  evening.  The  banquet  will  be- 
gin at  7:30  and  will  be  held  at  Wash- 
burn  hall.  E.  W.  Bohannon,  presi- 
dent of  the  school,  will  be  toastmas- 
ter  and  there  will  be  responses  by 
Rt.  Rev.  James  McQolrick.  bishop  of 
Duluth;  Frank  Weld,  president  of  the 
Moorhead  normal;  Repre.sentatlve 
Clarence  B.  Miller;  Nellie  Cashman. 
superintendent  of  the  Swift  county 
schools;  J.  L.  Washburn,  re.«ldent  di- 
rector of  the  Duluth  normal,  and 
Julius  Borass,  superintendent  of  (Good- 
hue county. 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  delegates 
visited  the  Missabe  ore  docks  in  the 
West  end  and  in  the  evening  called 
upon  friends  in  tlie  city,  attended  the 
tlieater  or  otherwise  amused  them- 
selves. There  was  no  regular  meeting. 
Today  will  see  the  conclusion  of  the 
business  sessions  of  the  convention, 
but  tomorrow  the  delegates  will  look 
at  some  of  the  big  mines  on  the  Me- 
saba  range.  They  will  leave  over  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  at  7:40, 
and  before  returning  will  visit  Eve- 
leth.

INTEREST  IS  LAGGING  IN 
CONTESTS  FOR  REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION  DELEGATES 


Throngs  of  Politicians  at 

First  Present,  Are  Now 

Missing. 

Make-up  of  Convention 
Committees  Now  At- 
tracting Attention. 

Labor  Leaders  Arrive  to 
Work  for  Anti-Injunc- 
tion Plank. 


Chicago,  June  11. — The  prooedelngs 
of  the  national  Republican  commltttH- 
have  apparently  lost  Interest  In  large 
degree  to  the  greater  number  of  poli- 
ticians. On  the  early  day«  of  the  com- 
mit tet's  worlt  the  halls  outside  the 
committee  room  were  Jammed.  When 
the  comltlet;  began  work  today  nobody 
was  present  exce[it  tho.se  who  had 
business  connected  with  the  contests 
which  are  to  be  heard  during  the  day. 
The  first  case  called  was  that  of  the 
First  South  Carolina  district.  There 
are  but  two  contests  from  this  state, 
and  an  effort  to  consolidate  them 
failed,  the  counsel  for  the  anti-Taft 
factions  declaring  that  the  issues  in- 
volved were  .s<i  different  that  it  was  out 
of  the  questiim  to  hear  the  evidence 
In  both  disputes  at  the  same  time. 

South  Carolina  conte.sts  were  clo.sed 
by  the  decision  of  the  committee  after 
hearing  the  evidence  submitted  by  the 
two  factions  from  the  Fifth  district.

Gen.  Ellis  Believes  It  Will 

Cover  Demands  of 

People. 


Chicago,    June    11.— Attorney    General 

Wade    H.    Ellis      of      Ohio    arrived    in 

Chicago    today    bringing    with    him    a 

rough    draft   of   the   tentative   platform 

to  be  adopted  by  the  national  conven- 
tion. 

"I  cannot,  for  obvious  reasons,  dis- 
close the  character  of  the  platform 
now,"  said  Gen.  Ellis,  "but  I  believe 
that  it  will  .satisfy  the  people,  as  it  cov- 
ers features  in  popular  demand  at  this 
time.  Its  scope  is  wide,  and,  I  believe, 
broad  enough  to  satisfy  popular  wishes, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  it  ■will  prove  the 
best  platform  that  any  political  party 
has  .'sanctioned   in   recent   years. 

Gen.  Ellis  stated  he  had  consulted 
with  President  Roosevelt  and  Secretary 
of  War  Taft  concerning  the  general 
details  of  the  platform  and  that  it  had 
met  with  their  indorsement. 

"The  document,"  he  said,  "needs 
rounding  out  and  may  admit  of  some 
minor  changes,  but  in  the  main  I  be- 
lieve  that  it   will  stand  as   no  drawn." 


New  York,  June  It.— The  jury  in  the 
case  of  Raymond  Hitchcock  returned 
a  verdict  of  not  guilty  at  2:50  o'clock 
this  morning. 

The  jury  returned  to   the  courtroom, 

about  2:40  o'clock,  and  asked  to  have 
read  to  them  the  testimony  regarding 
the  presence  of  a  curtain  behind  which 
Hitchcock's  vaiet  was  said  to  have 
hidden,  in  the  Forty-fir.st  street  house. 
Helen  Vonhagan  and  Elsie  Voecks  tes- 
tified that  there  was  no  such  curtain, 
but  a  maid  in  the  hou.se  said  there  was. 
The  jury  retire<l  after  the  reading, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  reported  their 
verdict  <>f  not  guilty. 

Mrs.  Hitchcock  was  in  court  when 
the  verdict  was  returned  and,  bursti.ng 
into  tears,  embraced  her  husband,  wlio 
was  also  congratulated  by  many 
friends,  who  had  waited  in  the  court- 
room  for  the  verdict. 

There  being  four  other  indictments 
against  Hltciicock,  he  was  remanded 
to  the  Tombs  prison  by  Justice  Goff. 
When  Hltehcock  reached  tiie  Tombs 
prison  afttr  his  acquittal,  lie  was  llie 
center  of  anotlier  remarkable  demon- 
stration. The  hundreds  of  prisoners 
who  were  aware  that  the  jury  in  liis 
ease  was  out  had  remained  awake  all 
night  to  hear  the  verdict.  When  the 
actor  announced  that  he  had  been 
freed  a  small  cheer  started  in  the  cells 
nearest  to  the  entrance,  which  grew  in 
volume  as  Its  import  became  known  to 
those  locked  in  the  upper  tiers,  until 
the  big  building  nhoed  with  the  din. 
As  Hitchcock  passed  to  his  cell  tlie 
shouts  continued,  and  every  prisoner 
he  passed  on  his  way  reached  out 
through  the  bars  to  shake  his  hand. 

Hitchcock's  counsel  was  late  in  reach- 
ing court,  .and  it  was  nearly  noon  when, 
In  company  with  Flora  Zabelle,  the 
actors  wife  and  Martin  Engle,  who  was 
on  Hitchcock's  bond  before  the  trial 
began,  went  to  the  district  attorneys 
office.  Immediately  upon  arrival  there 
they  went  into  conference  with  Assist- 
ant District  Attorney  Miner,  who  has 
charge   of   ail    bail    bonds. 

Hitchcock  was  later  released  from 
the    Tombs   on   $7,500   bail. 


Chicago,  June  11.— One  of  the  most 
unusual  efforts  ever  made  to  save  the 
life  of  a  condemned  murderer  was  ar- 
ranged today  on  behalf  of  Herman 
Billeck,  sentenced  to  be  hanged  tomor- 
row for  the  murder  of  Mary  Vrzal.  A 
series  of  meetings,  beginning  with  one 
in  the  Great  Northern  theater,  were 
scheduled  by  Father  Peter  J.  O'Callag- 
han  of  the  Paulist  Fathers.  The  meet- 
ings are  termed  by  Father  O'Caliaghan 
a  "whirlwind  finish  of  the  campaign  for 
justice   for  an  innocent   man.'' 

Arrangements  for  holding  five  meet- 
ings were  definitely  made  and  more 
halls  to  be  added  to  the  list  in  the 
event  Judge  Landis  refuses  to  grant  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

Father  O'Caliaghan  will  be  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  at  the  meetings,  which 
the  clergyman  expects  will  serve  to 
arouse  public  sentiment  in  favor  of 
the  condemned  man. 

In  all  of  his  speeches  Father  O'Cal- 
iaghan said  he  would  review  the  entire 
case,  and  conclude  with  a  plea  to  his 
audiences  to  send  letters  and  tele- 
grams to  Governor  Deneen  urging  the 
executive  to  commute  Billek's  sentence 
to  life  imprisonment. 

Father  O'Callaghan's  petition  to 
Governor  Deneen  asking  commutation 
of  Billek's  sentence  of  death  contains 
more   than  15,000  signatures.

New  York,  June  11.— Since  the  arrival 
In  this  country  a  few  days  ago  of 
Raffaello  Palizzolo.  who  was  once  a  mem- 
ber for  Palermo  in  the  Italian  chamber 
of  deputies,  his  every  movement  has  "oeen 
watched  by  Lieut.  Vachrls  and  policemen 

attached  to  the  Brooklyn  police  head- 
quarters, who  are  anxious  to  find  out  ilie 
significance  of  his  visit.  Palizzolo  has 
been  warmly  received  by  his  compatriots 
and  he  deelares  that  his  errand  is  mere- 
ly to  extend  thanks  to  those  who  sub- 
scribed to  a  fund  of  $L'0,000  to  obtain  his 
release  wlien  he  was  on  trial  in  Italy.  He 
was  holding  the  office  of  deputy  when  he 
was  arrested  in  connection  with  the 
killing  of  Emanuelo  Notarbartolo  who 
wa.s  mayor  of  Palermo.  He  was  brought 
to  trial  in  Bologna  in  1903  after  many 
delays,  and  with  two  members  of  the 
Mafia  was  sentenced  to  thirty  years  in 
prison.

vote  made  the  necessary  twenty-sixth. 
Senator  Foelker,  who  underwent  an. 
operation  May  10  for  appendicitis  and 
whose  condition  for  much  of  the  inter- 
vening time  was  critical,  came  up  from 
Staatsburg  last  evening,  the  journey 
of  sixty  miles  being  a  severe  tax  upon 
his  strength.  He  was  somewhat 
stronger  this  morning  and  was  takea 
to  the  senate  chamber  just  as  the  roll 
call  on  a  dilatory  motion  was  being 
taken.  He  was  plainly  suffering  from 
wea,kness.  and  his  response  when  his 
name  was  reached  was  scarcely  audi- 
ble.

PROHIBITION 

IN  OREGON 

Five   Hundred    Saloons 

Closed  and  More  to 

Follow. 

Portland,  Ore.,  June  11.— As  the  result 
of  the  local  option  elections  held  In  Ore- 
gon this  month,  county  prohibition  will 
prevail  in  twenty-one  of  the  thirty-three 
counties  after  July.  There  are  from 
four  to  sixteen  dry  precincts  in  each  of 
the  other  twelve  counties  so  that  there 
is  not  a  county  in  the  state  In  which 
there  is  not  some  dr3^  territory.  A  total 
of  237  saloons  were  put  out  of  business 
in  the  thirteen  counties  that  were 
carried  for  prohibition  June  1,  and  this 
number  is  Increased  to  270  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  saloons  that  have  bt^n  remov- 
ed by  the  precinct  elections  in  the  other 
counties.  Altogether,  nearly  500  saloons 
have  been  <;losed  in  the  state  since  the 
local  adoption  law  was  enacted.  Prior 
elections  on  this  subject  In  this  stale 
carried  eight  counties  and  forced  ap- 
proximately 300  saloons  to  abandon  busi- 
ness.

Seven  passengers  were  Injured, 
none  fatally,  as  a  result  of  the  explos- 
ion. A  revised  list  of  the  Injured  fol- 
lows: Fred  Singer,  motorman.  head  cut 
and  internally  injured;  Hev.  Michael 
Gilday,  Moline.  III.,  severely  bruised; 
John  G.  Murphy,  justice  of  the  peAce, 
Cleveland  Heights,  hands  cut  and  se- 
verely bruised;  W.  Fishley,  Cleveland 
Heights,  severely  bruised;  Mns.  W, 
Fishley.  suffering  from  shock;  Mrs, 
Cornelia  White,  badly  bruised;  Robert 
Hlrt,  conductor,  sprained  wrist. 

The  cAr  was  running  slowly  when  th© 
front  wheels  struck  the  explosive.  The 
explosion  that  followed  was  heard  a 
mile  away.  A\1ndows  were  shattered 
and  seats  twisted.  The  floor  of  the  car 
was  lifted  upward,  throwing  the  pas- 
sengers in  a  panic  stricken  heap  on  the 
floor. 

Only  the  slow  speed  of  the  car  saved 
it  from  going  over  the  steep  embank- 
mer»t  lining  the  road.  The  explosioa 
lifted  it  clear  to  within  a  foot  of  tho 
curb. 

The  explosion  tore  off  the  flanges  of 
the  wheels,  and  the  motor  fell  between 
the  rails.  Two  sticks  of  dynamite  were 
found  on  the  rails  where  they  had  been 
placed  with  the  intention  of  blowing^ 
up  cars  bound  in  the  opposite  direction.

A  glowing  tribute  to  the  prosperity 
and  the  bright  future  of  Duluth.  as 
one  of  the  centers  of  the  commerce  of 
the  Middle  West,  has  been  paid  to  this 
city  by  J.  O.  Cooper  and  Dr.  Samuel 
VV.

BURIAL  OF  CROWN  JEWELS. 

W^estminlster  Gazette:  The  curious 
story-  of  the  search  among  tombstones 
for  the  stolen  regalia  revealed  in  the 
minutes  of  the  evidence  heard  by  the 
Viceregal  commission  oi».  the  loss  of  the 
Dublin  Castle  jewel.s  recalls  the  Interest- 
ing fact  that  the  Scottish  crown  jewels, 
which  mysteriously  disappt^ared  at  the 
lime  of  the  Cromwelllan  invasion,  were 
buried  for  safely.  They  were  located  in 
Dunottar  Castle,  which  was  beseiged  by 
Cpjmwell.  and  on  the  eve  of  surrender 
Lady  OgilN'le.  wife  of  the  commander  of 
the  belaguered  force,  managed  to  elude 
the  besiegers  and  get  the  Jewels  out  of 
the  castle. 

They  were  burled  beneath  the  pulpit  In 
thi»  parish  church,  and  the  place  where 
they  were  hidden  was  never  revealed  till 
the  Restoration.  Ogilvle  was  rewarded 
with  a  baronetcy,  and  Keith,  who  mis- 
led the  Cromwellians  by  staling  that  they 
were  in  the  possession  of  Uie  exiled 
Charles  11.  was  made  an  eArl. 

Tho  my.steriou8  disappearance  of  the 
Dublin  stjite  jewels  has  had  one  curious 
parallel.  Some  years  ago  a  casket  con- 
taining jewels  of  the  value  of  13,000 
pounds  disappeared  under  circumstances 
of  the  greatest  mystery  from  the  house 
of  the  Duchess  of  Lelnster  In  Dominic 
street,  Dublin.  In  spite  of  the  most 
tliorough  investigation  no  trace  of  the 
thieves  could  be  discovered,  although 
rumor  suggested  that  mor.^  than  one  r>er- 
son  of  rank  could  throw  light  on  the  rob- 
bery. 

Tlie  jewels  were  ultimately  returned  to 
their  noble  owner,  but  U»  this  day  we 
believe  the  mystery  of  their  disappearance 
remains  unsolved.

.  ^l^J^^  Forks,  N.  D.,  June  ll.-(Special 
to  The  Herald.)— A  runaway  of  a 
fractious  team  of  horses  In  Memorial 
Park  cemetery,  which  J.  W.  Marsu, 
formerly  of  Bemidjl,  and  son-in-law  of 
feupt.

In  looking  for  requirement  for  the 
citizen  of  Zion  for  the  present  day  we 
must  consider  i\  at  with  a  more  com- 
plex society  the  needs  for  righteous 
citizenship  become  more  numerous.  It 
is  in  part  a  chaj-acteristic  of  goodness 
to  be  a  little  behind  the  times  and  also 
a  mark  of  sin  that  it  is  up  to  date. 
The  good  man  is  likely  to  be  an  enthusi- 
astic sentimentalist  and  the  sinner  is 
the  calculating  and  shrewd  man. 
David's  idea  of  the  man  who  back- 
biteth  not,  nor  nho  doeth  evil  to  his 
neighbor  nor  puti:eth  not  out  his  money 
to  usury  nor  tJ^keth  reward  against 
the  innocent  pronounces  the  mere 
primer  of  righteousness. 

"Applying  the  test  to  the  world  to- 
day of  the  old  crimes,  we  find  that  the 
world  is  getting  better.  In  the  way 
man  treats  wonnan,  the  parent  the 
child,  the  methods  with  which  society 
deals  with  the  criminal,  in  every  one 
of  them  there  is  an  improvement.  We 
must  admit  that  humanizatlon  is  going 
on  and  going  on  rapidly.  Although

CONFEDERATE  PARADE. 


Sixty  Thousand   I^ersons   See   Vet- 
erans of  the  South  in  Line. 

Birmingham.  Ala.,  June  11.— Several 
thousand  veterans  took  their  places  In 
the  parade  today,  the  crowning  event 
of  the  annual  reunion  of  the  United 
Confederate  Veterans.  At  the  head  of 
the  line  rode  Gen.  Clement  A.  Evans, 
the  new  commander-in-chief  of  the  or- 
ganization. With  him  were  the  few 
distinguished  Confederate  generals  liv- 
ing—Cabell,  Gordon,  W^alker  and  others 
in  the  city.  Gen.  George  O.  Harrison 
of  Alabama  was  in  command. 

.Sixty  th(>u.'»Rnd  persons  saw  the  hosts 
file  through  the  streets,  and  60,000  per- 
sons cheered  themselves  hoarse. 


John  Govin  Charged  With  Having 
Killed  Alex  Fevalia. 

The  murder  case  of  John  Go\in,  who 
is  charged  with  having  beaten  Alex 
Fevalia  so  badly  in  a  drunken  fight, 
last  winter,  that  the  latter  died  from 
the  effects  of  the  injuries  received,  was 
again  taken  up  this  morning,  before 
Judge  Vlnjl,  after  a  week  of  suspen- 
sion, due  to  the  death  of  L.  H.  Pad- 
dock's father,  Mr.  Paddock  being  a 
juror  on  the  case. 

The  same  jury  was  retained  as  be- 
fore. The  case  was  resumed  with  the 
bearing  of  the  evidence  of  William 
Follis,  the  proprietor  of  the  saloon  at 
Brule  in  which  the  two  men  had  been 
drinking  on  the  evening  the  fight  is 
said  to  have  occurred.  Follis  testi- 
fied that  both  the  men  were  very 
drunk  when  they  left  the  place.

DIED  ALONE  IN 
DESERTED  SHACK 

Body  of  Unknown  Man 

is  Found  in  Cabin 

Near  Corona. 

An  unknown  man  wag  found  dead  In  a 
shack  near  Corona  In  Carlton  county  last 
Tuesday  morning  by  Andrew  Thompson  of 
20  North  Twenty-first  avenue  west,  who 
has  a  homestead  near  there. 

Thompson  returned  from  a  visit  to  his 
claim  yesterday  and  reported  finding  the 
body.  About  a  week  ago  on  his  way  to 
the  claim  he  i)assed  the  old  shanty  in 
which  he  later  found  the  dead  man. 
He  didn't  notice  anyone  about  the  place 
then.  Friday  he  again  passed  the  shack 
and  noticed  a  man  asleep  In  one  of  the 
bunks.  He  tried  to  arouse  him,  but  the 
man  was  so  sound  asleep  that  he  gave  It 
up.  Later  he  had  occasion  to  go  by  the 
cabin  again,  and  the  stranger  was  still 
asleep.  Thinking  he  was  some  one  that 
worked  In  the  vicinity,  Mr.  Tliompson 
did  not  disturb  him. 

On  his  way  past  the  place  Sunday  with 
a  companion.  Thompson  noticed  that  the 
man  was  still  in  the  bunk  but  was  lying 
in  a  different  position.  They  stopped  to 
investigate  and  found  the  man  dead. 
They  notified  the  authorities  of  Carlton 
county  and  the  body,  which  was  unidenti- 
fied, wag  buried  near  Corona. 

It  is  thought  that  the  man  died  of 
heart  failure.  He  had  been  seen  a  few 
days  before  lying  in  the  grass  near  the 
Sawyer  section  house,  and  he  was 
probably  sick  at  that  time.

delegates  to  the  number  of  504  al- 
ready accredited  to  the  convention, 
interest  in  today's  developments  cen- 
tered in  the  make-up  of  the  conven- 
tion committees  and  the  declarations 
which  will  be  contained  in  the  plat- 
form of  the  party.  The  national  com- 
mittee still  had  contests  involving 
ninety-four  seats  to  consider,  but 
.'Strenuous  efforts  were  being  made  to 
rush  the  work  to  completion  in  order 
that  other  business  might  be  disposed 
of  in  advance  of  the  eve  of  the  big 
gathering  and  the  attitude  of  leaders 
of  the  "allies"  gives  fairly  good 
grounds  for  t>elieving  that  this  condi- 
tion will  prevail. 

The  South  Carolina  contests  w^ere 
scheduled  for  the  opening  work  of  the 
national  committee  today.  The  case 
involving  the  delegates-at-large  from 
that  state  were  defaulted  to  the  Taft 
column  yesterday  and  there  was  a 
bare  possibility  that  this  example 
might  be  followed  regarding  the  dis- 
trict contests  from  there  also.  Ten- 
nessee, Texas  and  Oklahoma  were  ex- 
pected to  follow  and  then  the  contests 
from  Arizona  and  Alaska.  The  work 
of  the  committee  was  simplified  to  a 
considerable  extent  owing  to  the 
agreement  already  announced  to  con- 
solidate the  contests  from  Texas.  A 
number  of  districts  as  well  as  the 
delegates-at-large  were  Involved  here 
and  the  consolidation  will  shorten  the 
lengthy  proceedings  at  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  national  committee. 
Conference  of  Labor  Leaders. 
One  of  the  side  Lssues  of  the  con- 
vention which  may  attract  consider- 
able aUention  is  the  coming  confer- 
ence of  union  labor  leaders,  scheduled 
to  begin  as  soon  as  Samuel  Gompers, 
president  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  arrives.  The  conference  will 
devote  considerable  time  to  a  con.sid- 
eratlon  of  methods  by  which  the  Re- 
publican convention  may  be  Induced 
to  insert  an  "anti-Injunction"  plank 
in  its  platform.  Seth  Low  of  New 
York,  president  of  the  Civic  Federa- 
tion, and  a  delegate-at-large  from 
New  York,  may  take  part  in  the  con- 
ference, this  supposition  being 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  Ralph 
Easley  of  New  York,  secretary  of  the 
Civic  Federation,  Is  already  here  and 
frankly  avows  that  he  came  to  attend 
the  labor   conference. 

With  the  national  contests  receding 
in  interest  the  politicians  are  beginning 
to  take  notice  of  the  sectional  struggles 
for  places  on  the  national  committee. 
Last  night  the  Illinois  and  Ohio  affairs 
held  the  center  of  the  stage,  the  form- 
er giving  evidence  of  developing  Into  a 
sharp  contest  while  the  latter  was 
largely  dominated  by  gossip.  It  Is  as- 
serted that  A.  L.  Vorys  Is  to  succeed 
Myron  T.  Herrlck  as  the  member  from 
Ohio,  but  neither  of  these  gentlemen 
would  discuss  the  rejport. 

The  Illinois  contest  is  between  Frank 
O.  Lowden,  congressmen  and  present 
member,  and  Frederick  W.  Upham, 
who  has  been  the  chief  worker  In  ar- 
ranging for  the  convention  and  In 
raising  funds  for  Chicago's  part  in  en- 
tertaining the  delegates.

States  Marino  band,  that  famous 
Washington  organization,  perfected 
with  years  of  effort,  out  of  business.

Indeed,  there  will  be 
little  reason  for  maintaining  the  or- 
ganization any  longer.  There  will  be 
plenty  regret. 


LOANS  BY  OKLAHOM.\. 

Over  $1,000,000   Placed   on   Farm 
Mortgages  and  County  Bonds. 

Guthrie,  Okla.,  June  11.— The  state 
board  has  loaned  over  $1,000,000  of  the 
$5,000,0f>0  school  fund  on  farm  mort- 
gages and  county  bonds,  about  three- 
fourths  being  on  the  former.  The  de- 
mand for  loans  is  so  great  that  the  ap- 
plications are  hundreds  ahead  of  the 
board's  ability  to  investigate.  Loans 
are  being  made  at  5  per  cent,  2  per  cent 
below  the  ruling  mortgage  rate.

take this  work,  and  that  she  will  sail 
for  Europe  during  the  next  few  weeks.

HELP  FOR  THE  FARMERS. 

New  Plan  Devised  by  Department  of 
Labor  .and  Commerce. 

Washington,  June  11. — The  officials  of 
the  postofflce  department  have  given 
their  approval  to  a  plan  of  the  division 
of  information  of  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor,  which  contem- 
plates making  use  of  the  services  of 
postmasters  and  rural  cairriers  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  employment  work  of 
the  division. 

The  postmasters  will  be  required  to 
send  out  through  the  carriers  to  farm- 
ers and  others  on  the  various  routes 
tributary  to  their  officers  return  postal 
caids,  prepared  by   the  division  of  in- 


formation, that  will  contain  instruc- 
tions how  to  secure  help  from  among 
immigrants.  The  cards  will  contain 
blanks,  which,  when  properly  filled, 
will  bring  to  the  farmer  or  other  em- 
ployer of  labor  Just  the  number  and  the 
character  of  workmen  that  he  desies.

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THE  ORIGON  SENATORSHIP. 

Later  news  from  Oregon,  where  the  -Oregon  plan" 
of  selecting  United  States  senators  was  tried  recently 
with  the  startling  result  that  a  Republican  legislature 
is  called  upon  to  make  a  Democrat  United  States  senator, 
shows  that  there  is  practically  no  possibility  that  the 
legislature  will  refuse  to  abide  by  its  pledges. 

in  the  earlier  news,  when  it  was  supposed  that  the 
majority  of  pledged  members  of  the  legislature  was 
smaller  than  it  actually  is,  it  was  hinted  that  some  of 
the  pledged  solons  were  thinking  of  squirming  out 
from  under  their  obligations.  Indeed,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  legislature  is  overwhelmingly  Republican, 
it  seemed  to  many  almost  impossible  to  believe  that  it 
would  ever   elect   a   Democratic   senator,    pledges   or   no 

However,  it  appears  from  the  statements  made  by  the 
majority  of  the  pledged  legislators  of  Oregon  that  they 
do  intend  to  stand  by  their  pledges,  and  that  they  con- 
sider the  senatorship  a  closed  contest.  When  the  legis- 
lature meets,  therefore,  the  spectacle  of  a  body  over- 
whelmingly dominated  by  one  party  electing  the  candi- 
date of  the  opposing  party  will  be  presented,  and  it  will 
be  a  unique  and  interesting  political  diversion.  Kentucky, 
with  a  Democratic  legislature,  recently  elected  a  Repub- 
lican senator,  but  the  Democratic  majority  was  small, 
end  the  incident  therefore  less  remarkable. 

The  Oregon  legislature  has  ninety  votes  on  joint 
ballot;  thirty  in  the  senate  and  sixty  in  the  house.  Forty- 
six  votes  are  necessary  to  elect  a  senator,  and  fifty-two 
members  were  elected  on  a  pledge  to  abide  by  the 
decision  of  the  people  at  the  senatorial  primary  elec- 
tion. This  is  six  more  than  enough  to  elect.  Of  the 
ninety  members,  only  thirteen  are  Democrats,  and  all 
of  these  signed  the  statement  committing  themselves 
to  abide  by  the  result  of  the  popular  vote.  The  Republi- 
cans were  divided  nearly  equally,  thirty-nine  signing  the 
pledge  statement  and  thirty-eight  signing  Statement  No. 
2,  which  merely  states  that  the  signer  considers  the  pri- 
mary election  result  on  senator  as  "advisory,"  and  not 
binding.

Chamberlain,  the  Democratic  governor  of  a  Republican 
state  who  will  be  a  Democratic  senator  frojn  a  Republi- 
can state,  says:  "It  is  all  right  to  speculate  when  a 
pledge  is  not  a  pledge,  but  when  all  is  said  and  done 
in  its  last  analy.^is  a  pledge  is  always  a  pledge  and 
nothing  else.  The  men  elected  on  a  Statement  No.  i 
platform  solemnly  obligated  themselves  to  the  people 
that  in  the  event  of  their  election  they  would  vote  in 
the  legislature  for  any  one  whom  the  people  by  their 
votes  designated  as  their  choice  for  United  States 
senator.  If  they  are  honorable  men  they  are  left  with 
no  option.  Few  if  any  of  them  are  in  any  doubt,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  conceive  how  an  honorable  man 
could  have  any  honest  doubts." 

The  Telegram  intimates  that  there  have  already  been 
hints  at  attempted  bribery  of  pledged  legislators,  and 
as  to  this  it  says:  "The  old  way  may  have  been  better 
than  the  new  way;  there  is  something  doubtless  to  be 
said  on  both  sides,  but  the  suggestions  of  bribery  with 
which  the  air  is  already  filled  are  not  calculated  to 
arouse  any  violent  antagonism  against  the  new  way  of 
electing   senators." 


preme  court  of  the  United  States  that  under  the  Con- 
stitution employers  may  blacklist  their  employes,  deny- 
ing them  the  right  to  pursue  their  handicrafts;  but  that 
employes  may  not  push  their  just  claims  by  the  use  of 
the  boycott. 

In  other  words,  the  employers  may  boycott  their  em- 
ployes, but  the  employes  may  not  boycott  their  em- 
ployers. Both  devices  are  wrong,  but  one  is  as 
grievously  wrong  as  the  other,  and  if  the  Constitution 
is  as  the  supreme  court  interprets  it,  it  ought  to  be 
changed. 

Yet  the  people  can't  change  it,  and  it  can  be  changed 
only  by  two  methods,  both  of  which  are  nearly  impossi- 
ble. One  method  is  to  have  congress  submit  proposed 
constitutional  amendments  to  be  rati*^ed  by  three-fourths 
of  the  state  legislatures.  The  other  ...  to  have  two-thirds 
of  the  legislatures  call  upon  congress  to  provide  for 
a  constitutional  convention,  which  may  propose  amend- 
ments to  be  ratified  by  the  states,  the  same  as  when 
they    are    proposed   by    congress. 

There  has  never  yet  been  a  constitutional  convention 
called  by  the  state  legislatures,  and  congress  has  pro- 
posed no  amendments  to  the  Constitution  since  1869. 

Perhaps  the  Constitution  is  all  right;  perhaps  it  will 
always  be  all  right;  perhaps  it  is  impossible  to  improve 
upon  it,  though  in  view  of  the  vast  changes  that  have 
come  about  since  it  was  formed  that  is  rather  wildly 
improbable.  If  it  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  is  well 
that   it   is   almost   impossible   to  change   it. 

But  suppose  it  isn't  so  flexible  as  to  provide  for  all 
possible  contingencies,  and  suppose  the  supreme  court's 
decisions  keep  making  it  less  and  less  flexible  all  the 
time.     What  can  the  people  do  about  it? 

.And  if  we  believe  in  popular  government,  as  we  are 
supposed  to,  shouldn't  it  be  possible  for  the  people  to 
change  it  if  they  believe  it  needs  changing?  For  in- 
stance, it  is  quite  clear  that  the  people  wish  to  change 
the  method  of  electing  United  States  senators,  but  they 
are  just  as  far  from  it  as  ever  they  were,  though  the 
wish  to  make  the  change  has  existed  for  many  years.

THE  BREWERS'  GOOD  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  brewers  of  the  country,  in  convention  at  Mil- 
waukee yesterday,  passed  a  set  of  resolutions  which  may 
have  considerabe  effect  in  stemming  the  tide  of  hostility 
to  the  saloon  which  has  been  sweeping  the  country  of 
late.  Though  such  movements  as  that  which  has  made 
"dry"  a  considerable  part  of  the  country  inevitably  have 
their  reactions,  there  is  yet  no  sign  of  reaction,  and 
clearly  it  is  up  to  the  saloon  interests  to  do  something 
to  head  off  the  wave  before  it  engulfs  the  whole  country. 

The  brewers  showed  a  clear  comprehension  of  the 
evils  which  have  led  to  this  uprising.  It  is  the  abuses 
of  the  saloon  trade  that  have  stirred  public  sentiment, 
and  it  seems  obvious  enough  that  the  best  thing  the 
saloon  trade  can  do  to  counteract  the  prohibition  move- 
ment is  to  recognize  and  stamp  out  these  abuses.  Mere 
passing  of  resolutions  will  not  do  it,  but  it  is  only  fair 
to  assume  that  when  the  brewers  go  on  record  against 
the  low  dive  and  the  saloon  abuses  which  have  aroused 
public  indignation,  thej'  are,,  in  good  faith  and  mean  to 
do  their  part  in  stamping  out  these  evils. 

The  movement  to  clean  the  saloon  business  comes 
properly  from  the  brewers.  Though  beer  is  the  smallest 
offender — nobody  gets  crazy  drunk  and  runs  amuck  on 
beer — the  brewers  must  suffer  with  the  manufacturers  of 
cheap  and  adulterated  drinks  that  are  poisons  in  dis- 
guise if  the  prohibitory  movement  continues;  indeed, 
the  brewers  will  be  unable  to  dispose  of  their  bulky  prod- 
uct when  the  makers  of  adulterated  whisky  and  gin  are 
doing  a  profitable  blind  pig  business.  Beer  is  universally 
used,  and  in  the  opinion  of  many  is  a  wholesome  bever- 
age; certainly  it  possesses  no  such  violent  potentialities 
as  forty-rod  Bowery  whisky. 

The  brewers  have  gone  on  record  in  favor  of  abolish- 
ing dives,  of  strict  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  of 
the  promotion  of  temperance.  If  they  can  abolish  the 
abuses,  they  will  go  far  toward  preventing  the  universal 
spread  of  prohibition,  and  that  is  the  only  way  it  can  be 
done. 


THE  BORDER  MAIL  SERVICE. 

Beginning  Sunday  afternoon,  through  passenger 
traffic  between  Duluth  and  Winnipeg  and  the  boundary 
country,  over  the  Missabe  road,  the  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake 
&  Winnipeg,  and  the  Canadian  Northern  roads,  will  be 
established.  Leaving  Duluth  at  3:50  p.  m.,  passengers 
will  arrive  at  Winnipeg  at  9  o'clock  the  next  morning. 
This  brings  within  easy  reach  of  Duluth  an  immense  and 
promising  empire,  and  the  new  service  means  a  great 
deal  to  the  business  interests  of  Duluth. 

But  to  make  it  really  valuable,  there  must  be  a  good 
mail  service,  and  as  yet,  unfortunately,  no  mail  arrange- 
ments have  been  made.  Properly,  the  mail  service  should 
have  been  arranged  to  begin  as  soon  as  the  train  service; 
the  need  of  it  will  exist,  the  facilities  for  it  are  all  pro- 
vided, and  nothing  remains  except  for  the  postoffice  de- 
partment to  make  its  arrangements. 

The  department  will  confer  a  great  favor  upon  Du- 
luth, the  range  towns,  the  border  communities  and  the 
Canadian  cities  that  are  to  be  reached  by  the  new  train 
service,  if  it  will  proceed  as  rapidly  as  may  be  to  es- 
tablish its  railway  mail  service  along  the  new  lines.  Un- 
questionably a  large  mail  business  will  be  done,  so  there 
can  be  no  doubt  about  the  need  of  the  service.  The  ter- 
ritory reached  by  the  new  railroad  connections  will  not 
reap  the  full  benefit  until  mail  service  is  provided. 


THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  THE  PEOPLE. 

Tl;e  process  of  amending  the  federal  Constitution 
shows  how  far  away  from  real  popular  government  this 
country  still  is. 

The  people  can  neither  initiate  nor  approve,  directly, 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  No  matter  how 
much  they  may  desire  a  change,  no  matter  how  strongly 
conditions  show  the  need  of  an  amendment,  the  people 
cannot  initiate  it,  and  if  one  is  initiated  they  cannot 
vote  upon  it. 

The  Constitution  circumscribes  the  area  of  legisla- 
tion for  the  common  good,  and  by  judicial  interpreta- 
tion, which  the  people  are  bound  to  accept  whether 
they  like  it  or  not,  it  may  be  restricted  still  more.  It  is 
easy  to  imagine  a  coming  time  when  this  wide  separa- 
tion of  the  people  from  control  of  their  fundamental  law 
may  become  very  vexing;  and  interests  which  object  to 
the  extension  of  measures  for  the  common  good  will  do 
all  they  can  to  prevent  the  abyss  from  being  narrowed.

WIFE  AGAINST  HUSBAND. 

One  of  the  dire  possibilities  of  the  indiscriminate  mix- 
ing of  the  se.xes  in  the  field  of  politics  and  public  affairs 
is  suggested  by  an  interesting  condition  that  prevails 
down  in  Emporia,  Kan.,  where  William  Allen  White 
comes  from. 

Mrs.  Mary  McCrcary  Parkman  is  the  editor  of  the 
Emporia  Times,  a  Democratic  newspaper,  and  she  is 
also  the  possessor  of  a  very  sensitive  and  active  con- 
science which  is  always  on  the  job  when  she  is  con- 
sidering the  problems  that  confront  her  as  a  molder  of 
public  opinion. 

Mr.  Parkman — the  sad  havoc  wrought  by  the  inroads 
of  womankind  in  business  and  politics  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  dispatches  do  not  even  provide  us  with 
his  first  name  or  initials,  but  refer  to  him  merely  as 
"the  husband  of  Mrs.  Mary  McCreary  Parkman"— Mr. 
Parkman  is  a  candidate  for  renomination  as  the  Re- 
publican candidate  for  county  surveyor. 

Now,  as  a  wife,  Mrs.  Parkman  has  probably  no  seri- 
ous objections  to  the  earnings  of  her  husband  as  the 
holder  of  a  public  office.  They  probably  eke  out  the 
earnings  of  the  newspaper,  and  perhaps  make  possible 
some  little  luxuries  in  addition  to  the  stern  necessities 
of  life  like  merry  widow  hats,  bread,  shirtwaists,  pie,  tan 
shoes  and  meat.  As  a  wife,  therefore,  Mrs.  Parkman 
must  certainly  favor  the  election  of  her  husband. 

But  as  an  editor  and  a  Democrat,  it  is  different;  and 
Mrs.  Parkman  appears  to  be  able  to  separate  herself 
as  editor  and  partisan  from  herself  as  wife  and  home- 
maker.  She  announces  that  in  case  her  husband  secures 
the  Republican  nomination  for  county  surveyor,  it  will 
be  the  duty  of  her  newspaper,  as  a  Democratic  organ,  to 
oppose  him  to  the  bitter  end.  "This  newspaper,"  she 
editorializes,  "is  a  free  and  untamed  organ  of  special 
privileges  to  none  and  equal  right  to  all,  and  if  our 
husband  thinks  he  belongs  to  the  privileged  classes 
he  is  mighty  badly  fooled."  Waiving  the  bigamous  sug- 
gestion in  the  conjunction  of  the  editorial  pronoun  and 
the  domestic  relationship  in  the  phrase  "our  husband," 
it  is  impossible  not  to  marvel  at  the  hypersensitive  de- 
velopment of  the  partisan  conscience  of  this  good  lady. 
Technically,  of  course,  her  attitude  is  the  only  correct 
one.  The  editor  of  a  newspaper  has  a  duty  to  his 
public  that  is  far  greater  than  his  personal  wishes  and 
relationships.  He  should  hew  to  the  line,  no  matter 
where  the  chips  fly  or  whose  toes  are  planted  on  the  log, 
even  though  they  may  be  his  own.  The  editor  of  a 
partisan  newspaper  is  even  more  strictly  circumscribed, 
since  his  duty  is  to  his  party  before  all  else,  and  country, 
home,  wife,  husband,  children — everything  must  give 
way   to   the   party's   need. 

However,  it  is  conceivable  that  Mrs.  Parkman  could 
have  been  forgiven  if  she  had  sunk  her  partisanship  in 
this  instance,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  ignoring  the  con- 
test in  which  her  husband  is  embroiled.  However,  if 
Mr.  Parkman  has  been  crowded  into  the  insignificance 
of  being  referred  to  merely  as  the  husband  of  his  wife, 
it  probably  does  uot  matter  much  either  way.

nection with  the  vice  presidency,  I  stated 
that  I  <»hould  neither  run  after  the  nomi- 
nation or  away  from  it.  My  name  would 
not  go  before  the  national  convention  had 
not  the  Mossashusettg  .state  convention 
formally  put  it  forward  as  that  of  the 
Massachusetts  candidate  and  had  not 
both  senators  voluntarily  offered  to  take 
charge  of  the  matter  in  the  national 
convention.

Increased  shipments  of  ore  from  the 
Steol  corporation  mines  on  the  range 
to  the  docks  by  the  D.,  M.  &  N.  rail- 
road are  dependent  upon  the  Pittsburg 
Stemship  company  and  the  dispatch 
with  which  It  puts  its  boats  in  com- 
mission. As  the  Pittsburg  fleet  is  In- 
creased, the  Mlssaba  shipments  will  be 
Increased    to    correspond. 

The  Pittsburg  company  has  been  put- 
ting on  more  boats  every  day  this  week. 
The  whole  lleet  is  not  In  commission 
yet  by  any  means,  but  at  the  rate  of 
increase,  nearly  every  boat  will  be  mov- 
iiig  by  the  last  week  of  tills  month. 
Ten  of  the  steamers  are  now  bound  up 
the  lakes  for  cargoes  here,  and  yes- 
terday the  lleet  of  barges  was  cut  Into. 
The  Cornell  cleared  from  Erie  with 
the  Carrington.  Krupp  and  Bryu  Mawr 
and  the  Maricopa  took  the  Martha  out 
of  Cleveland.  All  are  bound  for  Du- 
luth. 

Up  to  today  the  D.,  M.  &  N.  had  ship- 
ped 200,00u  tons  of  ore  from  the  mines  to 
the  docks  this  month.  During  the  same 
period  last  year  tii>0,oo<>  tons  were  ship- 
ped, showing  that  only  about  one-third 
of  the  capacity  of  tlie  road  has  been 
employed    thus    far    this    month. 

The  present  average  of  20,000  tons  a 
day  will  probably  be  gradually  in- 
creased this  month,  as  the  Pittsburg 
fleet  is  being  increased  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  move  more  ore  to  keep 
the    boats   going. 

Six  cargoes  were  shipped  from  the 
Mlssaba  docks  yesterday  and  It  is  ex- 
pected the  average  shipments  for  the 
remainder  of  the  month  will  be  heavier 
than  for  the  last  ten  days. 

At  the  Great  Northern  ore  docks  at 
Superior,  two  or  three  boats  are  get- 
ting away  every  day  and  about  15,000 
tons  of  oro  a  day  are  being  moved  to 
the  docks  of  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
road. The  Allouez  docks  are  furnishing 
the  Independent  boats  with  all  of  their 
ore  cargoes  and,  as  the  docks  are  run- 
ning on  nothing  like  their  normal 
basis,  the  scarcity  of  return  cargoes  for 
independent    boats    is   still    noticeable.

State  Firemen  to  Meet  in 

Nearby  Town  Next 

Time. 

Mankato,  Minn.,  June  11. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Chief  Charles  Wen- 
dall  of  the  Cloquet  fire  department 
was  elected  president  of  the  State 
Firemen's  association,  before  adjourn- 
ment yesterday  afternoon  and  the 
Carlton  county  town  was  also  selected 
as  next  year's  meeting  place.

Cloquet  was  In  line  for  the  1909 
convention  until  Its  chief  was  removed 
for  incompetency,  and  consequently 
was  not  at  this  convention.  Then  a 
plan  to  give  Alexandria  the  conven- 
tion next  year  Instead  of  1910,  as  per 
former  arrangements,  was  launched. 
Many  speeches  and  pleas  were  heard 
on  the  relative  claims  of  both  towns 
and  proper  balloting  methods  were 
debated,  with  the  result  after  a  half 
hour  of  roll  call  voting  it  was  found 
that  the  ballot  stood;  Cloquet,  306; 
Alexandria,  84. 

The  suggestion  to  hold  future  con- 
ventions In  towns  of  not  less  than 
5.000  was  coldly  received. 

The  addresses  of  State  Insurance 
Commissioner  J.  A.  Hartigan,  State 
Fire  Marshal  Edward  Peters  and 
Mayor  Daniel  Lawler  of  St.  Paul  were 
among  the  events  of  yesterday's  meet- 
ing. A  distressing  feature  of  the  con- 
vention was  the  accident  that  befell 
Fireman  Horstad  of  St.  Paul,  who  sus- 
tained painful  Injuries  by  falling  Into 
the  basement  of  the  Mankato  theater. 
A  fund  was  raised  for  the  benefit  of 
Frank  Jefferies  of  the  Red  Lake  Falls 
department,  who  recently  lost  both 
legs.

Cleveland.  Ohio.  June  11.— The  Iron 
Trade  Review  says:  The  action  of  the 
atofl  manufacturers  in  reducing  prices 
of  billets,  sheet  bars,  plates,  structural 
Bhnpes,  merchant  pipe  and  wire  nails 
•was  made  Inevitable  by  the  concession 
on  steel  bars,  and  is  welcomed  by  the 


trade,  as  the  finished  material  market, 
with  the  exception  of  some  Increase  In 
contracting  for  eteel  bars,  has  been 
stagnant  during  the  past  week.  The 
action  was  prompted  by  the  strongest 
dictates  of  wisdom,  and  Improvement 
in  demand  can  be  reasonably  expected. 
Although  the  opinions  of  consumers 
may  ditter  as  to  whether  some  of  the 
reductions  are  adequate,  the  splendid 
crop  prospects  and  improved  financial 
conditions  furnish  reason  for  the  be- 
lief that  a  large  amount  of  buying  can 
not  long  be  delayed.  It  Is  generally 
concede<l  that  much  good  has  been  ac- 
complished by  the  success  of  the  price 
maintenance  policy  up  to  the  time  of 


the  reduction  of  the  price  on  steel 
bars.  Following  the  announcement  of 
the  new  price  of  steel  bars,  a  fair 
amount  of  contracting  has  been  done. 
When,  at  a  meeting  of  Lake  Superior 
ore  interests  in  Cleveland,  last  Febru- 
ary, It  was  decided  to  reaffirm  the  1907 
prices,  the  action  was  taken  with  ex- 
treme reluctance  on  the  part  of  the 
ore  representatives,  who  preferred  to 
adhere  to  the  time-honored  custom  of 
not  fixing  prices  until  It  became  evi- 
dent that  furnace  companies  were 
ready  to  contract  for  their  season's 
requirements.  Reaffirmation  was  de- 
cided upon  solely  because  it  was  urged 
by    steel    manufacturers,    who    believe

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that  It  was  an  abpolutely  necessary 
part  of  their  plan  of  preventing  gen- 
eral demoralization  of  prices  of  all 
iron  and  steel  products. 

It  Is  now  very  jirobable  that,  In  har- 
mony with  the  ld<ia  of  co-operation,  all 
or©  Interests  will  reduce  their  base 
quotations  50  cents  per  ton.  It  Is  un- 
derstood that  one  interest,  which  hag 
not  usually  acted  with  the  others,  has 
already  dlsi>osed  of  a  large  tonnage, 
at  a  reduction  of  50  cents  per  ton. 
It  may  safely  bo  predicted,  however, 
that  in  no  event  will  a  greater  reduc- 
tion than  50  cents;  be  made.  It  is  now 
estimated  that  the  Lake  Superior  ore 
movement  for  tho  season  will  amount 
to  about  22,000.00(1  tons,  about  half  of 
the  tonnage  of  last  year,  of  which 
14,000,000  tons  wi!!  be  shipped  by  the 
United  States  St<*l  corporation. 

In  spite  of  the  dullness  in  finished 
lines,  the  pig  iron  market  has  shown 
Incre^od  strength.  Although  sale? 
have  not  been  s>  numerous,  and  in- 
quiry has  decreased,  the  tonnage  has 
been  of  fair  volume.  It  is  not  antici- 
pated that  the  reductions  in  the  prices 
of  ore  will  have  any  Important  effect 
on  the  pig  Iron  market,  as  pig  Iron 
prices  have  already  sharply  declined, 
and  an  Immense  tonnage  sold  at  the 
old  prices  Is  still  on  hand. 

SAYSlOHNSOPriS 
BIG,  STRONG  MAN 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  June  11.— "Gov- 
ernor John  A.  Jotinson  is  a  great  man 
who  is  coming.  Tie  has  not  arrived  yet, 
but  the  influence  he  had  at  the  confer- 
ence, and  the  respect  shown  him  there 
shows  that  he  is  strong.  He  stood  up 
among  te  half  dos'.en  governors  who  are 
worth  watching." 

In  these  few  words,  J.  Horace  Mc- 
Farland  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  president 
of  the  American  Civic  association, 
spoke  of  the  impression  made  by  Min- 
nesota's governor  at  the  recent  con- 
ference at  Washington,  where  the  con- 
servation of  the  nation's  resources  was 
discussed.  Mr.  McFarland  attended  at 
the  special  Invitation  of  President 
Roosevelt. 

A  ret;eptlon  which  he  will  long  re- 
member was  tendered  Mr.  McFarland 
Tuesday  noon,  when  he  was  the  guest 
of  honor  at  a  luncheon  given  by  the 
Publicity  club  In  the  West  hotel.  For 
the  past  two  days  he  has  been  visiting 
In  Minneapolis  ai:  the  invitation  of  the 
club,  to  aid  in  tie  campaign  for  civic 
beauty  and  Tuesday's  reception  was  In 
the  nature  of  a  farewell  testimonial. 

Over  300  mem'tiers  of  the  club,  and 
several  invited  (Quests,  crowded  the 
banquet  hall  to  hear  what  Mr.  Mc- 
Farland had  to  say  of  the  Wasliington 
conference.  To  state  that  they  enjoyed 
his  talk  would  do  but  scant  Justice  to 
Mr.  McFarland. 


If  the  action  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  courthouse  commission  is 
confirmed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
commissioners,  St.  Louis  county's  new 
courthouse  will  be  constructed  of  New 
Hampshire  granite.  The  selection  of 
this  stone  was  made  a  few  days  ago, 
at  a  meeting  between  two  members  of 
the  committee,  Mr.  White  of  the  firm 
of  D.  H.  Burnham  &  Co.,  ar,chitects  for 
the  building,  and  Mr.  Lanquist  of  Chi- 
cago, a  memmber  of  the  firm  of  Lan- 
quist &  Illsley,  which  has  the  general 
■construction  contract. 

Mr.  Lanquist  is  said  to  have  agreed 
to  furnish  the  material  and  build  the 
courthouse  of  granite  at  an  additional 
cost  of  about  $77,000  over  the  amount 
his  firm  ibid  for  the  general  contract. 
This  price  is  claimed  to  be  $3,000  under 
the  lowest  bid  that  was  submitted  to 
the  commission  for  granite  of  the  grade 
specified.  The  commission  received 
several  bids  for  granite,  both  New 
Hampshire  and  Minnesota  stone,  the 
lowest  bid  being  approximately  $80,000. 
As  compared  with  the  price  of  granite 
in  former  years,  the  prices  quoted  the 
commission  on  granite  were  claimed 
to  be  favorable,  but  Mr.  Lanquist,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  his  firm  has  the 
general  contract,  and  will  have  the 
equipment  to  handle  the  stone  with 
facility  at  this  end,  has  offered  to  fur- 
nish the  stone  at  an  even  lower  figure. 
Favor  Granite. 
The  sentiment  of  the  courthouse  com- 
mission is  strongly  in  favor  of  a  granite 
courthouse,  and  there  is  little  doubt  but 
that  the  action  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee will  be  confirmed. 

Before  selecting  the  New  Hampshire 
granite,  the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion are  said  to  have  investigated  the 
practicability  of  constructing  the  new- 
building  of  Minnesota  granite.  The 
idea  of  using  granite  from  the  Hinsdale 
quarry,  in  this  county,  was  discussed 
with  experts  in  the  quarrying  business, 
and  the  information  was  given  that  it 
would  cost  the  county  about  $75,000  for 
the  equipment  and  labor  to  reopen  the 
quarry  and  begin  taking  out  stone, 
and  that  it  would  require  from  three 
to  four  months  to  get  the  work  started. 
If  the  quarry  should  be  put  in  oper- 
ation, it  would  be  Impossible  to  get 
out  more  than  100  to  300  feet  per  week 
for  the  first  year.  At  the  rate  the 
stone  could  be  taken  out  under  the 
most  advantageous  circumstances,  the 
experts  claim,  it  would  take  from  three 
to  four  years  to  get  out  enough  granite 
to  build  the  courthouse,  which,  under 
the  contract,  is  to  be  finished  In  a  year 
and  a  half.  These  conditions,  It  Is 
.said,  preclude  any  idea  of  procuring 
St.  Louis  county  granite  for  the  new 
courthouse.  It  will  require  about  150,000 
cubic  feet  of  granite  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  building. 

Mr.  Lanquist  and  Mr.  White  went  to 
St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating the  quarry  there,  to  see  if 
the  Minnesota  granite  could  be  furnish- 
ed as  fast  as  the  builders  require.  It 
is  claimed  that  the  quarry  could  not, 
with  its  present  equipment  furnish 
more  than  1,000  feet  a  week,  working 
at  Its  utmost  capacity.  The  quarry 
people  are  said  to  have  agreed  to  put 
in  another  boiler  and  double  their 
operations  if  they  were  awarded  the 
contract,  but  the  nearest  estimate  that 
could  be  placed  on  the  time  in  which 
the  plant  would  be  in  full  operation 
under  the  new  conditions  was  about 
three  months.  The  contractors  claim 
that  In  order  to  furnish  the  granite 
fast  enough  the  quarry  people  would 
have  to  treble  or  quadruple  their  ca- 
pacity. 

The  New  Hampshire  granite  quarry- 
men  have  agreed  to  furnish  all  the 
granite  that  will  be  needed,  and  in 
such  quantities  per  week  as  the  con- 
tractors may  reqmre.  The  stone  will 
come  already  cut  and  dressed  and  will 
simiply  have  to  be  hauled  from  the  car 
or  the  dock  to  the  courthouse  site  and 
placed  in  position. 

The  New  Hampshire  granite  Is  a 
softer  stone  than  the  Minnesota  granite 
and  is  said  to  bo  very  handsome  and 
substantial. 

If  the  plan  Is  carried  out  the  build- 
ing will  be  of  .solid  granite  up  to  the 
roof  and  cornices  and  will  be  both  im- 
posing and  beautiful. 

The  courthouse  commission  is  urg- 
ing the  people  who  bought  the  buildings 
on  the  courthouse  site  to  hurry  the  dis- 
mantling process  so  tliat  the  contract- 
ore  can  begin  work  by  June  15.  the  date 
set  for  the  commencement  of  work  on 
the  excavation  for  the  foundations. 
The  county  is  advertising  for  bids  for 
the  changing  of  water,  gas  and  sewer 
system  in  the  district  to  be  covered  by 
the  new  building.  All  the  old  mains 
and  sewers  will  have  to  be  taken  up 
and  relaid  around  the  location  of  the 
courthouse.  This  will  entail  quite  a 
large  amount  of  work,  and  It  Is  neces 
sary  that  an  early  start  be  made  in 
order  that  the  changing  of  the  water 
and  sef%ver  systems  ^vill  not  interefe 
with   the   excavation   work. 

Lanquist  &  Illsley,  it  is  understood, 
will  bring  their  own  force  of  expert 
workmen  to  take  charge  of  the  work, 
probably  about  twenty  or  twenty-five 
men.  They  will  suiperintend  the  work 
while  the  cxjntractors  will  depend  on 
the  local  supply  of  labor  to  carry  out 
their  contract.  The  firm  will  probably 
bring  their  own  teams  and  vehicles  for 
mo\-ing  heavy  stone  as  they  have  some 
specially  designed  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Lanquist  has  been  a  member  of 
the  board  of  referees  between  the  con- 
tractors and  the  building  unions  in 
Chicago  for  the  past  eleven  years.

Information  that  some  Improvement 
in  the  railroad  situation  in  the 
drenched  district  of  Montana  has  taken 
place,  and  that  railroading  la  fraught 
wltii  less  dlfiiculltles,  was  received  at 
the  offices  of  the  XorthL-rn  Pacific  and 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
railways    this    morning. 

Trains  Nos.  3  and  4  are  still  out  of 
commission  on  the  former  line,  but  In- 
formation received  at  the  local  office 
i.s  to  the  effect  that  the  general  situa- 
tion Is  somewhat  Improved,  and  that 
witnm  a  few  days  it  is  expected  that 
much  of  the  d.amage  that  has  necessl- 
},.,  ^^^^  holding  up  of  the  two  trains 
will  have  bet-n  repaired. 
^  C.  L.  Kennedy,  commercial  agent  of 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St  Paul  rail- 
way, this  morning  received  a  telegram 
announcing  that  the  embargo  on 
frcignt  west  of  Terry,  Mont.,  has  been 
removed.  Shipments  can  now  be  made 
to  the  end  of  the  present  extension- 
Lombard. 

According  to  the  information  received 
here  the  construction  work  in  the  West 
has  been  seriously  delayed  by  the 
heavy  rains.  Work  on  the  Pacific  coast 
extension  of  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  has 
been  held  up,  because  of  the  rains, 
while  the  work  on  the  Northern  PaclHc 
has  also  been  greatly  delayed  for  the 
same  reason. 

It  is  stated  here  by  railway  men  that 
tlie  worst  of  the  fiood  is  over  and  that 
tlie  trains  will  soon  be  running 
through  to  the  coast.

The  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  have  beer,  in  session  at  Duluth  for 
several  days,  were  the  guests  of  the 
State  normal  school  authorities  at  a 
banquet  held  at  that  institution  last 
eveninsj. 

There  were  a  number  of  speakers,  and 
the  salient  points  of  their  talks  were 
pleas  for  largi-r  salaries  for  the  super- 
intendents and  educators  in  general,  for 
the  removal  jf  the  office  of  county 
superintendent  from  politics  and  for 
better   trained   teachers. 

K.  W.  Boliannon,  president  of  the  nor- 
mal, was  toasijnaster,  and  toast  were 
responded  to  by  Right  Rev.  James  Mc- 
Oolrick,  bishoji  of  Duluth;  Clarence  B. 
Miller,  J.  L  Washburn,  Miss  Fanny 
Knudson,  Julias  Boraas  and  L..  P. 
Harrington. 

Bishop  McGolrick  spoke  of  the  educa- 
tional advancts  Minnesota  has  made 
during  the  last  few  years  in  all  of  her 
schools  and  at  the  same  time  pointed 
out   a   number   of   needed   improvements. 

Mr.  Miller  said  one  of  the  most  urgent 
needs  of  tlie  educational  system  of  the 
state  at  the  present  time  was  larger 
salaries  for  the  county  superintendents. 
He  made  a  strong  plea  for  the  rural 
schools  saying  that  more  attention 
should  be  uaid  to  them. 

Mr.  Washburn  praised  the  work  of 
the  county  superintendents,  who,  he  said, 
had  done  well  considering  the  obstacles 
which  educators  were  obliged  to  overcame 
In  rural  communities.  He  urged  the 
removl  of  the  office  of  county  superin- 
tendent from  politics. 

At  the  final  tusiness  session  of  the  con- 
vention held  at  the  Commercial  club 
yesterday  afternoon,  D.  C.  McKenzle  of 
Hennepin  courty  was  elected  president 
of  the  superintendents'  association  and 
Miss  Fanny  Knudson  of  Otter  Tall 
county  was  named  as  secretary.

Portsmouth  Woman  Says 

She  is  Widow  of 

Thomas  Scriven. 


Did  Thomas  Scriven,  a  grain  Inspect- 
or well  known  in  Duluth  and  Superior, 
who  died  suddenly  some  months  ago, 
leave  a  family? 

This  is  a  question  that  is  likely  to  be 
solved  shortly  by  the  probate  court. 

Scriven,  who  was  found  dead  in  a 
chair  in  a  saloon  at  Superior,  from 
heart  failure,  had  certificates  of  de- 
posit for  about  $2,600  on  his  person 
when  the  authorities  took  charge  of  his 
body.  His  gold  watch,  a  valuable  time- 
piece, which  he  was  known  to  have 
been  wearing  a  short  time  prior  to  his 
death,  has  never  been  found. 

At  the  time  of  Scriven's  death  the 
authorities  made  every  effort  to  locate 
some  of  his  relatives  and,  through  the 
newspaper  accounts  of  his  death  two 
men  from  Milwaukee,  one  of  them,  D. 
J.  Manning,  claiming  to  be  relatives  of 
the  decedent  arrived  in  Duluth  to  look 
after  their  Interests  in  the  estate  if  no 
nearer  relatives  were  found. 

Probate  Judge  Mlddlecoff  has  receiv- 
ed notice  from  Edward  H.  Adams,  an 
attorney  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  that 
Thomas  Scriven  left  a  widow  and  that 
she  resides  in  that  city.  Mr.  Adams 
asked  for  information  regarding  the 
estate  of  the  decedent. 

The  court  appointed  B,.  G.  Segog  of 
this  city  administrator  of  the  Scriven's 
estate  and  Mr.  Segog  is  said  to  have 
heard  that  the  decendent  also  left  a 
daughter,  but  her  address  has  not  yet 
been  learned.  The  estate  is  still  in  the 
process  of  administration  and  the 
Portsmouth  claimant  will  probably 
come  to  Duluth  to  establish  her  identy 
as  the  wife  of  the  decedent. 

None  of  the  local  friends  or  acquaint, 
ances  of  the  decedent  ever  knew  that 
he  had  been  married  or  that  he  had  a 
family  elsewhere.

The  back  fence  concert  season  on 
Fifth  street  le  closed. 

Fifth  street  was  once  a  happy  para- 
dise for  vagrant  pussies.  They  wan- 
dered about  the  back  fences,  and  held 
their  nightly  song  festivals  on  the 
woodpiles  and  outbuildings.  In  fact, 
it  used  to  be  a  kind  of  rendezvous  for 
cats  of  questionable  reputation  addict- 
ed to  late  hours.  Well  bred  cats  from 
good    homes    would    sometimes    steal 

away  to  join  the  Bohemian  crowd  of 
Fifth  street  pussies,  and  add  their 
voices  to  the  midnight  chorus. 

But  those  good  old  days  are  gone, 
and  it  is  largely  owing  to  the  entrance 
of  the  Wisconsin  Central  railroad  into 
Duluth. 

The  Wisconsin  Central  railroad,  as 
Is  well  known,  found  the  old  frame 
shacks  along  the  Bowery  In  Its  road. 
They  were  removed,  and  the  hordes 
of  rats  which  made  the  shacks  their 
homes,  had  to  seek  homes  elsewhere. 
They  lied  to  the  wholesale  houses, 
the  docks,  the  union  depot  and  the 
buildings  along  the  north  side  of  the 
street. 

Now  a  rat  In  a  wholesale  house  is 
about  as  welcome  as  an  angry  bull  at 
a  Sunday  school  picnic,  and  the  whole- 
salers cast  about  for  means  to  stem 
the  tide  of  rats.  Tlie  cat  market  im- 
mediately felt  a  strong,  upward  ten- 
dency, and  stray  pussies  were  picked 
up  wherever  they  could  be  found.  But 
the  supply  of  cats  ran  out,  and  It  is 
claimed  that  an  em.ploye  of  ine  whole- 
sale house  was  then  authorized  to  offer 
50  cents  a  head  for  able  bodied  cats. 
This  tip  was  spread  among  the  boys 
living  along  Fifth  street,  and  they 
began  dumping  their  cats  on  the  mar- 
ket. The  cat  Bohemia  was  broken  up 
in  two  days,  and  the  gay,  cheerful 
members  of  the  old  Fifth  street  gang 
are  now  -  fulfilling  their  destinies  as 
cats,  and  slaving  twenty-four  hours  a 
day  chasing  rats  in  and  out  among 
the  boxes  in  the  storerooms  of  the 
Fifth  avenue  wholesale  houses. 

The  wholesalers  are  now  supplied 
and  the  market  price  for  cats  has 
slumped  badly,  fine  ratters  going  beg- 
ging for  as  low  as  20  cents. 

CAUGHT  STEALING  HAMS.

Malcom  Stewart  and  Joe  Pelty  had 
walked  from  Ely  to  Milepost  14,  on 
the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range,  on  their  way 
to  Duluth,  and  were  very  hungry.

Louis  cotinty  as  a  dairying  center  and 
it  Is  known  that  he  Is  thoroughly  In  ac- 
cord with  th'j  proposed  plan  for  estab- 
lishing an  HcrituUural  school  here.  The 
experiments  with  the  herd  of  dairy  cat- 
tle at  the  lirana  Rapids  experiment 
station  have  proved  that  dairying  can 
be  carne  1  on  with  good  profits  In  the 
northern  part  of  the  state,  and  Prof.

ruined  iiomes  and  thf  many  who  are 
in  prison  by  reason  of  stoik  gambling."  ^ 

Scnat<.r  Cassidy.  Republican,  who,  at 
the  regular  session,  cast  what  was  re- 
garded as  the  deciding  vote  against  ti^ 
bills,  argued  for  the  regulation  of  evils 
Instead  of  attempting  to  wipe  them  out. 

•"Neither  prison  bars  nor  castle  walls 
can  make  a  people  virtuous."  he  said. 
"A  man  who  has  not  enough  mental 
strength  to  keep  from  stealing  his 
emplover's  money  and  betting  it  on  a 
horse  "race,  has  not  enough  strength  t»,^ 
keep  from  stealing  from  his  employer 
to  buy  .1  satin  gown  for  his  wife  or 
for    a    pew    in    church."

Pliil  Bevis,  general 
secretary  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  haa 
sanctioned  Mr.  Frey's  connection  with 
tile  playgrounds  movement  and  he  will 
Immediately   take   up   his  duties. 

Mr.  Frey  will  leave  Saturday  for  a 
visit  to  his  home  in  Cincinnati  and  en 
route  he  expects  to  gain  some  valuable 
ideas  on  the  playgrounds,  as  maintained 
in  different  cities  of  tlie  Middle  West. 
He  will  visit  playgrounds  In  Chicago, 
Indianapolis,  Dayton  and  Cincinnati  and 
will  confer  with  tlie  people  in  charge  of 
thenx.  All  of  th(jse  cities  have  modern 
playground  systems  and  Mr.  Frey  ex- 
pects to  learn  much  that  will  be  valuable 
to    Duluth    in   providing   for   its   children. 

The   Work     of  transforming   Lmcoln 

park  from  its  present  status  into  a  play- 
ground will  begun  as  soon  as  sufficient 
funds  are  at  the  dispo.sal  of  the  associa- 
tion, and  it  will  L>e  the  first  of  the 
grounds  open  to  the  children.  The  as- 
sociation has  laid  its  plans  so  that  this 
summer  will  see  a  good  start  In  tlio 
movement,  which  is  ej^ecled  to  spread 
until  the  children  in  every  section  of  the 
city  will  have  playgrounds  wlthm  easy 
access.

New  York,  June  12.— With  three  rec- 
ord trips  across  the  Atlantic  safely 
stowed  away,  the  giant  Cunarder  Lusi- 
tania dropped  her  anchors  off  Sandy 
Hook  a  few  minutes  before  2  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  official  time  of  her 
arrival  abreast  of  the  Sandy  Hook 
lightship   was  1:08  a.   m. 

The  time  of  her  passage  from  Daunt's 
Rock  to  Sandy  Hook  lightship,  the  of- 
ficial Atlantic  racing  cour.se,  was  4 
days,  20  hours  and  8  minutes,  which 
clips  seven  minutes  off  the  record  for 
the  fastest  trip  across  the  Atlantic  by 
the  long  course,  which  was  made  by 
her  .lister  ship,  the  Mauretania.  The 
Lusitania's  best  previous  record  for  the 
course  was  4  days.  20  hours  and  22 
minutes.  The  Lusitania  also  has  the 
record  for  the  longest  day's  run,  having 
from  noon  Sunday  to  noon  Monday 
made  641  miles,  beating  the  Maure- 
tania's  bes't  day's  run  by  six  knots.

The  sec- 
retary calls  avtenUon  to  the  fact  th;i.t 
there  are  two  methods  of  applying  for  ad- 
ditional national  bank  curreno'  under 
its  provisions.  Banks  occupying  con- 
tinguous  territory  may  organize  currency 
associations  prcividing_  there  are  at  least  I 
ten  bitnks  in  each  asaocia>tion  with 
iiiinimuni  aggregate  capital  and  surplus 
of  at  least  $5,0t 0,000,  while  the  Individual 
banks  must  have  aa  unimparied  capiuil 
and  surplus  of  iu)t  lees  liian  20  per  cent. 
Any  member  of  such  an  as.sociation  with 
outstanding  c-drculatlng  notes  of  met  less 
than  40  per  cent  of  its  capital  may  ob- 
tain additional  circulating  notes  under 
Section    1    ctf    tlie    act 

National  banks  of  the  ssame  standing  c"S 
to  capital  ,-uid  surplus,  but  not  members 
of  an  association,  may  obtain  additional 
circulation  und;r  Section  3  of  the  act. 
In  order  that  all  national  brinks  entitled 
to  take  out  a<lditioiiai  circulation  may 
join  currency  asfiKiclatlons  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury  reserves  the  right  to  add 
to,  and  include  in.  the  territory  of  an  as- 
sociation any  continguous  territory  con- 
taining nationi.l  >>inks,  which  would 
otherwise  be  excluded  from  or  incon- 
veniently locattd  as  to  a  national  cur- 
rency a.ssociatlon.  The  names  of  the  as- 
sociations must  be  indicative  of  the  lo- 
cality, and  an  asociation  niay  not  style 
itself  •fii-S't  national  bank  currency  as- 
sociaiJon."

Fire    Does     Enormous 
Damage  at  Nelson  Mor- 
ris Establishment. 


High  Water  Caused  by 

the  Flood  Hampers 

the  Firemen. 

Two  Laborers  Killed  and 

Two  Olhers  Seriously 

Injured. 


Kansas  City.  Mo.,  June  12.— Two 
laborers  lost  their  lives,  two  others 
were  seriously  injured  and  property 
less,  estimated  at  between  J250.000  and 
$350,000,  was  caused  by  two  explosions, 
followed  by  a  fire  in  the  packing  house 
ef  Nelson,  Morris  &  Co..  at  the  River- 
side in  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  tcKiay.  The 
force  of  the  explosions,  which  were  felt 
all  over  both  Kansas  Cities,  ruined  the 
cold  storage  building,  and  the  lire  that 
followed  destroyed  the  smokehouse, 
with  their  contents.  The  loss  on  the 
meat  destroyed  is  not  known. 

An  explosion  of  .sewer  gas  resulted, 
when  a  worker  in  one  of  the  cold  stor- 
age departments  lighted  a  match. 
This  was  followed  by  another  and  me-re 
serious  explosion,  cau-sed  by  tiie  ignit- 
ing of  a  quantity  of  ammonia,  and  a 
stubborn    fire«soon   started. 

The  Nelson  Morris  plant  is  situated 
near  the  riverside  section  in  a  fork  of 
the  Kaw  river,  just  north  of  the  .«tock 
yards,  on  a  low  lying  piece  of  grouneJ. 
The  plant  was  built  three  years  ago 
and  was  one  of  the  nic»st  complete  In 
the  country.  For  three  days  past,  or 
since  the  worst  of  the  present  flood  ^ 
began,  there  has  been  no  killing  at 
the  plant  and  operations  In  all  its  de- 
partments were  practically  at  a  stand- 
still. Men  had  been  kept  at  work  day 
and  night  trying  to  save  the  meats  on 
hand  and  in  pumping'  water  from  the 
basement. 

When  the  plant  was  completed.  Jan. 
7,  1905,  it  was  valued  at  J2.22j,('00.  n« 
which  the  buildings  represented  $1,245,- 
OW.  the  machinery  $468,000.  and  mis- 
cellaneous eciuipment  $482,0(h;i.  The 
dally  slaughtering  capacity  of  the  plant 
was  1,500  cattle,  2,000  sheep  and  a.000 
hogs. 

On  Jan.  29,  190S.  Hre  damaged  the 
plant  to  the  extent  of  1750,000.  The 
loss  of  meat  in  the  present  fire  was 
enormouj!.  The  coolers  were  packed  to 
their  capacity,  as  the  flood  had  Inter- 
fered With  railway  traffic  long  before 
the  water  shut  down  the  plant.

WOULD  BUY 
RAILROADS 

Sentiment  in  England  for 

Government  Ownership 

is  Growing. 

Necessity  of  Some  Re- 
form or  Control  Over 
the  Rates. 


London,  June  12.— Railway  nationaliza. 
tlon  is  fast  bcoming  one  of  the  ques- 
tions of  practical  politics  In  England. 
Within  a  very  short  time  it  will  proba- 
bly become  part  of  the  recognized  pro- 
gram of   the  Liberal  party. 

Two  of  the  most  influential  ministers 
have  declared  already  for  it.  They  arc 
Lloyd  George,  the  new  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer,  and  the  man  who  has  tiie 
undisputed  reversion  of  the  premier- 
ship after  Mr.  Asqulth,  and  Winston 
Ciiurchill,  the  brilliant  son  of  an  Amer- 
ican mother  and  the  rising  young  man 
of  the  Liberal  party,  who  has  been  pro- 
moted to  the  important  cabinet  office  of 
president  of  the  board  of  trade.  Th^ 
latest  recruit  to  the  policy  is  Sir  John 
Brunner,  a  great  Liberal  business  man, 
who  told  the  party  plainly  at  the  first 
meeting  after  Mr.  A.squllh's  appoint- 
ment as  prime  minister,  that  it  was 
doomed  unles.s  It  adopt-.d  a  construction 
trade  policy  and  abandoned  the  historio 
doctrine  of  laisser  falre  In  trade  mat- 
t.-rs.  At  first- thi.s  declaration  was  hailed 
!)y  the  Unionist  press  as  a  warning 
by  Sir  John  in  the  cause  of  free  trade, 
but  he  has  since  explained  that  what  he 
means  Is  not  the  adoption  of  protection 
agaln.^t  foreign  Imports,  but  nationali- 
zation of  railways  and  canals  and  their 
management  in  the  interest  of  the  trad- 
ers and  the  country 

Strange  to  say,  there  is  little  dlffor- 
ence  of  opinion  among:  the  people-at- 
large  on  the  subject.  Even  those  who 
are  afraid  of  the  very  name  of  social- 
ism are  In  favor  of  statf^  railways.  The 
railway  shareholders  themselves,  who 
have  seen  their  profits  (#>  indling  and 
disappearing  year  after  year,  would  be 
delighted  to  have  government  bonds 
bearing  4  per  cent  Interest  as  a  substl. 
tutp  for  their  stock,  which  now  pays  an 
average  of  only  3  per  cent.  The  fact  is, 
that  th»i  English  railways  are  amazing- 
ly overcapitalized.  Accustomed  as  the 
American  is  to  the  watering  of  railway 
stork,  he  would  be  astonished  at  com- 
paring the  real  value  of  some  of  the 
leading  English  railways  with  their 
.  anital  value.  The  total  capitalization 
of  the  railways  of  the  United  King.iom 
Is  about  $6.5<»,(WO.0O0,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  at  lea.st  $1,00<>. 000.000  of  this  Is  water. 
The  water  has  been  put  in  with  no 
fraudulent  Intention,  but  Is  the  natural 
result  of  the  slipshod  methods  of  man- 
agf'ment  which  grew  up  with  the  Eng- 
lish railway  system  and  have  never 
been  altered. 

Much   Watcretl  Stock. 

England  was  the  pioneer  In  railway 
building  and  the  railways  hat!  to  pay 
heavily  at  th"  beginning  to  acquire  tlio 
necessary  land  for  their  lines  and  to 
overcome  the  opp.5sltlon  and  the  preju- 
dices of  the  landowners.  Furthermore. 
it  has  never  been  the  custom  of  the 
English  railways  to  set  aside  a  part  of 
the  profits  for  upkeep  and  improve- 
ments Wh'^n  Improvements  have  had 
to  be  made,  they  have  been  paid  for  by 
new   stock    issues. 

It    Is    estimated    that,    taking    Into    ac- 


count the  extra  sum  which  would  be 
demanded  by  investors  for  di.sturbance 
and  the  natural  premium  that  is  to  be 
expected  in  such  a  transaction,  the  rail- 
ways would  cost  the  government  about 
$10,000,000,000.  and  the  advocates  declare 
that  they  could  be  made  not  only  help- 
ful to  the  trade  of  the  country,  but  a 
valuable  g-overnment  asset  at  that 
price. 

A  demand  for  immediate  railway  re- 
form Is  m.ade  by  everj'  class  of  trader 
in  the  community.  The  question  of 
rates  is  a  great  scandal,  and  the  pref- 
erence given  by  railways  to  for'-igners 
ha.s  aroused  considerably  the  traders. 
For  Instance,  It  costs  JW  to  ship  a  i<jn 
of  British  meat  fn^m  Liverpool  to  Lon- 
don, but,  on  account  of  the  rate  agree- 
ments between  the  railways  and  the 
steamship  lines,  it  costs  only  S^J.-o  to 
ship  a  ton  of  foreign  meat  between  the 
same  two  points.  A  case  quoted  exten- 
sively In  the  British  press  recently  was 
that  of  a  manufacturer  In  Sheffield,  who 
was  asked  to  bid  oil  an  order  for  a  large 
quantity  of  goods  delivered  in  London, 
in  competition  with  a  German  firm.  H3 
found  that  the  freight  rate  b*»tween 
Sheffield  and  London  would  prevent  him 
from  obtaining  the  contract,  and  he  had 
almost  decided  to  give  up  the  attempt 
to  gain  It  when  he  learned  that  if  he 
sent  his  goods  by  rail  to  Hull  shipped 
them  to  Germany  and  brought  them 
back  to  Hull  and  then  sent  them  by 
train  to  London,  the  cost  would  be  so 
much  lower  that  he  could  compete  with 
the  German  manufacturers.  He  based 
his  price  on  these  rates  and  obtained  the 
contract. 

Rates  Could  Be  Cut. 

It  Is  estimated  that  If  the  government 
took  over  the  railways  and  ran  them  for 
the  benefit  of  the  whole  p^^ople,  money 
enough  could  be  saved  on  manag.=>m-^nt 
to  reduce  the  freight  and  passenger 
rates  substantially,  and  at  the  sanie 
time  Insure  better  service.  A  railway 
manager  has  declared  that  10O.i)O0  of  tho 
600.000  men  employed  on  the  British 
railwa>'S  are  totally  unneco.ssary  and 
are  only  employed  because  of  the  use- 
less duplication  of  facilities  caused  by 
competition.  The  expens'^  of  250  sepa- 
i-ate  boards  of  directors  and  of  a  host  of 
higher  officials  could  also  bo  saved. 

I  am  informed  that  Lioyd  G->orge 
intends  before  long  to  move  in  parlia- 
ment for  a  royal  commission  to  inves- 
tigate the  whole  question  of  the  rail- 
ways. This  Is  usually  the  first  step 
taken  bv  a  British  government  In  pre- 
paring for  such  a  radical  change.  A 
royal  commission  has  been  inve.stlgiit- 
ing  the  railway  problem  In  Ireland  for 
some  time  and  Is  almost  pr>^pared  to 
report.       The    evidence    given     befor-^     It. 


both  by  tra<ier3  and  railway  men.  haa 
been  altogether  in  favor  of  nationalisa- 
tion, and  tiiere  s<iems  to  be  little  doubt 
that  the  coinmisslon  will  recommeod 
that  the  Irish  railways  should  be  ac- 
quired by  the  state.  It  is  quite  iA>ssl- 
ble,  indeed,  that  Ireland  will  be  the  dog 
on  which  Great  Britain  will  try  railway 
nationalization.

SHOULD  REVISE  TARIFF. 

Senatorial   Candidate   Francis   Mc- 
Govern  Tells  Where  He  Stands. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  June  12.— Francis  E. 
McGovem,  twice  elected  district  attor- 
ney of  Milwaukee,  where  his  name  lias 
been  associated  with  a  vlgrorous  prose- 
cution of  grafters,  has  mad©  announce- 
ment of  the  platform  on  which  he  will 
seek  the  Republican  nomination  for 
United  States  senate  in  the  September 
primaries. 

In  his  platform  he  says  that  the  im- 
portant issue  before  the  American  peo- 
ple is,  "Shall  the  great  powers  of  gov- 
ernment be  conU-oUed  by  organized 
wealth,  acting  in  the  interests  of  a  few, 
or  shall  these  powers  be  impartially  ex- 
ercised by  all  the  people  in  their  owh 
behalf,"  and  to  the  movement  for  its 
right  settlement,  be^un  in  Wisconsin 
by  Mr.  La  Follette  and  continued  in 
the  nation  by  President  Roosevelt,  he 
pledges  his  support. 

He  puts  the  tariff  question  to  the 
front  and  says  there  should  be  a  prompt 
revision  of  present  schedtiles,  pointing 
out  some  specific  instances  where  the 
tariff  lias  become  a  shelter  for  mo- 
nopoly. He  says  that  protective  duties 
need  only  equal  the  difference  in  the 
cost  of  production  here  and  abroad. 
Wherever  possible,  raw  materiala 
should  be  placed  on  the  free  list.

The  experiments  with 
tihe  dairy  herd  at  the  Grand  Raxjids  ex- 
periment station  have  proved  that  dairy- 
ing can  be  made  a  most  profitable  in- 
dustry, riie  exptriments  at  Grand 
Kapids  were  made  with  the  express  pur- 
pose ot  proving  that  the  uortljern  counties 
of  the  state  aie  eininentlv  fitted  for  dairy- 
ing. This  has  been  proved,  and  since  my 
trip  liere  1  am  more  than  ever  convinced 
that  the  farmers  of  St.  Louis  county 
should  devote  their  emrgies  to  an  in- 
dustry that  is  bound  to  increa.se  the 
wealth  and   resources  of  the  county 

"I  am  in  favor  of  the  plan  of' estab- 
lishing a  branch  agricultural  .school 
here.  I  think  that  it  would  result  in 
great  advantages  to  the  young  men  of 
the  community.  The  more  agricul- 
tural education  you  give  the  young 
men  of  the  country  the  more  you  are 
adding  to  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try, for  farming  and  st<.ck  rai.sing  are 
indu.strles  that  are  the  backbone  of  our 
great  commonwealth. 

"The  grade  of  cattle  in  St.  Louis 
county  is  constantly  improving  and  it 
will  not  be  very  long  before  St.  Louis 
county  will  be  one  of  the  hrst.

"Few  people  have  any  need  to  carry 
a  revolver,  and  the  fewer  carried  the 
better." 

Chief  Troyer  stated  that  It  was  the 
opinion  of  all  the  delegates  at  the  con- 
vention that  police  departments  should 
be  kept  out  of  politics  entirely.

LIVED  AFTER  HANGING. 
Innumerable  instances  of  resuscitation 
after  hanging  are  recorded.  Henry  J II. 
granted  a  pardon  to  a  woman  named 
Inetta  de  Balsham,  who  was  suspended 
from  9  o'clock  on  a  Alonday  to  sunri.se 
of  Thursday  and  afterward  "came  to." 
Dr.  Plot  tells  of  a  Swiss  who  was  hung 
up  thlrtt-en  times  without  effect,  on  ac- 
count of  the  pecular  condition  of  his 
windpipe,  it  having  been  converted  into 
bone  bj-  disease. 

Annie  Green,  a  servant  girl,  was  hanged 
at  Oxford  in  1650  and  recovered  fourteen 
hours  afterward  under  a  doctor'.s  treat- 
ment. Mrs.  Cope,  who  was  hanged  at 
the  same  place  eight  years  later,  also 
recovered.  On  September  2,  1724,  Margaret 
Dickson  was  hangetl  at  Edinburgh  and 
recovered  wliile  being  carried  to  the 
grave.  She  lived  for  many  years  after- 
ward and  was  universally  known  as 
"Half  Hanged  Maggie  Dickson." 

A  housebreaker  named  Smith  was 
hanged  at  Tyburn  in  1705.  A  reprieve 
came  when  he  had  been  suspended  a 
quarter  of  an  hour.  He  was  cut  down, 
bled  and  revived.  William  Duell,  hanged 
In  I..ondon  In  1740,  revived  and  Ava.s  tran- 
sported. A  man  hanged  In  Cork  in  ITGj 
was  taken  in  hand  by  a  physician,  who 
brought  him  around  in  six  hours,  and  we 
are  told  the  fellow  had  the  nerve  to 
attend  a  theatrical  performance  the  same 
eveniiiBT. 

Richard  Johnson,  hanged  at  Shrews- 
bury on  October  3,  1696,  obtained  a  pro- 
mls<>  from  an  under  sheriff  to  place  him 
clothes.  After  hanging  half  an  hour  ho 
still  .showed  signs  of  life,  and  on  CAamina- 
tlon  it  was  found  he  had  wrapped  conis 
about  his  body  connected  with  hooks 
at  the  neck,  which  prevented  tlie  rope 
freim  doing  its  work.  The  app.aratus  was 
removed  and  the  man  hanged  effectively. 
It  may  be  offered  in  explanation  t>f  the 
ca.se  mentioned  that  there  was  no  drop 
used  at  executions  In  those  days,  the 
culprit  usually  suffering  asphyxia  with- 
out  the   cerebral   column    being  broken.

When 
these  had  been  heaini  and  voted  upon 
the  committee  was  to  turn  to  Virginia 
where  other  consolidation  were  expect- 
ed, and  then  would  come  Alaska,  Ari- 
zona and  Oklahoma.  When  all  these 
had  been  argued  the  long  list,  which 
originally  confronted  the  committee, 
would  have  been  wiped  out. 

Whether  the  closing  hours  of  the 
commltoe's  vi-ork  would  witness  more 
compromises  was  a  fruitful  subject  of 
discussion  early  today.  Tlie  members 
of  the  nationaJ  body  showed  a  disposi- 


tion ye.sterdaj'  to  consider  local  condi- 
tions in  some  of  the  districts,  notably 
in  the  Eighth  Tt-nnessee,  where  both 
factions  of  the  party  received  recogni- 
tion with  a  split  vote,  the  idea  being 
that  the  organization  there  might 
thereby  be  induced  to  work  in  harmony 
in  an  effort  to  defeat  the  present  Demo- 
cratic congressman.

Revival  of  "Booins." 

Despite  the  action  of  the  committee, 
which  has  already  resulted  In  the  seat- 
ing of  at  least  039  delegates  favorable 
to  Taft,  there  was  a  revival  of  presi- 
dential "booms"  today.  The  friends 
of  Governor  Hughes  of  Xew  York 
showed  especial  activity,  the  i-esult  of 
the  fight  in  the  legislature  of  that  state 
over  the  governor's  anti-betting  mea- 
sure being  the  lever  which  they  are 
already  using  to  advance  his  cause 
among  the  delegates  already  in  the 
city. 

"The  passage  of  the  governor's  anti- 
betting  bill  means  simply  that  thei>?

Dundee  Advertiser:  The  hope  that  the 
movement  of  troops  against  the  Zakka 
Khels  will  prove  "a  regular  surprise"  to 
these  erring  tribesmen  leaving  out  of 
account  the  mystic  Oriental  power  of 
rapidly  and  secretly  communicating  news 

over  vast  distances. 

An  instance  of  this  strange  faculty 
was  furnished  during  are  Indian  frontier 
expedition  against  the  Wazirls  in  1895. 
Seventy-five  miles  as  the  crow  flies  and 
120  miles  by  mountain  roads  from  their 
base  at  Sheik  Budln  the  British  troops 
defeated  the  Wazirls.  Heavy  mists  pre- 
vented the  news  of  this  success  being 
raeliognxphed  until  the  following  da^', 
when,  communication  being  opened  up 
the  British  officer  at  Sheik  Budin  anti- 
cipated the  news  of  the  victoi-y  by  stat- 
ing he  had  been  informed  of  It  by 
natives  on  the  very  evening  of  its  oc- 
curence. 

The  most  famous  Instance  of  this  sort  is 
associated  with  the  assassination  of  Lord 
Mayo  by  a  convict  in  the  Andaman  Isl- 
ands. Within  a  few  hour  of  this  murder 
an  English  official  at  Simla  was  told  by 
his  Pathan  servant  that  the  Viceroy 
was  dead.  Telegrams  announcing  the 
news  did  not  arrive  until  the  next  day. 

How  such  messages  are  transmitted  is 
hidden  from  Europeans,  but  again  and 
again  in  India,  as  also  in  Egoyt  during 
the  Sudanese  campaigns  and  in  South 
Africa  during  the  Boer  war,  the  authen- 
ticity and  speed  in  such  native  telegra- 
phy were  proved.

The  petition  and  tlie  order  are  under- 
stood to  be  the  result  of  unpleasant  feel- 
ing that  has  been  brewing  for  some  time 
between  Mrs.  Singer  and  E.  T.  Singer, 
the  executrix  and  the  executor  of  Capt. 
Singer's  estate.  •  Until  tihe  hearing  of 
contested  claims,  started  In  probate  court 
of  this  county  t.  few  days  ago,  there  la 
said  to  have  been  no  open  break  between 
the  widow  and  the  brother-in-law, 
although  strained  relations  between  the 
two  were  rumored,  not  only  In  regards  to 
the  estate  In  Minnesota,  but  In  Illinois 
and  Michigan.

Michign  City  By  Locivs  Said  to  Be 
Hard  Up. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  June  12— fSpeclal  to 
The  Herald.)— The  city  officials  of  the 
Boo  seem  to  be  face  to  face  with  a  seri- 
ous proposition.  Reporting  to  the  com- 
mon council,  the  municipal  comptroller 
Kave  a  ll.st  of  the  bonds  and  Interest 
that  would  have  to  be  paid  -luring  the 
coming  year.

I^irthermore  while 
the  city  for  years  has  been  Issu  ng 
bonds,  it  has  failed  to  create  a  sinking 
fund,  in  fact,  the  taxes  raised  for  cur- 
rent expenses  have  been  insufficient  for 
even  that  purpi>se.  and  as  a  result,  ttae 
taxes  and  liquor  money  are  u.sually 
mortgaged  in  advance  It  Is  evlJ«''jt 
that  the  pathway  of  the  city  officials 
for  the  next  few  years  Is  not  going  to 
be  lined  with  roses  without  thorns.

Btrlin,  June  12.— By  special  request  of 
the  cn.)\vn  prince  and  the  crown  princess. 
Waller  Mi'C'limock  of  Pitl»burg  repeated 
bei^Tt.'  tht-ir  imperial  highnesses  and  a  dis- 
tinguished company  at  the  Marble  palace 
B.t  Potsdam  a  lecture  on  the  Blackfeet 
North  American  Indians  which  he  recent- 
ly delivered  before  the  Berlin  Anihro- 
pok>gical  society.  Mr.  McClinlock,  who 
addressed  his  aaUience  in  English,  gave 
an  in'tt-resting  account  of  his  ten  years' 
sojourn  juiiong  the  branch  of  this  tribe 
which  is  settled  un  a  reservation  in  the 
state  of  Montana.  With  tlie  assistance 
of  limeljgiu  vlt-ws  he  outlined  the  customs 
and  pursuits  of  the  Algonquins,  who  form 
the  main  ^ock  from  which  the  Blackfeet 
tritt:  is  dtsctnded.  He  txpiained  that  tlie 
origm  of  tiif  name  Black! eti  Wius  due  to 
till-  fact  that  liic  memlxrs  of  the  tribe 
wxjre  black  moccasins,  or,  rather,  accord- 
ing ti>  kgtnds  which  were  current  among 
the  tr.be,  to  the  fact  that  the  Blackfect 
had  formerly  lived  in  northerly  regions 
of  Anieri..a  where  the  ground  was  par- 
ticularly marshy.  The  numbers  of  tne 
tribe  iiad  dwindltd  from  4(.',0iiO  or  50,00u  to 
3,(10(1,  and  the  chieftain  of  the  tribe,  until 
a  few  years  ago.  was  one.  "Mad  \Voli," 
who  adopted  Mr.  McClintock  as  his  son. 
The  cert-niony  of  initiation  as  a  member 
of  the  tribe  was  extremely  elaborate  and 
took  pUwe  to  the  accompaniment  of 
dances  and  of  some  a^H)  difefrent  chants, 
©everal  of  wiiicli  the  lecturer  reproduced. 
Mr.  McCliniock  also  gave  an  account  of 
the  practices  of  the  so-i;alled  witch-doc- 
tors and  of  the  important  part  which 
they  play  in  the  tribal  life.  The  lecturer 
had  evidently  made  a  careful  study  of 
the  folk-lore  and  mytliology  of  the  Black- 
feet,  and,  in  view  of  tlie  rapidity  with 
which  the  tribe  is  dying  out,  the  scientific 
manner  in  wiiich  Mr.  McClintock  has  col- 
locteU  a  mass  of  valuable  and  interesting 
Infi-^rsnation  has  won  for  him  the  appro- 
c-aiive  commendation  of  German  aai- 
thrcpologists  and  ethnologists.

tor, "They  are  used  in  reflecting 
images  like  a.  mirror,  and  are  not  con- 
nected by  wires  or  worked  by  elec- 
tricity. Thetie  Instruments  are:  The 
operator,  the  transmitter  and  the  re- 
ceiver.' 

"The  operator  is  like  a  large  square 
box,  with  a  hole  at  each  end,  mounted 
on  the  end  cf  a  telegraph  pole,  while 
the  transmitter  Is  a  similar  box.  It 
contains,  however,  a  telescope  arrange- 
(ment,  which  focusses  the  image  from 
the  operator.  At  the  other  end,  where 
the  image  Is  to  be  reflected,  is  another 
box-like  arrangement.  At  one  end  it 
has  a  large  brass  funnel  like  a  phono- 
graph, and  at  the  other  a  screen,  on 
which  the  image  is  reflected  as  in  a 
looking  glass.  All  that  is  necessary 
in  sending  reflections  any  distance  over 
land  is  to  fix  a  transmitter  on  the  high- 
est available  point — a  hill  top  or  a 
tower — and  the  image  is  correctly  re- 
flected in  the  receiver.  It  will  be  pos- 
sible to  present  an  actual  reflection  of 
the  derby  being  run  to  an  audience  at 
a  matinee  at  any  London  theater.  I  do 
not  mean  a  living  cinematograph  pic- 
ture, but  an  actual  reflection  of  the 
event.  I  ha\e  secured  perfect  reflec- 
tions at  a  distance  of  186  miles,  and  I 
have  photographed  scenes  eighty  miles 
away. 

"I  experimented  at  Buckingham  pal- 
ace, and  the  lynnoscope  made  a  woman 
who  was  present— a  niece  of  Mr.  Frith, 
the  veteran  artist — apparently  Invis- 
ible. Sir  Thomas  Lipton  and  other  gen- 
tlemen have  interested  themselves  in 
the  invention,  and  have  written  ex- 
pressing themselves  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  expfriments.  I  have  been  at 
work  on  this  invention  for  nine  years, 
and  was  woiklng  all  the  time  on  a 
pre-conceived  scheme.  A  curious  acci- 
dent, howevei',  helped  me  to  the  solu- 
tion. I  was  working  In  my  study  with 
Imy  apparatus,  and  looking  through 
saw  what  appeared  to  be  a  hole  in 
place  of  the  t  oor.  I  found  to  my  sur- 
pri.se  that  I  could  see  right  through 
carpet  and  floor  to  a  transmitter  In 
the  cellar.  I  have  been  awarded  a 
diploma  at  the  Inventions'  exhibition 
for  optical  disicoverles,  and  am  willing 
to  show  what  I  can  do  before  any  com- 
mittee of  scieatiflc  experts."

Mrs.   Frank  Gould   AVill  Bring  a 
Suit  For  Divorce. 

New  York,  June  12. — Mrs.  Frank  Jay 
Gould  arrived  at  the  St.  Regis  hotel 
several  days  ago  and,  after  a  long 
conference  with  her  attorneys  and 
various  friends,  it  was  decided  that 
the  final  action  for  a  separation  be- 
tween Gould  and  herself  could  be  an- 
nounced. 

"Mr.  Gould,  we  understand,  is  not 
anxious  to  talk,  nor  Is  Mrs.  Gould 
anxious  to  discuss  her  affairs  In  the 
public  prints,"  came  the  word  from 
a  friend  of  Mrs.  Gould  at  the  St.  Regis. 


"If  it  Is  any  satisfaction  to  the  public. 
it  can  be  published  without  fear  of 
contradiction  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gould 
have  agreed  on  a  legal  separation.  We 
teg  that  no  scandal  be  made  of  this 
affair.  None  exists  beyond  the  fact 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gould  are  not  living' 
together,  and  will  not.  The  suit  for 
separation  will  be  pressed  by  Mrs. 
Gould,  and  that  Is  all  that  can  be  said 
on  the  subject." 

Where  Mrs.  Gould  will  go  to  receive 
her  decree  of  divorce  is  a  question  that 
is  causmg  much  speculation  in  society 
circles.  Under  the  laws  of  New  York 
she  can  secure  an  absolute  divorce  only 
on  one  ground.  She  refuses  to  make 
an  application,  based  on  statutory 
ground.s,  and  probably  will  have  to 
bring  the  suit  in  one  of  the  Western 
states.

..us  ofTense.  The  law  provides  not  only  that  the  saloon- 
keeper who  sells  to  a  drunkard  after  having  been  warned 
not  to  do  so  shall  be  punished  severely,  but  that  his 
license  shall  become  void  upon  his  conviction.  If  a  rela- 
tive of  a  drunkard  notifies  a  saloonkeeper  not  to  sell 
liquor  to  the  unfortunate,  and  the  saloonkeeper  neglects 
the  warning,  he  is  to  be  fined  $50  to  $100  and  imprisoned 
for  thirty  to  ninety  days,  and  his  license  becomes  void. 
The  penalty  is  not  fine  "or"  imprisonment,  but  fine 
•and"  imprisonment.  No  option  is  left  to  the  court  ex- 
cept as  to  the  amount  of  the  fine  and  the  length  of  the 
imprisonment. 

The  offense  warrants  all  these  punishments.     It  war- 
rants,   in    addition,    compensatory    and    even    exemplary 
damages   in    a   civil   action.     Among  the   many   offenses 
charged   against   the   saloons,   three    stand   out   in   black 
relief:     Selling  liquor  to  minors,  selling  liquor  to  drunk- 
ards   and     allowing    the    presence    of    women    on    the 
premises.     These  are  all  serious  offenses  against  society. 
To  tempt  a  beardless  boy  into  the  ways  of  shame  and 
disgrace  by  giving  him  liquor,  to  pander  to  the  depraved 
cravings   of   a   man   whose   will   has   been   destroyed   by 
over-indulgence,   to  cultivate  trade  by  an  appeal  to  the 
worst  passions  of  humanity:   these  are  offenses  against 
public  decency  calling  for  sharp  and  severe  punishment. 
The    recovery    of    damages    in    cases    where    saloon- 
keepers have  contributed  to  the  complete  debasement  of 
drunkards  by  feeding  their  diseased  appetites  in  defiance 
to  law  is  not  common,  but  the  Illinois  case  would  indicate 
that    the    only    reason   why   it   is   not   common    is    that 
few  suits  are  brought.  Where  the  evil  results  in  depriving 
a  wife,  a  mother,  a  sister  or  a  child  of  their  support, 
juries  will  surely  be  glad  to  award  substantial  damages, 
and  judging  from  the  Illinois  case  the  courts  will  tend 
to   sustain   the   award. 

There  are  many  saloonkeepers  who  make  it  a  rule 
to  refuse  to  commit  these  oflfenses,  yet  the  commission 
of  such  outrageous  violations  of  law  and  decency  by 
others  gives  rise  to  public  resentment  that  bears  indis- 
criminately upon  the  whole  traffic.  It  would  be  to 
the  interest  of  the  trade  as  a  whole  if  its  members 
took  steps  to   guard   against  such   evils.

GOVERNOR  HUGHES'  VICTORY. 

The  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York  prohibits 
gambling  in  all  forms;  the  law  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
up  to  yesterday,  prohibited  it  everywhere  except  upon 
the  race  track,  where  it  had  legal  though  unconstitutional 

protection. 

Governor  Hughes  started  out  to  fight  the  race  track 
gambling  evil,  and  his  victory,  completed  yesterday, 
forms  one  of  the  most  romantic  of  recent  stories  of  gov- 
ernmental activity.  He  was  opposed  by  strong  interests, 
and  at  the  regular  session  his  bills  were  defeated.  They 
lacked  one  vote  of  passage.  A  senator  who  had  been 
opposed  to  them  died.  Governor  Hughes  called  a  special 
election,  and  the  people  returned  a  man  who  was  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  governor's  fight.  A  special  session  was 
summoned,  the  bills  abolishing  race  track  gambling  were 
called  up  again,  and  yesterday  they  were  passed. 

The  final  victory  developed  a  new  hero  of  the  fight. 
Senator  Otto  G.  Foelker  of  Brooklyn,  dangerously  ill. 
crawled  from  a  sickbed  and  journeyed  sixty  miles  to  vote 
for  the  bills.  Against  the  advice  of  physicians,  he  at- 
tended the  session  yesterday,  though  he  was  so  weak  that 
he  seemed  on  the  verge  of  utter  collapse,  and  his  re- 
sponses could  barely  be  heard.  But  his  vote  was  re- 
corded, and  %vithout  it  the  bills  would  have  again  failed 
of  passage. 


LONG  DISTANCE  SINNING. 

Prof.  Edward  A.  Ross  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
in  his  talk  to  the  normal  school  graduates  yesterday, 
developed  in  very  picturesque  fashion  the  manner  in 
which  sin.  like  everything  else,  has  developed  and 
expanded  and  changed  its  form  along  with  other  aspects 

of  society. 

"There  is  a  passing,"  he  said,  "from  the  sinning 
against  the  individual  which" was  of  the  old  type  to  the 
crime  in  an  impersonal  way  against  the  multitude."  This 
epitomizes  the  change.  There  is  not  so  much  direct  per- 
sonal oppression  as  there  used  to  be,  but  the  misery  re- 
sulting from  oppression  is  infinitely  worse  now  that  the 
chief  sinners  are  removed  from  personal  observation  of 
the  results  of  their  sins.  There  is  not  so  much  wife-beat- 
ing, personal  slavery  and  fist-lighting  as  there  was; 
society  has  taken  these  things  up  and  improved  them. 
But  society  has  not  yet  assumed  its  due  responsibility 
for  what  Prof.  Ross  has  elsewhere  called  "long  distance 
sinning." 

The  trust  magnate,  sitting  back  in  his  office  and  rak- 
ing in  the  profits  of  his  oppressions,  does  not  personally 
witness  the  grinding  poverty,  the  despair  of  ruined  com- 
petitors, the  sin-wracked,  crime-stained  slums,  the  prosti- 
tuted machinery  of  law-making  and  justice,  the  suffering 
and  depravity  that  his  processes  effect.  He  must  be 
aware  of  these  things,  but  lack  of  personal  contact  dims 
his  appreciation  of  them  and  makes  his  profits  loom 
larger  than  the  frightful  cost  to  society. 

Some  day  society  will  take  up  this  far-reaching  long 
distance  crime  and  put  it  out  of  existence;  and  the  uneasy 
stirring  of  the  people  today  indicates  that  that  time  is 
not  far  in  the  future.

DEALING  REAL  JUSTICE. 

The  appellate  court  of   Illinois  has  upheld  a  verdict 


of  $3,000  in  a  damage  case  against  a  saloonkeeper  proved 
to  have  sold  liquor  to  a  drunkard.  The  case  is  in- 
teresting and   important   from   many  viewpoints. 

It  was  proved  in  the  lower  court  that  the  owner 
of  a  barroom  had  sold  liquor  to  a  man  confirmed  in 
intemperance,  and  the  lattcr's  sister  sued  for  damages 
on  the  ground  that  she  had  been  deprived  of  her  brother's 
support.  The  jury  in  the  trial  court  awarded  damages 
in  the  sum  of  $3,000.  and  upon  appeal  this  verdict  has 
been  sustained. 

There  appears  to  be  no  reason  whatever  why  it 
shouldn't  be  sustained.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if 
there  were  more  such  suits  and  more  such  verdicts.  It 
would  compel  the  saloonkeepers  to  do  something  toward 
stemming  the  tide  of  hostility  toward  them  that  has 
been  set  going  by  this  and  other  abuses  of  the  saloon 

business. 

The  law  of  Illinois,  like  the  law  of  Minnesota,  ex- 
plicitly prohibits  the  sale  of  liquor  to  drunkards.  The 
legislature  of  Minnesota  manifestly  considered  it  a  seri- 


THE  HAIR  OF  THE  DOG. 

Joel  P.  Heatwole,  candidate  for  the  Republican  nomi- 
nation for  governor  of  Minnesota,  comes  forth  with  an 
ingenious  plea  for  notice.

He  is  not  very  outspoken  about  it.  His  references  to 
it  are  mostly  guarded  hints,  but  it  underlies  all  of  his 
public  utterances,  and  in  private  conversation,  no  doubt, 
it  shines  forth  in  its  full  brilliancy. 

He  finds  the  Republican  party  broken,  disrupted,  de- 
feated and  indifferent  about  it.  It  has  no  organizatioa 
It  has  no  machine,  without  which  no  party  can  hope  for 
the  "yellow  dog"  success  of  other  days. 

To  be  brief,  and  not  to  put  too  fine  a  point  upon 
it,  Mr.  Heatwole  hints  that  the  party  needs  a  machine, 
and  intimates  that  he  will  provide  it  if  he  is  allowed 
to  become  its  chief  engineer. 

The  party  may  be  provided  with  a  thorough,  well- 
baanced,  tight  and  effective  machine,  if  it  will  accept 
Mr.  Heatwole  as  the  creator  and  operator  of  that  ma- 
chine. 

Stripped  bare  of  all  other  pretences,  that  is  the  sum 
and  substance  of  the  Heatwole  candidacy.  Mr.  Heat- 
wole has  abilities  in  this  line.  He  has  had  experience 
in  it,  and  he  has  "made  good."  When  he  was  in  con- 
gress from  the  Third  district  his  personal  machine  had 
the  name  of  being  one  of  the  most  compact  and  effective 
institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  Northwest.  Knowing  that 
he  is  able  to  build  a  machine,  and  thinking  that  the  Re- 
publican party  needs  one,  he  makes  an  offer  to  build  one, 
asking  only  that  he  be  allowed  to  run  it. 

It  is  very  doubtful,  however,  whether  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  Republican  party  are  anxious  to  have  a  ma- 
chine provided  for  them.  They  know  what  machines 
mean;  they  are  run  for  the  profit  and  glory  of  the  ma- 
chinists, and  the  state  and  the  party  are  merely  raw 
materials  to  be  turned  into  the  finished  product  of  per- 
sonal power  for  the  engineers  of  the  machine. 

The  sickness  of  the  Republican  party  as  an  organiza- 
tion in  this  state  is  due  to  the  very  thing  which  Mr. 

It  has  had  too  much 
machine  already.  Machines  of  themselves  are  soulless, 
unthinking  and  unresponsive  mechanisms.  When  prop- 
erly built  and  well  oiled,  they  run  faithfully,  serving 
those  who  operate  them.  The  trouble  is  that  the  oper- 
ators are  always  selfish,  and  get  to  looking  out  for 
their  own  interests  at  the  cost  of  state  and  party,  and 
when  the  people  find  it  out  they  reject  the  machine- 
made  candidates  and  vote  for  the  other  fellows.

Audubon  Workers  Plan 
Campaign  to  Repel  Mil- 
linery Marauders. 


New  York.  June  12.— That  whole  re- 
gions of  the  Florida  everglades  have 
within  tlie  last  three  years  been  robbed 
of  every  vestige  of  bird  life  to  supply 
the  world's  millinery  market  with  the 
plumage  of  the  heix)n  that  formerly 
bred  there  in  countless  numbers,  was 
reportV^d  here  today.  From  several 
ornithologists,  who  have  Just  complet- 
ed a  survey  of  this  section,  reports 
have  been  sent  to  the  headquarter.s  of 
the  National  As.sociation  of  Audubon 
eocieties  declaring  that  where  America 
wa^  most  rich  in  tropical  races  of  birds 
It  is  totally  barren  today.  At  this  rate 
of  devastation,  it  Is  asserted,  the  plume 
hunters  will  leave  this  country  entirely 
dripped  of  all  its  birds  of  plumage 
•Within  five  years. 

Detailed  reports  of  the  discovery  of 
"wondcrtul  rookeries  of  the  t^mall  blue 
herons  and  of  the  white  birds  with 
fcriliiant  red  legs  und  beaks,  probably 
ibis"  in  tlie  regions  where  the  Harney 
river  enteres  the  everglades  were  sent 
to  the  Audubon  otficials  on  March  27. 
1W5.  At  the  time  an  exploring  party 
described  the  tropical  birds  in  these 
unknown  parts  as  •"countless"  and  ex- 
pressed apprehension  tiiat  their  dis- 
covery might  lead  to  some  inroads  by 
the  world  s  army  of  professiomil  bird 
butchers.  ;Since  the  first  word  of  this 
find  came  to  the  cars  of  the  millinery 
maraud'.-rs.  all  live  feathered  crealui'es 
liave  been  exterminated  throughout  the 
entire  region. 

British  Empire  Ravagetl. 
To   balk   the   world-wide  activities  of 
the  professional  plume  hunters,   whose 
forces    have     reached      and      despoiled 
America's    rarest    resort.s,    England    is 
eireaiy    taking   firm   steps.     From   end 
to   end    the   British   empire     has     been 
ravaged  as  Florida  has  by  the  market 
feather  seekers.     A  bill  simitar  to  the 
"model      law,"      which      the      Audubon 
■workers  have  succeeded  in  leading  al- 
most   every    state    in    this    oounUy    to 
adopt,   is  today  being  pressed  by  Lord 
Avebury  in  the  house  of  lords  for  the 
prohibition   of    the    importation    of    the 
plumage,  skin  or  body  of  all  wild  birds 
exc-pt  ostriches,  eider  duck  sand  birds 
used  as  articles  of  diet.     Acting  upon 
the  startling  rejxjrts  from  Florida,   the 
Audubon    otficials   declared    today   tliat 
laws  against  the  sale  of  the  trophies  of 
this    butchery,    irrespective    of    where 
they    -were    taken,      would     be      urged 
throughout  this  country.    Although  the 
English    bill    is    even    more    sweeping 
than  the  Audulxjn  "model  law"  here,  it 
Is   believed   that    with   proper  enforce- 
ment  the  latter  may  serve   to  stay  the 
encn^aciiment  of  the  international  com- 
mercial  bird   slaughter.     Eventually   it 
is    the    purpose    of    the    association    to 
perfect    an    international    organization 
to  check  this  scouring  of  the  glebe  for 
the   adornment    of   the   nations  at    the 
expense  of  their  bird  life. 

Banlti  of  Xatiun's  Health. 
"The  esthetic  reasons  for  checking 
this  universal  butchery  of  all  birds 
who  bear  the  fatal  charm  of  heautj' 
are  secondary,"'  said  William  Dutcher, 
president  of  the  National  A-ssociation 
of  Audubon  societies  a:  Its  headquart- 
ers, 141  Broadway,  today.  'The  prim- 
ajry  reasons  are  strictly  economic. 
The.<?e  birds,  entirely  aside  from  their 
•wonderful  delights  as  objects  of  beauty, 
form  the  basis  of  our  nation's  health 
as  well  as  prosperity.  What  the  street 
cleaning  department  i»  to  this  metro- 
polis the  sea  birds  are  to  the  whole 
country.  As  their  activities  as  .scaven- 
gers are  checked  by  unnational  destruc- 
tion, pestilence  and  death  will  surely 
follow.  The  birds  stand  at  the  founda- 
tion of  all  our  natural  resources  and 
our  very  existence  as  well.    To  take  up 


thi.s  hard  fight  against  the  monied  in- 
terests that  are  killing  our  country's 
birds  we  need  the  individual  .<<upport—

■■Whereas,  the  postponement  by  con- 
gress of  action  upon  the  proposition  to 
place  pulp  and  printing  paper  upon  the 
free  list,  and  the  decision  of  the  select 
coniniittee  to  continue  tlie  investigation 
until  December  next,  thrust  upon  the 
American  Newspaper  Publishers"  asso- 
ciation, and  upon  publishers  general- 
ly, the  neces.sity  for  continuing  liieir 
efforts  to  safeguard  and  promote  their 
interests,   and. 

'"Whereas,  Chairman  Mann  of  the

FAKE  MEDIUMS. 


Three     "Schools"     For     Training 
Them  Conducted  at  Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg.  Pa..  June  12. — Three 
"schools"  for  training  fake  mediums 
here  are  turning  out  a  hundred  spirit- 
ualist fakers  a  month.  Equipped  with 
some  clumsy  sleight-of-hand  and  a 
half  dozen  seance  tricks,  the  fakirs 
are  spreading  al!  over  Ohio,  Penn.syl- 
vania  and  West  Virginia.

The  demand 

s  just  the  same,  .ind  the  supply,  haying 

been  cut  off  from   one   source,   must  be 


Spanish   Painter  Tells   of  Making

London,  June  12.— Senor  Sorolla  y 
Bastida,  the  Spanish  painter.  600  of 
whose  works  are  now  on  view  at  the 
Grafton  galleries,  has  given  some  in- 
teresting views  on  the  idiosyncrasies 
of  royal  sitters.  Recently  he  has 
painted  pictures  of  the  king  and  queen 
of  Spain,  and  the  baby  prince  of  As- 
turias,  and  he  is  now  engaged  upon  a 
portrait  of  Princess  Henry  of  Batten- 
berg 

"Of  all  my  models,"  he  said,  "I 
have  found  royal  personages  the  most 
patient.  They  are,  too,  the  most  In- 
terested In  my  work.  King  Alfonso  is 
ail  animation  during  the  sittings.  He 
laughs  and  talks  the  whole  time,  and 
smokes  cigarettes  incessantly.  Fre- 
quently he  springs  up  and  comes  to 
look  over  my  shoulder  at  the  progress 
of  the  painting.  In  art  he  is  Immense- 
ly interested.  He  will  talk  about  pic- 
tures for  hours.  And  he  has  a  real 
knowledge,  too.  There  is  nothing  su- 
perficial about  him.

white  man.  Using  the  Indian  dialect  he 
could  cover  a  subject  and  drive  homo  a 
point  harder  witiiout  waste  of  a  word 
or  syllable  than  any  writer  wlio  ever 
attempted  it.  These  letters  were  sup- 
posed to  be  the  conversations  that  oc- 
curred when  four  Indian  characters  got 
together.  The  characters  were  AA  oif 
Warrior  Hot  Gun,  Kono  Harjo  and  Fus 
Fixico.  'in  the  last  letter  that  he  wrote 
occurred  this  sentence:

Bright 
light  fatigues  the  eyes,  even  though  the 
person  be  unconscious  of  It. 

The  only  person  admitted  to  her 
apartment  is  her  maid,  and  after  somp 
days  of  this  retreat  the  woman  emer- 
ges looking  as  though  years  of  age 
had  fallen  aw^ay,  leaving  her  young 
and  fresh. 

She  is  not  the  only  one  who  takes 
such  a  course  of  treatment.  Many  of 
the  so-called  "retreats"  in  convents 
during  Lent  are  filled  by  Protestants, 
as  well  as  Catholics,  who,  conforming 
to  the  hours  of  the  place,  find  rest  and 
nervous  relaxation  in  this  retirement. 

Such  an  absolute  giving  up  as  this 
can  only  be  done,  of  course,  by  women 
of  leisure,  but  so  much  can  be  accom- 
plished by  working  women,  if  they  will 
arrange  it,  that  they,  too,  instead  of 
looking  haggard  at  35,  may  still  main- 
tain freshness.

The  crepe  de  chine  coat,  now  that  Its 
excelleces  are  appreciated,  is  becom- 
ing more  popular  every  year.  It  Is 
really  the  ideal  coat  for  warm  weather.

New  York.  June  12.— Relative  com- 
pla,ct;ncy  lias  followed  the  consterna- 
tion thrown  into  the  camp  of  the  race 
track  owners,  horsemen  and  bookmak- 
ers by  tile  passage  and  the  .signing  by 
Governor  Hughes  yesterday  of  the  anti- 
race  track  gambling  bills,  and  the 
sentiment  of  the  followers  of  the  turf 
seems  to  be  tliat  racing  would  be  con- 
tinued. When  the  announcement  of  the 
trend  of  affairs  at  Albany  was  made 
at  the  Gravesend  race  track  yesterday 
afternoon,  gloom  settled  down  upon  the 
layer  of  (xids.  but  when  it  was  an- 
nounced that  not  only  would  tlie  meet- 
ing at  Gravesend,  which  has  yet  six 
days  to  run,  continue,  but  the  pro- 
grams at  Sheepshead  Bay,  Saratoga 
and  otlier  tracks  would  be  run  off  ac- 
cording to  scliedule,  every  one  began 
to  look  on  the  sunny  side  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

It  was  said  by  a  per.son  liigh  in  rac- 
in  authority  that  llie  fight  would  be 
continued  to  the  bitter  end,  and  that 
a  legal  test  of  the  constitutionality  of 
tiie  election  of  Senator  Wallace,  whose 
vote  turned  the  scale.s,  would  be  made. 
It  is  known  that  the  intention  now  is 
to  have  the  bookmaker  "weigh  in"  as 
usual,  and  if  interference  is  offered  in 
the  arrest  of  any  one  of  them,  to  seek 
a  writ  from  the  supreme  court  in  order 
that  a  test  of  the  new  law  may  be  had. 
Should  the  "stand-up"  system  of  bet- 
ting be  aboli.shed,  it  was  said  by  promi- 
nent turlites  that  tlie  English,  or  credit 
system  might  be  introduced.  Many 
layers  aruged,  however,  that  nothing 
like  the  amount  of  business  formerly 
done  by  them  could  be  handled  under 
this  .system,  as  it  would  bo  most  diffl- 
cult  for  a  bettor  not  personally  known 
to  a  bookmaker  to  make  a  wager  where 
no  money  was  passed. 

London,  June  12. — WTien  seen  last 
night  on  the  subject  of  the  anti-gam- 
bling bills  just  passed  In  the  New  York 
state  legislature,  Augiist  Belmont, 
chairman  of  the  Jockey  club,  at  first  did 
not  desire  to  discuss  the  matter,  but 
when  it  was  remarked  tliat  Americans 
were  anxious  to  hear  something  from 
him  he  con.sented  to  give  the  following 
brief  statement: 

"I  cannot  say  what  the  various  rac- 
ing a.ss<x;iations  will  do  when  the  ao- 
called  anti-racing  bill  just  passed  by 
the  senate  of  New  York  state  becomos 
law  through  the  governor's  sigrnature, 
which  doubtless  will  be  atflxed  as  soon 
a.s  the  measure  comes  before  him.  The 
various  as.sociations.  however,  have 
i  racing  features  to  run  off  this  sea.son 
which  constitute  sporting  obligations, 
and  they  will  undoubtedly  live  up  to 
them.  No  one  can  well  predict  whether 
the  prohibition  of  betting  at  races  will 
ruin  horse  racing  irretrievably,  but  it 
Is  a  severe  blow  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  turf  in  any  event.  It  will  inevitably 
throw  many  men  out  of  employment 
and  cripple  the  breeding  and  the  im- 
provement of  horses  in  the  United 
States."

Paris,  June  12.— "Slowly,  but  surely, 
the  automobile,  whicn  Is  responsible 
for  tlif  death  of  many  a  human  being, 
is  also  killing  the  horse."  Such  has 
been  in  substance  the  dictum  recently 
of  many  a  horse  dealer  In  Paris.  An 
observer  iniglit  imagine  that,  as  far  as 
cab  horses  are  concerned,  other  things, 
such  lus  overwork,  want  or  care,  cruelty 
and  starvation  are  the  inniiediate  causes 
of  the  pour  animal  s  rapid  deciin...  and 
death.  However,  Paiis  liorse  de<ilers, 
tor  some  years  jiost,  have  looked  upon 
ilie  motor  car  as  the  chief  danger  of  all. 
It  was  while  obtaining  facts  and  figures 
concerning  tlie  prices  of  automobiles  and 
the  sUitus  ol  that  trade  that  i  inci- 
dmtally  heard  the  lamentations  of  the 
owners  ot  tiorses.  The  very  latest  gar- 
age, one  of  the  newest,  and  the  lat<:^st 
tnrown  open  to  the  public,  where  I  was 
obtaining  information,  had  been  built  on 
the  site  of  a  demolished  livery  stable. 
"Do  you  see?"  said  a  dealer,  "the  auto- 
mobile goes  up  and  the  horse  goes  down." 

ll  was  alongside  the  well-Known  and 
long  established  horse  man  of  Cheri's, 
now  overshadowed  by  a  huge  garage, 
and  the  dealer  told  me  to  go  and  s-ee 
tor  myself,  as  a  sale  was  just  goint;  en. 
The  horses  of  the  famous  Pau  hunt 
wert  passing  under  the  hammer,  and 
,  they  were  as  tine  a  lot  of  iiunters  as 
one  would  wish  tu  see.  The  hrst  to  be 
sold  off  v.-as  Black  Knight,  v.-ho  went 
for  .$460.  This  wtus  not  so  bad,  thougli 
1  was  told  that  a  horse  like  Black 
Knight  could  not  have  been  had  for 
less  than  •*l,Oi'0  a  few  years  ago.  It 
was.  however,  one  of  the  highest  figures 
reached.  1  soon  saw  a  pretty  horse  call*  d 
Hory  U  More  go  for  only  $:i20,  and  the 
prices  still  eanie  dow:j.  Cork  was  sold 
ior  .1!1W,  Brown  Bread  for  $145,  a  tine 
carriage  liorse  for  J135  and  another 
for     <So. 

"Heavens!"  .someone  exclaimed,  "horses 
of  the  Pau  hunt,  perfectly  sound  and 
safe  to  ride  or  drive,  given  away  for 
$iNO,    $Uiy  and   £150!" 

"Tnere  is  iric  effect  of  the  automobile 
on  our  trade,  '  remarked  one  deader  in 
despair.

But  I  was  doomed  to  see  still  lower 
records,  when  a  second  batch  of  fine 
lookings  cobs  and  hunters  used  for  rid- 
ing after  hounds,  many  of  them  still 
young  iirid  apparently  in  .good  condi- 
tion, was  brought  under  the  hammer. 
Five  of  them  went  for  less  than  JlOti 
'  each.  At  that  rate  one  could  nowadays 
purcliase  in  Paris  a  pair  of  carriage 
liorses  with  a  pedigree  for  less  than 
$1U0,  and  for  anotiier  $oO  or  $100  get 
the  carriage  into  tiie  bargain.  If  blood 
stock  is  sold  at  smii  prices,  wiiat  should 
be  paid  for  a  common  hack  or  cab 
horse?  Perhaps  $25  would  be  a  suf- 
ficient price  tor  these  out-of-date  crea- 
tuits.

An  astonishing  scene  occurred  recent- 
ly in  the  Paris  tribunal  of  com- 
I  inerce.  About  ioO  persons  were  in 
court  awaiting  for  the  proceedings 
to  begin,  when  .suddenly  an  eccentric 
looking  individual,  wearing  a  gown  and 
barri.sier's  hat.  toC)k  his  seat  on  the  pre- 
siding judge's  chair.  Speaking  with  a 
strong  Teutonic  accent,  he  announced 
in  a  loud  voice  that  the  court  was  open. 
Then,  without  further  ado,  he  proceeded 
to  abuse  people  present.  "Get  out,  you 
parcel  of  scoundrels  and  ragamuffins! 
Hold  your  conft>unded  row!"  and  so 
forth.  Upon  this  he  began  to  pitch 
books,  pens,  ink-pad  and  papers  at  the 
people  in  the  court.  One  of  the  attend- 
ants managed  to  remove  the  would-be 
judge  from  the  bench,  and  hurried  him 
unceremoniously  out  of  the  court.  While 
the  public  and  parties  in  the  court  room 
were  discussing  excitedly  the  scene  the 
man  reappeared  and  again  .sat  on  the 
bench.  This  time  it  took  four  policemen 
i  to  drag  him  out.  At  the  central  police 
I  depot,  where  he  was  depoi^ited,  his 
I  name  was  found  to  be  Naftali  Reid- 
mann,  a  German  siil)JHtt,  aged  40,  who 
was  known  to  be  a  lunatic.

Another  case  of  vandalism  is  reported 
here,  of  stupid,  idiotic  vandalism,  the 
perpetrator  of  which  must  either  be  a 
fool  or  a  lunatic.  It  has  just  been  dis- 
covered that  the  fine  pictures  by  M.  Al 
bert  Besnard  which  decorate  the  walls 
of  a  public  building  have  been  delib- 
erately scratched,  pierced  with  holes,  and 
stained  with  some  chemical  fluid.  When 
and  how  the  pictures  were  thus  ill-treat- 
ed it  appear  Impossible  to  determine. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  a  consolation  to  hear 
M.  Besnard  assert  that  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  restore  the  valuable  works.  For- 
tunately the  artist  has  a  complete  set 
of  copies  of  the  seventeen  paintings  at 
the  Ecole  de  Pharmacie,  where  the  out- 
rage was  committed.  It  need  h.ardly  be 
said  the  Fine  Arts  authorities  have  or- 
dered a  strict  inquiry  to  be  made  into 
the  whole  affair,  which,  following  on  the 
/wanton  injury  done  pictures  at  the 
Louvre  and  at  the  Luxembourg  galleries, 
has  created  considerable'  sensation  in  the 
world  of  art.

Paris  detectives  are  puzzled  by  a  curi- 
ous case  of  forged  copper  coupons,  which 
were  presented  to  various  banks  some 
time  ago,  to  the  amount  of  several  thu- 
.sand  dollars  and  paid.  The  culprit  is 
still  at  large,  though  the  engraver  who 
made  them  for  him  was  known  immedi- 
ately, and  was  able  to  prove  his  good 
faith.  A  man  came  to  him  one  day,  and 
representing  himself  as  one  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  Cape  Copper  company, 
gave  him  a  sample  of  one  of  the  com- 
pany's shares  and  asked  him  to  copy  it. 
which  he  did.  The  man  called  for  the 
piate  some  time  afterwards,  and  had  as 
many  shares  as  he  needed  printed,  from 
which  he  detached  the  coupons.  These 
he  then  presented  at  different  branch 
banking  establisliments  in  the  provinces, 
where  they  were  accepted  as  genuine  ; 
and  paid.  The  forgery,  it  is  said.  wa.s 
not  detected  until  the  coupons  were  pre- 
sented in  London,  when  an  order  for  the 
man's  arrest  wns  immediately  issued. 
But  after  taking  in  all  the  cash,  he  took 
grKjd  care  to  disappear,  and  no  trace  of 
him   has   been   found.

Francis  Joseph  Hopes  to  Unite  the 
Warring  Factions. 

Vienna.  June  12.— The  diamond  jubilee 
of  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  appears 
to  be  unlikely  to  pass  without  bringing 
the  aged  monarch  unusual  success  in 
the  sphere  of  Hungarian  domestic  pol- 
icy. From  a  trustworthy  source,  it  Is 
declared  that  his  majesty  has  person- 
ally ixssJsted  In  bringing  about  a  perma- 
nent union  and  complete  fusion  between 
the  Hungarian  Independent  party  of  M. 
Kossuth  and  the  so-called  1S67  party  of 
Count  Andrassy.  This  action  of  the 
monarch  is,  of  course,  confined  witiiln 
strictly     constitutional     limits,     and     also 

occurred  without  direct  intervention.  It 
consl-sts  in  signifying  to  those  politicians, 
in  the  flrat  place  to  the  premier.  Dr. 
Wekerle,  and  the  ministers,  Kossuth. 
Andras.sy  and  Zichy,  who  had  under- 
taken the  matter,  his  desire  that  they 
should  report  progre.<^s,  empha.sizing  at 
the  same  time  that  the  realization  of  the 
project  would  be  cordially  welcomed  by 
iilm. 

In  reality,  the  accomplishment  of  this 
scheme,  even  a^nong  the  various  changes 
of  Hungarian  policy  in  tlie  last  few 
days,  would  be  a  memorable  victory  for 
his  majesty  and  a  signal  triumph  of  his 
ideas,  crowning  in  an  effectibo  manner 
the  efforts  of  his  long  reign.  When  the 
irreconcilal>le  Kossuth  party,  the  Dual- 
istic  or  Constitutional  party  and  the 
Clerical-National  party  as  a  coalition 
conquered  the  Fejer\'ary  cabinet  and 
formed  a  pact  with  the  crown,  each 
party  then  clung  to  Its  own  program. 
As  the  new  i>arty  is  to  bear  the  name  of 
the  "1S48  Constitutional  party,"  It  is 
clear  that  the  Kossuthltes  have  obliter- 
ated those  points  of  their  program 
which  Insisted  upon  the  entire  separation 
nf  Austria  and  Hungary.  This  also  Im- 
plies that  calm  will  i>revali  for  the  next 
few  years  up«jn  the  army  question,  tlie 
bank  question  and  the  common  customs. 
A  decision  concerning  this  new  com- 
bination will  shortly  be  made,  as  the 
Hungarian  relchstag  must  soon  debate 
the  question  of  universal  suffrage.

United  States  Merchants' 

and    Manutacturers' 

League  Is  Formed. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  June  12. — Merchants, 
manufacturers,  bankers,  professional 
men  .tnd  others  who  oppose  prohibition 
are  to  be  banded  together  in  a  national 
organization  to  combat  prohibition. 

At  a  meeting  in  the  club  room  in  the 
Hotel  Pfister  Wednesday,  the  formal 
organization  of  the  United  States  Mer- 
ch.tntd'  and  Manufacturers'  league  was 
perfected,  out  of  tentative  plans  which 
have  been  under  consideration  since 
March,  I'jOS. 

Gtijrge  J.  Obermann,  form.erly  of 
Milwaukee,  now  of  Now  York,  was 
elected  president.  Other  officers  are: 
Cooper  Liyon,  Chicago,  secretary,  and 
Henry  Kickel,  Detroit,  treasurer. 

The  organization  has  grown  out  of  a 
meeting  of  fifteen  manufacturers  allied 
•with  the  brewery  industry  in  New  York 
four  months  ago.  Its  purpose  is  to 
bring  together  all  men  who  are  opposed 
to  prohibition,  whether  in  active  busi- 
ness or  retired,  and  in  all  professions 
and  lines  of  business.  Within  two 
weeks  after  the  first  meeting  the  New 
York  league  had  8W  members.  The 
Idea  spread  to  other  cities,  and  the  fed- 
eration formed  in  Milwaukee  yesterday 
has  more  than  lO.oOO  members. 

Forty  leagues  were  represented  in 
the  meeting  here.  The  first  annual  con- 
vention will  be  held  in  July,  190'J.  The 
federation  will  have  Ita  headquarters 
In  Chicago.  It  is  independent  of  the 
brev.ers.

The  world  is  ready  for 
renewed  purchases  of  all  classes  of 
manufactured    and   agricultural   products. 

Our  new  banks  are  glutted  with  funds, 
and  now  under  the  emergtncy  currency 
law  having  Immense  sums  of  reserve 
available,  if  needed,  the  managers  will 
without  doubt  open  up  their  holdings  to 
the  legitimate  reyuiremenls  of  their  cus- 
tomers. 

The  financial  ease  Is  assured  for  years 
ahead  now,  and  with  the  excellent  re- 
ports on  cur  crops  It  would  certainly 
stem  that  nothing  stands  In  the  way  of 
the  greatest  vulunie  of  trade  that  our 
people  havf  ever  witnessed.  The  past 
week  has  worked  marvelously  in  the 
right  direction.  More  than  50000  men 
have  be^n  put  to  work  in  various  manu- 
facturing lines,  and  construction  work 
in  different  cities,  and  upon  several  rail- 
ways has  been  greatly  Increa.sed  and  h.is 
absorbed  much  labor  Idle  since  last  au- 
tumn. 

The  agricultural  states  of  the  South- 
wtst  are  m>w  ready  to  arrange  for  har- 
vest hands,  and  it  is  estimated  that  in 
Kansas  alone  more  than  2ii,000  men  will 
be  nee<led  in  addition  to  those  now  avail- 
able residing  in  that  state.

When  the  Pennsylvania 
Railway  company  borrows  money  at  4 
per  cent  per  annum  on  bonds  that  are 
now  over  par  In  value,  and  declares  6 
per  cent  on  stock  as  earnings  in  tho 
most  depressed  months  of  the  last  ten 
years.  It  woidd  seem  there  certainly  need 
be  no  reduction  in.  the  wages  of  Its 
employes  In  .  view  or  present  conditions. 
The  worst  Is  far  past.  Railway  invest- 
ors should  be  content  at  6  per  cent  divi- 
dends; thar  is  a  return  greater  than 
money  Is  now  usually  bringing,  and  with 
such  eaiidngs  there  Is  no  evidence  before 
the  public  that  present  wages  of  employes, 
should  be  reduced.  As  the  earnings  will 
Increfifie  from  July  forward,  it  would 
seem  that  the  railways  have  successfully 
withstood  the  depression,  a£  did  nearly 
all  our  Important  business  Interests.

The  draw,  which  was  tipped  Into  the 
stream  ijy  the  steamer  two  years  ago, 
Is  l>elng  reconstructed  In  an  open  posi- 
tion, the  end  being  supported  by  crib 
work  until  the  bridge  can  be  swung  for 
the  construction  of  the  permanent  piers. 
The  Wllpen  was  being  towed  from 
Superior  by  the  tu.g,  Inman,  and  was 
bound  for  the  upper  harbor. 

The  Inman  went  through  the  channel, 
but  the  Wilpen  misst^d  fire  In  making  the 
turn  and  her  nose  went  into  the  end  of 
the  bridge,  Just  grazing  it.  The  force  of 
the  Impact  was  only  slight,  but  the  crib 
work  went  down  to  the  bottom  of  the 
bay  and  the  end  of  the  bridge  was  bent. 

Just  how  serious  the  accident  was 
isn't  known  yet.  but  it  is  not  believed  It 
will  retai-d  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
very  much.

The  opening  of  the  through  route 
from  the  Manitoba  capital  to  Duluth 
will  result  in  a  great  number  of  Cana- 
dian and  Eastern  tourists  passing 
through  this  city.  Winnipeg  is  the 
gateway  for  the  tourist  traffic  from 
Eastern  Canada,  and  with  a  direct 
route  from  Winnipeg  to  the  Head  of 
the  Lakes,  it  Is  safe  to  predict  that 
Duluth  will  receive  much  of  the  passen- 
ger business  that  has  formerly  been 
routed  over  other  lines. 

C.  W.  Kleswetter,  traffic  manager  of 
the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern,  has 
returned  from  Winnipeg  and  reports 
that  the  business  men  of  Winnipeg  are 
greatly  pleased  over  the  opening  of  the 
new  line.

St.  Paul.  Minn.,  June  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  following  statement 
was  given  out  by  Governor  Johnson  to- 
day: 

••The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Day,  to 


the  effect  that  I  would  not  again  be  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  governor,  is 
correct  in  every  particular.  Under  no 
circumstances  will  I  be  a  candidate  for 
renomination.  Not  only  will  I  not  be 
a  candidate,  but  I  would  not  accept  a 
nomination  if  it  were  unanimously 
tendered  me.  I  appreciate  the  signal 
distinction  which  has  been  conferred 
upon  me  by  the  Democratic  party  and 
the  people  of  Minnesota  in  two  nomi- 
nations and  two  elections  to  this  office, 
and  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  obliga- 
tion which  I  owe  to  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth,  but  I  do  not  believe  m 
the  third  term  principle  as  applied  to 
the  office  of  governor,  and  I  am  influ- 
enced in  this  decision  by  considerations 
generally  which  would  make  it  impos- 
sible for  me  to  arrive  at  any  other 
conclusion.

or  difficulty.  What  the  Roentgen  rays 
haje  done  for  surgery  la  an  old  story; 
what  they  will  do  for  It  is  a  story  for 
the  years  to  be.  They  not  only  tell  the 
surgeon  where  to  hook  the  Saturday's 
ha  penny  In  the  small  boy's  gullet  and 
where  to  find  the  needle  imbedded  in 
between   a   fracture  and   a  dislocation. 

But  the  rays  have  exacted  heavy  tolls 
from  the  exi.erts  who  have  brought  them 
into  the  field  of  surgical  science.  Dr.  Hall 
Kdwards,  of  Birmingham.  Umg  suffering 
and  long  enduring,  is  pt^rhaps  the  most 
famous  ol  the  martyrs.  He  has  given  to 
surKery  his  devotion,  as  well  as  his  expert 
knowledge  of  the  uses  of  the  rays;  but  ho 
has  had  to  pay  the  price  in  the  terrible 
dlsea.se  which  they  have  burned  and 
.scorched  into  bis  Hving  flesh,  until  he  has 
found  It  nece.s.sary  to  sacrifice  his  arm  to 
the  surgeons  knife.  Yet  he  is  not  the 
only  practitioner  who  has  suffered  by 
working  with  the  rays.  In  the  Limdoii 
ho.spltals  many  men  not  less  devoted  have 
l)een  maimed  for  life.  One  to  my  know- 
ledge iias  had  his  right  forefinger  am- 
putated, first  one  Joint,  then  th..  other 
The  hands  of  others  are  a  massofsores- 
their  imger  nails  broken  and  crund)ling' 
Still  they  work-and  sllll  they  suffer  but 
tile  pulilic  for  whom  they  lal)or  never 
hear  tliom   murmur. 

Meanwhile  the  wondrous  art  of  the  sur 
gfon  is  making  vast  strides  forward 
And  the  f.ither  of  It  all-the  man  who  ha.s 
made  modern  surgery  possible— lives  as 
Lord  lulster.  He  and  Sir  Fn-deric  Treves 
who  knows  more  about  appendicitis  and 
gunshot  surgoi-y,  probably,  than  any  one

By  'clean"  I 
nuan  asceptlcally  clean.  Patients  under 
operation  njay  now  and  again  die  from 
-sphock.  But  they  seldom  die  blood-poison- 
*"\t  what    may   be   called   germ   dirt 

Not  long  ago  a  man  threw  himself 
into  the  River  Lea  because  ho  feared 
an  operation.  But  In  these  days  of 
aseptics  and  anr'sthetics  operations  aro 
practically  painless.  The  operation  is 
over  before  the  patient  knows  It  has 
commenced.  Y-cu  can  have  your  skull 
opened,  a  piece  of  bone  removed,  and 
the  aperture  cl  >sed  up  again  without 
knowing  anything  about  It  until  after 
^'y,i  ,  ^""  ^"^'i  undergo  the  most  for- 
midable internal  cuttings  and  sewings 
witliout  waking  from  sleep.  You  will 
never  even  see  a  knife,  or  saw  or  for- 
ceps, or  clips.  01  needle,  or  even  a  drop 
of  blood.  You  will  be  received  into 
the  operating  theater  without  noise  or 
Jar,  and  greeted  with  a  sinllc  of  good 
cheer  and  a  word  of  confidence  from 
the  strong,  skillful,  fe.irless  man  who 
■  ivvalls  to  bring  you  from  the  valley  of 
the  .shadow  of  death  into  tiie  light  and 
laughter  and  joy  of  life;  and  will  be 
wheeled  out  again  with  everything  as 
you  saw  It  whe  nyou  entered-but  with 
the  ordeal  over. 

Operations  ln:5:ngland  are  done  from 
no  lovg^of  experiment.  If  they  are  not 
necessary  they  jirr  not  done,  not  even 
in    public     hospitals     on     poor     people. 


The  poorest  people  receive  as  much 
skill  and  care  from  the  first  specialist 
operators  of  the  day  as  If  they  paid  200 
guineas  as   a   fee. 

The  modern  art  of  surgery  is  even 
conquering  new  helds;  carving  its  way 
from  disease  to  health,  and  from  death 
to  life.  A  few  weeks  ago  it  was.  an- 
nounced that  a  London  surgeon  had 
performed  a  successful  operation  on  a 
consumptive  patient,  opening  the  dis- 
eased lung  cavities.  cauterizinK  the 
tissue  and  draining  and  cleansing  the 
wounds.  Hero  Dr.  Lagrange  of  Paris 
cuts  a  bit  of  skin  fron\  a  patient's 
leg  and  makes  it  into  an  eyelid,  which 
had  been  burned  away;  yonder,  away 
In  New  York,  Dr.  Andrew  L.  Neldeii 
cuts  off  the  ear  of  one  man,  who  vol- 
unteers it  for  a  price,  and  grafts  It  on 
the  head  of  another.  When,  however 
Dr.  Nolden  says  that  it  may  be  pos- 
sible in  the  future  to  graft  the  arm  of 
a  man  who  does  not  want  it  onto  the 
body  of  one  who  does.  I  trust  that 
without  offense  I  may  be  permitted  to 
smile. 

Surgery  Is  a  great  and  noble  work  in 
our  day.  It  may  be  a  still  greater 
work,  it  cannot  be  nobler.  In  the  davs 
to  be.  Possibly  In  the  long  run  the 
physlclon  will  outstep  the  surgeon,  aiul 
render  the  knifo  obsolete.  Let  us  hope 
so;  hut  In  the  meantime  1«  t  our  sur- 
geons have  the  grateful  tribute  of  hu- 
manity.

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J0SL4H  B.  CHANEY  DIES. 

Was  Assistant  Librarian  of  Minne- 
sota Historical  Society. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  June  12.— (SpeciaJ  to 
The  Herald.)— Josiah  B.  Chaney,  for 
thirty-one  years  one  of  the  assistant 
librarians  of  the  Minnesota  Historical 
society  and  an  old  settler  in  St.  Paul, 
died  yesterday  at  his  home,  997  Arg^yle 
street,  following  a  paralytic  stroke,  the 
second  he  had  suffered  in  the  past  two 
weeks.    He  was  in  his  eightieth  year. 

Mr.  Chaney  came  to  Minnesota  in 
1859,  settling  at  St.  Anthony.

NAVY  IS  TO  FREIGHT  FISH. 

Nicaragua  Leases  Three  Principal 
Gunboats  to  Private  Concerns. 

Washington,  June  12.— The  Nicaraguan 
government  has  been  overcome  by  tho 
spirit  of  commercialism.  According  to 
Jose  de  Olivares,  United  States  consul 
at  Managua,  formerly  a  St.  Louis  news- 
paper writer,  the  three  principal  battle- 
ships of  tho  Nicaragua  navy  have  been 
turned  over  to  a  company,  and  are  to  be 
used  for  hauling  fish,   salt  and  cattle. 

The  government  has  entered  into  a 
contract  with  a  company  represented  by 
Gen.  Rafael  C  Medina,  commander  of  tho 
port  of  Corinto,  and  Robert  C.  B<Jne,  a 
brother-in-law  of  President  Zelaya, 
whereby  the  government  leases  for  a 
pfirlod  of  five  years  to  the  company  the 
gunboats  Momotombo  (355  tons)  and  An- 
gela (250  tons).  They  are  to  be  disarmed 
and  used  for  passenger  and  freight  trafii:^ 
between  Puntarenas,  Costa  Rica  and 
Acajutla,  Salvador.  The  tliird  vessel,  ihe 
Once  de  Julio,  a  small  steamer,  it  is 
stated,  will  lie  used  in  connection  with 
the  company's  salt  works  and  general 
tisihing  enterprise  in  the  Gulf  if  Fonseca. 
It  is  stipulated  that  the  Nicaragxian  gov- 
ernment Is  to  receive  Iialf  the  profits  of 
the    business    transacted.

CURIOUS    MISSOURI       FARM 

Kansas  City  Star:  Within  sijfhl  of  th« 
town  of  Jasper.  Mo.,  in  the  (")z;irk3  a 
settler  h.aa  a  farm  which  prolxiblv  is  un- 
like  any  other  in   the  world 

This  farm  occupies  the  tableland  on  the 
.summit  of  a  ridge  and  Is  enclosed  with  a 
fence  which  no  animal  has  ever  broken 
througli.  It  does  not  rise  ab.->ve  the  sur- 
face of  the  farm,  but  falls  sheer  fn^m  the 
edgp  a  distance  of  many  feet.  The  man 
who  homesteaded  the  tableland  \\-aA  a 
hard  climb  up  the  face  of  a  perpendicu- 
lar cliff  to  reach  the  comparatively  level 
summit. 

.\t  one  point  a  ledge  extends  out  a  few 
inches  .and  along  the  face  of  the  cliff  at 
an  upward  grade.  By  following  this 
ledge  and  making  use  of  occasional 
points  of  rocks  and  of  shrubs  growing  in 
the  fissures  the  discoverer  pulled  hlm- 
seJf  to  the  summit  and  foimd  a  surface 
well  covered  with  soil  and  a  luxuriant 
vegetation. 

Gradually  he  improved  the  ledge  until 
he  could  carry  up  t^><->Is  and  ge*»d.  By 
bl.istlng  and  drilling  he  cleareii  a  namW 
trail,  up  which  he  w.%.<?  able  to  take 
first  some  pigs  and  then  a  cow.  Late>r 
on  he   took  up  a  horse. 

And  that  todav  is  the  condition  of  this 
curiously  i>rotected  farm.  No  vehicle  has 
turned  a  wheej  within  lt.<»  limits  of  pall- 
sa<ies.  The  live  stock  has  multiplied  and 
consumes  the  grain  raised.  &->me  stone.<« 
thrown  across  the  trail  completely  fence 
In  the  hogs  and  cattle.  'V^'hen  the  farmw 
has  stock  to  sell  he  drives  the  animals 
down  the  private  trail  and  strikes  thtt 
road  to  Jasoer.

Ky.,  June  13.— By  an- 
nouncing the  pardon  today  of  Caleb 
Powers  and  James  Howard,  Goveriior 
Willson  closed  the  last  ch.ipttT  in  on© 
of  the  most  noted  criminal  cases  in 
the  history  of  this  state,  in  which  the 
people  of  all  sections  of  the  United 
States  have  formally  expressed  their 
interest  by  signing  the  petitions  for 
pardon. 

In  the  closing  days  of  January,  eight 
years  ago,  while  the  contest  of  Will- 
iam Goebel  for  the  gubernatorial  .seat» 
occupied  by  William  S.  Taylor  was  be- 
ing heard.  G-oebel  was  shot,  dying  iaiej 
from  his  wound.  The  shot  was  believed 
to  have  come  from  a  half  open  win- 
dow of  the  secretary  of  state's  office,, 
and  as  Caleb  Powers  was  then  fllling^ 
that  position,  suspicion  was  at  once 
directed  toward  him,  and  his  arrest 
followed. 

Four  times  Pow-ers  has  been  put  on 
trial  for  his  life  on  the  charge  of  com- 
plicity in  the  murder,  the  fli-st  three 
trials  resulting  in  conviction  and  sen- 
tence, death  being  the  penalty  in  two 
trials.  4 

C'n  the  fourth  trial,  which  came  after 
the  case  had  been  carried  to  the  United 
States  court,  being  finally  appealed  to

W;ishington,  June  13.— (.Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  is  certainly  an  unlucky 
day  for  the  Washington  man  or 
matron  who  does  not  happen  to  have 
a  bit  of  small  change  about  the  house.

The  opening  session  of  the  summer 
school  of  manual  trainin.er  will  be  held 
at  the  manual  training  rooms  of  the 
Central  high  school  at  9  o'clock  n«xt 
Monday  morning.

Alderman  Peter  Olson, 
attended  the  last  meeting  of  the  school 
board  and  argued  for  a  new  buildnig 
for  their  district.  The  fact  that  all  of 
the  directors  did  not  seem  favorably 
disposed  toward  tl.e  new  school  house 
stirred  up  the  West  enders  and  when  it 
was  decided  to  po*rtpone  action  until  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board  which  has 
not  yet  been  call^td,  they  were  quite 
angry. 

Their  displeasure  made  itself  evident 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Hillside  club  last 
evening.  President  Olson  told  his  fellow 
members  that  evei'ythlng  was  moving 
along  nicely  and  that  there  was  every 
indication  that  the  new  Horace  Mann 
scliool  would  be  built,  until  J.  L.  Wash- 
burn returned  to  thd  city  and  then  every- 
thing was  changed 

"The  Horace  Mam  sohool  has  been  con- 
demned by  the  builiiing  inspector  and  the 
fire  chief  but  T  will  not  send  my 
children  there  any  more  and  I  know  a 
number  of  others  vyho  won't,"  said  Mr. 
Olson. 

There  were  a  number  of  other  speakers. 
F.  W.  Nordqul.st  wa.s  in  favor  of  engaging 
an  attorney  and  bringing  the  fight  for  a 
new  school  Into  the  courts,  if  the  board 
was  disposed  to  deny  them  the  structure, 
others  held  about  the  same  views  on  the 
entire  situation.

The  application  is 
supporter!  by  petitions  recommending 
the  pardon  of  the  accused,  signed  by 
nearly  500,000  persons,  some  240.000  Ken- 
tuckians,  and  a  large  proportion  are 
Democrats.

"It  Is  not  likely  that  at  any  time 
duilngr  my  term  of  office  I  shall  be  call- 
f  _ 


ed  up  on  to  decide  matters  of  graver 
Importance  than  those  presented  by  the 
applications  for  pardon  of  Caleb  Powers 
and  James  B.  Howard.  I  have  given  to 
tJielr  consideration  the  most  careful, 
conscientious  and  thorough  investiga- 
tion and  thought  in  my  power.  I  real- 
ize that  whatever  my  decision  may  be 
it  will  be  harshly  critlsed.  For  more 
than  eight  years  this  group  of  cases 
has  held  the  attention  of  the  whole 
state  and.  indeed,  of  the  whole  country, 
as  no  cases  in  this  state  ever  did  be- 
fore. 

"The  murder  of  Senator  Groebel  de- 
stroyed a  remarkable  life,  brought  the 
deepest  grief  to  his  family  and  thous- 
ands of  friends  who  loved  him,  over- 
threw a  whole  state  election,  destroy- 
ed the  peace  and  good  feeling  of  the 
state  for  eight  years,  set  neighbor 
against  neigbbor,  made  politics  almost 
war.  stained  the  good  name  of  Ken- 
tucky and  shocked  the  civilized  world. 
There  was  and  is  no  shadow  of  excuse 
or  palliation  for  this  base  crime.  There 
can  be  no  mercy  for  anyone  guilty  of 
the  murder  or  of  aiding  or  abetting  it, 
but  the  more  grave  the  crime,  the  more 
serious  in  tbe  responsibility  of  deciding 
the  question  of  guilt  and  the  more  im- 
perative the  duty  of  guarding  against 
injustice  and  wrong  imposed  under  the 


pressure  of  public  excitement,  passion 
or  prejudice. 

Xo  Secrecy  Allowed. 

"I  have  not  heard  nor  considered, 
but  have  refused  to  consider  any  priv- 
ate or  secret  reque^st  or  appeal  in  either 
of  these  cases,  and  have  without  excep- 
tion, required  that  all  of  the  proceed- 
ings should  be  heard  publicly  in  the 
presence  of  representatives  of  both 
sides  so  that  all  should  know  every- 
thing to  which  any  weight  was  given 
for  or  against  the  applications,  and 
that  all  the  world  should  have  a  chance 
to  judge  that  the  reasons  for  the  de- 
cision were  just  and  righteous. 

"The  conditions  which  existed  when 
the  murder  was  committed  baffled  de- 
scription and  already,  after  only  eight 
years,  seem  incredible.  The  bitter

Little  of  poitical  interest  has  de- 
veloped during  the  past  week.  Two 
candidates  filed — R.  E.  Stevens  for 
sheriff  and  N.  F.  Hugo  for  the  legis- 
lature— but  it  was  generally  known  that 
both  Mr.  Hugo  and  Mr.  Stevens  would 
file  sooner  or  later. 

The  M111er-B?de  contest  for  congress 
is  exciting  tht'  most  talk  in  political 
circles.  That  the  Eighth  district  is  go- 
ing to  have  the  pleasure  of  witnessing 
one  of  the  most  exciting  contests  in  its 
history  seenxs  probable.

i  Bryon   G.   Segoi,'  would   be  the  man   at 
!  the    helm    of    ihc    Bede    forces.      Mr. 
i  Segog  is  known  as  a  man  of  tremend- 
ous   energy,    and     he     has    a    host    of 
j  friends  in  the  county. 
I     A    prominent    politician,    and   a    man 
i  well  versed  in  tfie  affairs  of  the  Eighth 
'  district,    yesterday   stated    that    in    his 
opinion    the    candidate    who    captured 
I  St.   Louis   county    by   a   good    majority 
would  be  returned  a  winner.    He  point- 
ed out  that  St.  Louis  county  has  half 
of  the  votes  of   the   district,   and   that 
I  the  battle  would  be  fought  out  here. 

At  the  present  stage  of  the  contest, 
it  looks  as  if  t  nere  will  be  a  realign- 
ment of  forces  in  the  coming  contest.

color  and  noisy  enthusiasm  that  are  so 
essential  a  part  of  a  national  political 
gathering.      The    delegations    in    today 
are  from  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio.     The  confident  enthusiasm  of  the 
Ohio   delegation    was   no   greater  than 
the  demonstrative  loyalty  of  the  Penn- 
eylvanians.  Most  of  the  Pennsylvanians 
arriving  today  are  from  the  Pittsburg 
district  and  are  members  of  clubs  or- 
ganized    in   the     interest     of     Senator 
Knox,   whose  headquarters  today   were 
crowded      with     his     supporters     from 
home.     The  Philadelphia  contingent  of 
delegates  and   marchers,  350  strong,  is 
expected   in  tomorrow,     and     will     add 
their  voices  to  the  Knox  acclaim.     Tlie 
Ohio  visitors  are  naturally  in  the  hap- 
piest frame  of  mind  and  are  confident 
In  their  expresse?d  belief  that  nothing 
can    now    prevent    the    nomination    of 
Secretary  Taft  on  the  first  ballot. 
Arrival  of  New  Yorkers. 
The  arrival  of  the  New  York  delega- 
tion   in    a    special    train,    was    awaited 
with  especial  interest.

Monday  to  discuss  tiie  situation.    There 
are  leaders  of  the  party  here  who  be- 
lieve that  the  vice  presidency  should  go 
to    some    Eastern    state    and    as    New 
York  is  regarded  debatable  ground,  it 
is    believed    the    delegation    from    that 
state   can  wield   considerable  influence 
in  the  choice  of  a  second  place  candi- 
date.    So  far,   however,   the  delegation 
is  instructed  only  to  present  the  name 
of  Governor  Hughes  for  the  pesidency 
and  to  vote  for  him  when  the  balloting 
begins. 

The  Pennsylvania  delegations  have 
been  provided  with  quite  sumptuous 
headquarters  at  their  hotel  and  in  the 
Fine  Arts  building,  the  seats  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  latter  having  been 
removed  to  make  way  for  the  adher- 
ents of  Senator  Knox  who  are  pre- 
pared to  cairy  on  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign. 

Interest  In  "Allies." 
The  determination  of  "the  allies"  to 
carry  on  their  "fight  all  along  the  line" 
is  sustaining  interest  in  the  plans  of 
the  various  state  delegations  that  are 
bound  by  Instructions  for  one  or  an- 
other of  the  candidates  other  than  Mr. 
Taft 

Nearly  all  the  state  delegations  are 
expected  to  hold  caucuses  on  Monday. 
Tomorrow  will  be  heavy  with  arrivals 
and  Monday  is  expected  to  see  the 
greatest  infiux  of  delegates  and  visit- 
ors. The  convention  will  be  called  to 
order  by  National  Chairman  Harry 
S.  New  at  noon  on  Tuesday. 

The  vice  presidential  situation  had 
early  today  given  no  hint  of  clearing 
up  and  in  occupying  the  attention  of 
all  the  convention  delegates  and  fol- 
lowers who  are  here.  The  new  arrivals 
make  their  first  inquiries  as  to  the  sec- 
ond place  situation,  but  are  confronted 
with  non-committal  replies  to  the  ef- 
fect that  these  here  on  the  ground  are 
but  little  better  posted  than  the  more 
distant  of  the  incoming  delegates.  The 
proposal  to  throw  the  prize  into  the 
open  arena  of  the  convention,  to  be 
fought  for  and  won  by  the  strongest 
bidders,  Is  gaining  many  enthusiastic 
supporters.  It  certainly  adds  immense- 
ly to  the  interest  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  convention  and  gives  the  individual 
delegates  an  appreciated  part  in  mak- 
ing the  selection.  There  are  so  many 
candidates  mentioned  in  connection 
with  the  office  that  a  popular,  open 
vote  seems  to  offer  a  most  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  pro-blem. 

Twenty-five  members  of  the  dlplo- 
nnatic  corps  are  expected  to  come  from 
Washington  next  week  to  witness  the 
proceedings  of  the  convention.  In  a 
sense  they  will  be  the  personal  guests 
of  President  Roosevelt,  Inasmuch  as 
when  it  was  found  the  national  com- 
mittee had  no  seats  available  for  the 
members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  the 
president  gave  up  twenty-five  of  the 
seats  allotted  to  him.  Ambassadors 
Bryce  of  Great  Britain,  and  Pusserand 
of  France  are  among  the  most  distin- 
guished of  the  foreign  auests  expected.

The  Pennsylvania  delegations  ar- 
riving from  Pittsburg  today  brought 
along  a  band,  and  this  evening  it  is 
said  that  several  of  the  visiting  musi- 
cal organizational  will  give  a  concert 
at  the  hotels  where  most  of  the  state 
delegations  are  stopping  to  help 
arouse  enthusiasn. 

The  state  representatives  are  un- 
usually slow  in  gathering  this  year 
and  to  this  fact  :s  due  the  lack  of  ac- 
tion and  interesi  that  is  apparent  to 
the  convention  visitors  and  residents 
of  the  city.  Very  few  of  the  city's 
buildings  show  any  decorations.  Flag.s 
and  bits  of  bunting  mark  here  and 
there  a  state  headquarters,  but  other 
than  thi.*  there  has  been  no  attempt 
thus  far  to  carry  out  any  decorative 
scheme. 


Cotton  to  Name  Kcn<»gg. 

Chicago.  June  K!.— It  lias  been  decided 
that  Hon.  Joseph  B.  Cotton  of  Duluth, 
Minn,,  shall  place  Hon.  Frank  R.  Kel- 
logg in  nomlnatl^'U  for  the  vice  presi- 
dency, and  Mr.  Kellogg's  friends  were 
actively  engaged  early  In  the  day  In 
doing  all  things  possible  to  promote 
Mr.  Kellogg's  cand^feicy.

AJthough  Governor  Johnson  has  re- 
peatedly made  his  declaration  that  he 
would  not  be  a  candidate,  there  were 
Republicans  who  would  read  into 
Frank  Day's  declaration  early  in  the 
week  that  It  was  not  sincere.  But  with 
the  governor's  declaration  yesterday 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  slncereity 
of  the  assertion.  The  governor  has  be- 
fore asserted  that  he  did  not  want  tihe 
nomination.  He  has  everything  to  lose 
and  nothing  to  gain.  An  election  even 
by  a  majority  almost  as  large  as  that 
of  two  years  ago  would  not  add  much 
to  his  fame.  On  the  other  hand  the 
possibility  of  a  place  on  the  national 
ticket,  and  if  not  that  then  the  oppor- 
tunity which  a  lecture  tour  would  give 
him  to  make  himself  known  to  the  peo- 
ple and  form  acquaintances,  would 
give  greater  opportunities  for  a  man 
already   with   a  national   reputation  to 

widen  his  fame.

Had  Johnson  been  the  only  one  avail- 
able as  a  candidate  for  governor,  it  is 
possible  that  the  party  leaders  would 
have  tried  to  persuade  him  to  run, 
even  at  some  personal  sacrifice  to  him- 
self. But  now  that  they  have  other 
material,  together  with  a  good  organi- 
zation, fully  able  to  cope  with  the 
disrupted  opposition,  they  feel  confi- 
dent that  they  can  win  anyway,  and 
they  have  not  used  any  great  means 
to  get  Johnson  to  run.  Any  clean, 
high  grade  American,  of  whom  there

In  addition,  the  party  has  the  finest 
bunch  of  orators  that  any  state  can 
boast  of.  The  Republicaiis  are  plan- 
ning to  .ship  into  the  state  a  number 
of  spellbinders  from  the  outside,  in 
order  to  save  the  state  for  Taft.  But 
the  Democrats  can  rely  entirely  on 
home  products  and  still  have  the  best 
of  it.     First,  there  are  Lind  and  John 


that  has  been  seen  in  congress  and  one 
of  the  best  campaigners  in  the  state, 
and  Johnson,  whom  none  can  match 
as  a  campaign  speaker.  Asa  campaign 
orator  he  probably  has  no  superior 
in  the  nation.  Then  there  is  Dan  Daw- 
ler,  mayor  of  St.  Paul;  the  O'Briens, 
T.  D.  of  St.  Paul  and  Martin  of  Crook- 
ston;  then  Tom  Kane,  Stan  Donnelly 
and  Judge  Willis  of  St.  Paul,  and 
Frank  Larrabee  and  Hari'\-  Lund  of 
Minneapolis,  L.  I^  Brown  of  Winona, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  Congi-essman 
W.  S.  Hammond,  to  say  ^nothing  of  a 
great  array  of  speakers  who  have  not 
been  conspicuous  in  party  politics,  yet 
are  great  orators  and  are  at  the  party's 
call.  With  this  array  the  party  can 
make  up  a  campaign  never  equalled 
in  any  state.

When  it  comes  to  speakers  the  prin- 
cipal one  the  Republicans  have  to  rely 
on  is  Dar  Reese,  head  of  the  notorious 
"big  six,"  which  Is  ruling  Ramsey  Re- 
publican politics  and  also  closely 
identified  with  the  liquor  interest^' 
publicity  campaign.

The  contest  In  Hennepin  between 
S.  P.  Snider  and  M.  W.  Savage  is 
amusing  to  many.  Here  are  two 
candidates  fighting  for  their  home 
county,  and  the  people  of  their  own 
county  believe  that  neither  of  them 
has  a  show.  The  campaign  is  a  fight 
between  Jacobson,  Young  and  Heat- 
wole throughout  the  state,  and  the 
only  thing  that  puts  any  ginger  at  all 
into  the  Hennepin  campaign  is  he 
supposition  that  the  Snider  people  are 
friendly  to  Jacobson,  and  the  Savage 
people  friendly  to  Young.

AH  of  the  boats  of  the  Pittsburg  fleet 
will  be  in  commission  by  the  end  of  next 
week,  excepting  some  twelve  or  fifteen 
small  carriers,  whicli  will  not  be  put  in 
commission  at  all  this  year.  The  big 
barges  were  fitted  out  during  the  past 
week  and  sohie  of  them  were  taken  out, 
the  others  to  follow  next  week.  The 
starting  of  the  remainder  of  the  fleet  will 
probably  give  the  local  harbor  more  of 
an  appearance  of  activity  than  It  has 
had  at  any  time  this  year.  All  of  the 
boats  will  make  a  rush  tor  Duluth  to  take 
cargoes  and  ore  shipments  from  the 
mines,  which  have  averaged  about  20,000 
tons  a  day  since  the  first  of  the  month, 
will  be  Increased  as  quickly  as  the  ar- 
rival of  boats  demands. 

Besides  the  Pittsburg  company,  many 
other  shippers,  which  have  not  yet  moved 
their  boats,  will  put  them  in  operation 
June  20. 

Independent  vessel  owners  rejoice  In  the 
news  that  the  shippers  will  get  their 
boats  moving,  as  there  will  be  little  de- 
mand for  outside  tonnage  until  it  is  es- 
tablished that  the  shippers'  fleets  can- 
not care  for  all  of  the  ore.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected there  will  be  much  ore  on  the 
market  nor  much  chartering  done,  but 
there  will  probably  be  some  ore  for  the 
wild  boats  early  In  July  and  a  fair  de- 
mand   for   the   remainder   of   the   season. 

There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  vessel 
owners  at  Cleveland  next  Tuesday,  when 
the  situation  will  be  thoroughly  thrashed 
out. 


the  N^'ws  from  Bay  Cliv.  Mich.,  says 
President  J.  C.  Wallace  of  the  American 
Shipbuilding  company  of  Cleveland,  .an- 
nounced yesterday  the  permanent  clos- 
ing of  the  Bay  City  yard  of  the  com- 
pany, which  means  that  the  plant, 
which  began  operations  nearly  half  a 
century  ago,  will  now  fall  into  disuse. 
The  closing  of  the  plant  will  throw 
over  1,400  men  out  of  employment. 

President  Wallace  in  giving  the  rea- 
son for  the  clo.^lng  of  the  yard  says 
that  the  freight  rate  on  structural  steel 
from  Pittsburg  to  Bay  City  being  $1.40 
per  ton  higher  than  the  rate  from  Pitts- 
burg to  Lake  Erie  ports,  the  Bay  City 
plant  could  no  longer  be  operated 
profitably.  The  work  of  dismantling 
the  plant  will  be  started  at  once.  The 
machinery  will  be  taken  to  Cleveland 
and  will  be  installed  in  the  yard  there.

Plan  to  Deepen  the  W  elland  Canal 
is  Abcandoned. 

Ottawa,  June  13.— Instead  of  deepening 
the  present  Welland  canal  a  second  c^nal 
may  i-e  dug  by  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment.

MAHONEf  IS 
INWILIITH 

Vice  President  of  Western 

Federation  of  Miners 

Visits  City. 

Says  Labor   Conditions 
on  Ranges  Are  Com- 
paratively Good. 


C.  E.  Mahoney.  vice  president  of 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners,  is 
in  Duiuth  today  on  his  way  to  the  iron 
ranges,  where  he  goes  to  look  over  the 
affairs  of  the  federation.  From  the 
Minnesota  ranges  Mr.  Mahoney  will 
go  to  the  Michigan  mining  country, 
probably  returning  from  there  to  Du- 
iuth on  his  way  back  to  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  federation,  at  Denver. 

Mr.  Mahoney  came  direct  from  Den- 
ver. He  says  that  no  special  business 
necessitates  hia  presence  In  the  iron 
country  at  this  time,  his  mission  here 
simply  being  to  look  Into  conditions. 
He  says  that  labor  conditions  are  fairly 
satisfactory,  considering  the  industrial 
condition  of  the  country.  During  the 
past  nine  months,  according  to  Mr. 
Mahoney,  not  more  than  35  per  cent  of 
the  laborers  of  the  Western  Federation 
have  had  steady  employment.  He 
states,  however,  that  this  Is  no  wxjrse 
than  the  conditions  existing  in  the 
ranks  of  other  labor  organizations. 

When  asked  regarding  the  condi- 
tions of  labor  on  the  Iron  ranges,  Mr. 
Mahoney  replied  that  they  were  more 
favorable  than  the  situation  in  the 
mining  centers  of  the  Rocky  moun- 
tains. He  stated  that  many  of  the 
mines  had  .shut  down  and  that  many 
of  the  Western  Federation  miners  had 
been  thrown  out  of  employment. 

Commenting  upon  the  tamous  Pettl- 
bone  Haywood  and  Moj-er  case,  Mr. 
Mahoney  stamped  the  whole  trial  as  "

Walker's  Copper  Letter  in  Saturday's 
Boston  Commercial  says: 

"Copper  is  firmer.  Lake  is  13  to  13  ^ 
cents,  and  electrolytic  Is  selling  at  12% 
to  13  cents  per  pound.  Domestic  con- 
sumers, almost  to  a  man,  continue  ex- 
tremely bearish  on  the  metal  market. 
They  are  buying  no  more  copper  than 
they  require  to  keep  their  plants  oper- 
atiing  from  week  to  week.  Producing 
Interests  are  able  to  check  up  on  these 
purchases,  however,  and  have  satis- 
fied themselves  that  domestic  consump- 
tion, which  around  the  first  of  the 
year  amounted  to  only  about  20  per 
cent  of  the  American  production,  has 
now  increased  to  between  40  per  cent 
and  50  per  cent.  They  have  satisfied 
them.selves  also  that  85  per  cent  of  the 
copper  exported  during  the  past  eight 
months  has  gone  into  consumption  and 
that  supplies  in  the  hands  of  foreign 
consumers  are  only  a  trifle  more  than 
normal. 

"Notwithstanding    the    steadily    In- 
creasing production  and  the  refusal  of  \ 
domestic   consumers    to    buy,    there    is  \ 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  one  month's  { 
production   In   the   accumulated    stocks  i 
of  copper   in   the   hands   of   producers. 
More  than   this  amount,  under  normal 
conditions.    Is    carried   in   stock   by    do- 
mestic   consuming   Interests.      In    v\ew 
of    this   pi-oducers   are    very    confident, 
and  it  can  be  depended  that  they  will 
advance  prices  sharply   when  consum- 
ers begin  buying. 

Contemplation  of  the  recent  tremendous 
export  of  copper  calls  out  criticisms  from 
many  people  who  are  not  acquainted 
with  some  conditions  which  are  more  or 
less  peculiar  to  the  copper  trade.  For 
instance,  the  copper  shipped  to  Great 
Britain,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands 
does  not  properly  represent  the  amount 
which  Is  to  be  consumed  In  those 
countries  alone.  The  bra.^s  foundaries, 
sheet  and  wire  drawing  mills  which  sup- 
ply copper  in  shapes  to  the  rest  of  the 
world  are  In  the  United  States.  Great 
Britain  and  Europe.  I  understand  that 
there  are  no  such  plants  of  any  import- 
ance in  Asia,  Africa  Australia,  South 
America  or  Mexici.  Therefore,  the  cop- 
per which  is  being  shipped  to  the  manu- 
facturing countries  of  Europe  is  being 
consumed    by    the    entire    civilized    world. 

"Electrical  development  is  g'ling  on  in 
many  countries  which  have  not  suffered 
to  any  extent  from  the  peculiar  politi- 
cal financial  and  Industrial  conditions 
which  have  developed  In  America  within 
a  year  or  two  Our  political  reformers 
have  the  right  to  congratulate  them- 
selves, if  they  wish  to.  that  they  suc- 
ceeded for  a  time  In  greatly  reducing 
the  consumption  of  copper  In  tne  Lnited 
States  but  they  fall  Into  grave  error 
when  they  assert  that  ours  was  only  a 
portion  of  a  world-wide  panic.  The 
German  factories  which  manufacture 
copper  and  brass  goods  for  the  export 
trade  have  experienced  no  hard  times 
whatever.  In  fact,  some  of  them  have 
steadily  Increased  their  output  during 
the   past    twelve   months."

MYSTERY  OF  THE  CHINOOK. 
Spokane  Spokesman -Review:  Down  the 
mountains  and  over  the  plains  there 
blew  for  many  hours  last  week  In  swift, 
continuous  current  tliat  always  marvel- 
lous phenomenon,  the  chlnook  wind. 
Wberever  It  touched  the  snowtonks 
they  melted  as  If  by  legerdemain. 

No  other  phenomenon  In  this  land  of 
metorologlcal  mysteriees  Is  quite  so 
unique  and  distinctive.  From  the  days  of 
Lewis  and  Clark  the  chinook  wind  has 
been  a  delight  and  a  wonder.  Its  name 
Is  derived  from  the  Chinook  nation  of 
Indians,  a  one  time  numerous  and  power- 
ful people  Inhabiting  the  north  bank  of 
the  Columbia  from  The  Dalles  to  the 
Doean.  Trappers,  herdsmen  and  oarLv 
agricultural  settlers,  noting  that  It  came 
Into  the  Interior  from  the  southwest,  call- 
ed It  Chinook  under  the  somewhat  mis- 
taken belief  that  It  flowed  out  of  the 
Chlnaak  country  and  drew  It  warm  and 
melting  properties  from  the  mild  Japan 
current.  Scientific  research  of  later  days 
has  shown  tliat  this  belief  was  largely 
erroneous. 

The  Chinook  Is  not  a  moist  wind  like 
that  which  blows  from  the  Pacific,  but 
derives  Its  snow  melting  powers  from  Its 
exceeding  dryness.  Vajwr  laden  wind 
fiom  the  Pacific,  rising  to  great  heights 
in  the  Cascade  mountains  are  drained 
of  their  moisture  by  that  mountain  wall 
and  become  cold,  dry  and  rarefied  In 
those  lofty  elevations.  In  falling  from 
the  mountain  heights  to  the  plains  of  the 
inland  empire  they  are  warmed  at  the 
rate  of  about  1  degree  for  each  1*)  feet 
of  descent.  A  fall  of  5,500  feet  from  the 
summit  of  the  Ciiscade  mountains  to  tlie 
wide  plateau  of  the  Interior  will  raise  the 
temperature  of  the  wind  by  about  30 
degrees. 

Here,  then,  are  the  pecular  properties 
of  the  chlnook  wind— warmth  and  dry- 
ness, melting  the  snows  by  its  low  tem- 
perature and  sucking  them  up  by  Its 
thirsty  properties. 

This  phenomenon  is  repeated  In  the^ 
Rocky  nwuntains  and  over  the  broad 
plains  of  Montana.  When  the  chlnook 
wind  has  reached  the  Rocky  Mountains 
it  is  again  moisture  laden  and  this 
moisture  Is  precipitated  by  that  high 
range  and  Its  deviating  spurs.  It  is  ren- 
dered dry  at  the  summit  of  the  Rockies 
and  Is  again  warmed  by  its  rapid  descent 
to  the  Montana  plains,  and  this  benign  in- 
flcence  Is  often  extended  to  the  Dakotas. 

To  the  people  Inhabiting  the  vast  In- 
terior this  chlnook  has  ever  been  a  Joy 
and   a   mystery.    When   snowa   lay   deep,

ABDUCTOR  GIVEN 
TERM  IN  PRISON 


Three  Years    for   Man 

Who  Lured  Girl  Into 

Vice. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  June  13.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.}— Ed  Pekier.  who  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  indictment  charging  adbuction  in 
that  he  took  13-year-okl  Rose  Sherrard  to 
Wmt<.«n,  on  tJie  Vermilion  iron  range,  to 
become  an  inmate  of  a  disorderly  house, 
"was  given  a  sti^tence  of  three  yeaxs  in  the 
6  late  penitentiary  yesterday  by  Ju<ige 
Hal  lam. 

T.^ie  crime  Is  a  s<t4ous  Infraotlcn 
against  public  morals  and  deserves  se- 
vere punishment,"  said  liie  court,  "The 
only  exteniuuing  circumstances  are  that 
the  girl  Jiad  lf\i  a  wayward  and  undoubt- 
edly an  imnioriU  life.  A  girl  of  her  age 
was  but  a  child  in  years,  and  it  must 
Iiave  bevn  apparent  to  ever>'oae  that  Bhe 
Wiijj  under  the  age  of  16. 

"The  effc^rts  of  the  state  and  of  the 
charitable  and  philanthropic  people  are 
direottti  to  the  reformation  of  suoh  girls, 
and  when  any  member  of  the  community 
ti.varts  these  efforts,  the  courts  should 
6i:t;ik  In  no  uncertain  terms." 

Judge  Hallam  then  pronounced  sentence 
of  three  y€ars  in  the  state  prison.  Pel- 
tier might  have  b€«n  send  up  for  as  much 
as  five  years. 

The  girl,  who  is  now  14  years  old.  Is  of 
a  cheerful  disposition,  judging  frccm  what 
has  l>een  seen  of  her  in  c-ourt.  She  doesn't 
slitd  iuiy  tears  of  sorrow  or  remorse.  She

In    t'he 
case  of  the  Belle  Isle  the  bottom  of  the 
ship   was  damaged  extensively   by   the 
force  of  the  explosion  and  it  was  found 
impossible    to    tow    the    battered    bulk 
back  again  into  the  harbor  in  time  to 
prevent  her  sinking.     She   was  finally 
pushed  aground  by   tugs  and   beached. 
llred   at   Short   Range. 
The  torpedo  was  fired  at  tiie  Florida 
watertight  bulkhead  compartment  from 
a  distance  approximately  400  feet  in  an 
almost  horizontal  line,  it  being  started 
from  a  float  specially  prepared  for  the 
occasion  and  fitted  with  a  bomb  proof 
to   protect    the   officers    witnessing    the 
test,  from  any  flying  pieces  of  wood  or 
steel.     To  prevent   any   danger  of   de-- 
flectlon  of  the  line  of  flight  of  the  tor- 
pedo, which  some  times  happens  owing 
to  a  disarrangement  of  the  automatic 
mechanism  by  which  it  operates,  it  was 
sent  along  a  trolley    wire,    which   con- 
nected tlie  float  with  the  monitor.     By 
the  successful   working  of  this  device, 
the  torpedo  hit  the  exact  spot  which  it 
was  intended  to  strike  and  thus  avert- 
ed failure  of  the  experiment.     Today's 
test   was  made  at  Pine  Beach,   off  the 
Jamestown  exposition  grounds,  in  about 
fifteen  feet  of  water,  the  Florida  draw- 
ing about  thirteen  and  a  half  feet. 
Charged  With  Gun  Cotton. 
Two  hundred  and  twentj'-  pounds  of 
gun   cotton   comprised      the      explosive 
carried    by    the    torpedo.      Gun    cotton 
Is  a  powerful  explosive,  but  the   hope 
of  the   officials   was   that  the   damage  j 
it  might  do  may  be  absorbed  locally, 
thus  Insuring  the  practical  stability  of 
j  the    remainder   of   the   vessel's   water- 
tight compartments.     Should  the  harm 
done  by  the  explosive  prove  more  ex- 
tensive the  results  will   prove  a   great 
disappointment.         The      torpedo    was 
aimed   to   strike   below   the   water   line 
armor  belt  of  the  ship.     Considerable 
time  and  work  was  expended   on  the 
Florida   in    preparing   her    for   today's 
test,  as  the  officials  have  been  anxious 
that  It  shall  be  complete  and  final  as 
demonstrating     the     vulnerability     or 
lack  of  vulnerability  of  the  latest  con- 
struction in  bulkheads  in  resisting  tor- 
pedo attacks. 

The  president's  yacht,  Mayflower, 
with  Secretaries  Metcalf  and  Taft  and 
Postmaster  General  Meyer,  arrived 
here  at  6:30  this  morning  from  Wash- 
ington. After  a  hasty  breakfast  the 
party  transferred  to  a  tug  so  as  to  be 
able  to  get  nearer  to  the  Florida  than 
they  could  In  the  Mayflower.  The 
weather  was  beautiful  and  the  party 
enjoyed  the  trip  greatly.  A  dozen 
naval  and  army  officials  came  down 
on  the  Norfolk  boat  to  witness  the  test, 
including  Admiral  Mason,  Commander 
Smith  and  Lieut.  Brady  of  the  ord- 
nance bureau.  Chief  Constructor 
Capps,  Capt.  Fletcher  of  the  general 
board,  Lieut.  Commander  Zenn, 
In  charge  of  the  torpedo  station  at 
Newport,  Gen.  Arthur  Murray,  chief  of 
artillery,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Porter,  as- 
sistant judge  advocate  general. 

Will  Be  Guided  by  Results. 
Results  obtained  from  tcnlay's  experi- 
ment will  be  a  guide  for  the  construc- 
tion of  vessels  in  the  building  of  the 
water-tight  compartment  bulkheads  of 
the  new  Dreadnaughts,  North  Dakota 
and  Delaware,  now  partially  completed, 
and  of  the. Florida  and  the  Utah,  au- 
thorized at  the  last  session  of  congress. 
The  compartment  pierced  by  the  tor- 
pedo Is  nearly  amidships  of  the  moni- 
tor and  Is  of  considerable  size. 

In  addition  to  ascertaining  the  effect 
of  the  torpedo  exploding  beneath  the 
ship,  in  the  experiment  with  the  Belle 
Lsle  in  1903  there  was  a  desire  to  test 
the  value  of  cellulose  as  a  means  of 
■preventing  the  Inrush  of  water  into  the 
ship  after  the  penetration  of  the  hull, 
the  contention  being  that  cellulose, 
tightly  ramme<l,  offers  resistance  to 
inrushlng  water  and  yet  will  not  ex- 
pand to  a  sufficient  extent  to  burst 
open  the  Inside  of  the  vessel.  In  the 
compartment  fired  at  a  quantity  of 
cellulose  was  tightly  rammed,  render- 
ing it  practically  solid.  Unofficial  re- 
ports of  the  explosion,  however,  were 
to  the  effect  that  portions  of  the  cellu- 
lose were  hurled  Into  the  air.  and  It 
was  apparent  that  a  portion  of  the 
specially  constructed  compartment 
packed  with  this  material  was  blown 
up.  Today's  test  was  the  second  for 
the  monitor  within  a  very  short  time, 
the  former  being  two  weeks  ago.  when 
a  shell  was  fired  at  the  11 -Inch  armor 
on  the  forward  turret,  and  others  at 
a  fighting  mast. 


Maximum   Penalty 
th(  Offense  is  Fif- 
teen Years. 


David  Mattlch  was  convicted  of  maa- 
slaughter  in  the  first  debree  by  a  jury 
in  Judge  Ensign's  room,  shortly  after 
11:30  last  evening.  Matlch  was  charged 
with  the  murder  of  Rodi  Donjonovich,  at 
the  Croxton  mine  location,  near  Chls- 
holm,  several  weeks  ago.  The  maximum 
penalty  for  manslaughter  in  the  first 
degree  is  imprisonment  in  the  state  penl- 
tentiarj-    for    fifteen    years. 

Ell  Mattich  and  David  Mattlch  were 
indicted  for  the  killing  of  Donjonovich. 
The  state  claimed  that  Eil  and  I'avld 
had  been  drinking  that  they  becam« 
partly  drunk  and  abusive  and  attempted 
to  make  trouble  at  the  boarding  house 
where  Donjonovich  resided.  The  accused 
are  said  to  have  assaulted  Donjonovich 
when  he  entered  the  room  where  they 
were.  David  Mattich  is  claimed  to  have 
struck  Donjonovich  on  the  head  with  a 
revolver  and  then  held  him  while  Eli 
Mattich  fired  the  fatal  shot.  The  state's 
witnesses  claim  that  Donjonovich  was 
attempting  to  run  away  when  he  was  shot 
The  bullet  entered  his  body  near  the 
lower  end  of  the  spine. 

EH  Mattich  was  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter in  the  first  degree  a  few  days 
ago.  It  Ig  probable  that  the  court  will 
pass  sentence  on  the  two  men  shortly  so 
that  they  may  be  taken  to  Stillwater  tO 
begin  serving  their  terms. 

County  Attorney  Norton  prosecuted  th© 
cases  and  Capt.  C.  C.  Teare  appeared 
for   both   defendants.

Nine  Arrests  Are   Made 

Under  New  Agnew- 

tlart  Law. 


New  York,  June  13.— Between  15,000 
and  20,000  persons  journeyed  down  to  the 
Gravesend  race  track  yesterday  to  see 
the  horacs  and.  If  possible,  to  make  a 
wager  on  their  favorites.  Six  horses  were 
run,  according  to  the  schedule.  There 
was  betting,  too,  on  every  race,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  the  Agnew-Hart  antl- 
gambliiig  law  was  in  force  and  that 
John  Cavanaugh,  the  master  of  the  bet- 
ting ring,  announced  that  no  specula- 
tion should  be  indulged  in.  Nine  persons 
were  taken  into  cusiiody  by  the  police, 
and  each  was  held  In  $:iao  bail  for  ap- 
Dearance. 

Orlando  Jones,  one  of  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  Metropolitan  Turf  associa- 
tion, was  the  most  prominent  book- 
maker arrested.  Something  akin  to  a 
riot  occurred  when  the  first  arrest  was 
made  after  the  horses  were  going  to  the 
post  for  the  first  race.  Each  succeeding 
arrest  was  followed  by  a  wild  scramble 
of  the  crowds  to  get  near  the  chief  ac- 
tors in  the  scene,  but  nothing  more 
violent  than  the  hurling  of  a  few  epithets 
was  indulged  in. 

When  the  racing  enthusiasts  began  ar- 
riving at  the  track  early  in  the  after- 
noon an  air  of  expectancy  was  noted 
everywhere.  In  the  betting  ring  the  book- 
makers hesitated  to  begin  business,  bur. 
doubt  as  to  what  would  be  permitted  was 
early  dispelled  by  John  Cavanaugh,  the 
master  of  the  ring,  who  warned  th3 
player.s  that  neither  the  Jockey  club  nor 
the  Brooklyn  Jockey  club  would  sanction 
any  infringem'  nt  of   the  law. 

When  the  starters  for  the  race  were 
run  up  on  the  blackboard,  a  score  of 
b<jokmakers  took  their  accusitomed  places 
in  line  reserved  for  them.  There  was  an 
absence,  however,  on  the  record  sheets, 
ca^shiers'  bags  and  "runner."  The  boo'K- 
niakers,  however,  held  t'heir  programs  in 
their  hxinds,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each 
h<irse  was  quatt'd  the  price  that  would 
openly  have  been  laid  rtgain.st  the  anlm."!! 
were  the  ncnv  laws  not  in  eff'x^t.  Pu.shlng 
throug'h  the  crowd  and  up  to  the  book- 
makf-rs  ocaisionally  '.here  came  some  per- 
son who  would  hold  a  momentarily  wliis- 
p'rc-d  conver&Jiition  with  the  bookmaker, 
and  on  receiving  eithc^r  a  yea  or  nay 
movement  of  the  pad,  would  depart.  This, 
it  is  said,  in  a  nunibfr  of  Instances  con- 
stituteil  making  of  credit  bets. 

What  bt-ttlng  thLTe  was.  was  not  gen- 
eral in  chu-.'icter.  but  to^ik  place  t>e<twe>en 
persons  well  known  to  each  other.  The 
individual  unknown  to  the  bookmakers 
had    no    chance    to    back    his   horse.

BUSIEST  OF  ALL    GRAFTERS 

Are  the   Check   Workers,  Says   Veteran  Detective, 

and    Hardest    to    Keep 
Track  Of. 


Washington,  June  13. — Ajnong  con- 
sular changes  announced  yesterday 
were  the  following.  John  P.  Bray  of 
North  Dakota,  transferred  from  consul

from  consul  at  Harput  to  consul  at 
Swoniki,  John  E.  Rowen  of  Iowa,  pro- 
mted  from  consul  at  Port  .Stanley  to 
consul  at  Punta  Arenas.  Orland  P. 
Baker  of  Iowa,  transferred  from  consul 
at  Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  to  consul  at  San 
Dakan.  Chester  W.  Martin  of  Michi- 
gan, promoted  from  consul  at  Martin- 
ique to  consul  at  Barbadcea. 


"The  check  workers,  said  a  veteran 
to  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean,  "are  the 
busiest  of  all  the  'grafters'  and  the 
hardest  to  keep  track  of.  They  are  at 
It  the  whole  year  around  and  cause 
the  police  a  lot  of  bother  because  they 
vary  their  methods  so  much.  Nearly 
all  other  classes  of  criminals  have  cer- 
tain little  peculiarities  about  their 
work  by  which  they  became  known,  but 
these  fellows  get  up  a  new  scheme 
every    day. 

"Some  of  them  are  really  men  of  gen- 
ius, who  could  make  a  good  living  with 
their  brains  and  tongues  m  almost  any 
other  line  If  they  only  cared  to  do  so. 
They  all  have  degenerate  tendencies, 
however,  which  drive  them  to  the 
commission  of  crime.  The  most  of  them 
would  not  reform  If  they  could. 

"The  most  interesting  of  this  class, 
perhaps,  are  not  really  'check  workers' 
at  all.  I  allude  to  the  men  who  make 
it  their  business  to  get  genuine  signa- 
tures to  bona  tide  checks  unknown  to 
the  signers. 

"They  are  the  modern  development  of 
the  now  almost  extinct  crass  of  swind- 
lers who  used  to  drive  through  the 
country  getting  responsible  farmers  to 
sign  maclilnery  contracts,  lightning  rod 
agreements,  or  anything.  In  fact,  which 
might  be  torn  in  two  and  become  a 
promissory  note  whicn  could  be  nego- 
tiated at  a  bank.  Now  and  then  a 
modification  of  this  old  game  still  crops 
up  In  the  backwoods  districts,  and,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  every  farmer 
nowadays  takes  a  paper  of  some  kind 
in  which  these  frauds  are  expo.sed,  vic- 
tims are  always  found  to  Illustrate  the 
■grafter's'  axiom  that  a  new  sucker  is 
born  every  minute. 

"The  modern  idea  is  different  Not 
long  since  a  new  game  was  sprung  with 
ingenuity  enough  in  it  to  have  been 
born   of  the  devil. 

"The  chief  actor  in  the  little  finan- 
cial comedy  drove  up  to  the  house  of  a 
prosperous  farmer.  He  was  dressed  In 
a  suit  of  sober  black,  and  represented 
himself  to  be  a  circuit  riding  minister 
of  the  gospel.  He  requested  shelter 
for  the  night,  and  was  hospitably  re- 
ceived. He  proved  a  good  talker,  and 
the  two  sat  up  until  bedtime  engaged 
in  pleasant  conversation.  Just  about 
retiring  time  a  couple  hurriedly  drove 
up  and  asked  the  farmer  where  a  min- 
ister could  be  found  to  marry  them, 
and,  of  course,  the  circuit,  rider  got  the 
job. 

"The  farmer  Avas  an  Interested  spec- 
tator of  tiie  happy  affair,  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  solemn  words  that 
made  the  supposed  elopers  man  and 
wife  was  benevolently  delighted  to 
sign  his  name  as  witness  to  an  elab- 
orate marriage  certificate  which  the 
minister  fished  up  from  his  little  black 
grip  as  a  present  to  the  bride  and 
groom.  In  the  morning  that  signature 
appeared  at  a  bank  in  the  neighboring 
town,  at  the  foot  of  a  check  for  a  large 
amount,  and  was  cashed  without  ques- 
tion. 

"Nearly  all  the  papers  In  the  country 
printed  the  Incident  at  the  time,  but 
none  of  them  iiad  the  story  of  how 
the  trick  was  done.  That  dfd  not  be- 
come known  until  later.  The  certlHcate 
of  marriage  was  printed  on  heavy  card- 
board, and,  wherever  the  names  or 
dates  were  to  be  written  In,  the  card- 
board was  cut  away  with  a  beveled 
edge  and  the  writing  was  done  on 
smooth  paper  pasted  on  the  back  of  the 
certificate  and  showing  through  the 
bevelpd  holes.  The  effert  was  orna- 
mental .and  nothing  wrong  about  It 
could  possibly  be  suspected.  Between 
the  two  sheets  of  pasteboard,  however, 
n  bank  check  h.ad  been  Inserted,  so 
that  its  signature  line  came  right  under 
the  opening  left  for  one  of  the  wit- 
nesses, and.  In  eonsequence,  the  farmer 
was  aetually  signing  a  check  on  his 
own  bank  when  he  good-naturedly 
'witnessid'    the    fake   marriage. 

"Of  a  similar  nature  was  a  more 
elaborate  operation  performed  In 
Washington.  A  pretty  and  extremely 
vivacious  yoimg  woniim  .appeared  one 
day  with  a  handsome  moroeco  bound 
and  gold  mounted  album  .slunc:  in  an 
alligator  carrying  rase.  The  outfit  w.is 
Just  about  the  neatest  trifle,  with  the 
excepthm  of  the  youner  ladv  herself, 
that  ever  came  to  town,  and  V)oth  made 
a  de<Md'  d  Impression.  .She  had  the  anto- 
praph  mania,  and  wouldn't  the  d^ar 
senator  just  favor  her  with  his  n.imo 
tlure  below  his  portrait  or  below  the 
plaee  where  she  was  going  to  Insert  his 
portrait  when  ho  gave  It  to  licr?  Tn 
nine  rases  out  of  ten  the  'dear  sen.ator* 
would,  no  matter  what  his  usual  sentl- 
m«>nts  regarding  the  .autograph  hunt- 
ers. The  name  was  sierned  through  an 
opening  in  the  card,  lust  as  In  the  mar- 
riage certlfleate.  and  In  every  case  a 
check  was  slfjned.  Not  one  of  these 
checks  Avaa  offered  for  payment  until 
th«'  persuasive  youn?^  woman  had  sf - 
cured    all    that    could    bo    handled    In 


safety,  when  they  were  cashed  on  the 
same  day  at  the  \arious  banks.  As  the 
amounts  were  In  no  case  large,  not 
much  stir  was  miide  about  the  matter, 
and,  tiien,  senators  don't  like  to  tell 
when   the  joke    Is   on   them. 

"Extraordinary  pains  are  taken  by 
forgers  and  check  workers  to  secure 
the  bona  fide  signatures  of  wealthy 
men.  Besides  letters  so  worded  that 
they  have  some  chance  of  reaching 
past  the  inconvenient  private  secretary 
and  of  being  answered  by  the  great 
man  himself,  every  ruse  that  ingenuity 
can  devise  is  tried.  A  successful  plan 
In  one  case  was  to  present  a  petition 
relating  to  a  sewer  in  the  big  man's 
own  section,  antl  a  score  of  other 
names,  given  in  good  faith,  were  se- 
cured before  the  big  man  was  ap- 
proached. He  wa.s  caught  where  there 
was  no  pen  and  Ink  handy  and  signed, 
the  petition  with  a  hard,  blunt  pencil 
that  was  given  him,  unwittingly  sign- 
ing at  the  same  time  a  check  through 
the  transfer  paper  beneath.  A  good 
pile  was  secured  on  this  trick. 

"As  a  rule,  however,  tlie  signature  Is  all 
that  is  wanted.  If  one  of  the  'good  thing 
gents'  can  secure  a  real  check  written  by 
one  of  their  intended  victims  It  is  an  oc- 
casion for  rejoicing,  for  then  ail  the  little 
peculiarities  that  distinguishes  a  check 
signature  from  a  name  signed  elsewhere 
are  there  to  be  copied.  One  successful 
check  worker  had  a  method  which  could 
not  be  discovered  for  a  long  time.  The 
signature  on  the  checks  he  presented 
were  so  apparently  genuine  that  even  the 
men  on  whom  the  swindles  were  perpe- 
trated could  not  Hweiir  that  they  were 
forgeries  except  from  the  fact  that  they 
could  not  remember  having  signed  such 
checks. 

"It  was  at  last  discovered  that  the  fel- 
low first  secured  a  signature,  had  a  zinc 
etching  made  from  It,  took  a  matrix  of 
the  zinc  engraving  and  into  this  matrix 
cast  a  very  hard  rubber  composition, 
which  retained  just  enough  of  its  elas- 
ticity not  to  show  any  traces  of  embos- 
sing on  the  paper  receiving  the  imprint 
from  it.  A  metal  'c:;ut'  would  have  shown 
its  impression  on  the  back,  but  with  the 
composition  'stamp  he  was  able  to  pro- 
duce duplicates  of  a  signature  that  ex- 
perts  could  not  tell  from   the  original. 

"All  these  schemes  seem  to  have  sprung 
up  to  the  place  of  'clean'  forgeries 
which  are  in  their  decline,  and  of  check 
raising,  which  Is  practically  a  lost  art. 
So  many  precautions  have  been  thrown 
around  checks  by  people  who  deal  largely 
In  them  that  it  is  low  almost  impossible 
to  make,  for  Instance,  an  $80  check  out 
of  an  ?8  one.  Tinttd  and  engraved  paper 
that  would  show  Instantly  the  effects  of 
acids  of  mechanics  erasures  began  the 
work  that  check  perforators  completed, 
and  after  a  few  uiisucccssful  but  ingen- 
ious attempts  to  plug  up  the  holes  and 
reperforate,  the  check  raiser  went  out  of 
business,  or  rather,  turned  his  peculiar 
talents  in  some   oil  er  direction. 

"There  are  many  elabonite  schemes 
Fuch  as  those  mentioned,  and  it  is  said 
there  js  a  large  minting  and  engraving 
establishment  in  New  York  which  is  de- 
voted entirely  to  the  production  of  coun- 
terfeit check  blanks  and  other  printed 
matter  for  criminal r. 

"The  genuine  'eh.'ck  worker'  is  a  man 
who  by  plausible  sdory  and  glibnesg  of 
tongue,  contrives  to  pass  a  purely  worth- 
less  check. 

'  His  operations  are  much  more  corn- 
iron  and  the  sums  involved  are  usually 
much  smaller,  thoigh  even  in  this  line 
there  are  some  'hli^h  rollers'  who  scorn 
to  'turn  a  trick"  foi    less  than  $1,000. 

"The  ruse  is  so  (.ften  successful  that  it 
is  a  wonder  merchxnts  do  not  make  an 
ironclad  rule  asrainst  these  deceptive  bits 
of  paper.  Hotels  and  saloons  seem  to  be 
particularly  unfortunate  in  check  trans- 
actions, though  no  line  of  business  is  free 
from  attack.  Peopl  ^  who  cannot  see  how 
others  can  be  taken  in  on  palpable,  and 
even  clum-sy.  frauds  forget  to  take  Into 
consideration  the  effect  of  personal  mag- 
netism, which  Is  a  very  real  factor, 
whether  you  call  It  hypnotism  or  merely 
persauasiveness. 

"There  Is  a  general  .sameness  about 
nearly  all  these  case.*!,  though  now  and 
then  ,a  new  phase  Is  developed. 

"A  new  plan  was  evolved  recently  by 
a  fellow  who  drifffd  into  town  and  an- 
swered the  advert i!-ement  of  every  per- 
son who  had  anythinjg:  to  sell.  All  were 
Invited  to  call  on  him  at  the  swell  apart- 
ments he  had  rented  for  the  purpose,  and 
he  proved  a  liberal  buver,  purchasing 
everything  that  was  offered  to  him  at  al- 
most any  price,  and  paying  by  check.  In 
a  couple  of  days  brfore  the  checks  had 
time  to  come  back  Tiarked  N.  O.  he  left, 
taking  with  him  a  cirfro  of  portable  prop- 
erty, and  leaving  behind  him  scores  of 
people  who  had  p;ild  dearly  for  the 
knowledge  that  It  was  easy  to  write 
checks. 

"It  Is  just  a  good  plftfie  of  advice  to  say 
that  It  is  well  to  be  on  your  guard  for 
the  fellow  who  wsinf.^  a  check  cashed; 
they  are  d:ingerous  poople  to  deal  with 
in  seven  cases  out  of  tea." 


The  eight  men,  whose  pictures  are 
shown  above,  comiK)sed  the  crew  for 
the  last  week  or  ten  days,  but  that  does 
not  mean  that  there  will  not  be  some 
changes  before  the  crew  is  finally  se- 
lected.

ARTIST  DROWXED  IX 

PECULIAR  ACCIDEXT. 


New  York,  June  13.— John  McGreer,  a 
landscape  artist,  69  years  of  age,  who 
until  recently  lived  in  Chicago,  was 
drowned  in  the  Hudson  river  yesterday 
as  the  result  of  an   unusual  accident. 

The  artist  with  his  grandson,  John, 
went  to  a  point  on  the  Hudson  river  off 
Harlem  In  order  to  finish  a  painting  of 
that  portion  of  the  river,  and  he  placed 
his  easel  ujTon  an  old  barge  anchored 
near  the  shore.  He  seated  himself  upon 
a  pile  of  brick  upon  the  barge  and  began 
to    work. 

A  swell  of  a  passing  river  steamer 
rocked  the  barge  and  McGreer  was  tum- 
bled off  his  unstable  seat  into  the  river. 
Efforts  to  rescue  him  were  futile. 


MAY  STAY  IX  JAIL. 

Thaw  Will  Not  Return  to  Asylum 
Pending  Application  to  Judge. 

New  York,  June  13.— Harry  K.  Thaw 
will  remain  In  the  Poughkeepsie  jail 
pending  an  application  of  his  counsel 
to  Justice  Dowiing  of  the  supreme 
court,  for  a  change  of  the  order  com- 
mitting him  to  the  state  hospital  for 
the  insane  at  Matteawan.  This  decision 
was  rendered  by  Judge  Morschauser  of 
Poughkeepsie  after  hearing  arguments 
of  counsel  in  this  city  yesterday  on  a 
motion  to  transfer  the  prisoner  to  any 
state  asylum  other  than  an  asylum  for 
Insane  convicts. 

District  attorney  Jerome  said  that  he 
personally   had    no   objection     to      the

Alexia,  the 
Franco-R'jssion  ilans^^use,  who  made  her 
Amf-rican  debut  at  Hammerstein's  roof 
garden  last  week,  found  the  wind  slack 
for  fast  s:illlng  b«icause  of  her  rival  had 
covered  the  '»urse  l>efore  her.  But  Mille. 
Alexia,  if  she  did  not  create  a  positive 
furore,  nevertheless  gavt^  a  good  accouni 
of  hers^.lf  and  will  pnjhably  be  accin>fed 
as  a  dunmier  favorite.  She  is  a  lithe. 
dark-skini\prt  girl  of  a  <ilstinot  Southern 
type  and  rather  more,  acrobatic  than 
poetic  in  her  wild  evolutions,  who  swlrl<;d 


and  pirouetted  with  mad  abandon  through 
a  weird  pantomimic  dance  in  a  costume 
in  which  mingled  the  coppers  and  greens 
and  purples  of  a  hundred  tropical  snakes. 
Her  act  l>ears  the  significant  title  of  "The

After  Miss  Bates's 
repeated  announcements  that  she  wouid 
not  again  appear  as  a  Belasco  star  it  was 
generally  accepted  tiiat  she  would  pass 
under  the  control  of  the  syndicate,  al- 
though Belasco  threa-tened  to  spend  $ltX>,- 
000  in  enforcing  his  option  for  a  renewal 
of  lier  services.  The  deciding  influence 
was  the  sudden  death  of  Mrs.  F.  M. 
Bates,  her  mother.  List  we*k.  who  has 
been  Miss  Bate's  guiding  genius  in  all 
her  dramatic  ventures,  and  who  was 
ki^own  to  be  strenuously  opposed  to 
Blanche's  confinement  to  one  role  for  a 
period   of   years. 

tl  is  understood  that  her  death  was 
t.he  means  of  bringing  about  a  meeting 
betw.T^ni  Mr.  Belasco  and  his  recalcitrant 
star,  and  that  the  adjustment  of  their 
differences  took  Utile  more  than  a  few 
minutes.  Th^"  pt^rsonal  equation  entered 
largely  into  the  restoration  ot  cordial  re- 
lations, for  this  was  the  first  meeting 
between  them  since  Miss  Bates  made  her 
announcement  In  New  Orleans  last  win- 
ter, in  consequence  of  which  Belasco  car- 
tailed  her  season  and  closed  "The  Girl  of 
the  Golden  West"  as  a  r»jad  attraction.

In  my  last  letter  I  mentioned  that 
Madame  Podovanl,  the  South  Amer- 
ican diva,  who  was  discovered  by  Im- 
presario .S.  Kronberg  and  engaged  for 
his  Knickerbocker  Grand  Opera  com- 
pany, had  been  the  heroine  of  a  splen- 
did fiasco.  In  consequence  of  which  her 
manager  disbanded  the  company  after 
giving  only  one  performance.  Kron- 
berg blamed  the  critics,  declaring  that 
Podovanl  was  all  he  had  claimed  for 
her,  a  legitimate  rival  of  Tetrazzlnl. 
Impresario  Abramson  engaged  the 
prima  donna  for  ills  company  which  is 
giving  grand  opera  at  popular  prices 
at  the  New  York  theater.  All  this  you 
already  know.  Whatever  got  into  the 
critics— whether  the  musical  writers 
really  wtnt  to  hear  the  performance  at 
the  Majestic  or  delegated  their  task  to 
the  reporters— Is  one  of  those  thing.s  a 
fellow  cannot  find  out.  At  all  events, 
Podovanl  was  cast  for  the  soprano  role 
in  "Traviat.a"  at  the  New  York  theater 
within  a  few  nights  after  her  fiasco  at 
the  uptown  playhouse,  and  completelj' 
reversed  the  judgment  announced  upon 
her  Initial  performance  at  the  Majestic. 
She  electrified  the  audience  and  the 
critleg  alike,  and  scored  a  tremendous 
triumph,  all  the  papers  practically 
combining  in  eulogizing  her  voice  and 
method  to  the  skies.  Nicer  things  have 
rarely  been  written  about  a  new^  eon^er 
in  opera  than  were  written  of  Mr.

It  did  not  afford 
him  any  finan.  lal  satisfaction,  but 
Podovanl  vindicated  his  prediction,  and 
incidentally  demonstrated  that  Boston 
does  have  some  judgment  in  matters 
musical,  for  it  was  on  the  strength  of 
what  the  Hub  had  said  about  her  that 
he  was  enabled  to  make  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  Shuberts  to  install  his 
opera  company  at  the  Majestic. 

A  few  nights  after  that  the  diva  re- 
peated her  success  in  another  opera, 
and  again  came  in  for  a  harvest  of  en- 
thusiastic praise,  which  will  look  well 
in  her  scrap  book  when  she  calls  on 
Impresario  Hammerstein  or  the  man- 
agement of  the  Metropolitan.  Of 
course,  that  is  likely  to  happen,  and 
with  the  indorsement  given  her  It  Is 
hard  to  see  how  she  can  escape  the 
dragnet   of  one   or   the  other.

Oscar  Hammerstein  has  a  daughter, 
Stella,  who  went  on  the  stage  a  year 
ago.  Just  why  develops  this  week 
from  the  disclosure  of  an  embryo  ro- 
mance. Stella  three  years  ago  met  the 
son  of  a  London  publisher.  They  fell 
In  love  and  became  engaged  last  No- 
vember. The  young  man  Is  the  son  of 
a  baronet  (with  the  accent  on  the 
"net"),  and  Is  himself  In  line  for  a 
title.  When  the  Impressarlo  of  the 
famous  hat  heard  of  It  and  faced  the 
prospect  of  becoming  the  father-in- 
law  of  a  nobleman  he  objected.  The 
npshot  was  that  .Stella  had  to  send  hor 
engagement  ring  back,  and  as  her 
father  thought  that  the  profe.oslon 
would  prove  a  cure  for  the  heartache 
he  allowed  Stella  to  become  an  act- 
ress. But  love  Is  stronger  than  art. 
and,  from  all  accountH,  the  broken  en- 
gagement Is  being  patched  up  and  only 
the  parental  blessing  of  the  Impres- 
sarlo Is  needed  to  make  two  young 
hearts  very  happy.  Hammerstein's  sur- 
prising success  In  handling  tonsllltic 
prima  donnas  and  tenors  should  appar- 
ently enable  him  to  look  with  equan- 
imity upon  the  prospect  of  managing 
a  foreign  son-in-law,  but  for  some 
reason   his   aversion    has   not   yet    been 


overcome.  Miss  Hammerstein  says  the 
marriage  will  lake  place;  her  father 
declares  It  will  not— just  yet.  Miss 
Stella  vows  sht^  will  not  only  marry 
her  Englishman,  but  stay  on  the  stage 
in  her  professional  capacity.  What 
will  come  of  It  will  probably  develop 
during   the  summer.

Now  that  Col.  Savage  has  returned 
from  Europe  anl  given  some  indication 
of  his  future  plans,  tt  looks  as  if  the 
German  comic  operas,  made  the  vogue 
again  by  the  success  of  "The  Merry 
Widow,"  would  monopolize  the  stitge 
largely  next  season.  While  abroad  tho 
impresario  contncted  for  the  American 
rights  to  "The  Prince  Child,"  by  the 
authors  and  composers  of  "The  Merry 
Widow;"  "A  Jolly  Peasant,"  by  Victor 
Leon  and  Leo  Fall;  "The  Love  Cure." 
by  Leo  Stein  and  Edmund  Eysler;  "Vera 
Vloletta,"  also,  bj-  Eysler,  and  three  Hun- 
garian operettas,  "Pifflkus."  "Prince 
Bob"  and  "The  Rose  Youth."  The  pro- 
ductions will  not  bo  simultaneous,  and 
"Vera  Violetta"  will  probably  take  pre- 
cedence. Mr.  Sa.vage  at  the  same  time 
announces  that  he  will  abandon  his  Eng- 
lish Grand  Opera  company,  partly  be- 
cause he  has  been  unable  to  obtain  a 
suitable  successor  to  "Madam  Butterfly," 
and  partly  because  of  the  announced  pol- 
icy -of  the  big  opera  houses  that  they 
will  take  a  plun;e  Into  English  opera. 

Apparently  Col.  Savage  ha^  made  up 
his  differences  with  the  owners  of  the 
Garden  theater,  from  which  he  wa.s 
threatened  to  be  dispossessed  because  of 
his  failure  to  keep  the  theater  oi>en  the 
season  through.  The  announcement  is 
that  he  will  establish  a  stock  company 
tiiere  on  the  llries  of  the  old  Augiistin 
Daly  and  the  Empire  theater  organiza- 
tions, and  he  hfc-.s  scheduled  three  plays 
by  American  authors  for  produotlon 
tliere,  btginning  with  "Portia  Perkins," 
hv  Edith  Ellis^  to  be  followed  by  "A 
.\ian  of  His  Word"  and  "A  Happy 
Family." 

An  Interesting'  story  told  by  Mr.  Savage 
was  concerning  ttie  complete  failure  of 
"The  College  Wld'jw"  In  London.  One 
instance  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Savage  of  a 
happening  on  the  .ypening  night  will  serve 
to  illustrate  niosf  thoroughly  just  why 
the  American  cl)llege  play  failed  to  catch 
on  over  there. 

Mr  Savage  sa.ys  that  he  was  sitting 
near  a  j>arty  of  London  playgoers  during 
the  opening  pe^r'^ormance  and  could  not 
help  but  hear  tiielr  remarks.  When  the 
athleUc  girl  made  her  appearance  at  the 
college  reception,  with  a  senil-clrcle  ot 
tan  that  ran  from  her  neck  to  her  fore- 
hea.d,  and  from  her  hands  to  a  littxo 
above  the  elbovfs,  leaving  In  evidence 
^hai.  part  of  her  White  skin  that  would 
show  in  a  low-neck  g->wn,  Mr.  Savage 
.says  that  one  of  the  l-^nglish  women  sit- 
ting   near   his   remarked,    audil>ly: 

"My  word!  Hcw  careless  these  Ameri- 
can players  are.  That  actress  has  for- 
gotten half  her  makeup." 

After  this  is  it  any  wonder  "The  Col- 
lege Widow"  was  a  failure  in  London?

"  'Taln't  much  of  a  circus  unless 
there's  a  parade,  and  the  better  the 
parade  the  better  the  circus." 

That's  the  reasoning  of  thousands  of 
people  in  this  country,  who  care  little 
for  truists,  economics,  the  centraliza- 
tion of  power  and  concentration  of 
business  energies.  That's  the  argu- 
ment that  will  fill  the  "tented  city" 
to  the  bulging  proportions  of  the  fat 
lady.  For  the  combined  Hagenbeck  & 
Wallace  shows  are  unlike  this  season's 
predecessors.  The  anti-trust  circus 
g-ives  a  parade,  and  a  good  one. 

The  man  who  follows  the  plow  In  the

He  will  sell  you  a 
herd  of  elephants  in  the  wild,  and  then 
turn  out  and  capture  them,  sending  an 
expedition  that  traverses  Africa.  And 
If  vou  wish  these  elephants  taught  to 
eat  from  the  hand  after  he  has  brought 
them  to  civilization,  all  you  have  to 
do  is  to  pay  a  little  more.  He  "does 
the  rest." 

When  Hagenbeck  came  to  Chicago  In 
1893.  America  knew  and  welcome<l  him. 
When  he  had  the  original  and  seem- 
ingly impressible  Idt^as  of  taking  a  per- 


manent exhibit  of  trained  animals  and 
tutting  wheels  under  it,  so  to  speak, 
he  found  America  Just  friendly. 

His  first  traveling  exhibition  of  two 
years  ago  was  an  animal  show;  then 
he  added  a  few  circus  acts,  and  last 
Season  when  he  united  with  Wallace, 
the  tamoiis  man,  he  gave  his  ptrlorm- 
ance  just  the  variety  needed.

Wherever  one  sees  animals  going 
throu;,'h  unfamiliar  and  atnorm.-^l  feats 
they  marvel  at  their  intelligence  and 
at  tho  phvnomenal  patience  of  the  men 
who  wrest  them  from  old  trains  of 
thought,  and  put  new  Ideas  Into  their 
heads  and  give  the  movements  to  their 
musclea.  No  one  is  better  at  this  than 
Hagenbeck.  He  does  all  the  things  the 
other  men  do,  and  blows  his  name  deep 
in  the  bottlea  of  acts  that  are  exclusive, 
ly  his  own. 

"Crown  Prince,"  the  leonine  star  of 
tbr-  KTken>'eck  and  Wallaof^  ereat  cir- 
cus, is  a  beast  that  Is  credited  with 
n.uit  u.un  Ufual  sagacity  Hfcoided  to 
its  tribe.  His  trainer  is  Marie  von 
Stross,  a  young  woman  of  great  beauty, 
for  whom  "Crown  Prince"  shows  great 
regard. 

"Crown  Prince"  is  a  model  of  obedi- 
ence and  docility  to  her  and  her  alone. 
She  directs  him  In  all  his  performances. 
One  of  these  Is  a  startling  feat  of 
equestrianism  given  by  "Crown  Prince" 
on  a  running  horse.

"If  It  hadn't  been  for  that  fool  woman 
making  it  diamonds,  with  only  five  to  tiie 
'.en  and  not  another  trick  in  her  hand,  1 
should   have   been   top  score."     Or. 

"I  am  sure  it  was  a  good  no-trumper. 
and  she  had  the  ace  of  liearts  and  two 
honors  in  clubs  in  her  hand,  and  yet  slie 
lost  two  trieks  on  it!

Every  person  who  had  played  bridge 
for  any  length  of  time  must  acknowledgx 
iliat  th<>  majority  of  the  tricks  lost  In  the 
play  are  due  to  the  partner's  lack  of  un- 
derstanding or  insight.  It  is  a.sU)nlshiiiK 
!iow  few  jiartners  can  see  through  the 
Ijacks  of  your  cards,  and  then  they  are  so 
I  areless  in  minur  details. 

They  seem  to  have  no  idea  of  the  make 
•hat  would  best  fit  your  hand-  they  pay 
no  attention  to  the  score  or  they  do  not 
tive  your  echo  or  they  don't  know  the 
eleven  rule,  or  something  of  that  kind. 
It    Is    all    their   fault. 

When  you  are  tied  to  a  partner  of  this 
.sort  all  through  a  rubber  It  is  bad 
t  nough,  but  when  you  cut  the  worst 
player  at  the  table  time  after  time  and 
see  the  smile  of  mingled  satisfaction  and 
derision  that  Hits  over  the  faces  of  your 
adversaries  when  they  realize  that  they 
have  not  cut  either  one  of  you  for  a 
I-artner— why,  it  is  perfectly  maddening. 
Of  course,  they  do  not  see  that  th«2 
shocking  playg  were  all  your  partner's 
lault,  and  they  look  as  if  they  thought 
you  might  have  had  something  to  do  with 
the    I0S.S   of    the    last    rubber. 

If  you  had  any  legitimate  excuse  you 
wouid  quit  the  game.  AH  that  keeps  you 
at  the  table  for  another  rubber  Is  the 
hope  that  you  will  cut  another  partner 
next  time,  so  tliat  the  adversaries  shall 
see  whose  fault  it  was  and  shall  realize 
that  you  are  the  best  player  at  the  table, 
but    your  partner   kills   you.

In  general 
It  scenes  as  if  nothing  short  of  an  exoert 
accountant  could  figure  out  wliat  each 
owes  the  other,  and  mistakes  are  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception.  Skat  playeid

Four-hand  bridge  Is  for  four  players 
^"d  the  table  is  comnlete  with  four' 
These  four  play  twelve  deals,  no  more 
and  no  less,  so  that  every  one  know-- 
just  how  long  the  game  will  last.  There 
are  no  rubbers,  each  hand  being  played 
tor  all  it  is  worth. 

This  prevents  the  wicked  partner  from 
making  it  spades  because  he  is  twenty- 
eight  up  when  you  have  four  aces  in 
your  httnd.  The  same  thing  Is  furtlier 
prevented  by  the  fact  that  the  dealer  has 
no  partner.  Many  persons  have  insisted 
^t^^J*'i'"'''^y  should  be  a  dummy  and 
snould  leave  the  room  as  soon  as  he  has 
lajd  down  his  hand.  In  four-hand  bridge 
there  is  no  such  person  as  dummy  so 
that  problem  is  solved. 

The  four  players  cut  for  choice  of  seats 
and  cards  and  the  first  deal,  although 
the  deal  Is  not  worth  anything.  The 
scores  are  kept  in  four  separate  columns 
one  for  each  player.  It  Is  not  necessary 
to  have  different  divisions  for  tricks  and 
honors,  because  they  are  added  together 
and  put  down  as  a  lump  sum  at  the  end 
of    each    deal. 

The  deal  passes  to  the  left  as  usual. 
The  dealer  in  each  hand  ig  the  one  to 
make  the  declaration,  the  values  being 
the  same  as  in  ordinary  bridge.  If  the 
dealer  passes  the  make  the  plaver  sit- 
ting opposite  him,  who  is  not  lus  partner 
remember,  but  simply  and  absolutely  a 
dummy,  an  outsider  who  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  game  for  that  deal,  is  obliged 
to  sort  the  cards  he  finds  in  front  of  him 
and  to  declare  according  to  the  following 
invariable  rules: 

If  he  finds  three  of  four  aces  It  Is  no- 
tramper,  no  matter  what  the  rest  of  the 
cards  may  be.  If  he  cannot  find  at  least 
three  aces  it  cannot  be  no-trumps,  even 
If  he  finds  all  the  kings  and  queens  m 
the  back. 

When  there  are  not  three  aces  the 
longest  suit  must  be  named  for  the 
trump.  If  two  suits  are  equal  In  length 
the  trump  must  be  the  one  with  the 
greatest  numbers  of  pips  on  the  cards 
counting  the  ace  as  11,  the  king,  queen 
Jack  and  ten  as  10  each,  and  all  other 
cards  at  their  face  value.  If  two  suits 
are  equal  in  length  and  pip  value,  the  one 
of  the  higher  rank  in  scoring  value  must 
be  declared;  hearts  outranking  diamonds 
and  clubs  outranking  spades. 

With  such  cards  as  the  following,  for 
instance,  the  declaration  being  passed  by 
the  dealer— T,  A  K  74;  C,  A  K  10  2;  D, 
8,    S.    K   J   9  6— the   declaration    must    be

Which  Is  the 
easiest  of  the  tfiiea  depends  on  the 
arithmetical  jklll  of  the  player  who  keeps 
the  score,  but  all  of  them  seem  to  re- 
quire the  services  of  an  expert  account- 
ant. The  slaiplest  Is  probably  the  fol- 
lowing, which  will  serve  as  a  proof  of  the 
correctness  of  those  that  are  to  follow 

Suppose  Ih..-  players  to  be  called  A,  B, 
C  and  D.  Draw  a  line  under  the  final 
score  of  each  as  it  appears  on  the  pad, 
and  then,  tlarting  with  A,  subtract 
from  his  winnings  what  he  owes  B. 
Put  A  down  plus  and  B  down  minus. 
Do  the  »anio  with  C's  score  as  com- 
pared with  A's,  and  then  with  D's. 
That  will  finish  up  A  s  account.  Then 
balance  B's  account  with  C  and  D, 
and  finally  C's  score  with  D.  We  are 
then  ready  t;)  add  up,  and  this  Is  what 
we  find:

This  is  the  method  which  Is  used  by 
almost  all  skat  players,  and  which  has 
been  the  favorite  tor  nearly  100  years. 
So  far  It  has  been  the  one  always 
taught  to  tiiose  who  take  up  four- 
handed   bridge. 

Another  method,  recommended  be- 
cause It  requires  less  figuring  and  Is 
free  from  the  objections  of  having  to 
add  columns  that  contain  both  minus 
and  plus  Items  at  the  end  is  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Deduct  the  lowest  score  of  the  four 
from  all  the  scores  and  then  add  up 
the  remainder  thus  found.  Their  sum 
is  the  total  loss  of  the  player  who 
has    the    lowest   score: 

To  find  what  each  of  the  others  owes 
or  wins  multiply  these  remainders  by 
the  number  cf  players.  From  the  pro- 
duct of  eacli  multiplication  subtract 
the  points  lost  by  the  lowest  score. 
The  remaindtrs  are  the  points  won  or 
lost  by  the  others.  To  illustrate  this 
process  let  us  assume  that  the  final 
scores  of  A,  It.  C  and  D  were  as  before. 
This  gives  uti  C's  «8  the  lowest  score 
of  the   four,   and   we  proceed   thus:

In  this  method,  which  is  a  favorite 
with  some  players,  if  the  lower  score 
is  a  minus,  it  must  be  added  to  the 
others,  because  the  amount  lost  by  the 
low  score  mutst  have  been  won  by  each 
of  the  other:?.  In  addition  to  which 
they  must  be  paid  for  what  they  have 
won   themselves  on  their  own  seres. 

When  two  i>Iayers  are  tied  for  low 
score,  both  must  be  put  down  to  zero,  but 
only  one  Is  subtracted  from  the  scores 
of  the  other  player.s.  The  sum  of  the  re- 
mainder after  this  subtraction  must  be 
charged  to  each  of  the  low  scores  equal- 
ly.

card  remain.  If  the  third  hand  plays  to 
the  first  trick  the  erroneous  declaration 
stands. 

The  game  Is  the  same  as  In  the  ordi- 
nary game,  except  that  the  player  sit- 
ting opposite  the  dealer  must  not  attempt 
to  prevent  him  from  revoking.  It  Is  to 
the  Interest  of  this  player  to  have  the 
dealer  lose,  as  will  be  evident  when  we 
come  to  consider  the  scoring.  At  the 
same  time  It  Is  to  his  interest  not  to 
have  the  adversaries  of  the  dealer  win, 
as  he  will  have  to  pay  them  if  they  do. 
so  that  he  has  every  inducement  to  keep 
his  mouth  shut  and  act  up  to  his  true 
character,  a  dummy  that  is  blind  and 
deaf. 

After  the  play  of  the  hand  is  finished, 
nothing  it  put  dowti  on  th^  pad  except 
the  dealer's  score.  If  he  wins,  he  Is  so 
much  plus;  if  he  loses,  he  is  so  much 
minus. 

Suppose  he  makes  two  by  cards  In 
hearts  and  loses  simple  honors,  he  puts 
down  a  zero,  or  the  sign  of  equality.  Just 
to  show  that  the  deal  was  played  al- 
though he  scored  nothing  on  it.  If  he 
should  lose  the  odd  at  no  trump  but  hold 
30  aces,  he  would  score  the  diftercnce  to 
his  credit,  18  plus. 

Each  successive  score  Is  added  to  or 
subtracted  from  the  preceding  one.  so 
that  the  t)ottom  figure  in  the  column 
shows  the  exact  state  of  the  players' 
score.  If  the  dealer  has  64  to  his  credit 
and  loses  18  points,  the  next  figure  put 
down  will  be  46  plus. 

At  the  end  of  the  four  deals  each  play- 
er having  had  a  declaration  once,  the  one 
who  dealt  the  first  hand  of  all  sits  still. 
The  player  sitting  oipposite  him  changes 
places  with  the  one  on  his  left.  The 
deal  then  passes  to  the  left;  that  Is,  to 
the  player  who  sat  opposite  the  first 
dealer  of  all. 

At  the  end  of  another  four  deals  the 
player  who  began  the  round  sits  still  and 
the  one  opposite  him  and  the  one  on  his 
left  changes  places,  th«  deal  passing  to 
the  left  as  before. 

The  following  diagram  will  show  the 
changes  of  position  brought  about  if  wa 
suppose  that  A  dealt  the  first  hand  for 
the  first  round:

If  each  of  these  last  figures  is  multi- 
plied by  four  it  will  give  exactly  thi> 
same  result  a;?  that  obtained  by  the 
previous  methods,  but  as  the  larger  fig- 
ures are  never  necessary,  the  propor- 
tion being  the  essential  thing  nothing 
can  be  shorter  or  simpler  than  this 
method  of  averages. 

In  all  skat  tournaments  the  rule  Is  to

"Once  upon  a  time,"  began  the  colonel, 
who  advocates  th^  canteen  in  tho  .urny, 
to  the  New  York  Press,  "whisky  was  a 
masterly  and  indespensablo  agent  in 
cbrlatianlzing  a  nation.  I  don't  care  how 
much  people  may  say  against  the  old 
stuff,  it  is  an  accessory  to  civilization. 
"You  who  follow  the  wat-jr  wagon,  per- 
haps, have  never  thought  that  much  good 
could  come  out  of  what  is  suppo.sed  to  be 
the  greatest  of  all  evils  tliat  ever  tou-:;hed 
the  human  race.  Good  may  cjme  out  cf 
evil,  as  the  fragrant  lilies  bloom  from 
noxious  pools  and  that  greatest  of  all 
birds,  the  terrapin,  is  brought  forth  from 
the  mud  and  marth  of  the  lowland.s. 

"In  the  year  of  1&33  or  thereabouts  a 
strange  thing  happened  in  the  Sandwich 
Islands;  it  was  evangeUzed  almost  in  a 
day:  and  that  one  act  of  evangelzation 
has  made  me  a  slow  knocker  on  booze. 
Everybody,  even  the  youngest  kidlet  now 
in  school,  knows  that  the  Sandwich  Isl- 
anders were  ignorant  savages  and  the 
rankest  kind  of  idolaters.  They  wor- 
shipped the  great  shark  god  as  the  incar- 
nation of  the  evil  principle,  because  thsy 
were  not  like  all  of  us  fellows,  good  them- 
selves. Even  in  this  day  of  our  boasted 
civilization  and  no  free  pass  railroads, 
some  men  have  a  better  Idea  of  the  dc.

They  acted  just  as  many  of  our  people 
do— two-faced.  While  they  offeerd  obliga- 
tions with  their  voices  and  hands  they 
had  a  dagger  up  their  sleeves.  They  sim- 
ply waited  a  good  chance  to  give  him  the 
double   cross. 

"There  Is  no  variation  from  the  rule- 
it  Is  the  same  the  world  over,  even  unto 
sleeply  Alexandria,  Va  As  the  people 
progress  upward  through  the  process  of 
evolution,  their  God  increases  according- 
ly. Classic  Jove  of  ancient  Greece  was  as 
far  superior  to  Mumbo  Jumbo  of  Africa 
as  the  Greeks  were  superior  to  those 
cannibals.  Yet  there  was  a  time  when 
Greeks  dwelt  in  caves  and  lived  on  raw 
meats,  and  worshiped  a  monstrous  and 
frightful  Incarnation  of  evil. 

"Under  the  laws  of  the  savage  Island- 
ers certain  things  were  forbidden,  were 
put  on  the  union  blacklist  and  the  pen- 
alty for  the  Infraction  of  one  of  these 
laws  was  the  dire  anger  aiTTl  swift  ven- 
geance of  the  great  shark  god.  So  the 
people  thought  and  when  a  whole  na- 
tion believe  a  thing  and  acts  on  It,  It 
might  Just  as  well  be  true.  The  Is- 
landers had  no  great  men  like  Roose- 
velt and  Taft  to  tell  them  better.

Accident  at  St.    Louis 

Hotel  Results  Fatally 

to  Chambermaid. 


Mrs.  Helen  Barber    is 

Caught  Between  Plat* 

form  and  Door. 


Mrs.  Helen  Barber,  40  years  of  age,  a 
ohanibermald,  was  caught  In  the  freight 
elevator  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel  last  even- 
ing and  killed.  She  died  shortly  before 
7  o'clock,  as  the  result  of  injuries  re- 
ceived a  few  minutes  previously. 

No  one  saw  the  accident,  but  it  is  pre- 
sumed the  woman  tried  to  get  on  the 
elevator  after  It  had  started  moving  up- 
ward. She  had  been  down  on  the  Michi- 
gan street  floor  for  supi^er,  and  after 
eating  started  to  go  to  her  room  on  the 
fifth  floor.  A  few  minutes  later  her 
screams  brought  men  and  women  run- 
ning to  the  elevator,  and  she  was  dis- 
covered wedged  between  the  platform  of 
the  elevator  and  the  top  sill  of  the  door 
which  opens  into  the  elevator.  She  was 
on  her  face  on  the  elevator  platform 
with  her  back  jamnif-d  against  the  top 
of  the  door.  So  tightly  was  she  wedged 
In  that  the  elevator  was  forced   to  stop. 

She  was  rescued  from  her  position  as 
quickly  as  po.ssible,  and  Dr.  Horace  S. 
Davis,  who  lives  at  the  hotel,  was  called. 
Bhe  was  piist  all  human  assistance,  how- 
ever, and  died  shortly  after  being  taken 
from  the  elevator.    Mrs.  Barber  had  been 


employed  at  the  hotel  only  a  few  weeks. 
She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  Henry 
Barber,  and  two  children,  a  son  and  a 
daughter,  5  and  9  years  of  age,  respec- 
tively. A  sister,  Mrs  Clapitenback, 
Hves  at  Surerior. 

The  servants  are  not  allowed  to  ride 
In  the  freight  elevator  at  the  St.  Louis 
unless  there  is  somebody  on  hand  to 
operate  it  for  them.  It  Is  tnought  the  wo- 
man saw  the  elevator  start  upward  and 
tried  to  get  aboard,  but  stumbled  and  fell 
and  was  caught  before  getting  safely  on 
the  platform.

Little  Lord  Ivor  has  always  been 
a  delicate  child,  but  It  came  as  an 
entirely  unexpected  shock  when  the 
physicians  some  weeks  ago  informed 
his  parents  that  his  lungs  were  seri- 
ously affected  and  that  he  must  not 
be  allowed  to  spend  another  winter 
In  England  for  several  years  to  come. 
He  was  then  In  Switzerland  and  the 
duchess,  who  planned  a  series  of  en- 
tertainments during  the  London  sea- 
son, Immediately  canceled  them  all 
and  declared  that  she  would  stay 
abroad  with  her  boy,  greatly  to  the 
disappointment  of  the  many  Ameri- 
cans who  had  coutned  upon  invita- 
tions to   Sunderland   house. 

Damage  to   tJho  Cables. 

As  a  result  of  a  complaint  made 
by  Clarence  Mackay,  president  of  the 
Commercial  Cable  company,  that 
steam  fishing  trawlers  are  dolrg  seri- 
ous damage  to  the  American  cables 
along  the  Irish  coast,  the  British  gov- 
ernment may  send  out  an  Increased 
number  of  naval  vessels  to  watch  the 
evlldoens. 

The  government  controls  and  regu- 
lates fishing  within  three  miles  of  the 
coast,  and  government  action  Is  ur- 
gently necessary  to  prevent  cable 
communication  between  this  country 
and  the  United  States  and  Canada 
from   being   cut   off. 

Mr.  Mackay  .says  that  the  Commer- 
cial Cable  company  has  already  spent 
more  than  $100,000  this  year  in  re- 
pairing damage  done  by  trawlers,  and 
that  the  trawling  companies  declare 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  no  concern  to 
them  whether  the  cables  are  in  work- 
ing order  or  not.  They  admit,  how- 
ever, that  there  Is  so  much  room  for 
fishing  that  the  closing  of  the  cable 
zone  to  their  vessels  would  not  cause 
the  slightest  derangement  In  the  fish- 
ing  Industry. 

Curious  Old  Character. 

For  twenty  years,  an  old  soldier 
has  made  his  home  under  a  large  cai^ 
riage  umbrella  In  a  wood  near  Lon- 
don and  has  never  had  a  day's  Ill- 
ness. All  his  belongings  are  packed 
In  a  baby  carriage.  During  the  viol- 
ent snowstorm  which  struck  England 
during  the  beginning  of  May  he  slept 
sound  and  awoke  to  find  himself  cov- 
ered with  several  Inches  of  snow,  but 
not  a  bit  the  worse  for  his  experi- 
ence. He  has  no  worry  of  any  kind 
no  rent  or  taxes,  no  family  respon- 
sibilities and  declares  that  he  is  as 
happy  as  the  day  is  long.  He  claims 
to  be  the  original  inventor  of  the 
.simple  life  and  says  that  he  would  not 
live  in  a  castle  if  it  were  offered  to 
him.  He  mends  his  own  clothes,  his 
bathroom  Is  a  sheltered  pool  and  the 
village  people  supply  him  -with  the 
few  things  he  eats.  He  has  come  to 
be  considered  one  of  the  sights  of  the 
country  and  says  he  sees  a  good  many 
American.-*,  who  are  always  very  kind 
to  him.

GOVERNOR  JOHNSON'S  DECISION. 

Guvernor  John  A.  Johnson  has  announced,  with 
a  characteristic  deliniteness  and  clearness  that  re- 
moves all  possible  doubt,  that  he  will  not  under  any 
circuin-itances  become  a  candidate  for  governor  of 
MniiKaota  again.  This  means  that  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  present  term  he  will  step  down  from 
the  high  office  to  which  his  personality  and  firm- 
ness of  character  have  brought  new  power  and 
added  new  graces. 

While  thousands  of  his  fellow  citizens  will  hear 
this  decision  with  the  keenest  regret,  conscious 
that  his  place  cannot  soon  be  filled  as  he  has  filled 
it,  they  cannot  fail  to  applaud  the  sentiments 
which  actuate  him  in  his  firm  refusal  to  consider  a 
renonunation.  In  the  first  place,  in  common  with 
many  others  he  does  not  approve  of  the  third  term 
idea  as  applied  to  places  of  such  importance  as  that 
of  governor.  This  application  of  that  view  to  his 
own  case  does  him  great  credit;  for  many  a  man 
may  condemn  the  third  term  for  others  while  find- 
ing plenty  of  reasons  for  approving  it  for  himself. 
That  he  would  be  re-elected  if  he  should  accept  a 
renomination  goes  without  saying;  the  apathy  of 
the  present  contest  for  the  Republican  nomination 
for  governor  proves  that  conclusively. 

In  the  second  place,  the  prominence  in  the 
national  field  that  has  come  to  Governor  Johnson 
by  virtue  of  his  charming  personality,  his  splendid 
official  record,  and  the  magic  of  success  that  has 
attended  him,  has  created  a  large  demand  for  him 
upon  the  lecture  platform.  In  this  work,  which  he 
Is  eminently  qualified  to  do,  his  opportunities  for 
larger  usefulness  will  be  even  greater  than  those 
of  his  present  position.  He  might  combine  the 
two,  as  other  public  officials  have  freely  done,  but 
it  is  in  accord  with  what  is  known  of  his  high 
ideals  that  he  does  not  approve  of  such  a  division 
of  the  time  of  a  public  servant.  If  he  is  not  nomi- 
nated as  the  Democratic  candidate  for  president, 
therefore,  he  will  be  gaining  new  laurels  as  a  popu- 
lar lecturer  upon  subjects  that  are  close  to  his 
heart  and  conscience. 

He  will  still  be  Minnesota's  leading  citizen  in 
any  event,  for  the  memory  of  his  splendid  achieve- 
ment.^ as  Minnesota's  governor  during  four  years 
that  will  stand  out  conspicuously  in  the  state's  his- 
tory will  not  soon  fade. 

Minnesota  never  tires  of  marveling  upon  the 
career  of  this  native  son.  which  is  yet  far  from  its 
zenith.  He  is  a  young  man,  his  fame  is  still  fair 
and  unblemished,  and  his  years  of  greatest  useful- 
ness are  still  before  him.  It  is  hard  to  realize  that 
a  few  short  years  ago  he  was  practically  unknown 
outside  of  his  native  state,  for  by  sheer  merit  and 
force  of  character  he  has  won  his  way  upward  from 
poverty  and  obscurity  to  a  high  position  in  the 
hearts  of  his  countrymen  in  recoid-brcaking  time. 
And  yet,  the  beauty  of  it  is  that  the  ultimate 
heights  of  achievement,  toward  which  his  career 
has  thus  far  directed  him,  still  remain  unsealed; 
and  the  extraordinary  good  sense,  the  fine  public 
spirit,  the  admirable  conscientiousness  and  the 
tinuaual  vigor  and  aggressiveness  that  he  shows  in 
his  attitude  toward  the  duties  of  life  bid  fair  to 
carry  him  onward  and  upward  to  the  triumphant 
summit  that  awaits  those  who  coin  character  into 
achievement  in  the  mint  of  integrity  and  industry. 


"SOCIETY." 

Mrs.  Stuyvesant  Fish,  who  has  had  a  recog- 
nized position  in  "society"  for  years,  says  that  New 
York  society  is  deadly,  and  that  Newport  has  been 
ruined  by  money.  She  is  sick  of  a  "society"  based 
cn  mere  money.  Newport  is  "dead,  barren, 
spoiled"  by  "climbers"  and  by  the  rule  of  dollars. 

In  short,  Mrs.  Fish  is  very  peevish  about  it  all, 
and  did  not  hesitate  to  express  her  thorough  dis- 
gust with  conditions  in  a  talk  published  in  The 
Herald  the  other  evening. 

Such  reflections  must  constantly  beset  those 
who  make  "society"  their  business  in  life,  if  they 
ever  really  think.  People  who  live  only  for  dis- 
play lead  a  very  barren  existence,  unprofitable  to 
themselves  and  to  society  at  large.  While  there 
n'ay  be  a  fascination  in  "climbing"  into  the  high 
altitudes  of  social  eminence,  which  is  a  sort  of  a 
game  with  excitements  that  may  make  it  worth 
while  during  the  play,  it  is  hard  to  see  how  any- 
thing but  infinite  weariness  awaits  those  who 
"arrive,"  if  they  possess  the  capacity  of  logical 
thought. 

Mrs.  Fish  protests  against  the  society  that  is 
based  on  the  possession  of  money,  and  as  she 
possesses  not  only  money  but  birth,  breeding,  cul- 
ture and  tact,  she  is  in  a  position  to  do  so.  Clearly, 
the  creation  of  a  class  separated  from  the  common 
herd  only  by  the  dollar  mark  is  the  most  pitiful 
attempt  at  an  aristocracy  ever  made.  There  is 
nothing  about  money-making  that  proves  the 
possessor  of  the  faculty  to  be  a  desirable  asso- 
ciate. Indeed,  since  more  or  less  hardness  and 
lack  of  conscience  seem  to  be  essential  to  the 
accumulation  of  a  fortune  that  is  really  great,  the 
chances  are  rather  the  other  way. 

The  aristocracy  of  birth  is  little  better  than  the 
aristocracy  of  wealth,  but  it  is  better.  Birth  in- 
volves— or  should  involve — breeding  and  culture, 
and  riches  do  not  involve  anything  of  the  sort  in 
the  money-getter,  though  they  may  come  to  the 


money-spenders  of  the  second  generation.  Yet  an 
aristocracy  of  birth  is  generally  a  collection  of 
people  living  in  the  reflected  glories  of  an  ancestry 
whose  virtues  have  pretty  well  faded  out,  and  as 
an  institution,  even  that  style  of  aristocracy  has 
seen  its  best   days. 

Mrs.  Fish  complains,  too,  of  gossip.  "Why," 
she  says,  "in  Newport  people  actually  talk  about 
one  another  right  at  the  table.  They  tlon't  wait 
even  until  they  get  home.  They  do  it  even  in  the 
house  of  their  hostess."  This  is  inseparable  from 
the  sort  of  society  which  afflicts  New  York  and 
Newport.  It  has  notiiing  else  to  talk  about.  It 
has  no  association  with  the  Krge  affairs  of  the 
world,  takes  no  part  in  the  progress  of  humanity. 
keeps  resolutely  out  of  the  current  of  evolution 
tliat  is  sweeping  mankind  onward  and  upward.  If 
"society"  does  not  talk  about  itself,  it  must  be 
dumb. 

Yet  gossip  is  by  no  means  an  exclusive  posses- 
sion of  "society."  It  is  a  vice  which  pervades  all 
ranks  and  all  classes.  It  is  as  infamous,  as  deadly, 
as  cowardly  and  as  vicious  in  the  submerged 
masses  as  it  is  in  the  self-elevated  'upper  circles" 
of  a  plutocratic  society. 


A  PRACTICAL  PHILANTHROPY. 

Every  wideawake  educator  of  the  country  is 
working  earnestly  toward  the  ideal  of  utilizing  the 
public  schools  not  only  a  few  hours  a  day  for  a  few 
months  in  the  year  but  during  all  feasible  hours  the 
year  round.  The  change,  however,  comes  slowly 
for  various  reasons,  lack  of  funds  being  one  of 
the  most  difficult  drawbacks,  but  there  is  a  grow- 
ing sentiment  that  it  is  poor  economy  to  keep  the 
schools  closed  during  the  summer  months  and  to 
allow  young  boys  and  girls  not  otherwise  provided 
for  to  run   unrestricted  through  the  streets. 

The  Women's  council  of  this  city  has  long  ad- 
vocated in  a  practical  way  the  opening  of  the 
schools  for  vacation  sessions.  The  first  move  was 
made  three  years  ago  when  a  school  of  domestic 
science  was  established,  providing  two  lessons  a 
week  for  200  girls.  This  year,  in  addition  to  the 
domestic  science  school,  a  manual  training  school 
for  boys  will  be  opened  in  the  high  school  build- 
ing. The  object  is  to  help  those  parents  who  find 
it  difficult  to  provide  profitable  occupation  for  their 
boys  who  have  a  long  vacation  ahead  of  them  and 
no  imperative  duties.  The  problem  is  a  serious 
one  to  the  parent  with  unlimited  means  at  his  dis- 
posal and  it  becomes  greater  when  the  children 
are  congested  in  a  thickly  settled  neighborhood. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  parents  will  appreciate  the 
value  of  such  training  as  is  to  be  provided  at  the 
summer  school  which  has  been  established  by  the 
council.  The  work  deserves  the  support  and  inter- 
est of  the  citizens. 


We  dare  to  believe  that  tjb't  Savior,  when  he 
handed  down  the  Golden  Rilji,'  hoped  that  the 
church  would  so  leaven  the  life  ot  humanity  that  it 
might  become  the  law  of  lif4.  '^Vhat  the  world 
would  be  if  that  could  be  brouglit  about,  the  imagi- 
nation paints  in  tempting  colors.  We  don't  be- 
lieve that  Dr.  Rice  meant  to  say  that  the  Golden 
Rule  is  "impracticable."  That  is  the  epithet  always 
applied  to  dreamers  who  point  the  way  upward. 
Dreams  will  not  change  hununity;  the  Golden 
Rule  will  not  change  it:  but  dr^nig  may  give  us  an 
ideal  to  strive  for,  and  the  Golden  Rule  gives  us 
an  ideal  of  human  relationships  t^ftward  which  the 
church  is  trying  to  bring  the  V'O^d.  It  could  do 
its  work  more  quickly  and  mcT^  efficiently  if  it 
discarded  its  wasteful  and  sense^ss  scattering  of 
energies,  and  applied  its  ideals  more  practically  to 
the  regeneration  of  humanity  and  of  human  rela- 
tionships. Dr.  Rice  says  that  the  business  of  the 
church  is  "the  reconstruction  of  men;"  but  that 
work  must  be  done  by  getting  out  among  men,  and 
by  working  upon  the  institutions  that  reach  deeply 
into  the  lives  of  men;  not  by  confining  religious 
energy  to  the  interior  of  the  ciurcch  edifice,  and 
to  one  day  out  of  seven. 


THE  INFLUENCE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Dr.  Rice  of  the  First  Methodist  church  has  dealt 
fairly  with  the  question  raised  by  this  newspaper 
in  an  editorial  inquiry  into  the  often-discussed 
question  of  whether  church  influence  in  this  coun- 
try is  waning.  In  his  sermon  Sunday  morning  in 
answer  to  that  editorial — it  did  not  call  for  an 
"answer"  so  much  as  for  candid  discussion  of  the 
very  vital  matters  touched  upon — he  spoke  from 
the  church  viewpoint  with  optimism  and  hopeful- 
ness which  The  Herald  is  very  glad  indeed  to  find 
his  experience  warranting. 

However,  there  is  some  evidence  that  as  yet 
The  Herald  and  Dr.  Rice  are  at  cross-purposes. 
If  he  viewed  The  Herald's  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject as  an  attack  upon  the  church  and  an  attempt 
to  prove  its  failure  as  a  human  institution,  he  mis- 
read it;  however,  there  is  no  direct  evidence  in  his 
reply  that  he  did  so  view  it.  The  Herald  would 
not  for  worlds  misrepresent  the  value  of  the 
church  influence;  it  has  not  denied — nor  can  any- 
body deny — that  the  church  is  doing  a  noble  and 
beneficent  work.  Yet  the  questions  whether  it 
is  working  along  practical  lines;  whether  it  is 
doing  its  Master's  work  in  the  most  effective  man- 
ner; and  whether  its  methods  could  not  be  im- 
proved: these  are  proper  subjects  for  study  and 
discussion,  in  or  out  of  the  pulpit. 

It  is  a  large  question,  not  to  be  settled  offhand 
by  The  Herald  or  by  anybody.  Yet  upon  the  point 
of  practicality,  there  is  one  condition  that  sup- 
ports very  strongly  The  Herald's  suggestion  that 
the  church  as  an  institution  has  not  kept  pace  with 
the  world's  affairs.  This  is  the  continuation  of  the 
wasteful  and  ineffective  division  of  Protestantism 
by  quibbling  lines  of  sectarianism.  For  instance, 
there  are  something  like  fifteen  divisions  of  Meth- 
odism, and  seventeen  sub-sects  of  the  Baptist 
church.  Wherein  these  sects  differ  from  each 
other  no  man  knows,  and  few  men  care.  The 
points  upon  which  they  divide  are  infinitesimal 
compared  with  the  fundamental  truths  which  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  church  to  teach,  and  the  teach- 
ing of  which  is  grieviously  embarrassed  by  this 
senseless  scattering  of  forces  that  should  present 
a  united  front  to  the  common  enemy.  The  dif- 
ferences between  the  various  main  branches  of 
Protestantism  are  little  more  important,  and  none 
of  them  can  be  vital  enough  to  make  worth  while 
the  waste  of  effort  and  energy  involved  in  main- 
taining them.  The  result  is  a  multitude  of  feeble, 
poorly  supported  and  therefore  more  or  less  inef- 
ficient church  societies  where  at  most  there  should 
be  a  few  strong,  well-equipped  and  therefore  effi- 
cient organizations,  if  it  is  not  possible  to  have 
one  single  all-embracing  Church  to  serve  the  cause 
of  the  one  Savior  whom  they  all  earnestly  follow. 
While  this  may  be  considered  as  proving  that  the 
church  as  a  human  institution  is  subject  to  the 
frailties  of  humanity,  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  trust  is  a  human  institution,  too,  but  that 
it  has  gone  far  toward  conquering  the  wastes  and 
obstructive  frictions  of  senseless  competition.  The 
church  would  do  well  to  profit  by  its  methods. 

The  Herald  having  said  that  the  Golden  Rule 
would  solve  all  the  vexatious  social,  economic  and 
political  questions  that  beset  mankind,  Dr.  Rice 
says:  "The  church  is  laboring  for  deeper  things. 
You  cannot  put  the  Golden  Rule  to  such  conditions 
as  exist  here  now.  We  are  not  dealing  with  ideals, 
but  with  real  men  and  women.  Our  business  is 
much  deeper  than  the  Golden  Rule,  for  we  have  a 
far  from  perfect  humanity  to  deal  with."  Can  any- 
thing be  deeper,  more  fundamental,  than  the 
Golden  Rule?  If  it  cannot  be  applied  to  existing 
conditions,  is  it  not  the  duty  of  the  church  to  get 
out  into  the  world  and  adjust  conditions  to  the 
Golden  Rule?  The  Herald  did  not  suggest  that 
the  Golden  Rule  be  applied  to  existing  conditions, 
or  to  man  in  his  imperfect  state;  but  that,  on  the 
contrary  man  and  his  institutions  be  changed  to  fit 
that  sublime  law  of  happiness  and  contentment. 


THE  ART  EXHIBIT. 

The  people  of  America  are  among  the  least  in- 
dustrially educated  of  the  peoples  of  the  civilized 
countries  of  the  world,  and  thosi;  of  keen  judgment 
and  foresight  are  giving  thought  to  the  need  of 
education  along  these  lines  for  the  people  of  Amer- 
i  ica.  They  realize  that  the  nation  has  lived  long 
enough  on  the  bountiful  storej  that  Nature  has 
provided  and  that  if  further  progress  is  to  be  made 
it  must  be  through  the  education  of  the  people  in 
industrial  arts.  In  France  and  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria the  governments  provide  sui)port  for  such  edu- 
cation, and  Minnesota  is  a  pioneer  stale  in  such 
work  in  America.  Through  its  art  society  this 
state  is  endeavoring  to  bring  to  the  people  a 
knowledge  of  the  industrial  arts  and  to  help  the 
workers  in  any  community  to  develop  such  ability 
as  they  may  possess. 

Duluth  will  this  year  come  in  active  touch  with 
the  state  organization,  as  the  annual  exhibit  is  to 
be  shown  here  from  June  20  to  July  7.  In  past 
years  there  has  been  little  active  co-operation  on 
tile  part  of  Duluthians  in  the  society's  work,  but 
this  year  it  has  been  effectively  represented  in 
the  preparations  for  the  exhibit  by  the  Duluth  Art 
society  and  Mrs.  Robert  Morris  Seymour  of  this 
city.  Seldom  is  there  brought  to  the  people  of  the 
city  an  educational  opportunitj-  of  greater  value 
than  this  same  exhibit.  Lectures  will  be  arranged 
for  in  connection  with  the  show,  and  during  the 
two  weeks  that  the  exhibit  will  be  here  the  rooms 
should  be  filled  with  interested  spectators.  They 
will  find  plenty  that  will  interest  and  entertain. 

The  membership  committee  of  the  State  society, 
of  which  Mrs.  Seymour  of  this  city  is  chairman, 
is  making  a  great  effort  to  secure  1,500  new  mem- 
bers. By  gaining  this  added  membership  the 
society  will  be  enabled  to  employ  at  once  an  expe- 
rienced teacher  in  the  crafts  who  can  go  from 
town  to  town,  giving  instruction  to  the  workers 
in  tlie  communitj'.  Already  many  prominent  Du- 
luthians are  enrolled  as  members  and  any  one  in- 
terested in  the  progress  of  the  s:ate  should  be  glad 
to  become  identified  with  the  movement. 

Duluth  is  to  be  congratulated  that  it  is  to  be 
the  host  to  the  society  for  the  annual  exhibit. 


THAT  FIRST  STEP. 

The  gates  of  a  penitentiary  have  opened  in 
Pennsylvania  to  receive  two  men  who  were,  but 
a  few  weeks  ago,  men  of  standing  and  respect- 
ability and  honor  in  their  community. 

They  were  officers  in  a  Pittsburg  bank,  and  they 
have  been  sentenced  to  ten  years'  imprisonment 
each  for  stealing  trust  funds. 

One  said:  "The  affair  started  in  a  small  way, 
and  I  had  lost  all  of  my  own  money  in  specula- 
tion." 

The  second  said:  "I  took  the  money  first  to 
help  him  get  his  money  back.  After  we  lost  we 
tried  only  to  make  up  the  deficit." 

Five  years  ago,  if  anybody  had  suggested  to 
either  of  these  men  that  they  would  soon  wear 
the  uniform  of  a  penal  institutioa,  they  would  have 
resented  the  prophecy,  if  they  did  not  believe  the 
prophet  to  be  insane.  They  were  on  the  sunny 
side  of  50;  each  had  a  wife  who  was  proud  of  her 
social  standing;  both  had  children  who  were  proud 
to  call  them  "father."  They  had  good  positions, 
their  salaries  were  fair,  and  thej-  represented  mod- 
est and  comfortable  success.  There  was  nothing 
to  indicate  that  they  would  not  complete  their  lives 
in  honest  peace  and  contentment.  They  were,  in 
short,  just  exactly  like  thousands  of  other  men  in 
their  positions. 

First  one  of  them  began  to  speculate,  attracted 
by  the  glitter  of  quick  and  easy  wealth.  He  lost 
his  savings,  and  in  a  moment  of  weakness  took 
some  of  the  bank's  money.  He  did  not  intend  to 
keep  it;  they  seldom  do  intend  to  keep  it.  They 
are  simply  going  to  "borrow"  it  until  they  can 
make  a  "winning  with  it;"  then  they  are  going  to 
put  it  back.  This  man  lost  the  money  he  "bor- 
rowed;" then  he  borrowed  more  and  lost  that.  In 
his  despair  he  confided  in  the  ether  man,  and  to- 
gether they  took  more.  All  they  wanted  was  to 
"play  even;"  they  would  be  thankful  and  happy 
if  they  could  win  enough  to  square  their  accounts 
with  the  bank,  and  the  hours  of  anxiety  had  im 
planted  a  lesson  that  would  make  them  honorable 
and  upright  all  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

To  cut  a  long  story  short,  starting  with  a  few 
thousands  they  ran  their  stealings  up  to  more  than 
a  million.  Discovery,  arrest,  trial,  conviction,  sen- 
tence to  a  decade  behind  grim  prison  walls — all 
followed  in  quick  succession.  Ruined  lives,  ruined 
homes,  shamed  wives  and  children,  public  disgrace 
and  the  final  ignominy  of  the  ])enitentiary — these 
shameful  but  logical  punishments  crowded  upon 
them  thick  and  fast. 

Their  lives  are  ended.  They  will  emerge  from 
the  penitentiary  broken,  hopeless  old  men.  They 
have  sold  their  chances  in  life  ior  this. 

It  is  like  venturing  into  the  waters  of  a  swiftly- 
running  stream.  First  the  swimmer  contents  him- 
self with  play  in  the  shallow  eddies  of  the  shore; 
then  he  ventures  out  a  little  further;  then  he  gets 
beyond  his  depth,  and  the  greedy  torrent  snatches 
him  from  his  position  of  fancied  safety  and  bears 
him  away,  to  cast  out  his  bruised  and  beaten  and 
lifeless  body  at  the  foot  of  the  falls  below. 

The  mistake  is  made  in  that  first  venture  out  of 
safety  into  danger,  out  of  the  current  of  honest  in- 
dustry into  the  rapids  of  desperate  chance. 


HOTEL  GOSSIP. 

The  credit  man  for  one  of  the  largest 
wholesale  flrma  In  Duluth  was  dis- 
cussing business  conditions  with  a 
friend  in  the  lobby  of  the  St,  Louis 
hotel  the  other  evening.  In  the  course 
of  the  conversation  the  credit  man  re- 
marked that  the  recent  money  strin- 
gency had  acted  as  a  tonic  on  the  credit 
of  many  men  and  many  tlrms  with 
which  hid  liousu  did  business. 

"For  instance,"  he  said,  "In  looking 
up  tile  credits  of  many  linns  the  otlior 
day  I  found  that  their  rating  lias  ad- 
vanced since  last  October.  Now,  tlie 
reason  I  assign  for  this,  is  simply  that 
before  the  money  stringency,  business 
men  Were  simply  looking  alicad  from 
one  day  to  the  next,  believing  that 
prosperity  was  so  great  that  they  could 
settle  tlieir  debts  in  a  very  short  time, 
because  money  was  coming  in  so  easily. 
As  a  consequence  many  ttrms  and  busi- 
ness men  permitted  debts  to  run  along 
until  thty  were  overtaken  by  tlie  scarc- 
ity  of   mpney. 

•It  was  then  that  they  realized  that 
tiiey  must  put  their  foot  on  exirava- 
gance  and  get  down  to  the  most 
economical  principles.  The  result  lias 
been  an  advance  in  the  rating  of  the 
credit  of  many  tlrms  and  many  Indi- 
viduals. The  money  tightness  has 
been  u  lesson  which  will  have  its  ef- 
fect upon  business  of  the  future.  Busi- 
ness was  going  too  fast  before  the 
panic  and  the  sobering  effect  tliat  the 
money  stringency  has  had,  will  not  l^e 
without  great  benefits  in  all  lines  of 
trade. 

"Right  at  the  present  time  business 
is  improving.  Especially  in  the  West 
have  orders  for  goods  become  more 
frequent.  Our  firm  is  employing  more 
help  as  a  result  of  the  Improved  con- 
ditions of  business,  and  I  believe  that 
the  increased  business  throughout  the 
Western  states  is  indicative  of  a 
gradual  return  of  confidence  and  pros- 
perity,"

Endings  and  Beginnings. 

Once  more  we  are  in  the  midst  of 
that  most  zestful  period  known  as  tho 
commencement  season.  As  the  fair 
young  graduates  take  their  rightful 
place  in  the  center  of  the  stage,  each 
in  his  or  her  most  becoming  garments, 
each  eye  lighted  with  pride  and  en- 
thusiasm, the  lookeron  can  hardly  help 
being  thrilled  even  though  a  dozen  or 
forty  times  has  the  scene  been  sub- 
stantially re-enacted  before  Ills  eyes. 
W^hat  he  now  beholds  Is  being  repeated 
in  its  essential  elements  during  theso 
golden  June  days  in  countless  institu- 
tions of  various  types,  in  scores  of 
great  cities,  in  thousands  of  towns  and 
hamlets.  The  bearing  of  it  all  upoa 
the  future  of  the  nation,,  the  hope  and 
promise  of  it  ail  fills  the  beholder  wltH 
joy. 

But  however  much  it  may  m<?un  to 
the  outsider,  it  means  even  more  to 
the  participant.  We  look  leniently 
upon  the  furbelows  and  the  frills.  We 
pardon  what  seems  to  us  an  unneces- 
sary outlay,  provided  we  are  confident 
that  the  graduates  themselves  entigr  to 
some  extent  into  the  deeper  meaning 
of  the  occasion.  They  surely  must  do 
that,  for  no  right-minded  boy  or  girl 
can  reach  the  end  of  a  definite  period 
of  study  without  being  stirred  to 
gratitude  and  to  seriousness.  It  is  a 
great  thing  to  get  a  diploma,  to  know 
that  even  if  you  have  not  led  the  class 
that  you  have  kept  up  with  the  pro- 
cession; that  in  that  bit  of  parchment 
you  have  the  certification  to  fidelity 
and  success  in  one  good  piece  of  work. 
I  ajn  always  sorry  for  the  young  per- 
son who,  because  of  ill  health,  poverty 
Or  Indifference,  never  receives  at  least 
one  diploma,  never  carries  a  pre- 
scribed course  of  study  through  to  the 
finish. 

But  the  real  glory  of  graduation 
consists  in  the  fact  that  it  makes  both 
an  ending  and  a  beginning.  Certain 
chapters  in  life  are  forever  closed  but 
underneath  each  one  in  fine  tj'pe  are 
these  beautiful  words:  "Continued  in 
our  next."  Think  of  It  first  in  the 
realms  of  knowledge.  You,  my  grad- 
uating friend,,  have  been  packing  away 
in  your  minil  Information.  Once  a 
student  inclined  to  be  pathetic  at  part- 
ing with  a  favorite  teacher  said:  "Pro- 
fessor, I  am  indebted  to  you  for  all  I 
know."  'Pray  don't  mention  such  a 
trifle,"  was  the  prompt  reply.  But 
even  that  rattle-brained  boy  was  wl.^er 
than  when  he  entered  the  institution. 
Few  go  through  a  period  of  study 
without  increasing  their  store  of  in- 
formation or  without  acquiring  the 
thirst  for  knowledge.  But  they  are 
only  on  the  edge  of  the  ocean  of  truth. 
The  ending  must  be  also  a  beginning. 

The  same  is  true  in  the  realms  of 
character.  The  late  President  Wool- 
sey  of  Yale  used  to  saj'  that  it  was 
impossible  for  even  a  careless  student 
to  go  through  college  without  having 
filtered  down  into  the  springs  of  his 
character  something  that  would  make 
him  forever  better.  But  in  this  par- 
ticular, too.  he  comes  to  the  end  of  the 
path  only  to  start  afresh  in  another 
that  will  lead  him.  If  he  persists,  to 
higher  levels  of  character. 

A  student  in  a  good  school  also 
learns  to  see,  that  is.  lie  begins  to  get 
a  glimpse  of  what  life  is  for.  of  what 
he  ought  to  do  with  his  own  life.  The 
element  of  idealism  is  never  far  from 
growing  youth.  The  tendency  of  sci- 
entific studies,  the  Influence  of  a  ma- 
terialistic age  make  often  for  the  dull- 
ing of  the  vision,  but  if  there  have 
come  In  this  student  period  flashes  of 
Insight  they  are  the  crowning  blessing 
of  the  ended  period  and  as  the  new 
chapter  opens  the  graduate  should 
pray  that  In  coming  years  he  may 
have  in  addition  to  knowledge  and 
character  a  vision  of  unseen  things,  a 
vision,  too.  of  human  life  in  all  its 
need  and  of  his  duty  toward  weakness 
and  Ignorance  wherever  lie  shall  en- 
counter them. 

Thus  commencement  will  be  la 
truth  the  commencement  of  a  richer, 
nobler,  more  useful  life.

As  t"aL3t»h*x>J  masquerades  in  the  garb 
of  truth  It  l8  but  the  tribute  vice  pays 
to  virtue.  The  coward  sees  the  su- 
periority of  courage  and  pretends  to 
be  brave,  and  so  the  harlot  would  play 
the  vestal,  the  knave  the  honest  man. 
Thus  inferiority  in  the  race  against  su- 
periority must  re3<>rt  to  all  sorts  of 
tricks,  and  hypocrisy  is  its  favorite. 

The  grand  old  party  Is  a  grand  old 
hyp'Xinte.  In  1S76  it  stole  the  presi- 
dency. In  1880  and  In  18S8  it  bought 
that  grvat  place.

In  Augu.=>t,  190tj.  ct^train  negro  soldiers 
shot  up  the  town  of  Brownsville,  Tex., 
committing  murder  on  that  occasion. 
The  pre.sident  very  properly  discharged 
the  m!*ireant.s.  but  th>^y  declined  to 
stay  discharged.  Had  they  been  white 
men  all  the  world  would  have  ap- 
plauded and  everybody  would  have  said 
good  riddance:  though,  had  they  been 
white.  Brown.sviile  would  not  have  been 
shot  up  The  negro  is  the  ward  of  the 
O.  O.  P.,  and  a  .spoiled  child,  and  no 
sooner  did  congress  meet  than  champ- 
lon.^  of  the  munlerous  ruffians  .sprang 
up  in  congress  and  out  of  congress;  the 
country  was  put  in  hot  water,  and  kept 
there  for  months,  simply  because  the 
soldiers  were  negroes. 

The  negroes  hold  the  balance  of  pow- 
er in  many  of  the  Northern  states,  and 
had  to  be  handled  tenderly,  though  that 
Is  a  tactical  ml.^take.  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Northern  man  is  intellectually 
Incapable  of  undf^r.standing  the  negro 
character.

Forty  years  ago  Oliver  P.  Morton  and 
Rosooe  Conkling  advocated  the  govern- 
ment of  the   North   by  whites  and   the 
government   of   the    South     by    blacks. 
They   were  not  hypocrites.     They  were 
bold  enough  to  advocate  what  they  be- 
lieved.     This    Crumpacker     Infamy     is 
di^lgned  to  turn  the  South  over  to  the 
negro,    for  it   has   not    yet    entered    the 
mind  of  a  Republican  statesman  to  con- 
ceive that  the  South  will  surrender  any 
or  all   Its  political  power  at   Washing- 
ton sooner   than   relax   the   grip  of  the 
white   man   on    the  state   governments 
of    the    South.      The    passage      of      the 
Crumpacker     amendment     shows     that 
Mr.  Cannon  and  his  maj<:>rity  are  revo- 
lutionists.   They  admit  the  nullification 
of  the  fifteentli  amendment.    They,  pur- 
pose  to   have    representation   from    the 
North  based  on  population,  while  repre- 
sentation   from    the     South      shall      be 
bu.sed  on  the  electorate.    Are  they  fools 
enough   to  suppose  that  a  Union  made 
up  of  such  unequal  elements  would  be 
worth  the  devil's  bringing? 

As  for  Crumpacker,  there  is  method 
in  hLs  mischief.  Indiana  is  full  of  ne- 
groes, especially  Indianapolis,  the  lead- 
ing newspaper  of  which  town  is  be- 
seeching the  negro  elders  of  Hoosier- 
dom  to  put  a  »top  to  the  influx  of  men 
and  brethren  from  the  South,  now 
swarming  in  the  streets  of  that  town.

Of  course,  it  is  absurd— the  thought 
of  a  negro  running  for  congress  at  the 
North.  The  veriest  hobo  of  Coxey's 
army  could  beat  Booker  Washington 
out  of  sight  for  a  seat  In  congress  from 
Crumpaeker's  district,  and  Crumpacker 
himself  would  vote  for  the  hobo.  If 
the  Republicans  were  to  nominate 
Booker  Washington  for  vice  president 
at  Chicago  this  good  year,  1908,  the 
ticket  would  not  carry  a  state  of  the 
Union  in  November  and  Joseph  B. 
Foruker  would  vote  the  Democratic 
ticket  even  though  Bryan  head  It.  If 
Secretary  Wilson  should  resign  from 
the  cabinet  and  Mr.  Roosevelt  were  to 
appoint  Booker  Washington  his  suc- 
cessor, every  other  man  in  the  cabinet 
would  resign  before  the  sun  went  down 
that  day.  Then  what  Infamy  It  is  for 
men  like  Foraker  and  Crumpacker  to 
howl  because  Mississippi  does  not  send 
negroes  to  the  senate  and  house  to  aid 
them  in  thalr  grand  work  of  soionizing 
for  the  greatest  nation  on  earth  I 

Here  is  the  negro  problem — there 
never  yet  was  a  man  with  a  drop  of 
negro  blood  In  his  veins  who  would 
not  give  the  world,  if  he  owned  It,  to 
eliminate  it,  and  there  never  yet  was 
a  white  man  who  for  tile  world  would 
assent  to  corrupt  his  blood  with  a  drop 
of  negro  blood.  And  yet  these  pro- 
jectors In  congress.

I  believe  the  California  gentry  voted 
to  turn  the  South  over  to  the  negro. 
Before  tlie  world  Is  ten  years  older 
California  will  be  asking  the  South  to 
exclude  the  Japs  from  the  Pacific 
coast — "that  horoscope  is  as  certain 
as  that  of  drunkards."  Those  mem-

And  there  is  a  peril  at  the  North,  as 
well.  This  is  the  age  of  the  dema- 
gogue. A  coalition  of  ignorance,  cow- 
ardice and  knavery  has  poisoned  the 
public  mind  into  the  belief  that  the 
representative  republic  is  a  failure 
and  a  despotism.  Hence  we  have  the 
primary,  on  the  theory  that  the  repre- 
sentative is  always  a  scoundrel,  while 
the  constituent  is  always  an  angel. 
The  Initiative  and  the  referendum  i.s  a 
child  of  that  absurdity  that  a  law  of 
congress  that  escapes  the  veto  of  the 
president  shall  run  the  gauntlet  of 
Coxey's  army.  Thus  we  have  it  that 
political  parties,  that  cannot  hold 
honest  conventions,  shall  take  their 
candidates  from  the  favorites  of  the 
mob. 

Any  man  capable  of  Intelligent  and 
honest  thought  can  see  at  a  glance 
that  this  whole  primary  business  is  a 
sham  and  a  humbug.  It  is  for  the 
poor  man  in  theory-  and  for  the  rich 
man  In  practice.  Political  campaigns 
are  like  military  campaigns  in  thl.s — 
organization  tells.  It  takes  money  to 
make  an  organization.  Here  we  have 
it  that  a  party  convention  is  not  fit 
to  make  a  candidate,  but  the  people 
are  infallible,  and  It  is  impossible  for 
them  to  make  a  mistake  or  succumb 
to  corrupt  infiuence  or  choose  a  faker 
for  candidate.

And  so  a  blanket  primary  is  ordered. 
Two  men  are  candidates— one  rich,  and, 
it  may  be,  a  dunce;  the  other  poor,  and, 
it  may  be,  a  statesman.  The  rich  man 
opens  headquarters,  with  clerks,  stenog- 
rapher.';, and  lackles.  He  scatters 
"literature"  all  over  the  state.  He  ad- 
vertises in  every  paper.  He  sends  his 
henchmen  hither  and  thither.  His  po.^- 
age  bill  is  large.  His  telegraph  and 
telephone  tolls  are  enormous,  traveling

Living  alone  for  several  months  of 
the  year  on  a  homestead,  thirty-six

On  the  contrar>',  it  is 
one  of  her  own  choice,  and  she  has  ac- 
complished something  that  many  men 
fail  to  do,  in  establishing  a  perfect 
claim  of  residence  to  one  of  the  outly- 
ing homesteads  in  the  county. 

Mrs.  King's  homestead  is  located  In 
section  6,  township  63-23.  The  claim  is 
located  thirty-six  miles  from  Ashawa. 
the  nearest  railway  station,  and  fifty- 
niiies  from  Hibbing,  to  which  village 
she  has  made  trips  frequently  within 
the  last  year,  alone,  over  rough  trails 
and  carrying  a  packsack  that  would 
cause  a  backache  to  many  of  male  per- 
suasion.

Conditions 
are  not  uniform  in  the  woolen  goods 
division,  some  lines  being  weel  sold 
ahead  while  others  are  in  poor  demand, 
causing  much  idle  machinery  in  the 
less  fortunate  divisions. 

Trade  in  footwear  is  better  than  at 
any  previous  tim«  this  year,  but  New 
England  manufactuiers  still  find  con- 
ditions unsatisfactory.  There  is  little 
dispute  as  to  prices,  but  demand  is 
limited  and  producers  hope  that  per- 
sonal attendance  of  wholesalers  in  the 
Boston  market  late  this  month  may 
res'ult  in  more  liberal  orders.  In  view 
of  the  strength  in  markets  for  materials 
the  larger  Joblsers  do  not  expect  cheap- 
er shoes,  but  all  departments  show  a 
disinclination  to  contract  ahead.  Much 
Improvement  in  leather  is  notcMi,  prices 
tending  upward,  and  sales  of  sole  in 
the  past  fomight  are  estimated  at  ful- 
ly a  million  sides.

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
TRADE  REVIEW 


Business  is  Remarkably 
Well  Maintained,  Con- 
sidering Conditions. 

New  York,  June  13.— R.  Q.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Review  of  Trade 
says;  Gains  outnumber  losses  in  re- 
ports of  commercial  and  industrial  ac- 
tivity, business  being  remarkably  well 
maintained  considering  the  propinqui- 
ty of  political  conventions,  to  which 
was  attributed  the  dull  security  mar- 
ket. Unusually  good  duplicate  orders 
are  still  received  from  retail  dealers 
who  underestimated  current  require- 
ments, but  wholesale  and  jobbing  de- 
partments are  chiefly  occupied  in  mak- 
ing preparations  for  fall  and  winter 
trade,  about  which  there  is  a  feeling 
of  confidence.  Full  returns  for  May 
indicate  that  building  permits  are  only 
about  25  per  cent  less  than  in  the  same 
month  in  1907,  the  best  comparison  of 
any  month  this  year,  and  anthracite 
coal  productions  surpasses  6,000,000  tons 
for  the  first  time  on  record. 

All  other  news  regarding  the  Iron 
and  steel  industry  is  of  little  signific- 
ance this  week  in  comparison  with  the 
lower  prices  for  steel  products  named 
by  the  leading  interests.  Thus  far  the 
better  terms  have  brough  no  Increase 
in  volume  of  business,  consumers  de- 
ferring operations  In  the  hope  that  still 
more  attractive  prices  will  be  fixed. 
Alx>ut  a  third  of  the  bar  requirements 
of  agricultural  implement  makers  have 
been  filled  at  the  lower  prices  named 
last  week.

officers  who  have  done  service  in  the 
French  colonies  in  Asia. 

Two  years  ago  there  was  no  more 
promising  or  ambitious  officer  in  the 
navy  than  the  young  ensign  Ullmo, 
and  his  superior  officers  prophesied 
him  a  great  future.  Then  he  went  to 
the  East  and  learned  to  smoke  opium, 
and  in  an  incredibly  short  time  the 
drug  changed  his  whole  character.  He 
sank  deeper  and  deeper,  failed  in  his 
examinations,  ran  into  debt  and,  see- 
ing no  way  out,  he  was  tempted  to 
betray  his  country  and  was  caught  in 
the  very  act  by  secret  service  agents, 
who  had  watched  him  for  weeks. 

Fearing  that  some  fanatic  may  try 
to  murder  the  unfortunate  wretch 
when  he  is  degraded  in  the  barrack 
grounds  of  Toulon,  the  military  au- 
thorities are  preparing  to  turn  out 
three  whole  regiments  to  keep  the  In- 
furiated mob,  which  will  be  pre.sent 
at  the  execution.  In  check,  although 
Ullmo  would  probably  bless  the  man 
who  sent  a  bullet  through  his  heart. 
Vendetta  by  Corsicans. 
A  scene  of  the  wildest  commotion 
was  witnessed  at  Toulon  the  other  day, 
when  Corsicans  carried  out  a  vendet- 
ta by  a  sensational  shooting  affair  in 
the  streets  and  followed  it  up  by  a 
tragedy  inside  the  police  station,  un- 
der the  very  eye  of  the  authorities. 

A  Corsican  tailor,  named  Rizzi,  who 
was  quite  prosperous  and  had  a  num- 
ber of  young  seamstresses  in  his  em- 
ploy, left  his  wife  and  children  to  live 
with  one  of  the  girls  who  had  par- 
ticularly struck  his  fancy,  named  An- 
nonciade  Paoletti.  He  remained  in 
hiding  for  some  time  on  the  Italian 
frontier,  but  then  returned  to  Toulon. 
His  wife  happened  to  see  the  couple 
walking  in  the  street  in  Pont  Dulas, 
a  suburb  of  Toulon,  and  fired  five  shots 
at  the  girl  with  a  revolver,  one  of 
them  wounding  her  fatally.  Mme. 
Rizzi  was  taken  to  the  police  station 
with  her  husband,  while  the  girl  was 
conveyed  to  a  hospital,  where  she 
died. 

As  soon  as  the  parents  of  the  vic- 
tim, who  were  also  Corsicans,  heard  of 
what  had  happened  they  armed  them- 
selves with  a  knife  and  a  revolver  and 
went  to  the  police  station,  bent  on 
revenge.  They  arrived  Just  as  the 
police  were  drawing  up  a  report  of 
the  affair  and  taking  down  the  depo- 
sitions of  the  tailor  and  his  wife. 
Hardly  had  they  entered  when  the 
mother  of  the  girl  pointed  to  the  tail- 
or's wife  and  shouted  to  her  husband 
to  shoot  her,  which  he  did  at  once, 
firing  four  shots  at  the  woman  under 
the  very  eyes  of  the  police. 

Only  two  policemen  were  at  hand, 
and.  while  they  were  trying  to  hold 
him,  his  wife  rushed  at  the  woman 
who  had  fallen  to  the  ground,  and 
slashed  at  her  with  her  knife,  scream- 
ing that  she  would  also  kill  her  hus- 
band, the  tailor,  as  soon  as  she  had 
finished  with  her.  But  the  crowd, 
which  had  gathered  In  front  of  the 
police  station,  saved  the  man  from 
the  attack  of  the  infuriated  woman. 
The  tailor's  wife  was  found  to  have 
been  shot  In  three  places,  and  also 
had  a  number  of  cuts. 

The  police  deemed  It  more  prudent 
to  keep  the  tailor,  the  original  cause 
of  all  the  trouble.  In  custody,  as  his 
life  would  be  in  danger  if  he  were  al- 
lowed to  be  at  liberty. 

Knote  Fooled  de  Rezskc. 
Mme.  Jean  de  Rezske,  wife  of  the 
famous  tenor,  who  Is  now  conducting 
a  school  for  singers  In  this  city,  re- 
lates an  interesting  Incident  that  re- 
cently befell  her  husband. 

A  timid  looking,  embarrassed  man 
called  at  the  tenor's  house  and  asked 
if  M.  de  Rezske  would  hear  him  sing. 
"I  am  a  rag  dealer,"  he  said,  "but  I 
have  a  reputation  among  my  friends 
of  possessing  a  fine  tenor  voice,  and  I 
should  like  to  have  the  maestro  give 
me  a  hearing." 

The  man  was  poorly  dressed,  but  de 
Rezke  made  no  difficulty  about  giving 
his  visitor  a  hearing  and  found  his 
voice  admirable. 

"Do  you  mean  to  tell  me,"  he  said, 
"that  with  such  a  magnificent  voice 
you  make  your  living  selling  rags? 
Whv  you  have  little  or  nothing  to 
learn,  and  you  can  get  an  engage- 
m.-nt  at  the  opera  In  a  week  if  you 
want  It.  But,  surely,  you  have  had 
experience  on  the  stage?" 

"No,"  replied  the  man,  "I  sang  In 
public  once,  but  the  result  was  such  a 
fiasco  that  It  quite  discouraged  me." 

M.  de  Rezske  asked  him  to  come 
back  again,  but  the  man  Insisted  that 
he  was  obliged  to  go  to  Germany. 

A  few  days  ago  de  Rezske  received 
a  marked  copy  of  a  Munich  paper 
containing  an  Interview  with  the  dis- 
tinguished Viennese  tenor,  Herr  Hein- 
rich  Knote,  who  mentioned  that  after 
his  season  at  the  New  York  Metropoli- 
tan opera  house  he  determined  on  his 
way  back  to  sing  to  M.  de  Rezske. 
but  in  order  to  get  an  absolutely  sin- 
cere opinion  he  disguised  himself  as  a 
rag  dealer.

RABBIT'S  FOOT  MADE  GOOD. 


New  York  Sun?  "A  good,  clever  rab- 
bit's foot,  left  hind,"  said  the  fat  en- 
gineer, "one  that  is  always  on  the  job.

The  truth  is,  a  majority 
of  them  took  exceeding- 
ly roundabout  ways  to 
become  full  -  Hedged 
of      the      laugh-provoking 


members 
corps. 

The  dean  of  our  present  day  Joe 
Millers — none  other  than  the  white- 
robed  Mark  Twain — was  first  a  print- 
er's apprentice,  then  a  Mississippi 
river  pilot,  then  a  private  .secretary 
to  hlB  brother,  who  was  territorial 
secretary  In  Nevada,  before  he  began 
building  up  a  humorist's  reputation 
while  a  newspaper  reporter  and  edi- 
tor in  Virginia  City.  And  quite  a 
while  before  he  had  attracted  more 
than  local  fame  as  a  "funny  man"  he 
had  tried  his  hand  at  mining. 

C.  B.  Lewis  ("M.  Quad"),  at  66  our 
second  oldest  humorist  and  still  In 
active  harness,  began  life  as  a  print- 
er's "devil."  "stuck"  type  and  other- 
wise thoroughly  learned  the  trade  of 
a  Journeyman  printer  before  he  de- 
veloped into  a  year-in-and-year-out 
producer  of  fun  with  the  same  char- 
acters. He  also  was  a  Civil  war  boy 
soldier,  rising  from  private  to  brevet 
captain  In  a  Michigan  cavalry  regi- 
ment and  having  his  blood  spilled  in 
deft-nse  of  the  country. 

O.  Henry,  one  of  the  latest  men  to 
make  the  nation  laugh,  got  a  lot  of 
the  knowledge  that  he  has  put  into 
his  stories  at  first  hand  as  cowboy. 
8he*p  herder,  merchant,  miner,  drug- 
gist, and  extensive  traveler  in  ordi- 
nary and  extraordinary  places.  Ge- 
lett  Burgess,  graduating  at  the  Mas.sa- 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology  in 
1887,  was  for  three  years  a  draughts- 
man for  a  railroad,  then  an  Instructor 
of  topographical  drawing  and  finally 
a  designer,  before  he  broke  into  the 
literary         field.  Charles        Battcll 

Loomls.  who  also  received  his  educa- 
tion in  a  polytechnic  in.stitute,  held 
down  a  clerk's  stool  for  an  even 
dozen  years. 

Jerome  K.  Jerome,  an  English 
humorist  who  enjoys  the  rather  un- 
usual distinction  among  his  country's 
Joe  Millers  of  having  made  the 
Yankees  laugh  heartily,  was  a  rail- 
way clerk,  a  theater  attache  and  actor, 
a  school  teacher,  newspaper  adver- 
tising solicitor,  a  solicitor's  clerk  and 
a  reporter.  Tom  Masson,  literary 
editor  of  one  of  the  country's  lead- 
ing humorous  weeklies  since  1893,  was 
an  (>ffice  boy.  later  bookkeeper  for 
the  same  firm,  and  not  until  he  be- 
came telegraph  editor  for  a  news- 
paper press  association  did  he  have 
his  first  Joke  accepted  and  published. 
When  Champ  Clark  went  to  congre.ss 
from  Missouri  in  1893  and  soon  there- 
after began  making  the  country  laugh 
with  his  maiden  speeches  and  writ- 
ten Jokes,  he  had  behind  him  a  record 
as  hired  hand  on  a  farm,  clerk  In  a 
country'  store,  school  teacher  and  col- 
lege president,  country  newspaper 
editor,  lawyer  and  offlce  holder. 
Began  as  Reporters. 

George  Ade,  like  Mark  Twain,  M. 
Quad.  Jerome,  Masson  and  Clark,  ex- 
perienced the  joys  and  tribulations  of 
a    newspaper    worker's    life    before    he 


jmsu^ 


began  to  coin  a  fortune  by  making  his 
fellow-beings  hold  their  sides  over  his 
slang  words  and  phrases.  He  began 
as  a  reporter  on  a  country  daily.  Mr. 
Dooley,  too — or,  to  call  him  by  the 
name  his  parents  gave  him,  Finley 
Peter  Dunne— is  a  former  newspaper 
man,  and  Ellis  Parker  Butler,  when 
he  had  his  first  bit  of  humorous  work 
accepted  by  a  New  York  editor,  was 
on  a  newspaper.  As  for  Edwin  A. 
Oliver  of  the  Yonker's.  N.  Y.,  States- 
man, and  famous  among  humorists 
of  all  degrees  and  distinctions  as 
the  father  of  the  now  common  conver- 
sational joke,  his  whole  business  life 
has  been  spent  in  the  office  of  the 
Statesman,  where  he  "worked  at  the 
ca.se,"  when  a  youth. 

Thus,  it  is  plain  that  a  goodly  pro- 
portion of  the  noted  humorists  of  the 
day  received  their  literary  training  in 
newspaper  offices.  It  is  equally  true 
that  not  a  few  of  them  became  satur- 
ated with  the  Western  spirit  and  way 
of  looking  at  things  before  they  began 
to  attract  attention  as  coiners  of 
laufirhs. 

Though  born  down  East,  In  Boston, 
and  e^ducatei  there.  It  was  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast  that  Gelett  Burgess  spent 
his  first  working  years  as  railroad 
draughtsman,  university  instructor  and 
designer.  There,  too,  he  began  to  at- 
tract attention  In  the  literary  world 
as  editor  of  the  Lark,  and  by  his  un- 
conventional way  of  writing  humor. 
A  native  Texan,  O.  Henry— In  real  life 
Sydney  Porter — knows  the  strenuous 
life  of  the  frontier  and  pseudo-frontier 
from  A  to  izzard. 

Tom  Masson,  a  Yankee  by  birth,  re- 
ceived his  business  training  in  the 
Middle  West,  where  Ellis  Parker  But- 
ler was  born,  reared  and  toiled  until 
he  struck  out  for  New  York,  hunted  up 
his  old   frie-nd   Masson   and   asked   him

how  to  go  about  g-etting  along  In  the 
metropolis.  The  two  had  met  years 
before  in  Iowa,  when  Masson  was 
keeping  books  and  Parker  was  a  coun- 
try newspaper  worker.  Champ  Clark, 
born  in  Kentucky,  has  worked  out  the 
greater  part  of  his  truly  picturesque 
career  in  Mississippi  river  states.  Once 
he  drifted  as  far  West  as  Kansas, 
where  "atmosphere"  was  about  the 
only  thing  he  succeeded  In  taking 
away  with  him  when  he  shook  the 
dust  of  the  Sunflower  state  from  his 
feet. 

George  Ade  has  been  truthfully  ac- 
cused of  being  a  representative  pro- 
duct of  the  Hoosier  literary  belt.  Bom 
therein  and  therin  a  humble  news- 
paper worker  for  a  number  of  years, 
he  at  last  became  a  newspaper  reporter 
In  Chicago,  where,  In  the  course  of 
time,  he  garnered  the  first  fruits  of 
humorists  cultivation.  Mr.  Dooley  was 
Chicago  trained  as  reporter  and  editor, 
as  well  as  Chicago  born  and  raised. 
Not  until  after  he  had  won  Interna- 
tional fame  as  a  humorous  philosopher 
did  he  leave  the  Illinois  metropolis 
for  the  national  one.  The  Middle  West 
boasts  of  the  birth -town  of  Mark 
Twain,  and  the  sage-brush  country  of 
the  fact  that  while  he  was  one  of  Its 
pioneer  settlers  he  developed  the  hu- 
morous streak  with  which  he  has  con- 
vuLsed  the  nations  for  so  many  years. 
M.  Quad's  characters  were  created 
while  he  lived  in  Michigan;  he  was 
born  and  raised  in  Ohio  and  Michigan. 
New  York  Humorists. 

After  the  West— near,  middle  and 
far — New  York  city  and  Its  environs 
seem  to  hold  the  distinction  of  having 
produced  the  largest  number  of  hu- 
morists now  prominent  in  the  public 
eye.  Oliver  of  dialogue  joke  fame  has 
lived  and  labored  continually  just  north 
of  the  city's  boundaries.  John  Kend- 
rick  Bangs  is  aJso  a  product  of  Yonk- 
ers,  where  he  has  lived  the  greater 
part  of  his  life.  Charles  Battell  Loomls, 
born  in  Brooklyn,  Is  now  the  first  citi- 
zen o«f  Hackensack,  the  mere  mention 
of  which  town  arouses  the  risibilities  of 
the  average  New  Yorker.  Then  there 
Is  Carolyn  Wells;  that  rara  avis  of  the 
literary  world — a  truly  capable  petti- 
coated  humorist.  Rahway,  N.  J.,  was 
her  birthplace,  and  In  that  metropol- 
itan suburb  she  makes  her  home. 

Perhaps  all  this  Is  mere  coincidence, 
and  perhaps,  too,  it  is  mere  coincidence 
that  most  of  the  better  known  humor- 
ists of  the  pen  are  rather  young  in 
years.  With  the  exception  at  M.  Quad 
and  Mark  Twain,  who  carries  his  72 
years  with  the  sprightliness  of 
a  load  a  third  less  light,  practically 
all  the  men  are  In  Time's  "children's" 
class.  Mr.  Dunne  will  not  be  42  till 
next  month;  Ade,  Burgess  and  Masson 
are  each  a  year  older.  Ellis  Parker 
Butler  can  qualify  as  the  "baby"  of  the 
masculine  Joe  Millers,  since  he  has  to 
his  credit  only  38  years.  In 
this  connection,  It  is  rather  interesting 
to  note  that,  like  Mr.  Butler,  the  ma- 
jority of  the  "funny  men"  made  their 
reputation  as  such  in  the  '30s.  and 
most  of  them  in  the  early  '30s  at 
that.  Among  the  women  humorists, 
Miss  Wells,  Mrs.  Woodrow  Wilson,  a 
late  comer  In  the  field  and  a  former 
Middle  West  newspaper  worker,  and 
Miss  Beatrice  Herford  (sister  of  the 
quaintly  humorous  Oliver),  whose  writ- 
ten and  spoken  monologues  have  given 
her  fame  both  here  and  In  England, 
are  all  young,  of  course,  though  the  ref- 
erence books  are  non-committal  as  to 
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their  years — which  they  should  be. 

Though  Miss  Wells  Is  of  the  East 
and  has  never  been  of  the  West,  It  Is 
nevertheless  true  that  she  became  a 
humorist  of  the  nonsense  verse  type 
under  the  guidance  of  Gelett  Burgess 
while  he  Wiis  yet  a  leading  literary 
light  of  San  Francisco.  She  had  been 
trying,  without  success,  for  several 
years  to  break  Into  print  when  she 
chanced  upon  a  copy  of  the  Lark, 
Burgess'  magazine,  and  read  therein 
his  classic  beginning: 

"I  never  saw  a  purple  cow. 
I   never  hope   to   see   one." 

Straightway,  Miss  Wells  fired  some 
of  her  verse  at  the  Lark.  Back  came 
a  scathing  letter  of  criticism  from  the 
editor,  in  -which  he  practically  told 
the  young  lady  to  submit  no  more 
manuscript  to  him.  Far  from  taking 
the  hint,  Miss  Wells  forwarded  an- 
other batch  of  her  work.  It  came 
back.  So  did  many  other  batches,  and 
with  them  came  letters  as  sharply 
critical  as  the  first.  For  over  a  year 
Miss  Wells  kept  doggedly  at  her  work 
trying  to  profit  by  these  criticisms. 
Finally,  she  had  one  verse  accepted, 
and  a  year  or  two  later  her  work  was 
In  demand.  She  herself  gives  the 
credit  to  Mr  Burgess  for  her  training 
and  success  as  a  writer  of  nonsensfe 
stuff. 

Butler's  Start. 

Ellis  Parker  Butler  also  was  really 
started  on  his  career  as  a  humorist  by 
a  fellow  humorist,  Tom  Masson.  WJiile 
Butler  was  on  a  Kansas  City  news- 
paper he  sent  a  "funny  piece"  to  Mr. 
Masson's  weekly  paper.  It  was  ac- 
cepted— and  that  was  the  only  thing 
the  weekly  accepted  from  Mr.  Butler 
for  a  long  time.  After  It  had  accepted 
several  other  things.  Mr.  Butler  one 
day  walked  Into  Mr.  Masson's  office 
and  Informed  him  that  he  had  taken 
his  advice  and  come  on  to  make  his 
way  In  the  metropolis. 

As  he  had  come  without  prospects 
and  with  but  little  money,  he  asked 
Mr.  Masson  "O  give  him  a  little  advice 
on  how  to  Ket  along  In  the  big  city. 
He  was  told  first  to  hunt  out  a  board- 
ing house  where  he  could  afford  to 
live,  and  then  to  work  hard  and  take 
his  chances  with  the  rest  of  the  met- 
ropolitan strugglerg  after  fame  and 
dollars.  Bu"ler  took  the  advice  both 
as  to  boarding  house  and  work.  He 
got  a  position  on  a  trade  paper,  by 
hard  work  he  finally  became  its  edi- 
tor, and  this  post  he  retained  until  re- 
cently, his  humorous  writing  being 
done  as  work  on  the  side. 

Not  until  two  or  three  years  ago  did 
Mr.  Butler's  name  begin  to  appear 
with  regularity  In  the  magazines  at 
the  head  o:f  laughable  stories.  He 
frankly  adrr.its  that  the  Idea  of  the 
story  with  which  he  made  his  first 
pronounced  hit  was  supplied  by  a  ma- 
gazine editor;  that  all  he  did  was  to 
write  the  story.  However  that  may 
be,  the  story  itself  has  netted  its 
author  a  smEvH  fortune  and  gained  him 
a  popularity  with  publishers  that  un- 
doubtedly he.s  added  materially  to  his 
bank  account. 

Among  the  new  generation  of  hu- 
morists, Gearge  Ade  has  probably 
earned  more  In  a  single  year  than  any 
of  his  colleiigues.  and  his  steady  In- 
come probably  ranks  second  only  to 
that  enjoyed  by  Mark  Twin.  Since  he 
became  a  successful  playwright  there 
have  been  sieveral  years  when  from 
his  plays,  books  and  newspaper  hu- 
mor Mr.  Ado  has  enjoyed  a  yearly  in- 
come toppln?  the  salary  given  by  the 
nation   to  the   man  it  calls  president. 


Though  he  has  never  engaged  in  play 
writing,  Mr.  Dunne  has  at  times  en- 
joyed an  income  comparable  in 
amount  to  Mr.  Ade's.  Each  of  these 
men,  by  the  way.  is  the  creator  of  a 
new  style  of  humor.  Ade  is  the 
"daddy"  of  slang  fun  and  Dunne  of 
philosophical  fun.  The  fact  that  each 
Is  a  creator  of  a  peculiar  brand  of 
humor  that  Is  close  to  the  great  mass 
of  people  doubtless  accounts  In  large 
measures  for  the  big  earning  powers 
of  each. 

Legend  hath  It  that  when  Ade  be- 
gan his  newspaper  career  In  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  following  his  graduation  from 
Purdue  university,  he  received  part  of 
his  small  salary  In  meal  tickets  on  a 
cheap  restaurant.  It  Is  a  fact  that 
while  he  worked  in  Lafayette  he 
helped  get  up  a  city  directory.  Ade 
became  a  reporter  In  1887.  Three 
years  later  his  salary  had  risen  to  $1B 
a  week — and  then  Ade  struck  out  for 
Chicago. 

The  ensuing  decade  Ade  spent  In 
the  employ  of  one  Chicago  newspaper. 
By  the  time  the  decade  was  pretty 
well  spent  he  had  managed  to  acquire 
a  local  reputation  as  a  writer 
of  light  short  stories.  Then,  one  day, 
after  reading  an  old  fable,  he  con- 
ceived the  Idea  of  dishing  up  slang  In 
fable  form.  This  happy  thought  speed- 
ily brought  him  fame  and  fortune, 
and  the  public  has  kept  Ade  writing 
his  unique  fables  long  after  he  has 
longed  to  close  this  literary  chapter  of 
tils  cfl.r6Gr, 

Ade's  Home  Is  on  Farm. 

Though  most  humorists,  when  they 
make  a  national  reputation,  take  up 
their  headquarters  In  New  York  city, 
Mr  Ade  has  studiously  refrained  from 
doing  so.  He  comes  to  New  Y'ork  fre- 
quently at  the  dictates  of  business, 
but  his' home  Is  on  a  farm  In  North- 
ern Indiana,  his  acres  being  one  re- 
sult of  his  creation  of  the  slang  fable. 
By  thus  returning  to  his  native  state 
he  controverted  his  own  clever  slur  on 
Indiana,  made  when  a  woman,  who 
wanted  to  be  real  nice  to  him,  said: 

"Have  you  ever  thought,  Mr.  Ade, 
how    many    bright   people   come    from 

Indiana?"  ,         .,      ^  .v, 

"Yes"  replied  the  author,  "and  the 
brighter  they  are  the  quicker  they 
come." 

Another  bright  man  who  has  come 
from  Indiana  is  George  Barr  McCutch- 
eon  the  novelist.  WTien  George  was 
still  working  on  a  small  Indiana  news- 
paper he  wrote  his  first  novel.  He 
sent  the  manuscript  on  to  Chicago  for 
his  brother  John  and  Ade,  a  college 
friend  to  look  over.  The  two  found 
a  publisher  for  it.  Then  Ade  devoted 
a  lot  o<f  time  to  getting  up  all  sorts 
of  freak  schemes  to  advertise  the  book. 
The  publisher  made  use  of  them  with 
avidity,  and  in  a  surprisingly  short 
time  Ade's  chum,  George  Barr  Mc- 
Cutcheon,  had  a  natural  reputation. 
Ade  and  McCutcheon.  when  they  were 
bovs  together  In  Lafayette,  Ind.,  col- 
laborated in  writing  patent  medicine 
advertisements,  out  of  which  they 
made  their  first  good  slice  of  money. 
Ade  Is  a  most  likeable  chap,  and  as 
modest  as  he  Is  likeable.  In  appear- 
ance he  Is  strikingly  boyish,  and  what 
men  would  call  good  looking  and 
women  handsome.  He  Is  an  enter- 
taining conversationalist  when  occa- 
sion demands,  but  he  prefers  to  listen 
to  the  other  fellow  talk.  Though  he 
Is  now  on  what  some  pessimistic  folk 
call  the  wrong  side  of  forty,  he  has  not 
got   oiU   of    touch    with   youth.      Only 


lately  he  wrote  a  play  for  production 
by  the  dramatic  club  of  his  alma  mater, 
and  he  takes  delight  in  gathering  with 
college  boys  and  other  youthful  spir- 
its, devotees  of  the  art  of  spontaneous 
fun. 

Another  prominenl  humorist,  who, 
like  Ade,  is  just  now  devoting  most 
of  his  attention  to  the  stage,  is  Jerome 
K.  Jerome,  who  recently  said  in  an  In- 
terview, when  he  was  in  this  country, 
that  he  couldn't  write  another  book 
like  "Three  Men  in  a  Boat"  If  he  tried. 
The  reason  he  gave  was  that  a  the 
time  he  produced  that  laughmaker 
humor  was  spontaneous  with  him.  In 
other  words,  Jerome  K.  tJiinks  he's  get- 
ting serious,  whatever  else  the  world 
may  think  about  It.  John  Kendrlck 
Ban^  is  another  humorous  writer, 
who,  after  he  had  a  reputation  as  such, 
turned  towards  the  stage,  but  to  put  it 
mildly,  with  nothing  like  the  success  of 
Ade.  Jerome,  as  a  dramatist,  has  been 
fairly  successful. 

Jerome's  Ambition. 

Jerome  first  g-ot  interested  In  the 
stage  when  he  was  struggling  to  exist 
in  London.  As  already  stated,  he  was 
a  theater  attache  and  at  one  time  an 
actor.  One  of  his  duties  in  those  days 
was  to  let  himself  be  killed  twice  in 
the  same  performance.  After  he  had 
taken  to  newspaper  work  and  got  tired 
of  free  lancing,  he  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived tlie  post  of  dramatist  critic  on 
a  paper,  his  salary  being  $7.50  a  week. 
He  was  30  when  his  first  popular 
humorous  book  came  out;  that  was  In 
1889.  The  previous  sixteen  years  had 
been  a  struggle  to  support  himself 
from  the  time  he  was  14,  when 
his  parents  died.  But  since  "Three 
Men  in  Boat"  appeared  he  haa 
had  easy  sailing  financially.  Today 
It  Is  his  ambition  to  do  some- 
tlilng  serious  that  will  g-lve  him  fame, 
and  It  is  through  the  stage  that  he 
hopes  to  accomplish  this  dream,  which 
not  Infrequently  lays  Its  spell  on  the 
funmakers  of  the  nation,  whether  of 
the  written,  spoken  or  pictured  cult. 

Tom  Masson  Is  another  specific  ex- 
ample of  a  humorhst  who  longs  to  ac- 
complish something  serious.  His 
dream  Is  to  give  the  word  a  monu- 
mental and  definite  work  on  the  his- 
tory of  humor.  He  has  been  dream- 
ing this  dream  ever  since  he  began 
trying  to  get  his  jokes  Into  print.  To 
this  end  he  has  collected  a  large  ref- 
erence library,  and  when  he  Is  not  en- 
gaged In  his  bread-and-butter  work 
he  Is  pretty  sure  to  be  found  working 
on  his  history,  which  he  expects  will 
fill  ten  volumes  of  encyclodeplc  di- 
mensions. 

Of  course,  Mr.  Masson  is  proud  of 
some  of  his  jokes,  but  the  bit  of  work 
of  which  be  Is  proudest  Is  his  organ- 
ization of  the  Dutcii  Treat  club.  The 
name  betrays  the  character  of  the 
club,  which  has  for  members  practi- 
cally all  the  big  magazine  editors  of 
the  metropolis  and  numerous  authors 
whose  works  are  widely  read  In  the 
periodicals  and  book  form.  Masson 
Is  president  of  the  club,  which  Is  now 
about  a  year  old. 

It  Is  to  Masson  that  the  world  Is 
indebted  for  the  term  "summer  girl." 
And  'twas  In  February,  when  a  bliz- 
zard was  making  things  decidedly  un- 


comfortable for  humanity,  that  h# 
evolved  the  phrase  that  has  gon« 
round  the  world.  It  first  appeared  at 
the  head  of  some  verses;  since  then 
It  has  been  worked  to  death  with 
perennial  regularity.  Perhaps  even 
Masson  is  now  sorry  that  he  fathered 
the  phrase. 

John  Kendrlck  Bangs,  like  Masson, 
Jerome,  Mr.  Dooley,  Mark  Twain, 
Tom  Masson,  Ellis  Parker  Butler, 
Gelett  Burgess  and  others,  has  sat  In 
an  editorial  chair.  In  short,  he  had 
occupied  so  many  editorial  chairs  that 
he  easily  holds  the  honors  In  this  par- 
ticular among  the  Joe  Millers  of  th© 
English  tongue.  He  also  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  only  humorist 
who  ever  took  politics  seriously  enough 
to  be  a  candidate  for  office. 
Bang:s  as  Politician. 

Mr.  Bangs,  back  In  '94,  aspired  to 
be  mayor  of  Yonkers.  To  that  end 
he  Induced  the  Democracy  of  that 
New  York  suburb  to  make  him  Its 
candidate.  The  three  weeks  that  fol- 
lowed were  doubtless  the  most  serious 
In  Mr.  Bangs'  existence,  as  he  went 
about  trying  to  catch  the  elusive  vote. 
He  caught  some,  but  his  opponent 
caught  207  more,  and  the  joke  was  on 
Bangs.  The  Bangslan  campaign  fur- 
nished a  lot  of  amusement  for  New 
Yorkers,  who  were  kept  posted  by  the 
daily  papers  of  the  progress  of  a  hu- 
morist as  a  politician. 

After  he  gave  up  all  designs  on  the 
mayoralty  Mr.  Bangs  turned  his  at- 
tention to  education,  and  In  1897  ho 
became  vice  president  of  the  Yonkers 
.school  board,  with  the  avowed  In- 
tention, his  opponents  declared,  of 
substituting  his  humorous  works  for 
the  standard  text  books.  However 
that  may  be.  Mr.  Bangs  remained  a 
prominent  director  of  the  Yonkers 
young  Idea  till  1904.  Since  then  ho 
has  eschewed  public  proferment. 

Bangs  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the  most  productive  of  our  fun- mak- 
ers. He  thinks  nothing  of  turning  out 
two  or  three  books  a  year,  with  scores 
of  short  stories  and  innumerable  para- 
graph  1okes  on  the  side. 

Edwin  A.  Oliver.  Bang's  old  fellow 
townsman,  when  he  began  writing  on 
the  State.sman.  his  father's  paper, 
turned  out  short  stories.  From  this 
work  he  drifted  Into  the  dialogue  joke 
— this  Is  his  modest  explanation  of 
his  creation  of  this  form  of  laugh- 
producing  writing.  Oliver  did  this 
drifting  .some  thirty  odd  years  ago, 
and  since  that  time  he  has  turned  out 
Jokes  at  the  rate  of  six  to  ten  a  day. 
All  told  ho  has  sprung  about  80.000 
jokes  In  print.  It  Is  safe  to  say  that 
most  of  Mr.  Oliver's  jokes  have  been 
copied  the  world  over.  That  publi- 
cation which  alms  to  print  any  humor 
whatever  rarely  neglects  to  exercise 
the  cllppine  scissors  on  Oliver's  col- 
umn, signed  with  the  pen  name  of  Ed. 
I.  Torlalle. 

Among  the  present  day  American 
humorists  ho  divides  with  Mark  •I^\•aIn 
the  distinction  of  having  cracked 
jokes  with  the  present  king  and  queen 
of  England.  He  was  entertained  by 
them  In  1896,  when  they  were  prince 
and  princess  of  Wales.  The  prince. 
It  seems,   had   been  smiling  for  years

RESUMPTION  BY  EAST  BUTTE

Bisbee.  Ariz..  June  13.— From  local  men 
who  have  recently  visited  the  southern 
portion  of  the  territory  it  is  learned  that 
the  Greene-Cananea  company  is  advertis- 
ing for  a  large  number  of  men.  and  will 
probably  resume  operations  on  a  normal 
scale  at  the  mines  on  or  about  June  15. 
From  the  same  source  it  is  learned  that 
the  labor  which  will  be  employed  in  the 
future  will  be  mostly  native,  and  that 
Americans  will  probably  be  employed 
only  in  places  where  skilled  labor  is 
necessary. 

During  tihe  past  few  months  rumors 
have  been  persistent  both  in  the  South- 
west and  East,  that  normal  operations 
would  be  resumed  on  June  15,  at  Conanea, 
and  the  present  reports,  which  seem  to 
be  well  founded,  tend  to  make  the  matter 
certain.  The  report  concerning  the  ad- 
vertising for  labor  states  that  the  com- 
pany want.s  2.000  additional  men,  which 
number,  added  to  the  force  now  working 
in  the  mines,  will  mean  a  total  working 
force  of  very  nearly  3,500. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  none  of  the 
officials  of  the  company  has  made  any 
statement  for  publication  regarding 
the  resumption  of  operations,  although 
it  has  been  known  that  satisfactory 
were  made  with  the 
federal  government  In  regard  to  the 
reduction  of  duties  on  various  com- 
modities when  the  party  of  officials 
visited  the  City  of  MpxIco.  On  their 
return  from  Mexico  neither  Thomas  F 
(..ole.  nor  Dr  L.  D.  Rlcketts.  general 
manager  of  the  Greene-Cananea  com- 
pany, would  make  known  the  exact  out- 
come of  the  conference  held  at  the  capi- 
tal, but  since  that  time  Interviews  have 
thin  published  to  the  effect  tliat  the  duty 
on  fuel  and  other  supplies,  whioh  it  Is 
necessary  to  purchase  In  the  Uuited 
States,    has    been    remitted. 

During  the  shut-down  the  concentra- 
tors and  smelters  at  Cananea  have  been 
placed   in   the   best   of  condition  and   the 


capacity  has  b<en  increswed  enormously, 
so  that  it  is  probable  that  when  opera- 
tions are  resumed  the  output  of  the  dis- 
trict will  exceed  by  far  any  production 
heretofore  recorded.

Butte,    Mont..    June    13. — Mining   by 
the      Butte     Coalition      company  is  at 
present    confined   to    the    Rarus    mine, 
from  which     ore     is     shipped  to  the 
Washoe  smelter  at  the  rate  of  about 
2  5,000   tons   per   month,   and   it   Is  the 
expectation  of  the  company  to  main- 
tain this  rate  until  about  the  first  of 
next  year,  by  which  time.  It  is  antici- 
pated, the  Minnie  Healy  and  Tramway 
mines  will  be  in  shape  for  production, 
when  the  output  will  be  Increased  by 
about  1,000  tons  per  day.     The  com- 
pany's     present      shipments      average 
about    840    tons    of    ore    per    day,    of 
which   10  to   15   per  cent  is  first  cla.ss 
and  the  remainder  second  class.     The 
first  class  averages  about  10  per  cent 
copper    and    the    second    class    6    per 
cent.     The  net  average   on   the  crude 
ore    last    month    was    about    5  V4     per 
cent  copper. 

The  company  Is  mining  on  five  levels 
between  the  1,200  and  1,700;  that  Is, 
on  the  1,300  and  up  to  the  1,200,  on 
the  1,400,  1,500,  1,600  and  1,700.  Sink- 
ing has  been  stopped  on  the  Rarus 
shaft,  which  has  a  vertical  depth  of 
2,150  feet,  though  the  level  opened 
there  now  Is  known  as  the  eighteenth. 
The  1.700-foot  level  has  a  vertical 
depth  of  2.000  feet.

AT  THE  LAKE  COPPER  MINES 

Largely  Increased  Production  Can  be  Made  by  Copper  Range  in 

Latter  Half  of  Year—Quincy  Now  Largest  Producer  of 

Amygdaloid  Mines,  But  Will  be  Passed. 


Paradl.se.  Ariz..  June  13. — After  sink- 
ing a  winze  several  feet  In  the  tunnel 
on  his  property  adjoining  the  Sullivan. 
G.  I.  Gardner  again  went  to  work  In 
the  face  of  the  tunnel,  which  at  the  last 
itccounts  had  been  driven  about  220 
f'^et.  though  under  cover  only  about 
160  feet.  This  tunnel  is  being  run  to 
tap  the  ledge  at  a  depth  of  about  150 
feetor  thereabouts;  and  word  comes 
from  the  property  that  according  to 
calculations  the  ledge  should  .soon  be 
reached;  and  when  it  Is  reached  Mr. 
Gardner  expects  a  flne  showing  of 
shipping  ore.  It  was  not  becau.se  he 
did  not  previoii.sly  have  any  ore  that 
Mr.  Gardner  commenced  this  tunnel. 
He  had  plently  of  ore  in  a  106-fect  shaft 
Incline,  which  has  a  vertical  depth  not 
exceeding  seventy  feet.  But  without 
poiv.'cr  inachinerj'  and  alone  in  his  work, 
It  was  a  tedious  proce-ss  for  the  owner 
to  hoist  out  of  a  shaft  that  is  not 
straight.  To  .gain  greater  depth  and  at 
the  same  time  facilitate  taking  out 
ore  the  tunnel  was  started. 
"WTiile  it  would  not  be  correct  to  say 


that  this  tunnel  is  in  ore  all  of  the 
way,  the  tunnel  is  certainly  In  min- 
eralized rock  for  the  entire  distance 
after  the  appearance  of  the  lime  twenty 
ft^et  from  the  portal;  and  paying  ore 
was  encountered  in  several  places  not- 
ably where  the  winze  is  .sunk,  about 
100  feet  in.  The  tunnel  is  in  black  lime, 
carrying  white  iron  and  .some  copper; 
but  in  this  tunnel  the  lime  with  the 
exceptions  referred  to,  will  probably 
not  contain  more  than  1  to  1 14  per  cent 
copper.

Houghton,  Mich.,  June  13. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — The  Copper 
R.ange  properties  will  be  in  shape  to 
largely  Increase  production  during  the 
latter  lialf  of  the  present  year,  if  it  is 
thought  desirable  to  do  so.  The 
Champion  and  Baltic  have  been  given 
enlarged  milling  facilities,  and  the 
steady  Increase  in  capacity  of  the 
mines  will  provide  the  additional  rock 
tonnage  if  It  is  required.

Five  claims  are 
Involved.  It  Is  charged  that  for  years 
the  Coalition  company  has  been  min- 
ing In  this  ground.  The  second  action 
Is  for  trespass  and  unlawful  extrac- 
tion of  ores  from  claims  belonging 
solely  to  the  Silver  King  Consolidated. 
It  Is  charged  that  ore  worth  $150,000 
h.as  been  taken,  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Utah  statute.  Judgment 
for  $450,000  Is  ajjked.  Manager  Solon 
Splro  of  the  Consolidated  company  has 
applied  for  permission  to  make  an  un- 
derground survey  of  the  workings  of 
the  Coalition  company.

ST.  LOUIS  WANTS 
STEVENS'  RECORD 

Former  Upper  Peninsula 

Politician  Believed  to 

be  in  Trouble. 

Marquette,  Mich.,  June  13. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — J.  H.  D.  Stevens, 
generally  known  as  "Alphabet"  Ste- 
vens, a  one-time  politician,  who  In  his 
day  was  a  good  deal  of  a  factor  in 
upper  peninsula  affaors,  h€LS  been 
heard  from  again.  Warden  Russell  of 
the  Marquette  prison  has  received  a 
telegram  from  W.  G.  Robinson  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  presumably  a  police  of- 
ficial in  that  city,  asking  for  Stevens' 
prison  record  in  Marquette.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  Stevens  has  no  prison  rec- 
ord at  the  Marquette  institution,  nor 
any  jail  record  in  the  upper  peninsula, 
so  far  as  known,  though  there  are 
many  people  who  to  this  day  hold  that 
he  was  richly  entitled  to  both.  There 
were  no  details  as  to  why  the  Inquiry 
in  regard  to  Stevens  was  made,  but  the 
assumption  is  that  he  has  gotten  into 
trouble. 

It  is  over  a  dozen  years  since  much 
has  been  heard  of  Stevens  in  this  re- 
gion, and  none  of  his  former  acquaint- 
ances in  this  county  have  known  what 
had  become  of  him.  He  was,  when 
he  was  in  his  prime  in  this  region,  a 
politician  of  no  mean  order,  and  filled 
many  offices.  He  was  a  resident  of 
Ironwood,  Gogebic  county,  but  his  ac- 
quaintanceship extended  to  all  over 
the  upper  peninsula.  Stevens  was  the 
first  judge  of  probate  for  (jogebic 
county,  but  left  the  office  under  a 
cloud,  as  the  late  Gen.  Alger  of  De- 
troit, during  his  term  as  governor,  re- 
moved him  for  misconduct.  Even  this 
reverse  didn't  down  Stevens,  and  he 
afterwards  conducted  a  successful  can- 
vass for  the  state  senate.

June  13.— (Special  tCr 
The  Herald.  )-F.  B.  Wells,  the  Sargent 
county  real  estate  dealer,  who  was  report- 
ed to  have  left  a  defalcation  in  hia  ac- 
counts with  the  firm  of  Adams  &  Freeze 
of  Lisbon,  N.  D.,  of  which  he  was  th» 
trusted  agent,  has  made  good  all  of   the- 

shortage  and  will  return  to  his  home  here.

In  Wells'  accounts,  and  an  ax>parent 
deliberate  defalcation,  was  made  publio 
two  weeks   ago. 

A  few  days  after  that  Mr.  Adama 
learned  of  the  whereabouts  of  Wello 
and  he  made  a  trip  to  the  East,  where  h» 
met  the  latter  and  a  full  and  complete 
settlement  was  made.  Wells  will  return 
to  his  home  here  at  once  and  will  re- 
engage in  the  real  setate  business  as 
the  agent  for  Adams   &   Freeze. 

It  appears  that  Wells  was  a  victim  of 
the  panic.  He  had  large  sums  of  money 
Invested  for  Adams  &  Freeze,  and  about 
two  months  ago  he  believed  there  was 
going  to  be  a  tightening  of  the  money- 
market  and  he  was  afraid  that  he  woula 
be  badly  pinched,  and  driven  by  fear,  ho 
thought  he  would  get  out  from  under  a 
bad   crash.

seiason.  The  outgro  now  Is  at  the  rate 
of  2.500.000  tons  a  month,  and  this  is 
expected  to  more  than  double  after  the 
advent  of  July.  The  mines  are  In  po- 
sition to  crowd  shipments.  A  move- 
ment of  6,'>J0,<»0  tons  a  month  could, 
*f  neoe33ar>-,  easily  bo  maintained  the 
rem.iming  six  nwnths  of  the  sejison  of 
navigation. 

In    keeping    with    its    vast    resources 
and    its    average    low    cost    of    mining, 
the    great     bulk    of    the    ore    Is    being 
ehlpi>ed    fp>m    the    Mesaba   range,   and 
of    this    proportion    the    larger    amount 
is  fi»m  the  mines  of  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation.     All   the  other  lead- 
ing   operating    concerns    are    shipping, 
however,  and  in  the  aggregate  they  are 
forwarding    many    tralnloads     weekly.

This  condition  of  affairs  is  compelling 
the  United  States  government  to  find 
greater  eflSciency  in  the  utilization  of 
the  coals  and  no  more  promising  field 
has  been  found  than  in  the  washing 
of  these   coals   before   they  are   used." 

The  results  of  the  tests  at  the  fuel 
plant  show  a  reduction  In  ash  of  20 
to  60  per  cent  and  a  reduction  of 
sulphur  of  10  to  50  per  cent.  One 
raw  coal  containing  5.05  per  cent  of 
sulphur  had.  after  washing,  2.47  per 
cent.

The  Duluth  naval  militia  will  burn 
up  about  $i2,000  worth  of  ammunition 
in  target  practice  at  Bark  Bay  tomor- 
row. Bark  Bay  is  located  on  the  south 
shore  of  Lake  Superior,  about  fifty- 
five  miles  from  Duluth.  The  steamship 
Gopher,  with  all  members  of  the  mil- 
itia who  can  possibly  get  away,  will 
leave  Dock  No.  5,  at  10  o'clock  this 
evening,  and  will  return  to  Duluth  at 
about  the  same  time  tomorrow  even- 
ing. 

This  will  be  the  first  regular  target 
practice  of  the  season  for  the  boys. 
There  will  also  be  drills,  and  both  the 
large  and  small  guns  will  be  used  In 
showering  a  floating  target  with 
chunks  of  lead  and  steel.  The  same 
maneuvers  will  be  gone  through  \vith 
as  at  the  general  meeting  of  all  the 
lake  naval  militias  later  In  the  sum- 
mer. There  will  be  drills  of  all  kinds, 
and  also  athletic  contests,  including 
rowing  races. 

The  Goplier  has  five  big  guns  on 
board,  and  these  will  be  brought  into 
play  on  a  floating  target.

In  the  opinion  of  Supt.  D.  M.  Phllbin, 
tho  accident  yesterday  In  which  the 
steamer  Wlloen  collided  with  the  draw- 
span  of  the  Interstate  bridge  now  under 
construction,  will  not  set  the  work  back 
any  more  than  tea  days  or  so.

The  accident  again  calls  attention  to  a 
fact,  which  was  noted  In  The  Herald  as 
early  as  two  years  ago— that  the  only 
safe  and  proper  manner  for  trains  to 
enter  Duluth  Is  through  a  tunnel  under 
the  bay.  The  entire  train  service  Is 
likely  to  be  thrown  out  at  any  time  by 
a  bump  to  the  bridge  from  some  passing 
boat,  as  the  accidents  to  both  the  Inter- 
state and  Northern  Pacific  bridges  have 
shown.  The  circuitous  route  around  by 
Grassy  Point  delays  the  trains  consider- 
ably and  is  a  detriment  to  the  service. 
The  problem  will  never  be  solved  until 
the  tunnel  Is  secured,  railroad  men  claim.

Mr.  Fogel 
went  out  of  the  car  and  picked  up  an 
object,  if  It  was  only  a  stone  or  a  bit 
of  glass. 

When  the  trunk  was  full  the  con- 
tents were  packed  in  a  box  and 
shipped  home,  with  every  object 
properly   labeled. 

When  they  returned  homo  Mr.  Fogel 
conceived  the  idea  of  erecting  a  home, 
and  in  the  outer  walls  of  the  house 
Incorporating  all  these  souvenirs,  num- 
bering several  thousands,  together 
with  such  other  objects  as  struck  his 
fancy. 

Although  he  is  only  a  farmer  and 
never  learned  a  trade,  he  designed 
the  house,  and  he  and  a  regular 
stonemason  laid  the  walKs,  just  as  he 
and  a  roofer  built  and  slated  the 
roof.  All  the  exterior  woodwork  is 
being  done  by  himself  and  one  as- 
sLstant,  a  regular  carpenter. 

The  house  Is  constructed  of  cement 
blocks,  and  these  blocks  he  made 
himself  without  any  assistance  what- 
ever. Many  of  the  blocks  have 
acute  angles,  necessitating  accurate 
measurements;  and  yet  the  most  ex- 
perienced and  expert  cement  block- 
maker  could  not  have  done  better. 
Before  the  cement  had  hardened  Mr. 
Pogel  .stuck  his  "souvenirs"  Into  It, 
employing  all  kinds  of  designs,  and 
no   two  alike. 

To    give    even    a    partial   list   of   the 
stuff  Imbedded  In  these  cement  blocks 
would    fill      several      columns    of      Tho 
Record    In     fine     type.       All   kinds     of 
stones,   pebbles,   petrified  wood,  shell.s.

whole,    some    otherwise.      mostly      the 
latter   are   these.        For   Instance,   he'd 
take  a  glass  pitcher  and  stick  it  into 
the    soft    cement      so    that      only    the 
handle    protruded.         Then    he    would 
take    another      pitcher,      whether      of 
gleiss   or   china,    and   stick    It    in   side- 
wise.        He    would   do   the  same    with 
cups  and  saucers.        He  would  take  a

brought     all     the    way    from     Kans.as. 
(Hher     apeclmons     came     from     other 
Western    states     and     territories.

PHILIPPINE     OPENINGS. 

That  boosting  committee  out  In  Manila 
Is  still  issuing  little  bulletin  bouquets 
to  l>e  laid  at  the  shrine  of  the  Philip- 
pines. Each  of  these  bulletins  winds  up 
with   a  firm   declaration   to   this  effect: 

••\Ve  Misrepresent  Nothing!  The  Philip- 
pines Can  Stand  the  Truth!" 

Here,  according  to  tlie  boosting  com- 
mittee, are  some  of  the  truths  which  the 
Philippines    can    stand: 

in  seven  years  one  can  becxsme  the  pos- 
sessor of  an  annual  Income  of  $50,(i(»0  from 
the  cultivation  of  hemp.  To  achieve  this 
Income,  however,  the  grower  must  be 
prepared  to  invest  a  total  of  about  |.''.5,00'i 
in  the  first  three  years  before  his  ac- 
counts can  show  a  credit  balance  at  all. 
After  tho.se  three  years  the  abaca,  as 
the  plant  Is  called  In  the  Philippines,  re- 
quires practically  no  further  cultivation 
and  will  yield  a  full  crop  without  replant- 
Int?  for  from  ten  to  fifteen  years,  says  the 
New    York    Sun. 

Manila  hemp  Is  produced  only  In  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  constitutes  more 
than  two-thirds  the  total  value  of  all 
their  exports.  It  Is  declared  that  hemp 
growing  is  one  of  the  safest  as  well  as 
most  profitable  investments  there.  Enor- 
niouse  areas  of  the  finest  hemp  lands  are 
still    untouched. 

■  Another  bulletin  Is  devoted  to  the  lum- 
ber business.  Philippine  forests  are  man- 
aged under  a  totally  different  system 
from  the  methods  In  this  country. 

I.,ess  than  half  a  million  acres  of  them 
are  held  by  private  owners.  The  public 
forests  amount  to  more  than  40.00(».000 
acres.  These  cannot  be  sold,  lea-sed  or 
homesteaded  unless  it  can  be  shown  that 
they  are  more  valuable  for  agricultural 
than    for   forest   purposes. 

Licenses  are  granted  for  terms  of  twen- 
ty years,  giving  the  holder  the  exclusive 
right  to  exploit  certain  forest  products. 
The  area  covered  by  the  llcen.se  depends 
on  the  size  of  the  plant  to  be  installed. 
No  charge  is  made  for  this  license,  but 
a  stumpage  charge  ranging  trujn  %\  to  }o 
a    thousand    feet,    board    measure,    is    im- 

^P'reight  rates  from  Manila  to  the  Pacific 
co.ast  are  about  %~  a  ton  for  logs,  or 
jl"  to  J14  a  thou.sand  feet.  There  is  no 
export  duty  and  logs  are  admitted  into 
this  country  free.  But  the  chief  mar- 
kers for  common  native  timber  would  be 
the    Philippines,   China   and   Australia.

St.  Louis  Glob.?-Democrat:  "Very  few 
persons  understand  the  art  of  keeping 
flowers,"  says  a  South  end  florist,  "and 
yet  by  a  little  attention  flowers  may  be 
kept  fresh  for  -.hrefe  or  four  times  as 
long  as  people  expect  them  to  slay  in 
good  condition. 

"The  matter  1.?  simple  enough.  It  is 
merely  a  question  of  temperature  and 
.nolstTire.  Roses,  for  example,  are  grown 
at  a  high  temperature  In  the  greenl-.ou.sea 
and  are  then  generally  spoiled  by  111 
treatment  after  they  have  been  cut. 
Grown  In  a  temperature  of  «j  to  75  de- 
ere*^.  they  are  placed  in  an  icebox, 
where  the  thermometer  stands  at  about 
40.  Then  when  «old  they  are  taken  Into 
a  dining  or  ball  room,  where  the  temper- 
ature 1.4  75  or  3-).  Of  course  they  wilt 
In  a  few  hours,  .'ometimes  In  a  few  min- 
utes.    Nothing  elsft  could   be  expected. 

"They  could,  however,  be  kept  In  proper 
condition  for  a  we^h  by  placing  them  In 
water  a-d  standing  the  vasp  In  the  cool- 
est part  o*"  a  living  n>om.  Every  day  half 
.in  Inch  of  stems  should  be  cut  off  In 
order  lo  present  a  fresh  suction  .<^urfare 
to  the  water.  If  this  precaution  Is  neg- 
lected the  stem  lecomes  clogg.»d  with  « 
gliitlnoua  matter  something  like  the  gum 
that  oNtides  from  peach  and  cherrv  trees, 
the  water  In  the  vase,  however  pur.-> 
ennnnt  be  drawn  up.  and  the  leavf.s  and 
flowers   Wther  for  l«.rk  of  moisture.

to  And  It?;  way  through  to  support  the 
leaves  and   blossom*.'* 


Throughout  the  country  during  the 
pa.st  year  there  has  been  a  movement 
to  make  provision  for  the  protection 
of  the  natural  resources  of  the  country. 
America  has  been  most  lavishly  prod- 
igal v\dth  the  wealth  which  nature  has 

placed  at  her  co^nunand,,  and  wasteful, 
too,  of  the  talents  of  lier  people,  but 
an  awakened  national  conscience  is  di- 
recting attention  to  the  protection  of 
the  country's  resources,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  gi^eater  "human  wealth," 
by  educating  the  people  to  a  finer  ap- 
preciation of  art  and  industry,  and  the 
vital  Importa,nce  to  every  city  of  the 
refining  and  educational  infiuences 
brougiit  to  its  life  by  artists  and 
craftsmen. 

In  its  State  Art  society  Minnesota 
has  a  pioneer  organization.  Instituted 
for  the  education  and  help  of  her  peo- 
ple. The  society  was  born  out  of 
need.  Artists  of  all  kinds  have  for 
years  deserted  our  state  because  there 
was  not  here  any  stimulus  to  do  their 
best  work.  Former  citizens  of  Minne- 
sota, now  living  in  different  parts  of 
the  country,  exceed  In  number  those  of 
other  states  as  oi-iglnators  of  art  indus- 
tries, and  their  work  and  methods  have 
been  introduced  Into  Italy,  Ireland, 
England,  Australia  and  Labrador,  but 
the  work  and  the  workers  are  outside 
of  Minnesota. 

The  public  schools  In  their  annual 
exhibits  reveal  the  faot  that  there  are 
thousands  in  our  state  who  have  nat- 
ural power  and  creative  ability,  but 
who  have,  and  can  have,  from  our 
geographical  situation,  no  knowledge 
of  the  best  buildings,  i>alntings  or 
statues;,  nor  can  see  the  beauty  about 
them.  There  is  also  need  of  the  intro- 
duction of  art  Into  manufactures.  We 
suffer  every  day  because  our  articles 
of  common  use  have  been  manufac- 
tured by  men  whose  eyes  are  untrained 
to  beauty  of  line,  form  and  color.  Even 
the  brass  on  the  furniture,  made  for 
our  new  capitol  in  our  best  shops, 
w-as  bought  In  Paris.  It  Is  quite  pos- 
sible, and  is  true  economy,  to  stimu- 
late the  manufacture  in  our  state  of 
anany  beautiful  objects  of  daily  use, 
now  Imported.  It  is  wasteful  not  to 
give  this  incentive.  To  meet  all  these 
needs,  a  law  creating  the  Minnesota 
State  Art  society  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  in  1903,  and  an  appropria- 
tion granted  of  $2,000  annually. 
It  is  the  object  of  this  society: 
First,  to  advance  the  interoats  of  tlie 
Fine  Arts  in  Minne.sota. 

Second,  to  develop  the  influence  of 
art  in  education. 

Third,  to  foster  the  Introduction  of 
art  manufactures  of  all  kinds. 

In  furthering  the  first  object  of  the 
society  a  fine  exhibit  of  the  work  of 
artists  throughout  the  country  and 
state  is  held  annually.  The  exhibit 
which  is  not  a  commercial  one  gatlier- 
ed  by  a  dealer,  but  fresh  work  from 
artists  whose  names  are  familiar  in 
Eastern  exihibitions,  but  rarely  or  never 
seen   in  Minnesota. 

Traveling  exhibits  consisting  of  a 
limited  number  of  valuable  paintings, 
prints,  handicraft  and  photographs  of 
famous  works  of  art  may  be  secured 
at  any  time  by  clubs,  dchooLs  and 
libraries  under  acceptable  conditions, 
thus  giving  rural  and  small  towns 
equal  advantages  with  tiie  large  cities. 
Lectures  have  been  arranged  by  the 
lecture  committee  to  be  presented  by 
men  and  women  prominent  in  the 
work  before  the  normal  schools  of  the 
state. 

The  third  object — To  fo.ster  the  In- 
troduction of  art  into  manufactures  of 
all  kinds  Is  to  be  especially"  empha- 
sized this  year.  The  society  is  great- 
ly in  sympathy  with  the  educational 
movement  spreading  throughout  the 
country  along  art  Industrial  lines. 
More  and  more  attention  Is  being 
given  to  the  revival  and  encourage- 
ment of  handlcraits — to  the  develop- 
ment of  fireside  industries.  Those 
interested  in  the  movement  believe 
that  by  creating  and  stimulating  an 
active  Interest  In  handicrafts  on  the 
farms  and  in  small  communities, 
where  life  Is  lonely  and  dull  and 
monotonous,  the  benefits  resulting  will 
be  Inestimable.  Any  one  familiar 
with  the  conditions  of  life  in  the  farm- 
ing districts  will  realize  the  value  of 
any  work  which  tends  to  keep  intelli- 
gent young  men  and  women  con- 
tented on  the  farms  by  supplying  them 
with  an  interesting  means  of  earning 
extra  money  through  the  exercise  and 
development  of  their  own  individual 
taste  and  skill  in  spare  hours. 
Plaii-s  of  the  Soflet,v. 
What  the  State  Art  society  pur- 
poses is  to  appoint  committees  in 
various  parts  of  the  state  who  will 
find  out  the  local  resources  and  the 
people  may  possess  and  to  report  on 
such.  The  society  plans  to  engage 
sort  of  handiwork,  if  any.  that  the 
by  the  year  a  state  supervisor  who 
will  go  from  place  to  place  to  give 
Instruction,  furnish  good  designs  and 
maintain  a  standard  of  excellence  In 
the   various   crafts. 

In  Germany,  Hungary  and  France 
this  .sort  of  work  has  government 
support.  \rinnesota  has  an  appro- 
priation from  the  legislature  for  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  art.  It  la  by  no 
means  adequate,  but  it  Is  a  great  step 
forward.  The  need  for  an  enlarged 
membership  is  greatly  felt,  as  with- 
out Is  the  projected  plans  of  the  -so- 
ciety cannot  be  carried  out.  The  sub- 
scription l.s  $1  a  year  and  may  he 
sent  to  Mrs.  Robert  Seymour,  chair- 
man of  the  membership  committee.

Every  community  contains  germs  of 
.,;^^,JZ  I  '='•  profitable  Industry  which  only  needs 
cultivation.  And  while  tlie  industry 
Is  being  cultivated  that  whole  attitude 
of  the  w^>rker,  toward  life,  is  changed 
as  well  as  that  of  the  community.  Mln- 
ne.sota  is  an  Inspiring  and  fertile  field 
for  this  work.  At  the  present  it  ranks 
second — next  to  Massaohu.sett.s— in 
owning  and  fostering  fireside  industries. 

Duluth  Is  the  honor  city  this  year 
and  through  the  generosity  of  the 
Duluth  Art  as.sociation  the  Y.  M.  C.

Twenty-nine  girls,  members  of 
the  graduating  cla.sg  of  the  Sacred 
Heart  Institute,  received  their  diplo- 
mas at  the  commencement  exercises 
held  last  evening  in  the  cathedral 
auditorium.

Health    Depaitment    Hampered    by 
People  Who  Give  Fictitious  Names. 

Health  Commlsioner  Patton  and  his 
assistants  are  seriously  hampered  In 
their  work  by  numerous  complaints 
coming  into  the  office  either  unsigned 
or  signed  with  fictitious  names,  with 
fake  addresses  attached. 

"This  department  is  here  for  the 
general  benefit  of  the  public,  and  we 
are  willing  and  glad  to  help  the  peo- 
ple whenever  and  wherever  we  can, 
but  intelligent  action  cannot  be  taken 
on  communications  If  we  do  not  know 
who  Is  sending  them,  or  where  they 
are  coming  from,"  said  Dr.  Patton, 
this  morning. 

"We  want  to  help  the  people,  and 
the  people  in  turn  should  be  willing 
to  help  U.S.  We  will  keep  their  names 
secret,  if  they  jo  desire,  but  must  In- 
sist that  complaints  be  signed  with 
the  right  names.  We  get  scores  of 
letters  signed  with  fictitious  names 
and  addresses,  and  go  to  the  trouble 
of  sending  an  inspector  to  the  ad- 
dress given,  only  to  find  that  there  is 
no  such  place.  It  Is  annoying,  and 
causes  us  a  lot  of  unne«':e.ssary  work. 
Senders  of  these  letters  are  not  treat- 
ing   us    fairly."

Philadelphia  Press:  Many  people  tlUnk 
that  lese-majeste— giving  insult  to  roy- 
alty—is not  a  crime  In  Great  Britain. 
The  English  statute  books,  however,  con- 
tain m;\,nj'  penalties  for  such  offenses. 
They  are  still  good  laws.  If  any  olficlal 
wishes  to  put  them  Into  effect. 

Placing  a  postage  stamp  on  a  letter  up- 
side down  Is  a  punishable  offense,  as  Is 
also  the  defacement  of  a  coin  be.arlng  the 
royal  ima*;^.  This  Is  Insulting  the  king's 
effig>'. 

Private  invlduals  may  not  raise  the 
royal  standard  over  their  dwellings. 
This  is  the  emblem  of  regal  authority,  to 
be  displayed  only  wiiere  the  king  Is  pre- 
sent. 

While  an  agitator  may  talk  against 
royalty  in  the  abstract  as  much  a.s  he 
chooses,  contemptuous  or  Insulting  i>er- 
sonal  references  to  the  reigning  sover- 
eign open  to  the  offender  a  heavy  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

The  Slightest  slap  upon  the  face  of  the 
king  or  queen — or  any  other  part  of  the 
anatomy,  for  that  matter — Is  punishable 
with  the  death  penally.  In  the  rein 
of  Queen  Victoria  a  Leult.  Pap«»  struck 
her  across  the  face  with  his  cane.  He 
was  ."sentenced  to  death,  but  the  Queen 
commuted    hla    sentence. 

It  is  likewise  a  crime  to  bring  the  uni- 
form of  the  soverign  Into  contempt.  To 
gtvrb  a  low  comedian  or  a  villlan  of  the 
stage  in  the  dls.."arded  uniform  of  the 
army  or  the  navy  is  sufficient  to  bring 
heavy  censure  from  the  goverment.  FVir 
this  rea.son  tht>atrlcal  managers  usually 
see  to  It  that  the  uniforms  worn  are  not 
exactly   copies   of  the  real   thing.

Dr.  W.  F.  Mercer  of  Ohio  State  univer- 
sity lmpres.s<M  the  world  with  his  recent 
deiiaration  that  dollars  made  doctors 
out— that  there  were  too  many  surgeons 
who,  for  the  sake  of  large  feeb.  iiperated 
when  operations  might  be  perhaps  avoid- 
ed.
